Welfare cheat says $2,400 a month 'easy to get9

She started cheating on wel- 


fare at the age of 17. and for 
seven years she kept it up—most 
of the time getting two checks at 
the same time. 


She has no children, yet she 


was paid for having anywhere 
from two to four. 


She was getting paid for 


being single—yet she wasn't. 


The fraud was so easy that 


when she was cut 
off—after 


someone had informed on her—it 


took her only a day to get back 
on the welfare rolls. 


"If you quit your job today," 


she says. "In two days 1 could 
get you more money from wel- 
fare than you're making now. 
You could be pulling in $2,400 a 
month at least." 


And she knows how. She's 


done it. 


"One of my friends—in fact 


she's a relative—is collecting 
welfare for herself and three kids 
she doesn't have . . . she's work- 
ing as a secretary and her hus- 
band works on the docks. They 


are collecting about ?2,600 a 
month. 


"They could be making 


more, if they'd apply for more 
than one welfare check. 


"But they don't need the 


money right now." 


Speaking is an articulate 26- 


year-old woman who conies from 
an 
upper-middle-class 
Long 


Beach family and is currently- 
being prosecuted in I/>s Angeles 
for welfare fraud. Her identity 
could jeopardize her chances for 
paying only retribution, some- 
thing she feels she will be re- 


quired to do to forstall going to 
prison. Now married, she volun- 
tarily left the welfare rolls two 
years ago. yet because of an 
angry former friend, her arrest 
came only last month. 


"I can show you three people 


right now, who live within a 
block of here, who are collecting 
welfare illegally. But it's so easy 
to do. I'm surprised there aren't 
more people on welfare." 


She first applied for welfare 


in San Francisco, she says, on 
the advice of a friend. 


"1 borrowed a little girl and 


walked into the welfare office. 1 
told them I had moved from a 
different state and she gave me a 
check that day-but it was easier 
then; now you have to wait a 
day." 


She collected her checks for 


2li months until she was asked to 
produce a birth certificate for 
her "child." 


"I didn't know how to make a 


birth certificate then, so 1 took 
off." 


She moved to Los Angeles 


and subsequently learned to use 
white tape and a xerox machine 


and in one case used a birth 
certificate out of the back of an 
issue of Baby Talk Magazine to 
document her nonexistent chil- 
dren. 


She found work as a secre- 


tary, but continued to receive 
welfare-checks amounting to 
$1.200 a month. 


At one point a friend turned 


enemy and reported her to wel- 
fare officials and one of her 
checks was cut off.

WASHINGTON - In case you 


forgot again, daylight savings time 
ended this morning at 2 a.m. when 
it was time for clocks to "fall 
back" an hour. You won't have to 
worry about it again for six months 
— unless Congress changes things. 


Time ran out this year on con- 


gressional efforts to stretch day- 
Tight saving, or advanced time, to 
seven months, but it was a near 
miss. Several proposals to expand 
— and some to contract — daylight 
saving are expected to be intro- 
duced when Congress reconvenes in 
January. 


Near the end of this congres- 


sional session, a bill reached the 
House floor that would have placed 
the nation on daylight saving from 
the third Sunday in March through 
the third Sunday of October. 
Earlier in the year, the Senate had 
approved legislation that would 
have turned clocks ahead one hour 
on the second Sunday of March and 
back on the second Sunday of Octo- 
ber. 


But the House measure — 


which its backers said the Senate 
would accept — was brought up 
under a short-cut procedure that 
requires approval by two-thirds, in- 
stead of a simple majority. When 
the 
1 bill mustered only a one-vote 


margin in a preliminary test, it 
was withdrawn rather risk its de- 
feat.

WASHINGTON - A congres- 


sional study released Saturday sug- 
gests that a substantial number of 
the suicides, murders and other 
deaths from 1970 to 1975 were 
traceable to an increase of 1.4 per- 
centage points in unemployment in 
1970. 


The Joint Economic Committee 


released the study, which said that 
at least 26,000 deaths from the 
stress-related diseases of stroke 
and kidney and heart ailments, at 
least 1.500 of the suicides and 1,700 
of the homicides during that five- 
year period were related to unem- 
ployment. 


The stress-related deaths were 


2.7 per cent of the total deaths from 
those diseases, the suicides 5.7 per 
cent of the total and the homicides 
8 per cent. 


THE COMMITTEE findings are 


based on the work of Prof. M. Har- 
vey Brenner of Johns Hopkins 
University, who has been studying 
the relationship between unemploy- 
ment and certain health indicators 
for almost 15 years. His work has 
been expanded in this study for the 
committee to give it a way to esti- 
mate the cost in human suffering of 
people being out of work. 


"Overall, it is evident that sig- 


nificant relationships exist between 
economic policy and measures of 
national well-being," said Brenner 


of his study, which included an 
analysis of 40 years of statistics for 
the United States, studies of the 
patterns of health and unemploy- 
ment in three states and the rela- 
tionships between such factors in 
other developed countries. 


"The study indicates that ac- 


tions which influence national 
economic activity — especially 
unemployment rates — have sub- 
stantial bearing on physical health, 
mental health and criminal aggres- 
sion." his summary says. 


Commissioned for the commit- 


tee by the Congressional Research 
Service of the Library of Congress, 
the study uses techniques drawn 
from the public-health sector in 
finding "risk factors" for total 
mortality: deaths caused by stroke 
and heart and kidney diseases: 
homicides: suicides; deaths from 
liver cirrhosis, an alcohol-related 
illness; admission to mental hospi- 
tals, and increases in state-prison 
populations. 


Although it tries to filter out 


causes unrelated to economic fac- 
tors for such increases, the study 
shows a statistical correlation hut 
not a direct cause-and-effect rela- 
tion, its author and sponsor warn. 


The committee's announcement 


says, however, t h a t the study 
shows "a direct link between 
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NEW YORK - President Ford 


has drawn almost even with Jimmy 
Carter in one of the closest presi- 
dential races of this century, leav- 
ing the Georgia Democrat with 
only a precarious advantage as the 
campaign entered its climactic 48 
hours. 


In a half-dozen crucial states, 


the candidates' own polls showed 
them only a percentage point or 
two apart. The chief tacticians in 
both camps agreed that the election 
was poised on a knife-edge, and 
analysts across the country were 
unwilling to hazard predictions. 


The final national survey by the 


New York Times and CBS News 
gave Carter a slight lead, but for 
the first time in Die campaign the 
contest was too close to be certain 
who was really ahead. A poll by 
Louis Harris of ABC News showed 
Carter clinging to an even nar- 
rower lead of 1 percentage point. 


"THERE IS NOW a real possi- 


bility that Ford could win," con- 
ceded Robert S. Strauss, the 
Democratic national chairman. 
"But it's hard to make a three- 
horse parlay, and that's what the 
President needs — all the close 
ones. I'd still bet on Carter, al- 
though I wouldn't bet the family 
farm." 


The Times-CBS News poll, 


which was completed Wednesday, 
indicated that Ford's comeback, 
one of the most striking in modern 
American political history, 
had 


been built on his ability to swing 
vacillating independents behind 
him. 


With both camps increasingly 


nervous, rival strategists were pon- 
dering four factors that hold the 
key: Momentum, turnout, the dis- 
tribution of the undecided voters 
and electoral vote. 


Momentum: Although Ford has 


unquestionably gained ground in 
the past few days, his gains have 
not been uniform (Michigan, for 
example, has been moving away 
from him). To win, he needs to 
make his advances more general 
and to keep gaining right up until 
the polls open on Tuesday. 


Turnout: Because theirs is the 


majority partv, the Democrats 
usually benefit from large turnouts. 
Despite numerous signs of apathy 
earlier in the campaign, late regis- 
tration figures and growing crowds 
suggest that the campaign is catch- 
ing on at last. Organized labor and 
black leaders will try to turn out 
the voters that Carter needs most. 


Undecided voters: The Times- 


CBS News poll indicates that the 
undecided group exceeds 10 per 
cent, an extraordinarily high figure 


for this stage. As many as hall of 
these may not vote, according to 
the survey. The more who do, prob- 
ably the better for Carter, since 
they tend to be relatively poor (63 
per cent earn less than $12,000 a 
yeari, relatively ill-educated (47 per 
cent did not finish high school) and 
relatively Democratic in habit.

"I had not been confirmed by 


your ballots, but since have been 
supported by your prayers," said 
Ford, who preceded Carter into 
Texas by hours. "I ask you on 
Tuesday, Nov. 2, not only to sup- 
port me with your prayers, but to 
support me with your ballots." 


He saw encouragement in the 


crowd of-6.000 that heard him in 
Houston. "With a rally like this in 
Texas." Ford said. "I feel we're 
going to win and win overwhelm- 
ingly on Tuesday." 


.Carter, cognizant of the deli- 


cately balanced polls, made no 
such claim. But his press secre- 
tary, Jody Powell, said Carter's 
own vote projections are ''certainly 
encouraging." 


Powell said if Carter wins the 


southern and border states, as well 
as the traditional 
Democratic 


states, he would need to carry only 
three of nine states that are rated 
tossups. Among those are New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio—all 
late targets of both campaigns. 


Stopping over in New Orleans 


on his way to Texas. Carter was 
greeted by 12,000 to 15,000 people 
who jammed the narrow streets of 
the French Quarter. He rode in an 
open-top convertible for five blocks, 
then walked another two to the 
accompaniment of Dejan's Olympic 
Brass Band.

Pope meets Lutherans

They hold the idea of it being possibly lifted one 
day in a grand gesture of ecumenism, along the lines 
of the Orthodox and Catholic reconciliation after the 
Vatican Ecumenical Council in 1965. 


Korean denies bribes 


South Korean businessman Park Tong-sun Satur- 


day denied allegations that he had bribed U.S. con- 
gressmen and government officials and had misused 
Food for Peace aid funds. 


"Absolutely not," Park replied when asked if it 


was true he had offered gifts in an effort to favorably 
influence American policy and actions toward South 
Korea. 


Park was interviewed while he waited for a 


flight to London after arriving in Paris on a flight 
from Tokyo, via Moscow. 


Asked about the alleged misuse of Food for 


Peace funds. Park replied: "Those questions will be 
eventually answered when I return to the States." He 
said he would be going back "as soon as my business 
is over," but did not specify a date. 


Park and other South Koreans in the United 


Stales are said to be the focus of a wide-ranging U.S. 
Justice Department investigation into South Korean 
lobbying activities. 


According to some accounts, South Korean 


agents have dispensed $500,000 to $1 million yearly 
since 1970 in cash and gifts to congressmen and U.S. 
officials. As many as !)0 present and former members 
of Congress are reportedly under investigation.

SIDS research

Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS) Foundation, 17H1 
Bircher St., Granada Hills, Calif. 91344. One out of every 
350 babies will die of SIDS, commonly known as "crib 
death." There are nearly as many theories as there are 
persons researching the mystery affliction, in which 
infants die unexpectedly, quietly and for no apparent 
cause in their sleep. But no one has been able to predict 
or prevent SIDS. It was recently discovered, for in- 
stance, that SIDS runs in families. Brothers and sisters 
of an infant afflicted with SIDS have five times the 
normal chance of being struck down. Last March, fail- 
ure of chemoreceptors, which measure the oxygen con- 
tent in the blood, thereby regulating the unconscious act 
of breathing, tentatively were blamed for SIDS. In 
September, researchers questioned the position of the 
baby's head and its relationship to SIDS. they wondered 
whether the airway was obstructed by pressure from the 
baby's head on the mattress. Another doctor hypothe- 
sized that cases of infant botulism, where botulism 
spores were ingested by the baby through the air— not 
food—and developed into toxins in the infant's intestines, 
were a possible cause of SIDS. Last year another doctor 
suggested that SIDS was caused by heart failure and 
cardiac rhythm abnormalities. Research continues in an 
effort to find the cause of the disease, which claims one 
child every 53 minutes worldwide.

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Hayakawa writes 
a new book of 
political 4rules'

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - If Republican S.I. Haya- 


kawa unseats U.S. Sen. John Tunney Tuesday, the 
political rule book wfll have to be rewritten. Hayakawa 
has left it in tatters. 


For example, conventional political wisdom says 


that, in the final stages of a close race like this one, 
you're not supposed to take any chances. 


"I didn't know that was a rule," says the sernanti- 


cist, who in the past week has lived up to his self- 
description as a "Republican unpredictable" by: 


—Giving a free-wheeling and apparently spontane- 


ous talk on sexual relationships and pornography, in- 
cluding a detailed and articulate description of the 
reasons people go to bed together. 


—Suggesting that the United States consider send- 


ing troops to southern Africa, either through the United 
Nations or on its own, if a bloodbath were imminent. 


—Saying the U.S. should encourage uprisings in 


Eastern Europe, though he conceded they "wild prob- 
ably be crushed, and also that in the event of an 
uprising the U.S. should threaten to send troops. 


Other unwritten rules say you shouldn't take posi- 


tions that allow your opponent to portray you as indeci- 
sive or heartless. 


It was easy for Tunney to make those characteriza- 


tions of Hayakawa's habit early in the campaign of 
saying "I don't know" to questions on the economy, 
child labor and World War II U.S. internment camps. 


Hayakawa says the minimum wage should be re- 


duced for teen-agers — to as low as $1.50 an hour — and 
some child-labor laws scrapped so employers will hire 
young people. And he says the internment camps, 
though wrong and cruel, turned out to benefit Japanese- 
Americans. 


IN THEIR FIRST televised debate, Hayakawa 


spent much of the time defending those positions instead 
of attacking, as a nonincumbent is supposed to. He did 
better in the second debate, until the troops-to-Africa 
subject came up. 


His speeches, too, defy convention. 
Delivered in a soft, almost singsong voice, they 


often include a classroom-style lecture on the differ- 
ences between the parties, complete with references to 
"outsider psychology." 


New proposals sometimes take the form of "just- 


suppose" speculation. On those occasions, he can get 
testy when pressed later for specifics. 


But the continued closeness of opinion polls — 45 to 


43 in Tunney's favor in the California Poll last week — 
and the reactions of audiences to the little man in the 
tam-o'-shanter suggest that Hayakawa may be immune 
to conventional political taboos. 


"Face it— the attraction of this guy is that he's 


unpredictable," says bis campaign manager, Richard 
Woodward. "If we didn't know he was unpredictable, 
we'd be in a state of shock." 


SAYS HAYAKAWA: "I am what I am, and, if it 


doesn't fit the political mold, that's too damn bad for the 
political mold." 


Or as Tunney puts it, "If I made some of those 


statements it would be all over." 


Of course, that's a statement that cuts both ways. 
Tunney, whose future appeared bright when he

designed by Woodward with Press Secretary Jack 
McDowell, a former Pulitzer Prize-winning reporter, 
and retired advertising man Hal Larson. 


One ad intersperses shots of an empty chair — 


symbolic of Tunney's frequent absence from the Senate 
this year — with footage of the senator skiing in 
Switzerland or vacationing in Florida, as he did during 
two Senate votes in the past. At the end of the commer- 
cial, Hayakawa sits in the chair. 


CAMPAIGNING, HAYAKAWA talks about Tun- 


ney's absenteeism and changes of position on some 
issues, about child labor and the need to cut federal 
spending and curb "overregulation" of business. 


In the San Joaquin Valley, expected to go solidly for 


Hayakawa, he talks mostly about Proposition 14, the 
farm-labor initiative that Hayakawa opposes and Tun- 
ney supports. 


In Stockton last week, Hayakawa's cry that Prop. 


14 "must, must, must be defeated" drew whoops and 
cheers from a crowd of about 250 at a $10 clam-and-wine 
feed. 


But, more than issues, what the audiences come to 


hear is the fighter who stood up to student radicals as 
president of San Francisco State College in 1968. 


His greatest moment — when he ripped the wires 


from a microphone atop a flatbed truck where a student 
demonstrator was speaking — is mentioned or alluded to 
hi virtually every campaign introduction. 


After the speeches, the people who approach Haya- 


kawa for handsnakes and autographs usually talk about 
San Francisco State. 


Hayakawa doesn't mention the subject that much 


on his own. But the symbol of those days, the tam-o'- 
shanter, is ever-present. 


He and his staff wear tiny knit tarns as lapel pins. 


At television interviews, he wears one or has it lying 
before him. And after each speech, he puts it on, and the 
applause level rises.

is beginning to make one 
mistake after another." 


Tunney held a 45-to-43 


per cent lead over Haya- 
kawa in a Field Poll taken 
Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday and released 
Friday, but he says he has 
a "gut feeling" that his 
margin is widening. 


The Hayakawa "mis- 


takes" Tunney referred to 
began Wednesday during 
the second televised de- 
bate between the two 
candidates, when, Tunney 
said, Hayakawa "stepped 
on a landmine." 


DURING THE encoun- 


ter and in questioning 
afterward, Hayakawa said 
the U.S. should be ready 
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to send troops to Africa — 
preferably as part of a 
United Nations force, but 
on its own if necessary — 
to avoid a bloody clash be- 
tween whites and blacks. 


Afterward Hayakawa 


said the U.S. should en- 
courage anti-Soviet revolts 
in Eastern Europe even 
though they would prob- 
ably be crushed and 
should threaten to use 
troops to aid the rebels.

ots to needless deaths.

use troops were carried 
out they could lead to a 
third world war." 


On paper at least, John 


polls showed him beating 
several potential re-elec- 
tion opponents, including 
Reagan. 


BUT POLLS taken

A computer error on "close to a million'' pieces of

County, said his district-wide mailing, intended to be a 
service and convenience to voters, has instead turned 
out to be "a serious problem." 


"Please disregard the polling-place address on my 


postcard and use the address included hi your sample 
ballot envelope," Hannaford said. 


George Hodgkins, vice president of Computer Mail- 


ings Inc. (CMD of Los Angeles, acknowledged the error 
and seconded Hannaford's appeal to go by the sample 
ballot information. 


Hannaford said erroneous polling-place information 


was printed on 1.2 million mailed voting reminders in 
his campaign and those of Assemblyman Richard Ala- 
torre, D-Los Angeles, and 63rd Assembly District candi- 
date Bruce Young, Cerritos Democrat. About 700,000 
similar mailers for the Carter-Mondale campaign were 
involved also, Hannaford said, but most of them were 
caught in time. 


Hannaford is seeking re-election in the 34th Con- 


gressional District. His Republican opponent is Daniel 
Lungren.

SACRAMENTO-It is a 


piece of stiff white paper, 
a little more than 8 inches 
wide and some 15 inches 
long. It could be responsi- 
ble for helping turn the 
1976 general election into a 
Democratic landslide. It 
could make no impact at 
all. 


It is the postcard voter - 


registration form. Until 
the Oct. 4 deadline, Cali- 
fornians could simply sit 
at home, fill out the affida- 
vit at the top of the form— 
the bottom 9 inches con- 
t a i n 
instructions 
in 


English and Spanish—tear 
it off and mail it in. No 
stamp was needed. 


The forms were sent out 


to everyone turning 18 and 
to those on'mailing lists 
possessed by the political 
parties, labor unions, serv- 
ice clubs, often with the 
suggestion that if the re- 
cipient were already regis- 
tered, the form could be 
passed on to someone who 
wasn't. 


POSTCARD registration 


is expected to account for 
more than a million more 
Californians being eligible 
to vote in Tuesday's elec- 
tion than were eligible to 
vote in the June 8 pri- 
mary. Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu says the 
total should exceed 10 mil- 
lion, the largest in the 
state's history except for 
1972, when the law opened 
the voting process to 18-, 
19-and 20-year-olds. 


And of the million new 


or re-registered 
voters, 


perhaps two-thirds figure 
to be Democratic. The 
party could well have 
dose to 58 per cent of the 
state's registered voters at 
the moment. 


However, as California 


Democrats know from bit- 
ter experience, a regis- 
tered voter is not the same 
as a voter, and a regis- 
tered Democrat is not a 
vote to be counted ahead 
of time. 


BUT IF party workers 


have any success at all at 
getting Democrats to the 
polls Tuesday and per- 
suading them to vote for 
Democratic candidates, 
California's two legislative 
houses could be the most 
partisan since the sessions 
of 1883 and 1884. 


In those two years, 


Democrats dominated the 
Senate 32 to 8 and the 
Assembly 61 to 19, and 
newly elected Gov. George 
Stoneman was also a 
Democrat. 


The target for Demo- 


crats in 1976 is more mod- 
est. They hope for 27 seats 
in the Senate—they now 
have 25—and 54 seats in 
the Assembly—they now 
have 53. 


If they reach those fig- 


ures, the party will have 
the two-thirds majority 
needed to totally dominate 
the legislative process in 
each house. And if Demo- 
c r a t i c members and 
Democratic Gov. Brown' 
can get along, party pro- 
grams should have no 
trouble being enacted. 


The p o s s i b i l i t y of 


achieving a dominant 
majority is considered 
good in the Senate, fair in 
the Assembly. 


IN TIIE 40-member Sen- 


ate, 
20 four-year-term 


seats are up for election 
this year. Of the 20 not up 
for election, Democrats 
occupy 17, meaning they 
must win 10 of the 20 con- 
tested seats to reach the 
desired 27. 


Of the 20 seats being 


contested, Republicans 
occupy 12 and Democrats 
81. 
Reapportionment 


created two new districts 
as of next Dec. 6, and six 
fenators chose not to seek 
re-election. 


It breaks down this way 


in the Senate's 20 races. 
Five seats are considered 
safe for their Democratic 
incumbents. They are the

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Ford, Carter blitzing TV 
Millions spent on last-minute commercials

NEW YORK (AP) - For those so inclined, there 


will be three straight hours of Jimmy Carter and 
Gerald Ford on television Monday night. For those 
not so inclined, you're out of luck. 


The two major parties are flooding the airwaves 


with commercials this weekend in the last gasp 
before the voters make their decision and end more 
than a year of campaigning. 


The peak will come Monday night, when Carter 


and Ford take over from the NBC "Monday Night 
Movie," "Executive Suite" and "The Captain and 
Tennille." but not, heaven forbid, from the ABC 
Monday night football game between the Baltimore 
Colts and Houston Oilers. 


Each candidate has half an hour on each net- 


work. 


The Ford people estimate that broadcast and 


newspaper advertising for the last three days of the 
campaign — Saturday, today and Monday — is 
costing them $1.2 million to $1.5 million. The Carter 
people say they can't break down the final three 
days, hut Gerald Rafshoon, Carter's media director, 
has estimated that the last two weeks may cost about 
S2.5 million. Each of the Monday night half-hours will 
cost the candidate around $100.000. 


For the final few days, Ford's people are selling 


a candidate to trust. 


"The key word is 'trust'," says media adviser 


Phil Angell. "That's what it's all about." 


Of the election-eve appeal, Angell says, "It's an 


upbeat, emotional, feel-good kind of spot." There is 
similar emphasis in the most-often-shown five-minute 
commercial, which replaces a biographical spot that 
showed, among other things, Japanese planes plum- 
meting into the Pacific and implied that World War 
II Navy Lt. Gerald Ford shot them down. 


Carter's election-eve show has already been on 


local stations in several cities - including New York. 
It involves a combination of man-in-the-street inter- 
views and calls from those said to be ordinary 
citizens to Carter, "direct from Plains, Ga." 


The rest of the Carter message will come via 


commercials produced by Tony Schwartz, media ex- 
pert who designed the 1964 commercials for former 
President Johnson that showed a little girl picking 
daisy petals with an atomic bomb going off in the 
background. 


Most of them are tightly edited and show Carter 


looking directly at the audience, reciting what he will 
do right and what he believes Ford has done wrong. 


There is also something of a radio blitz. Both 


candidates have bought considerable time on all the 
networks, local stations and those catering to blacks 
and other ethnic groups. 


Overall, both have taken steps to insure that 


anyone turning on a radio or television set before 
Tuesday will hear from them. 


Hits oil-company campaign

Alyeska Co.'s 48-inch oil 
line !now near completion. 
All .the El Paso gas would 
then', be liquefied and sent 
by tanker to Point Concep- 
tion, Calif. 


However, environmen- 


tal groups, including the 
Sierra Club, have vowed 
to fight installation of a 
gas revaporization plant in 
the ecologically sensitive 
area. 


According to the 
El 


Paso plan, another 42-inch 
pipeline, this 142 miles 
long, would be built from 
the plant to hook into 
existing gas networks for 
distribution. 
And still 


another pipeline would 
have to be built to serve 
the Northwest. 


If'El Paso's plan is ap- 


proved, much of the gas 
would stay on the West 
Coast Proponents argue 
that keeping the gas here 
would allow supplies now 
being sent west from 
Texas to be diverted to 


other gas-consuming re- 
gions in the East and Mid- 
west. 


A SECOND competitor 


is Arctic Gas, a consor- 
tium of 15 Canadian and 
American energy compa- 
nies who would build 4,490 
miles of 48-inch pipeline 
eastward from Prudhoe 
Bay through Canada's 
Mackenzie River Valley. 
The line would also carry 
Canadian gas, believed to 
be about 7 trillion cubic 
feet, from the Mackenzie 
Delta to other energy-hun- 
gry provinces. 


In Alberta, the flow 


would divide, with the 
Alaskan gas going to 
A m e r i c a n 
m a r k e t s 


through spurs to the West 
Coast and Middle West. 
The Canadian gas would 
flow to Eastern Canada in 
Canadian pipelines. 


The third applicant is a 


latecomer who joined the 
competition just last sum- 
mer after FPC proceed- 
ings had been under way 
almost a year.

would cost about $7.9 bil- 
lion, but this figure fails to 
include expenditures for 
new pipelines in the con- 
tiguous United States. 


The Arctic Gas plan 


would cost $8.3 billion, al- 
though SI .5 billion would 
be paid by Canadian inter- 
ests, reducing the Ameri- 
can cost to $6.8 billion. 


The Northwest proposal 


is estimated at about $4.6 
billion, half of which 
would be borne by Cana- 
dian partners.

Devaluations in peso create chaos along border 


EDITOR'S NOTE - It used to be that Mexicans 


Hocked across the Rio Grande to buy American, but 
Kith the. devaluation of their peso they have stopped. 
;md Americans are going (he other way (o buy .Mexican. 
The repercussions are felt on both sides of the border.

Mexico (API-Two peso 
devaluations in the midst 
of Mexico's worst mone- 
tary crisis in decades have 
hrou«ht deep hardship to 
an estimated 10 million 
Americans and Mexicans 
who live and trade on both 
sides of the border. 


Official 
figures show 


t h a t retail sales from 
Brownsville and Matamor- 
ros to Chula Vista and 
Tijuana have dropped 5 to 
26 per cent, depending on 
the area. Merchants in 
dozens of border com- 
munities in Mexico and 
the United States either 
went broke or are about to 
fold. 


Knrit|ue Moreno Alvarz, 


genera! manager of the 
Oiurlad Juarez Chamber of 
Commerce, predicts that 
unemployment here will 


, rise another 25 to 30 per 


cent if remedies are not 
found. Presently one of 
every five of this city's 
100,000-member 
labor 


force is out of work. 


Since Aug. 31, President 


Luis Echeverria's admin- 
istration has been forced 
to devalue the peso 100 per 
cent from 12.50 to 25 to $1 
in an attempt to halt the 
flight of capital. 


About the only thing the 


devaluations did was to 
break a huge smuggling 
industry from the U.S. to 
Mexico, estimated by 
Mexican banking sources 
at $1 billion to $3 billion 
annually. 


The negative effects all 


along the 1,968-mile border 
are so acute that Presi- 
d e n t Ford last week 
promised federal assist- 
ance to 36 counties on the 
U.S. side. Ford told re- 
porters on the campaign 
trail in San Diego last 
Monday that he was mov- 
ing to designate the coun- 
ties in California, Arizona, 
New Mexico and Texas as 
the "Southwest 
Border 


Economic Region" — a 
move that 
merchants 


catering to the Mexican 
trade have been demand- 
ing for weeks. 


For many year:>, Mexi- 


cans shopped 
American 


because the goods were 
cheaper and belter. 


The devaluations sud- 


denly reversed that, mak- 
ing American goods twice 
as expensive for the peso- 
earning Mexican and 
m a n y Mexican goods 
twice as cheap for Ameri- 
can visitors with dollars to 
spend. 


This killed smuggling 


but also the daily shopping 
t h a t hundreds of thou- 
sands of Mexicans did 
legally in the U.S. Now 
hundreds of thousands of 
Americans cross the bor- 
der daily to take advan- 
tage of the lower prices in 
Mexico. 


They go to get a hair- 


cut, to the beauty parlor, 
to get their dental work 
done, to buy eyeglasses, 
beef, cooking oil, sugar, 
some types of canned 
goods, rum and tequila. 


B u t M e x i c a n com- 


munity leaders claim the 
influx of American shop- 
pers is not enough to offset 
the depression brought by 
the devaluations Aug. 31 
and last Wednesday. 


They say that many 


Mexican merchants with 
dollar debts and Mexican 
currency income are going 
broke and point out that 
since goods are cheap in 
terms of dollars they do 
not bring in enough dollars 
to compensate. 


A typical example of 


how the devaluation hit 
people is El Paso, a city of 
nearly half a million with 
an economy closely tied to 
Ciudad Juarez. About a 
million Mexicans used to 
do a fifth of their shopping 
in El Paso, mostly for 
f u r n i t u r e , h o m e appli- 
ances, TV and radio sets, 
automobiles, 
clothing, 


toys, milk and groceries. 
M u c h of it was done 
through dollar installment 
plans. 


"Now we don't go any- 


more," said Rosalia Her- 
nandez, a Ciudad Juarez 
divorcee. "It's 
twice as 


expensive, even though 
Mexican goods have also 
gone up in price but not as 
much. My teen-age 
son 


and I used to go on week- 
ends and have dinner and 
see a movie, too." 


The El Paso Chamber 


of Commerce reported a 5 
per cent drop in retail 
sales after the first deval- 
uation, a loss 19 mer- 
chants of $5 million a 
month out of $100 million 
average. But firms cater- 
ing to the Mexican trade 
lost 60 to 90 per cent, it 
said. The chamber doesn't 
have figures on how much 
sales dropped since the 
second devaluation. 


"But no doubt about it, 


it has dropped." says the 
chamber's general man- 
ager, Mark T. Miles. 


El Paso's Plaza Hotel 


reported bookings down by 
more than a third. An Ital- 
ian restaurant across the 
street said its business 
dropped more than 40 per 
cent. Herbert Schartz of 
The Popular, a three-out- 
let department store, said 
sales were down 18 to 25 


per cent. Working hours 
were reduced, and over- 
time was cut after the 
first devaluation. 


The number of persons 


crossing the Rio Grande 
from Ciudad Juarez to El 
Paso dropped 50 per cent 
to a million in September, 
while crossings the other 
way increased 30 to 40 per 
cent, according to the 
local Mexican tourism 
director, Jose Quevedo 
Treviso. 


But 
Moreno Alvarez 


says the money that tour- 
ists and American shop- 
pers are spending is not 
half enough to cover losses 
suffered by Ciudad Juarez 
merchants. 


Stores are 
reporting 


sales are up 40 to 50 per 
cent, but many still have 
dollar debts to pay for 
their American merchan- 
dise. In addition, they 


have new salary increases 
and higher costs to meet. 


"The first devaluation— 


although it shook us like 
nothing before—was prob- 
ably beneficial," said one 
of the score or so of mer- 
chants who went out of 
business here. "The 
sec- 


ond just sent us under." 


"For 
a whole year, 


Juarez banks fearing 
devaluation refused people 
credits in pesos," Moreno 
Alvarez said. "They made 
only dollar loans. 


"When the devaluation 


hit, a lot of merchants who 


had sold only in pesos and 
many on installment got 
caught with terrible debts 
in dollars. Others sold in 
dollars, but 
customers 


now just cannot meet their 
monthly payments." 


The average monthly 


wage in Ciudad Juarez is 
1.000 pesos, which was the 
equivalent of $320 befove 
the first devaluation and 
$245 after it. With last 
Wednesday's devaluation, 
it dwindled to $160. 


"It's the same all along 


the border, more or less," 
Moreno Alvarez said.

fluctuations in unemployment, ill- 
ness and criminal behavior." 


BfBnner studied the effects of 


unemployment, inflation and real 
per-oapita income on all these fac- 
tors but could not find the same • 
correlations for inflation and real 
per-capita income that he could for 
unemployment. 


"The federal government has 


become relatively adept since 
World War II at assessing the im- 
pact of income, prices and employ- 
ment of monetary and fiscal 
policy," said Sen. Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey, D-Minn., the committee 
chairman, in his letter transmitting 
the report to committee members. 


"But government policy plan- 


ners have had essentially no suc- 
cess in shedding light on the next 
level — on the ensuing effects 
which changes in income, prices 
and employment have on individu- 
als and on society. 


"Yet it is precisely the eventual 


impact of economic policy on indi- 
viduals which should be the focus 
of Washington officials, rather than 
the impact of this policy on the 
intervening economic variables." 


The release of the study two 


days before the presidential elec- 
tion would tend to favor the 
Democrats, who support full-em- 
ployment legislation. 


The Republican members of the 


committee, however, have not fol- 
lowed their usual practice of filing 
dissenting opinions with the report, 
and staff members at the White 
House and in the Office of the 
Council of Economic Advisers said 
they have not seen it. 


Management of the nation's ail- 


ing economy has been a major 
point of contention between the two 
presidential candidates and may 
become a more pointed campaign 
issue after Friday's report by the 
Commerce Department of figures 
warning of possible further eco- 
nomic decline.

979,180 deaths from cardiovascular 
and kidney disease, or 26,440 of the 
total.

During the brief debate, Rep. 


Fred B. Rooney, D-Pa., said the 
seven months of daylight saving 
would cut the number of days with 
late sunrise. He also argued that 
public-opinion polls commissioned 
by the Department of Transporta- 
tion, which administers 
the 


Uniform Time Act, indicate a 
majority of Americans favor ex- 
tended periods of daylight saving 
time. 


Congress has been tinkering 


with clocks periodically for almost 
60 years, usually in the name of 
energy constervation. 


THE MOST recent changes 


.adopted grew out of the Arab oil 
embargo of 1973-74. In an attempt 
to reduce fuel consumption, Con- 
gress in January 1974 imposed 
year-round daylight saving time 
that was supposed to last for two 
years. 


But complaints from persons in 


northern states and near the west- 
ern boundaries of each time zone, 
who said the winter sun wasn't ris- 
ing until nearly 9:00 a.m., cut the 
experiment short. Congress put 
clocks back on standard time from 
November 1974 to February 1975. 


Daylight saving time on a na- 


tionwide basis was first used dur- 
ing World War I. After the war, 
some states and municipalities con- 
tinued the practice, which led to a 
great deal of confusion for travel- 
ers. (Even today, Arizona, Hawaii 
and parts of Indiana do not observe 
daylight saving time.) 


Welfare cheat says., 'It's so easy'

"I just went down and applied 


again under another name and had 
(he check and Medi-Cal and food 
stamps by the next day." 


The process, she says is easy. 
"You 
go down to the welfare 


office the first day and fill out a 19- 
page form. You can say anything 
you want just as long as you end up 
alone and with kids." 


Not knowing who or where the 


father of the children is, she says, 
is vital. 


"One time I said I was hitch- 


hiking and it was the truck driver 
that picked me up—I never saw 
him before or since." 


After a three-hour wait in the 


welfare office waiting room, she 
says, there is a five-minute inter- 
view with an eligibility worker who 
reads over the answers to the ques- 
tions. Another two-page form to fill 
out, another long wait and another 
five-minute interview with a child 
support worker ends the task. 


"They tell you the next day at a 


certain hour they will come to the 
house to check on you and look at 
the kids—and they do." 


But it's no surprise visit. 
"I usually got everyone out of 


the house 1 was using and got all 
the evidence out that a man might 
be living there just in time for the 
visit. I'd borrow a couple of kids 
from someone—make sure they 
called me 'Mommy'—and that 
would be it. One time i just pointed 
to a couple of kids playing in a lot 
and said they were mine. 


"The next day I picked up my 


Medi-Cal. food stamps and about 
$200. I also told her how broke I 
was. so she gave me $100 worth of 
food stamps right then for SI." 


After six months, she says, she 


would have to fill out another 
form—which came by mail—to con- 
tinue the fraud. 


"There's another form now that 


comes every month that has to be 
filled out, but it's no big deal." 


The social workers are so lax, 


she says, that for a long time she 
was getting two checks from the 
same welfare office and same so- 
cial worker. The only things that 
changed, she says, were her name 
and address. 


Although she admits receiving 


the checks under false pretenses, 
she says with the money she has 
helped other children—including 
close relatives who arc on welfare 
but allowing their children to go 
hungry. 


"There are kids starving on 


welfare and no one does anything 
about it ... we turned in a relative 
whose children are like this. 
They're really starving—the boy 
lost his hearing because he had an 
ear infection and no one did any- 
thing a bout it. 


"There are cockroaches in that 


house that fight you for your 
dinner—even with the lights on— 
and yet we've told the welfare peo- 
ple about it a lot of times and 
they've done nothing. They're still 
getting S240 twice a month, along 


with food stamps, but the kids are 
still starving. 


"There are two junkies 'we 


know on welfare whose kids are in 
the same shape—no one's taking 
care of them. 


"A cousin of mine has one 


child, is working, receiving welfare 
and 
unemployment benefits—all 


under different names. 


"Two girlfriends are receiving 


welfare, saying they have kids. In 
fact." she says, "one recently got 
married and the checks never stop- 
ped. The other is just living with 
someone." 


Welfare abuse, she says, would 


stop if the social workers weren't 
so lax. making it easy for anyone to 
get money. 


"I don't think they've ever seen 


a real birth certificate," she says 
frankly, "and they've never asked 
me for a certified copy of anything 
. . . all they have to do is check 
state or county records—that would 
take five minutes and stop a lot of 
abuse. 


"And 
it would take just five 


minutes to call a school to check on 
the school-age children that most 
people claim but never produce. 


"Actually everything on that 


application should be checked—but 
nothing is. If you ask the social 
workers about this, they'll tell you 
they've overworked and the case 
loads are so heavy they don't have 
. time. 


"But how much time does it 


take to' check the name on a mail- 
box ... that would have caught me 
every time."

Electoral vote distribution: If 


Ford can concentrate his popular 
vote in the states with big electoral 
votes, his chances of bringing off 
an upset will be vastly improved. 
In fact, it appears quite conceiv- 
able that one candidate could lose 
the popular vote contest and win in 
the Electoral College. That has 
happened three times — in 1824, in 
1876 and most recently, in 1888, 
when Benjamin Harrison beat 
GroverCleveland. 


With final polls still to be com- 


pleted in a number of the closely 
fought states, an interim New York 
Times tabulation of electoral votes 
gave Carter 253 and Ford 188, with 
97 still too close to call. To win, a 
candidate needs 270 electoral votes. 


A document obtained by the 


Times from sources close to the 
President Ford Committee was 
somewhat more favorable to Ford, 
giving Carter the lead in states 
with 230 electoral votes and Ford 
the lead in states with 196, leaving 
states with 112 still in a category 
headed "pivotal." 


The major surprise in the docu- 


ment, which bore no official com- 
mittee identification, was its eon- 
cession that Carter would probably 
carry New York and Texas, cou- 
pled with the assertion that Florida 
could still be won by the President. 


It appears probable that the 


election will turn on the results in 
five states that lie in the nation's 
industrial heartland along Route 30 
from the Atlantic '.to the Missis- 
sippi: New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana arid Illinois. 


In all five the race is close, 


with the Democrats most confident 
about Ohio and Pennsylvania and 
the Republicans most confident 
about Indiana, New Jersey and Illi- 
nois, in that order. 


A bad omen for Carter ap- 


peared in Hlincis, where the final 
Chicago Sun-Times straw poll, 
which has an excellent record of 
accuracy, showed 'a virtual tie, 
\rith Ford pulling to within one- 
tenth of one percentage point of his 
rival, 49.4 to 49.3. 


Of the other big states, Massa- 


chusetts and Florida are consid- 
ered more or less safe for Carter; 
he leads in New York by three 
percentage points, according to a 
Newsday-Gannet Newspapers' poll 
completed on Thursday, and in 
Texas, where he campaigned 
heavily Saturday afternoon. 


Although he has slipped there 


recently, Ford leads in Michigan, 
his home state, and in California, 


Given Carter's still-strong elec- 


toral bases in the South and the 
border states, Ford probably needs 
three or four of the Route 30 states 


to win, a sizable requirement, but 
one that no longer seems beyond 
his reach. 


According to the Times-CBS 


News poll, the President's best tar- 
gets are young people, suburban- 
ites and residents of small towns, 
among all of whom he has scored 
solid gains already, and perhaps 
blacks, an unusually large number 
of whom describe themselves as 
undecided. 


Two comments on (He last 


weekend before Election Day from 
veteran politicians in Maryland 
captured the special qualities of the 
campaign: its near-invisibility, 
•created in large measure by the 
shortage of funds under the new 
federal election law, and the 
strange swoon of Carter, who has 
now lost a national lead of more 
than 25 percentage points in most 
polls. 


"If you went by bumper stick- 


ers," said Edmond F. Rovner, a 


former secretary of economic 
development, " 'Save the Whales' 
would win, 5 to 3." 


Asked why Carter had fared so 


badly since Labor Day, State Sen. 
Harry J. McGiuirk, who represents 
a blue-collar neighborhood of South 
Baltimore, said, "People here don't 
feel t h a t they know Jimmy 
Carter." 


The campaign in its last stages 


is beginning to assume striking 
similarities to those of 1960 and 
1968. 


In 1960, it was a fight all the 


way, but the patterns of support for 
Richard M. Nixon and John F. 
Kennedy closely matched those evi- 
dent this year, including Nixon's 
greater strength the further west 
he went. The election turned on 
Illinois, with Kennedy winning the 
state by 9,000 votes. 


In i968, Nixon held a huge mar- 


gin over Hubert H. Humphrey, but 
it dwindled with the passage of 
each day. 


Ford, Carter stumping 
for big electoral vote

While the President was mak- 


ing a last-ditch pitch for Texas' 26 
electoral votes, his running mate, 
Sen. Robert Dole, was in California 
with its prized 45 votes. 


"We're winning, we're win- 


ning," Dole said in one speech. 
"Cartels a little uptight because 
he's about to blow the biggest lead 
in history," he said in another. 


Carter, who was seen a 30-point 


favorite in the flush of his conven- 
tion victory in July, acknowledged 
the race is tight. 


"The polls show it is so close 


that the outcome could be decided 
by whether it rains or not," the 
Democratic candidate said. Politi- 
cal wisdom has it that Democrats 
benefit from big voter turnouts, 
aided by good weather. 


In Illinois, which bestows 26 


votes, Democratic vice-presidential 
nominee W a l t e r F. Mondale 
stressed the get-out-the-vote theme. 
"We have the next three days to 
turn it around," he said. 


Campaigning in Sacramento, 


Dole referred to a statewide sur- 
vey, the Mervin Field poll, and said 
he is more optimistic than ever 
about the outcome. 


"Frankly, Jimmy Carter and 


Walter Mondale scare nearly 
everybody who looks closely at. 
their records and their proposals 
and who is concerned about peace 


in the world and jobs here at 
home," Dole told a businessman's 
breakfast. 


The Field poll showed Ford 


with a 6-point lead in California. 


Dole also referred to the Ford 


camp's own surveys that project 
293 electoral votes for the Republi- 
can ticket. He gave no specifics 
about the surveys. 


"The polls are going our way 


and things are looking up," he said. 


Mondale went from Illinois to 


Ohio, worth 25 votes. 


In Aurora, 111., he called the 


Republican ticket among the most 
conservative in history, declared 
Ford has consistently opposed any 
improvement in federal health care 
programs and said that "even 
Richard Nixon would occasionally 
rise above (Republican) principle." 


Mondale also continued to ham- 


mer at Ford's record on Watergate, 
a theme designed to puncture the 
President's appeal as the candidate 
most worthy of public trust and 
confidence. 


"If he had his way," Mondale 


said in suburban Chicago, "Rich- 
ard M. Nixon would still be presi- 
dent" He referred to Ford's role as 
House Republcan leader in block- 
ing an early committee inquiry into 
part of the Watergate scandal. 
Ford has said he did not act at 
Nixon's behest.

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Korea 'bribes' probe was sought year ago 
Alleged political payoffs put 'hot potato' in State Department's lap

WASHINGTON - The 


State Department secretly 
requested a Justice De- 
partment investigation of 
the activities of South Ko- 
rean businessman 
Park 


Tong Sun shortly after a 
Senate 
subcommittee 


delved into the matter last 
year, diplomatic and Capi- 
tol Hill sources said Satur- 
day. 


The State Department 


declined to comment, but 
diplomatic sources said 
Philip C. Habib, then as- 
sistant secretary for Asian 
affairs, had asked the Jus- 
tice Departent to investi- 
gate Park's activities in 
connection with South 
Korean-American trade. 


Jack Blum, who in 1975 


was an investigator for a 
Senate subcommittee on 
multinational corpora- 
tions, said in an interview 
that he believed the State 
Department made the re- 
quest after his committee 
had sought departmental 
records on Park, who is 
known here as Tongsim 
Park. Jerome Levinson 
the subcommittee's coun- 
sel confirmed that it had 
been pursuing testimony 
that Gulf Oil Corp. paid $4 
million in covert political 
contributions to South Ko- 
rean officials between 1966 
and 1970. 


PARK'S family oper- 


ates a Gulf Oil refinery in 
South Korea and, accord- 
ing 
to one 
of 
his 


associates. Park contends 
he receives $1 million a 
month from his Gulf ac- 
tivities. Park, who is out 
of the country, was not 
available for comment. 


Sources familiar with 


the investigation said the 
Justice Department issued 
subpoenas last week to 
several of Park's business 
associates and began 
questioning his social ac- 
quaintances. Blum and 
Levinson said in inter- 
views that in the summer 
of 1975, their committee 
was following up on testi- 
mony by Bob R. Dorsey, 
then Gulf chairman, that 
the company had paid the 
contributions to the Demo- 
cratic Republican Party, 
the ruling party in South 
Korea. 


The Senate aides ar- 


ranged a meeting with 
Habib, who had been U.S. 
ambassador 
to South 


Korea between 1971 and 
1974. Habib, they said, de- 
clined to testify on certain 
matters involving the Gulf 
payments because he had 
no direct knowledge. But, 
they said, he seemed will- 
ing to supply the commit- 
tee with State Department 
records on Park. 


Sources in the diplo- 


matic community have 
said that Habib had been 


suspicious of Park for 
several years and had 
ordered embassy person- 
nel not to become em- 
broiled in any of Park's 
business dealings. 


Despite Habib's indica- 


t i o n t h a t t h e S t a t e 
Department would cooper- 
ate, Blum said, when he 
actually sought to obtain 
the records in August 1975, 
he was told by a State 
Department lawyer that 
the matter had been 
turned over to the Justice 
Department and was 
"very sensitive." 


BLUM said he came 


away with the impression 
that Park's activities in 
the United States on be- 
half of business endeavors 
in South Korea was a po- 
litical "hot potato." It was 
not until February 1976, 
six months later, that 
there was any public indi- 
cation that the Justice De- 
partment was investigaing 
South Korean efforts to 
influence American offi- 
cials. 


At that time two Demo- 


cratic representatives, Jo- 
seph P. Addabbo of New 
York and Robert L. Lcg- 
gett of C a l i f o r n i a , 
acknowledged 
publicly 


that they were under 
investigation on a charge 
of accepting bribes from 
the South Korean govern- 
ment. 


A responsible law-en- 


forcement source rejected 
the implication that there 
was any unnecessary 
delay between the State 
Department's 
move in 


1975 and the current inves- 
tigation of Park. He said 
the State Department's 
concern was only one of 
several areas of suspicion 
that had come to surround 
Park. 


The Justice Department 


got in touch with Park this 
year, and he has been 
cooperating, according to 
his associates. He has told 
the investigators, the as- 
sociates said, that he 
made payments to several 
present and former mem- 
bers of Congress, some in 
the form of political con- 
tributions and others in 
connection with business 
deals. He has denied, the 
associates said, that the 
money came from the 
South Korean government. 


George J. Koelzer, a 


Newark lawyer, said the 
Justice Department was 
seeking to question a 
client, Cornelius Galla- 
gher, who is a former 
Democratic representative 
from New Jersey, in con- 
nection with the investiga- 
tion. Koelzer said a Jus- 
tice Department lawyer 
had told him that Galla- 
gher was urged to supply 
records and be inter- 
viewed on any business 


relationships he had with 
Park. 


Koelzer declined to 


comment on Gallagher's 
relation with Park and 
said no decision had been 
made on the Justice De- 
partment request. 


BLUM said his Senate 


subcommittee f i r s t in- 
quired into South Korean- 
American business rela- 
tionships as a result of an 
investigation of the Over- 
seas Private Investment 
Corp., a government 
organization that guaran- 
tees American invest- 
ments in several nations. 
During a fact-finding trip 
to South Korea, Blum 
said, a senior South Ko- 


rean official offered him 
the company of a woman 
and took him to a part}' at 
which South Korean 
women seemed available 
for sexual pleasure. 


"I may be prudish," he 


said, "but I found this 
shocking." He said his 
State Department escort 
officer did not seem sur- 
prised at the events. "I 
came to believe this was 
standard 
treatment 
for 


American congressional 
delegations," he said. 


Other former congres- 


sional and 
executive 


branch officials told the 
New York Times that 
gifts, offers of sexual com- 


panionship and other 
a m e n i t i e s were not 
uncommon during official 
trips to South Korea. 


A State Department 


spokesman said Saturday 
that John C. Nideeker, a 
former aide to President 
Nixon, was given an en- 
velope containing $10:000 
while on a 1974 visit to 
Seoul.

And their lightning-fast reactions must be quicker than their craft

They milled around the 


lobby of a Beverly Hills 
liotel, waiting for the Gray 
Line bus just like any 
other conventioneers. 


Thej wore leisure suits 


and sports jackets, shook 
hands With old friends and 
were introduced to new 
ones. Tall and short, some 
b a l d i n g , some w i t h 
glasses, they could have 
been .Insurance salesmen, 
bank tellers or Fuller 
Brush men. 


But among this group 


was the first man who 
ever lifted the Boeing 747 
into the sky, some of the 
men \yho will fly Ameri- 
ca's space shuttle for the 
first time and a man who 
-survived when his 2,000- 
-fmile-pgr-hour reconnais- 


sance'plane broke apart at 
78,000'feet. 


TINT'S not to mention 


the first man to fly faster 
than the speed of sound, 
the first man to take the 
B l , ,the controversial 
supersonic bomber, into 
the air, and the German 
test pilot whose job it was 
during World War II to 
take every captured allied 
plane into the air to see 
_what it would do. The Ger- 
man, Hans-Werner Ler- 
che, no longer a test pilot, 
worked on pure instinct, of 
course, with no manuals. 


These ordinary looking 


men — the world' top test 
pilots (past and present) — 
gathered recently for the 
20th annual meeting of the 
Society of Experimental 
Test Pilots (SETP), an 
international club with 
1.400 members. 


Meet, for instance, Bill 


Weaver, a good-looking 47- 
year-old blond who is dis- 
cussing how to sell one 
home and buy another. 
Weaver, a test pilot for 
Lockheed, is also one of 
the luckiest men God ever 
created— and then de- 
cided to let live. 


IIE WAS testing the 


SR71,1 America's super 
reconnaissance 
plane, 


nicknamed "The Black- 
bird," about 10 years ago, 
when it suddenly flipped 
onto its back — at 2,000 
miles an hour, flying at 
78,000 feet. 


Weaver was thrown 


from the plane as it broke 
apart. 
. 


"I b l a c k e d .out. I 


thought it was a bad 
dream,"he recalled. "This 
couldn't possibly be hap- 
pening.' If it had really 
happened, I couldn't sur- 
vive. 


"Then I thought I was 


dead. I was slightly eu- 
phoric. I remember think- 
ing that I didn't know why 
everyone worried about 
death. It was sort of nice. 


"Finally, I realized I 


was falling. I was alive. I 
didn't even know what 
state I was over. I was 
making a turn when it 
came apart." (The Black- 
bird can easily gobble up 
five states as it turns, can 
go from California to 
Florida in 45 minutes and 
shuttle from London to 
New York in 114 hours.) 


THE mask on his pres- 


surized astronaut's suit 
had iced over. He could 
see nothing. Finally, his 
parachute popped at 15,000 
feet and Weaver floated 
down — many miles from 
any sign of civilization. 


"I was convinced I 


wouldn't be discovered for 
a l o n g time." said 
Weaver. 


But he was thrilled 


when he saw another 
parachute floating down — 
that of his systems con- 
trols analyst, the man who 
operates the sophisticated 
spy equipment. 
. Weaver mentally re- 
viewed his survival train- 


ing and frightened an 


antelope as he came down 
jn what turned out to be a 
"remote corner of New 
Mexico. 


As he was fighting with 


his parachute, a voice 
said: "Can I help you?" 


"There was this guy in 


this cowboy hat, straight 
out of a Marlboro ad." re- 
counts Weaver. "If I had 
toid Edwards Air Force 
Base I was going to crash 
at such and such a place 
at such and such a time, 
-they couldn't have gotten 
"there faster." 


THE rancher had been 


branding colts when he 
heard a tremendous explo- 
sion too high to sec. But he 


kept watching the sky and 
when the parachutes pop- 
ped open, he jumped in his 
helicopter and went to 
greet them. 


Weaver had a cut on his 


nose. The other man, how- 
ever, had broken his neck 
on the way out of the 
Blackbird and had drifted 
lifelessly to the ground. 


The rancher insisted 


upon taking Weaver to a 
hospital. He flew fast. 


"I don't know anything 


about helicopters," said 
Weaver, "but I could see 
the red line, the safe 
mark, was 85 miles an 
hour and we were going 
well above that." 


Now, wouldn't that be 


ironic...? 


A TEST pilot thinks 


long and hard about a 
man who is killed when he 
is at the controls. 


"Afterwards, 
I kept 


thinking of what I could 
have done differently that 
would have saved him. 
But I knew there was 
nothing. I didn't have time 
to warn him." 


And the difference be- 


tween test pilots and you 
and I is that Bill Weaver 
was back in the cockpit 
one week later, thundering 
another Blackbird into the 
atmosphere. 


Times have changed, 


but lest pilots are still a 
special breed. In one 
breath they deny it. They 
boast that they are pretty 
dull, that they spend most 
of their time on the ground 
laboriously working with 
the flight engineer on de- 
sign 
and 
construction. 


They say it's not all that 
dangerous anymore, al- 
though the insurance 
companies don't buy that 
story. 


THE test pilots all know 


a close friend or a col- 
league who has "bought 
it" while flying. And when 
one of this elite group goes 
down, the word flashes 
through this international 
community before it ever 
comes out in the news- 
papers. 


In the next breath, they 


admit that they are the 
cream of the aviator crop. 
It's a highly competitive 
field and no matter how 
good you are, if you are 


out for a few years, 
chances are you will never 
get back in. This kind of 
flying, these reflexes, 
these nerves to react, 
must never be allowed to 
dull. 


They are far removed 


from the days when the 
men in goggles and white 
scarves — the fastest and 
bravest men on'the race 
circuit — were paid top 
dollar to try out new 
planes. 


Now, almost all test 


pilots have 
engineering 


backgrounds, many with 
advanced degrees in aero- 
nautical engineering. They 
have almost all come up 
through the military, and 
they know everything 
there Is to know about a 
plane before they ever 
take it up. 


THEY 
h a v e even 


adopted their own aphor- 
ism: 


"To be a test pilot is to 


spend hours and hours of 
sheer boredom, followed 
by one moment of sheer 
panic." 


And their own gag defi- 


nition of the ideal test 
pilot: "He should have 
5.000 hours in the air, a 
master's degree in aero- 
nautical engineering and 
be 21 years old." (Most 
are in their late 20s before 
they have the experience 
and training' to quality. 
Many continue as test 
pilots into their 50s.) 


And their own philoso- 


phy of life is something 
called the "guts to brains 
ratio," but then you would 
have to be a test pilot to 
understand it. 


Test pilots earn $25,000 


to $70,000 a-year with good 
fringe benefits. The first 
men to take the big planes 
off the ground — thereby 
proving that the engineers 
were right — also get nice 
bonuses. 


Jack Waddell. the first 


man to pilot the massive 
747 down the runway and 
up and a w a y , was 
rumored to have received 
8100,000. He says it wasn't 
that much. 


"JUST say it was sub- 


stantial. That would be 
accurate," says Waddell. 


That bonus is not just 


for the first flight — it's

for the rest of the testing, 
too; things like seeing how' 
the plane recovers after a 
stall, how much faster it 
will go than the engineers 
say it should, and how 
many engines can be shut 
down in mid-flight without 
losing altitude. 


Most of them could 


make more money by 
becoming commercial air- 
line pilots, but that's not 
what they want to do. 
"The commercial airplane 
pilots are bus drivers com- 
pared with us," says Hank 
Hoffman, an Air Force 
major. 


Test pilots in private 


industry say they pay 50 
per cent more for insur- 
ance than the man who 
lives next door. Often, 
however, the companies 
pick up the difference or 
insure them heavily dur- 
ing their take-off to land- 
ing moments. 


Frank Tallman,'Holly- 


wood's top stunt pilot, in 
attendance at the conven- 
tion here, beat the system 
by insuring himself well 
before the 
insurance 


companies were quite so 
careful. 


"THEY sit by their win- 


dows now and ponder their 
mistake," he says. 


Tallman, who is 57 and 


has a wooden leg, was 
seriously injured 
while 


doing the stunt flying for 
"The Great Waldo Pep- 
per." But he lost his leg 
from an accident with his 
son's go-cart, not in a 
plane crash. 


Tallman, who divides 


his plane crashes into how 
many he got paid for and 
how many just happened, 
is currently flying in two 
TV series, "Baa 
Baa 


Black Sheep" and "Spenc- 
er's Pilots" and will soon 
be working on "Airport 
'77." 


As the four-day meeting 


and convention goes on, 
the men attend technical 
sessions during the day 
and gather at various 
parties at night to ex- 
change sea stories of the 
air', as it were. They also 
trade practical tips, and 
hobnob with Alan Shep- 
herd or the real Jimmy 


Doolittle. now almost 80. 


The oldsters of aviation 


are present and they 
entertain the younger men 
with films of the good old 
days when there was little 
engineering and all guts. 


THERE is Herb Fisher, 


of Curtiss-Wright fame. 
He was the first test pilot 
to reverse all four propel- 
lers of a C54 in flight, giv- 
ing him a sink rate of 15,- 
000 feet per minute. 


During World War II, 


Fisher was the civilian 
test pilot who first flew the 
treacherous Hump over 
the Himalayas. He is a 
man who, at 87 years 
young, as he puts it, 
doesn't give up. Just a few 
months ago. he was up 
playing with a P40, com- 
pleting his 2,500th flight in 
that World War Il-vintage 
Curtiss fighter plane. 


One who couldn't make 


it to the convention this 
year is the legendary Tex 
Johnson, Boeing's chief 
test pilot in the 1950s, 
when Boeing was introduc- 
ing the then jumbo 707. 


Johnson became legend 


when he rolled the 707 
above the heads of 100,000 
people back in 1956 — in- 
cluding the head of the 
president of Boeing. 


A CROWD had gathered 


for a boat race and the 
president was entertaining 
on his yacht, as the story 
goes, when the announcer 
called the public's atten- 
tion to the new Boeing air- 
craft flying above. 


And then Johnson rolled 


it, a stunt usually reserved 
for air shows in which one 
wing goes down and the 
plane rolls 360 degrees: 


The next morning, John- 


son was on the carpet. 


"You and I know we've 


got a good 
airplane," 


Johnson told the Boeing 
president. "I just wanted 
to show the public how 
good it was." 


Waddell, the 6-foot-3 test, 


pilot who took the 747 up, 
said such stunts are 
frowned upon now. 


But. did he roll the 747? 
"The regulatory climate; 


is such now that we don't, 
do that sort of thing any- 
more," said Waddell. And 
then he smiled. "At least 
not for publication." 


HE DID, however, fly it 


like you and I don't ever 
want to ride it. He put it 
into stalls, shut down vari- 
ous engines and then one 
day over Portland he put

on the early testing and 
design and he felt he did- 
n't know enough. "At that 
speed, it's a 15-minute 
flight," said Thompson. "1 
just told myself it's all 
going to be over one way 
or another in 15 minutes." 


Thompson, who was a 


crop-duster early in his 
career, was one of the few 
men who didn't set out to 
become a test pilot. He 
wanted to build bridges 
and just drifted into test 
flying. 


Nearly all of the others 


started flying as soon as 
they could. Most then flew 
for'thc military and many 
went to the four recog- 
nized test-flight schools, 
one run by the Air Force, 
one by the Navy and one 
i'nch in France and Kng- 
land.

FOX maintained they 


still could have made it to 
the beach. They went to 
see the beach the next 
day. Sheer granite cliffs 
rise straight up from the 
sea. 


The Gray Line bus ar- 


rives in Palmdale and the 
conventioneers get a look 


at the space shuttle, the 
Blackbird, the U2. as well 
as some other classics. 
And then there is an air 
show, and if you think you 
have seen an exciting air 
show, imagine one that 
would he put on for the 
Society of Experimental 
Test Pilots. 


Veteran test pilot Bob 


Hoover tricks around with 
the usual things — the dif- 
ference being he's got all 
the engines shut down. A 
little jet called the Pinto 
races into the air, the pilot 
stands her straight up and 
she disappears. Next seen, 
she's spinning straight 
down for the runway, but 
then rolls out of that, flies 
upside down and zooms 
over the runway — 20 feet 
above it. 


The spectacle over, the 


pilot taxies his super Pinto 
down the runway. The 
plane, built for 900 pounds 
of thrust, is souped up to 
nearly 3.000 pounds.

The IRS has granted

several favorable tax rul- 
ings over the years, the 
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account said, including a 
decision to exempt the 
Howard Medical Institute 
from federal income tax 
laws. 


The institute is the lone 


stockholder in the Hughes 
Aircraft Co.. one of the 
nation's largest 
defense 


contractors. 


Alexander's 
alleged 


legislative efforts may 
have been intensified by 
the Inquirer's repeated at- 
tempts to secure IRS 


information on Hughes 
corporations 
under 
the 


Freedom of Information 
Act, the newspaper said. 


That intensified effort 


began, the story said, 
when Alexander noticed a 
loophole in pending tax-re- 
form legislation. The loop- 
hole, the story said, would 
have resulted in opening 
files of IRS favorable rul- 
ings made prior to Jan. 1, 
1976. 


Also during that time. 


the Inquirer had filed 
several requests and had 
an administrative appeal 
pending seeking Hughes- 
related information of the 
IRS under terms of the 
Freedom of Information 
Act. 


Alexander then sug- •

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Cigarettes get 
'added flavor9

W1NSTON-SALEM, N.C.-Each weekday morn- 


ing, before he begins his job in the flavor application 
section of the R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Co.. 41-year-old 
John Shore puts in a stint as a member of the 
company's expert-smokers panel. 


Usually he compares two to six cigarettes, in 


pairs, holding them in one hand. He puffs each 
alternately and deems them "roscy," "fruity," 
"winey," "buttery," "sulfury," "scratchy," 
"smooth," or any of a number of other designations 
of taste and character. 


The work of Shore and nine fellow panelists, 


unpaid volunteers from company ranks trained to 
recognize and consistently describe cigarette charac- 
teristics, is becoming increasingly important. New 
brands and variations are coming on the market at 
the fastest pace in the history of the industry, signal- 
ing the most dramatic change in cigarettes since the 
switch to filters in the 1950s and 1960s. 


' THE NEW BULL MARKET is in "low tar." 


Although the low-tar cigarette category now com- 
mands only 15 per cent of the market, it has picked 
up 5 per cent of that (worth $375 million) in the past 
year, and the cigarette companies are estimated to 
be' spending nearly half of their total advertising 
budget of $350 million to $400 million on low-tar 
brands this year. 


"We are experiencing a dramatic change in the 


market," said Thomas Sandefur, vice president for 
advertising and brand management for Reynolds, the 
sales leader in the tobacco industry in the United 
States. "If you call the filter market of the '50s a 
revolution, then you call this a revolution." 


• A recent study of mortality tables sponsored by 


the American Cancer Society found that smokers of 
low-tar cigarettes suffered less from those diseases 
that have been linked to cigarette smoking than those 
who smoked cigarettes with a higher tar content. 
Such studies have signaled a less harsh attitude 
toward smoking. 


IN THE MID-1950S, there were only 16 brands 


produced by the nation's six cigarette companies. 
Now there are some 150, not counting the variations 
within brands—the kings, superkings, menthols, soft- 
packs, boxes, lights, longs, long lights and other 
mutations. 


Of the brands available, 43 are in the "low-tar" 


field—that is, one cigarette yields 15 milligrams of 
tar or less, the standard accepted by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 


Moreover, tar and nicotine have been reduced 


substantially across the board in the past two dec- 
ades. The National Cancer Institute noted this year 
that in 1955 the average tar yield was 43 milligrams. 
Now it is 18 milligrams and dropping with each new 
low-tar introduction. Nicotine has been more than cut 
in half, from 2.8 milligrams to 1.2 milligrams in the 
same period. 


Dr. Gio B. Gori of the institute's division of 


cancer cause and research said a rapid shift to less 
hazardous cigarettes could "reduce the current 
epidemic proportions of smoking-related diseases to 
minimal levels in a few decades." 


Companies are bringing out lower and lower tar " 


brands, several in the past year. In that time, Rey- 
nolds's Vantage, the industry leader in low-tars, has 
been challenged by such newcomers as Merit, Kent 
Golden Lites, low-tar Pall Mall, Fact and several 
others, including even further reductions in existing 
low-tar brands like True and Carlton. 


WITH THE ADDITION of Merit, the entry from 


Philip Morris, the second largest company and 
maker of the top-selling Marlboro line, the battle took 
on a new front. 


For the first time, a cigarette company built its 


advertising campaign around the fact that the taste 
of its cigarette was "added on," not blended in 
through the use of 'real tobaccos. Philip Morris calls 
it "enriched flavor" and advertises it as a "scientific 
breakthrough." 


What Philip Morris-has done with Merit is to use 


an old, established technique to overcome what has- 
been one glaring fault with low-tar cigarettes—they 
have very little taste. 


Cigarette tar is reduced not by treating the 


tobacco, but by tightening the filter and using porous 
paper and tiny airholes in the filter to mix in air. 
Some reductions are also made by greater use of 
"reconstituted leaf." which is, according to Reynolds, 
"stems, scraps and dust," swept up and reprocessed 
into a sheet. 


To make up for the missing tar, flavoring is 


added to almost every cigarette manufactured, a 
practice going back at least to 1913, when licorice, 
chocolate and sugar were added to Reynolds's ex- 
traordinarily successful Camel. 


But the low-tars use more flavorings, and they 


have become considerably more complex. Dr. Alan 
Rodgman, director of research for Reynolds, said 
that a given cigarette might have "from a dozen to 
about 75" flavorants, the blends of which are closely 
held secrets. 


Airline rivalry becoming a reel battle 


So what if flight's over before the movie; you can stay on and watch

NEW YORK - They

flights. Sometimes, in 
fact, the flights are 
shorter than the movies, 
and landed planes have to 
wait until a film finishes 
before unloading passen- 
gers. 


Like previous confronta- 


tions between airlines, this 
one is privately deplored 
by some of the partici- 
pants themselves. 
They 


ridicule it as another 
costly and futile venture in 
one-upmanship. Nobody 
wins an airline war, they 
say. 


On the other hand, they 


note, once such a struggle 


breaks out in the hotly 
contested travel market, it 
would be illegal collusion 
for airline officials to get 
together to wage peace. 


Movies aboard planes 


are not new. Trans World 
Airlines introduced them 
on transcontinental 
and 


overseas flights 15 years 
ago. Other airlines quickly 
followed suit, all agreeing 
on a charge (now $2.50) for 
use of the headphones that 
convey the sound track. In 
the past year or two, 
several domestic airlines 
have also begun showing 
free sports films and other 
short subjects on some 
flights. 


But the domestic movie 


war broke out in earnest 
with the decision of Na- 
tional Airlines to introduce 
free first-run movies and 
film classics Oct. 1 on its 
flights of wide-bodied 
planes between New York 
and Miami. 


National expanded the 


showings on Oct. 15 to 
other Florida cities and a 
week later to all its cities 
served by DC10 flights of 
two hours or more. By 
Dec. 15, the airline said, 
this will mean a total of 
1.000 movie flights a 
month. 


The films being shown 


include "Silent Movie," 
"Murder by Death." 
"Casablanca," "It Hap- 
pened One Night" and 
"Gentlemen 
P r e f e r 


Blondes." 


National Airlines also 


announced it was throwing 
in free popcorn. 


"If you're really a 


movie freak," a National 
spokesman said, "you 
could catch a double fea- 
ture by taking one flight 
from Miami to Houston 
and another on to Los An- 
geles." 


This was top much for 


Eastern Air Lines, one of 
National's key rivals. 
Eastern announced it 
would show films on most 
of its wide-bodied flights 
starting Nov. 1. By the 
beginning of 1977, a 
spokesman for the airline 
said, Eastern plans to 
h a v e 71 d a i l y movie 
flights. "And all strictly 
first-run stuff," he added. 


Eastern's offerings in- 


clude "Silent Movie," 
"Future World," "Sky 
Riders" and "The Four 
Musketeers." 


Natural-gas price 
442% too high' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


The staff of a House sub- 
committee charged Satur- 
day that the Federal 
Power Commission has 
ignored industry docu- 
ments that show its new 
ceiling price for natural 
gas is at least 42 per cent 
too high. 


The study said reports 


by h u n d r e d s of gas 
producers, submitted to 
the FPC under oath, indi- 
cate that the industry has 
been finding far more 
natural gas per foot of 
successful drilling than 
indicated by published 
industrywide 
estimates 


relied on by the FPC in 
setting its price limits. 


That would mean the 


actual cost of finding gas 
was not as high as the 
FPC calculated, and the 
price it set would be 
higher than justified by 
those lower costs. 


LAST July 27, the FPC 


raised 
the nationwide 


maximum price for gas 
sold by producers to inter- 
state pipelines to $1.42 per 
thousand cubic feet, al- 
most three times the 
previous limit of 52 cents. 


The staff of the House 


subcommitteie on over- 
sight and invastigations 
said, however, that forms 
filed by the producers 
under oath appear to sup- 
port a ceiling price of 
about $1 and maybe not 
that much if the FPC were 
to a d o p t other recom- 
mended changes in its cal- 
culation. 


The FPC has estimated 


that its new pricing policy 
would cost the public an 
additional $1.5 billion a 
year, but this included 
n a t u r a l gas already 
limited to SI per thousand 
cubic feet and gas at con- 
siderably lower prices 
under existing contracts. 


Therefore, it was not 


immediately known how 
much money could be 
saved by adopting the sub- 


committee staff analysis, 
w h i c h has not been 
endorsed by the congress- 
men of the subcommittee 
itself. 


In setting the new ceil- 


ing prices, the FPC said it 
relied on statistics pub- 
lished by the American 
Gas Association, an indus- 
try group that collects 
them indirectly and with- 
out any legal sanctions for 
misrepresentation. 


Long criticized for ac- 


cepting such statistics in 
rate-setting, the FPC 
ordered direct 
producer 


reporting of gas discov- 
eries and drilling footage, 
under oath and subject to 
audit, but the new forms 
were stalled by challenges 
in court. Nevertheless, 
hundreds of producers 
submitted them. 


The subcommittee said 


it examined those forms 
and found enough of them 
in good shape for analysis 
to reach the conclusion 
that the industry was find- 
ing far more natural gas 
per foot drilled than 
showed up in the AGA 
estimates. 


The difference, it said, 


is enough to drop the ceil- 
ing price from $1.42 to $1 
per thousand cubic feet, 
even including the FPC's 
allowance of a 48 per cent 
federal income tax as a 
cost of doing business. 


The FPC, now consider- 


ing a rehearing on its 
prices at the request of 
gas consumers, has been 
told the companies actu- 
ally pay much less income 
tax than-the supposed 48 
per cent. 


THE 
subcommittee 


staff said the FPC should 
not include federal income 
tax at all in setting gas 
rates. 


If it e x c l u d e d 
the 


federal tax, the staff said, 
the FPC could lower its 
price ceiling to 84 cents 
per thousand cubic feet. 


But Eastern feels it has 


been caught in a crossfire. 
On Sept. 13 American Air- 
lines began showing car- 
toons, Jacques Cousteau 
movies and Spanish music 
films on its flights be- 
tween New York and 
Puerto Rico, a market 
that Eastern also serves. 


"We were fighting on 


two fronts," said the East- 
ern spokesman. "We had 
to respond to American." 
So movies were added to 
Eastern's San Juan runs. 


Now that Eastern is 


going to show full-length 
films, an American Air- 
lines spokesman said, 
American is "consider- 
ing" 
escalating from 


shorts to regular movies. 


Other carriers are 


trying to stay out of the 
fray. Delta Air Lines said 
it had no plans to join the 
combatants. United Air- 
lines said it would limit 
itself io showing excerpts 
from the television show 
"60 Minutes" and the 
Olympics on some inter- 
city flights. TWA has been 
showing short sports films 


on domestic flights for 
some time. 


Airline officials seem 


appalled by the spreading 
struggle. "There's no way 
in the world one carrier 
can get ahead of another 
with giveaways," 
said 


one, anonymously. "All it 
does is cost everybody an 
i m m e n s e a m o u n t of 
money." 


It costs about $10,000 to 


equip one DC10 with the

sound systems, according 
to John Landstrom, vice 
president of Trans Com of 
Costa Mesa, one of the 
leading equipment suppli- 
ers.

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Decriminalize gambling, U.S. panel recommends

Criminal prosecution for illegal gambling doesn't 


work and should be stopped, a federal commission 
studying betting has concluded. 


Moreover, a report of the study suggests that states 


consider dropping most laws against social gambling 
and that the federal government make bettors' winnings 
tax-exempt. 


T.He report recognizes several problems with ex- 


panded legalization of gambling. For one thing, legal 
forms seem to encourage illegal ones. But the commis- 
sion believes most of its suggestions will be imple- 
mented eventually. 


Most will be adopted, according to Stephen B. Bull, 


a member of the Commission on the Review of the 
National Policy Toward Gambling, ''not because of 
anything the government does, but because of citizen 
attitudes. The trend to gambling is growing." 


The commission, composed mostly of members of 


Congress along with some state and local officials, found 
that 61 per cent of the nation's adults gamble, and 48 per 
cent patronize commercial gambling, whether legal or 
illegal. Commercial gambling is legal or illegal wager- 
ing conducted for profit. In social gambling, legal or 
illegal, all money is returned to the bettors. 


Almost 80 per cent of the adults questioned nation- 


ide in -the study indicated they favored legalization of 
'me form of gambling. 


The three-year commission study found that in the 


•ist 15 years the number of arrests for illegal gambling 
as declined steadily. This reflects a public indifference 
gambling law violations, the panel concluded. 


"The feeling is." Bull says, "that with people being 


ugged, raped and murdered on the streets, there isn't 
heck of a lot of support to chase the local numbers 
jnner." 


In a national poll, a majority indicated that even 


mong nonviolent crimes, gambling isn't very impor- 
nt. They rated other offenses— selling heroin, drunk 
riving, burglary, car theft, buying stolen property, 
elling marijuana, public drunkenness, prostitution, and 
ornography— as being more serious than gambling. 


Most gambling arrests are for minor offenses, and 


iw involve big gamblers or those connected with organ- 
ed crime, the commission found. Many arrests ap- 
eared E> have been motivated by a need to meet local 
olice department quotas, and a disproportionately high 
umberinvolved blacks, the panel concluded. 


"Alihough blacks account for only about 11 per cent 


the population of the United States," the report says, 
they account for 72.8 per cent of the gambling arrests 
1974. rr 


But it adds, "Although a disproportionate number 


blacks are arrested for gambling, gambling laws or 


leir enforcement cannot be said to be discriminatory in 
le usual sense. 


"Visibility, rather than race, is the basis for these 


rrests.

Colds can't be prevented, 
nor, .once started, can 
heir Bourse be shortened. 
Further, "If you treat a 
cold. jjni'H get over it in 
about-a week; if you don't 
treat it, it will take seven 
days." '- 


So, -Dudding concludes, 


doctors should spend their 
time and effort teaching 
people to accept colds as a 
ii-ay of life, emphasizing 
their benefits. 


Among other things, the 


physician wrote, colds 
"give..us an acceptable ex- 
cusc^to,take an occasional 
day off* when we need a 
brief-respite from work or 
school." 


"EHEY give us an 


opportunity to be sick (but 
not too., sick) once in a 
while.'-with the attendant 
benefits' of being nurtured 
and waited upon for a day 
or tw.a' by our parents, 
spouses or children. So 
why .'not relax and enjoy 
your next cold?" 


Responds Louis Thomp- 


son, director of punlic af- 
fairs';for the association 
representing the across- 
the-couhtcr drug industry, 
That's'kind of a romantic 
vestige." 


Many people, he said, 


cannot afford the luxury of 
taking off work: "It's 
whatever a person wants 
lo do. If he wants to take a 
whole week off and feel 
miserable, that's his right. 


But if he's going to go to 
work, he's entitled to have 
something that will relieve 
his symptoms." 


Thompson said none of 


the products is labeled as 
a cure for colds or their 
symptoms, but merely as 
providing temporary relief 
for the symptoms. 


HOME remedies may 


have certain benefits, but 
there are limits, he said: 
"Chicken soup doesn't get 
rid of a headache." As for 
cost, he continued, the 
American public spent 
just $3.43 per person for 
cough-cold medicines last 
year. 


The argument doesn't 


stop with Dudding and 
Thompson or physicians 
and the drug industry. A 
couple of months ago the 
federal Food and Drug 
Administration opened up 
10 cold-remedy ingredients 
for 
across-the-counter 


sales, prompting a Ralph 
Nader 
organization to 


charge that not one of 
them does any good. 


A cold is a disease as- 


sociated with an infection 
of the upper respiratory 
tract caused by any one of 
more than 200 viruses and 
bacteria. 


"The majority (about 95 


per cent) are due to vi- 
ruses," Dudding said. 
"These are not critters 
that are treatable by anti- 
biotics." 


THERE is no defense, 


he said, for the continued 
practice of giving antibiot- 
ics for colds aith the 
exception of children 5 to 
15 years of age with a 
streptococcal 
infection 


that can lead to rheumatic 
fever. 


To have a cold a person 


must be exposed and must 
he susceptible. He must 
also show the symptoms. 
There is considerable evi- 
dence that people fre- 
quently have upper-respi- 
ratory infections without 
knowing it because they 
experience no symptoms. 
No one knows why they 
don't, he said. 


DUDDING begins his 


section on treatment with 
a quotation from Sir Alex- 
a n d e r Fleming, the 
discoverer of 
penicillin: 


"A good gulp of whisky at 
bedtime — it's not very 
scientific, but it helps." 


That's about where the 


state of the art stands 
today, the pediatrician 
said. 


Notes indifference of public to violations 


such as dice or card games, and numbers writing is high 
compared to the participation of whites. 


"Because these offenses are highly visible to police 
... they account for a substantial majority of gambling 
arrests." 


Those convicted of gambling offenses seldom draw 


heavy fines or prison sentences, the study found, again 
indicating public complacency toward gambling as a 
crime. 


The report recommends that gambling be decrimi- 


nalized. A more effective way to control big-time gam- 
bling racketeers is through civil court orders, it says. 


While such orders aren't punitive—they won't put a 


gambling boss in jail—they can put a gambler out of 
business, the report says. 


Under the federal government's Racketeer-Influ- 


enced and Corrupt Organization (RICO) statutes, prose- 


cutors needn't prove a defendant guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt to get a conviction, as is the case 
under criminal statutes. 


Instead, the prosecutor need only show a preponder- 


ance of evidence of gambling violations to get a court 
order against future violations. Such orders can even 
prevent a suspected gambler from doing things that 
would normally be legal. 


"For example," th» study notes, "an individual who 


is restrained from accepting horse wagers can be 
prohibited from visiting a racetrack in a state where 
parimutuel gambling is legal. Also, a defendant can be 
forced to divest himself of property that he utilizes to 
carry out his illegal gambling business—for example, a 
legitimate business used as a cover tor the illegal 
operation." 


Buii says the commission suggestion that civil court 


orders supplant criminal prosecutions to control organ- 
ized gambling "is already the trend." 


Another strategy is for legal gambling to compete 


effectively with illegal gambling to eliminate the illegal 
profits that organized crime channels into other illicit 
operations. Competition will never be effective, how- 
ever, as long as the government taxes winnings from 
legal gambling, the report says. 


Illegal winnings are never taxed, goes the reason- 


ing; thus the bettor is more likely to patronize a bookie 
who won't report his winnings to the government than a 
legal off-track-betting office that will. 


The commission realizes that its chances of obtain- 


ing tax exemption for gambling winnings now "are slim 
to none," Bull says. In the long run, however, commis- 
sion members hope Congress will see the wisdom of 
such a move. 


The tax-exemption ploy has worked well in Canada, 


the report notes.

E. Europe growing as narcotics route 


20 nations to tighten intelligence network 


ROME (AP) - The 


Turkish-French connection 
appears to be dormant 
and heroin traffic out of 
Mexico declining, but en- 
forcement 
officials 
say 


international drug rings 
are now resorting to new 
connections, 
including 


transit through Eastern 
Europe. 


Increasingly, 
narcotics 


traffickers are using 
unsuspecting youths or 
e l d e r l y p e r s o n s as 
"mules" to smuggle drugs 
across borders. 


Those were among key 


conclusions reached by 
narcotics agents from 20 
nations gathered in Rome 
for a closed five-day meet- 
ing that ended Friday 
night. The 
conference 


agreed on steps to develop 
a tighter worldwide intelli- 
gence network, particu- 
larly to heip combat the 
rising flow of heroin from 
Southeast Asia's "Golden 
Triangle." 


"THEY are better 


organized and move fast 
through places one can 
hardly imagine," one par- 
ticipant at the meeting 
said about the current nar- 
cotics situation. "Our best 
chance is to spot them 
locally and relay the intel- 
ligence information to na- 
tional agents ahead of 
time." 


The 
conference 
also 


f o u n d , 
according to 


sources, that Western Eu- 
rope's heroin addiction is 
reaching danger points in 
almost every major city. 
Heroin seizures in Western 
Europe so far this year 
have amounted to about 
700 pounds, more than 
triple the entire haul last 
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year, and are likely to 
total some 1.200 pounds by 
the end of the year. 


By contrast, in 1071 only 


14 pounds of heroin was 
seized in Europe, which 
had served as the main 
processing 
and transit 


point for Turkish heroin en 
route to the United States. 


Drug shipments des- 


tined for Western Europe 
— where a kilogram (2.2 
pounds! of heroin goes fnr 
about $25.000 - are begin- 
ning to pass through East- 
ern Europe to circumvent 
agents who have concen- 
trated their attention 
primarily on the western 
partof-the continent. 


HOWEVER, 
drug-en- 


forcement 
officials 
say 


Eastern European author- 
ities are 
beginning to 


cooperate in seizing nar- 
cotics couriers. In recent 
years, the U.S. Drug En- 
forcement Administration 
and U.S. Customs Service 
have 
offered narcotics- 


training courses for police- 
men and customs inspec- 
tors in several Eastern 
European countries. 


Officials say they hope 


the Soviet Union also will 
cooperate and stiffen con- 
trols after the recent con- 
viction in Moscow of three 
young Americans who 
were carrying about 60 
pounds of heroin in their 
suitcases on a flight from 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, 
to Paris. 


"So far we see Eastern 


Europe only as a transit 
area," one narcotics agent 
commented. "But even 
there the vouth is chang- 


ing and drugs are a part 
of the so-called 'hooligan- 
ism.'" No Eastern Euro- 
pean 
c o u n t r y 
was 


represented at the Rome 
parley. 


U.S. narcotics officials 


said their concern is that 
heroin on the European 
market, focused in Am- 
sterdam, is about to make 
its way to the United 
States, where there are an 
estimated 300,000 heroin 
addicts and some 5,000 
heroin deaths a year. 


According to narcotics 


agents, the major new 
connection has its source 
in the remote, mountain- 
ous "Golden Triangle" of 
Burma, Laos and Thai- 
land, where opium poppies 


. are grown in areas mostly 


controlled by antigovern- 
m e n t insurgents and 
processed by laboratories 
in Burma. 


The triangle's annual 


opium output is estimated 
at 700 tons, while another 
400 tons comes from along 
the Afghanistan-Pakistan 
border. 


Agents say the South- 


east Asian heroin makes 
its way to Thailand or 


Malaysia, then is tunneled 
through points including 
Hong Kong and Vancou- 
ver, Canada, before enter- 
ing the United States, 
mostly on the West Coast.

enforcement sources, Tur- 


key's clampdown on illicit 
' poppy cultivation has been 
effective and has made 
heroin laboratories in the

Given his soft voice, low- 
key style and preference for con- 
servative business suits, he im- 
presses people as a model of 
managerial austerity. 


.After nine years as city man- 


ager of Sunnyvale, the impression 
hasn't changed. To hear Sunnyvale 
citizens and politicians talk, there 
isn't a dollar in this city's $35- 
millkm budget that Dever can't ac- 
count for. and for which he isn't 
getting every penny's worth of 
value. 


••IIE RUNS a tighter ship than 


anyone in Santa Clara County." 
says Sunnyvale Councilman Law- 
rence Stone, an investment counse- 
lor in private life. 


"He's 
the taxpayer's best 


friend." adds Mayor Donald Logan. 


Some of Dever's subordinates 


discuss him in almost reverential 
tones. Phyllis Brant. Sunnyvale's 
personnel chief and a woman who 
is not inclined to exaggerated judg- 


ments, says unabashedly that 
Dever is "a brilliant manager." 


Gregory Morris, who might be 


called "the man in the middle" on 
Sunnyvale's co'incil — he's a 
maverick liberal who has tried to 
act as peacemaker between the 
council's warring factions — finds 
Dever a fascinating study. 


"The first thing that comes to 


mind about Dever," says Morris, 
an attorney, "is that he's a con- 
summate public servant — a 
workaholic who didn't take a vaca- 
tion until he'd been here five 
years." 


MORRIS says Dever. an ex- 


Marine lieutenant, seems to be ob- 
sessed with physical fitness, some- 
how finding time to run three or 
four miles every day. 


"Dever," he adds, "is also a 


real nut on retreats — for himself 
and his staff. This year he spent 
three or four days at the Menninger 
Institute (in Topeka). 


"One fault with John is that he 


has a hard time admitting he's 
wrong. But fortunately he's right 
most of the times. He also has 
strong opinions." 


The keystone of Dever's reputa- 


tion, both in Sunnyvale and among 
the fraternity of city managers 
throughout the country, has been 
his fiscal wizardry. 


Dever is said to be a magician 


with a budget and as tight a fiscal 
manager as can be found anywhere 
in the United States. 


Yet Morris believes that, as 


well-deserved as that reputation is. 
it obscures an equally important 
side of Dever's public personality 
— a side Morris describes with the 
phrase "humane pragmatism." 


Dever has been accused by 


some of his critics — and he has a 
few in Sunnyvale, his reputation 
notwithstanding — of not being 
sympathetic to the city's less fortu- 
nate citizens. 


BUT MORRIS doesn't agree. 


Dever. he says, is concerned with 
social problems. But he combines 
that concern with a sense of what's 
practical and possible. 


Dever himself says it's a mat- 


ter of priorities. One thing he is 
careful not to do, he explains, is 
plunge into a social program 
merely because federal funds are 
available. 


"It's best to have your needs 


and goals carefully defined," he 
says,"and then see if there are 
federal funds available to help you 
relieve the taxpayers of the burden. 


"Just because federal money is 


• there doesn't mean a city should 


take advantage of it," Dever de- 
clares. The government may pull 
out of a program at a later date, 
"and you may get stuck with it." 


The fact that Dever approaches 


social programs with a measure of 
caution is not to say that he es- 
chews them completely. Nor does 
he feel that all programs have to 
pay off in tangible dividends, he 
says. 


For that reason perhaps, he has 


t a k e n advantage of federal 
neighborhood-improvement 
funds. 
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pushed a solid-waste program in 
Santa Clara County, encouraged 
the acquisition of open space for 
parks and recreation and supported 
the city's $4-million community 
center — not to mention a neigh- 
borhood center on the north side of 
town, where Sunnyvale's 
small 


minority population is centered. 


Morris also feels that some of 


Dever's human qualities have been 
hidden by his private nature: his 
inability or unwillingness to trum- 
pet his own good deeds. 


"HE DOESN'T show his work." 


says the councilman. "Recently, 
for example, he helped a woman 
whose child was burned. In another 
instance, he assisted a woman who 
was suing the city by helping her 
fill out the legal papers. He'll do 
these things and not say anything." 


To Morris, Dever. is the real 


leader of Sunnyvale — its com- 
mander, as he puts it. 


But if Dever is Sunnyvale's 


commander, his command is nei- 
ther flamboyant nor highly visible. 
It's that lack of visibility, in fact, 
that has given him a reputation 
among some as being insulated 
from the city and its citizens. It's a 
reputation Dever has had a hard 
time shaking. 


To some observers. Dever ap- 


pears to have opened up a lot in 
recent months — which may be as 
much a reflection of his political 
astuteness as his own changing 
style. For Sunnyvale's seven-mem- 
ber council has three 
members 


whose election was largely the 
work of the city's powerful citizen 
lobby, known as Orchards.

— say the building is a liability, 
plagued with a series of structural, 
legal and financial problems. 


The structure is part of a civic- 


center project that includes a new 
library and was financed by a $36- 
million bond issue. The bonds, 
which have earned $5 million in 
interest, were issued in 1973 by the 
Civic Center Authority. 


City officials, led by former 


City Manager John R. Mansell, 
were frustrated in their efforts to 
gain a new city hall and library 
when voters rejected bond issues 
three times during the 1950s for 
such an undertaking. 


OFFICIALS pointed out that 


the old city hall was built to serve a 
city of 56,000 in 1921; the library to 
serve 17,800 citizens in 1909. 


The Civic Center Authority, 


meanwhile, was formed as a joint- 
powers agreement between the city 
and the county with the right to 
issue bonds. 


(Joint-powers agreements be- 


tween two governmental units were 
authorized by the State Legislature 
as a method of issuing bonds with- 
out voter approval.) 


Allied Architects, composed of 


four locally prominent architec- 
tural firms, was selected by 
Mansell and approved by the City 
Council in 1969 to do the design. 


THE FOUR firms were Hugh" 


Gibbs and Donalds Gibbs. Frank 
Homolka and Associates. Killings- 
worth, Brady and Associates and 
Kenneth Wing Sr. and Kenneth 
Wing Jr. They received total fees of 
$1.650,000. according to the city 
engineer's office. 


"A city like Long Beach needs 


a mark." said Donald Gibbs. "We 
need a visual image we can associ- 
ate with. We're pushing an old 
ocean liner and that hasn't been too 
successful. 


"We live here," Gibbs said of 


his fellow architects. "We're dedi- 
cated to the place. We wanted a 
recognizable symbol, a civic center 
that wouldn't be copied by sur- 
rounding office buildings." 


BUT according to a construc- 


tion official who asked to remain 
anonymous because of his fear of 
reprisals, the building has several 
major problems: 


—Triangular landings on the 


outside of the building, between the 
glass superstructure and the con- 
crete support towers. 


Intended to make the building 


architecturally attractive, the land- 
ings arc called "pigeon roosts" by 
construction workers because of 
their attractiveness tor mros. 


Gibbs defends the landings as 


necessary to make the building dis- 
tinctive. 


"I QUESTIONED them'' City 


Engineer Thomas Marchese said of 
the landings, but added, "the archi- 
tect may say, 'If you want a barn 
or a box. hire someone else.'" 


The 108 landings forced the city 


to design and order $70.000 worth of 
special window-washing equipment 
and probably added $2 million to 
the cost of the project, the con- 
struction official estimated. 


Gibbs called the source's figure 


"unsound." He said construction of 
the landings was relatively simple. 


— A heating and cooling system 


that Gibbs concedes will be unusu- 
ally costly to operate. The architect 
pointed out that the building was 
designed and construction began 
just prior to the 1974 energy crisis. 


"AT THE time, it seemed like 


the right system to use. We cer- 


tainly weren't very far-sighted/' 
Gibbs said. 


According to estimates from 


the budget department, costs for 
heating and cooling the building 
will run about $625,000 annually, 
against $60,000 for the old city hall. 


Gibbs disputed the city's fig- 


ures, saying it was about $400,000 
too high. 


The source said that since the 


building is sealed, it will heat up to 
100 degrees within 30 minutes if the 
air-conditioning breaks down on a 
hot day. 


GIBBS pointed out that most 


official buildings still do not have 


open windows. He said he was 
going to recommend to the City 
Council that the building temper'a: 
ture be allowed to fluctuate fromJjS 
to 78 degrees to conserve energy.'- 


— Approximately 
50 under- 


ground parking spaces built at a 
cost of $5,000 each, according to a 
letter from Mansell to the City 
Council in 1969. The spaces, for the 
council and executives, could have 
been built above ground for $2,000 
each, Mansell wrote, but would 
have been further from the build- 
ing.

IT WAS A .Sunday morning 


painted in the soft pastels of vaca- 
tion postcards. Quartermaster Wil- 
Im'd E. Murphy. 24. stood forward 
of-the gangway on the four-stack 
light cruiser USS Raleigh. Just off 
bridge watch. Bill Murphy awaited 
the 8 o'clock boat that would take 
him to the mainland for flying les- 
sons, 


There would be no f l y i n g 


lessons for Quartermaster Murphy 
that day. There would be no tomor- 
row for 2.117 officers and'men of 
the U.S. Navy, the soon-to-be-dead 
ol a Sunday thnt lives in infamy - 


Dec. 7.1941. 


As Bill Murphy stood forward 


of the gang a few ticks before 8, an 
aerial torpedo knifed between No. 1 
and No. 2 firerooms opposite the 
Raleigh's second funnel, penetrat- 
ing four decks. Sea water roiled up 
through the ruptured plates, wash- 
ing Bill Murphy down past the mid- 
ship hatch. 


"Next thing I knew I was back 


on duty on the bridge. How I got 
there 'is a blank. First thing I 
remember was looking up to see 
Capt. R. Bentham Simons, the skip- 
per, bawling out orders. He was 
wearing his World War 1 steel hel- 
mi'l and blue-striped pajamas. No- 
body laughed. I snapped out of 
shock when the captain sent me 
foretop to check on casualties, 
damage and the state of our fire- 
power." 


The Raleigh was holding up 


well but was in danger of sinking 
hulldown in the muck. Capl. 


Simons kept his ship afloat by jetti- 
soning everything movable, by 
wangling extra pumps, by stuffing 
life belts into leaks, by borrowing 
four pontoons, by help from a 
nearby lighter. 


As the Raleigh battled for life, 


the battleship Utah, set out to pas- 
ture as a target-towing vessel, cap- 
sized: the battleships Arizona and 
Oklahoma sank — the Arizona bot- 
toms up. entombing 1,102 officers 
and men for eternity.

OTHER employes will

are 13^ inches square, a 
custom-made size expen- 
sive to replace, the con- 
struction source said.

tiles. He pointed out that 
office walls in the building 
are 
movable on tracks 


located in the floors and 
ceilings. 


Telephone lines and 


power outlets are beneath 
the tracks. This made the 
special ceiling tiles neces- 
sary so that the ceiling 
(racks are spaced equally 
with the floor wall tracks. 
The special tiles also 
serve to space lights so 
that no light would ever be 
blocked by a wall, Gibbs 
said. 


ALTHOUGH the ceiling 


tiles are custom-made, the 
city will save money by 
creating a building that 
allows floor arrangements 
to be changed literally 
overnight, Gibbs said. 


— Lights in hallways 


and on the City Council 
and city manager floors 
are mercury vapor lamps. 
While they are extremely 
energy efficient, the lamps 
take eight to ten minutes 
to come on again if they 
are turned off, Marehese 
acknowledged. 


If there should be a 


power failure, employes 
would be walking in the 
dark for several minutes 
after the building shifted 
to its $118,000 emergency 
generator, the source said. 
He pointed out that this 
could be particularly 
disastrous in the event of 
an earthquake. 


The public service de- 


partment 
is a l r e a d y 


preparing to rewire some 
floors, Marehese admit- 
ted, because of another 
problem. Some conference 
rooms have light switches 
that affect most others on

City Finance Director 


Warren Heistand said that 
the total cost for the bonds 
and interest will be $8-M 
million by the pay-off 
date. 


Annual payments will 


be in the $2.5 million 
range, he said. The first 
payment will be paid by 
property taxes, accounting 
for 22 cents of the $2.19 tax 
rate, according to the 
budget office.

Dever, in the opinion of 


John Cowan, a Sunnyvale 
computer 
programmer,

Dever did all he -had set 
out to do in Sunnyvale, 
picking up the pieces of a 
divided city management 
when he arrived here in 
1967 and welding it into an 
efficient municipal organ- 
ization. 


HE CAME to a city 


bles and, in a few short 
years, turned it into a 
model for other cities. 
Today there are several 
million dollars in Sunny- 
vale's unappropriated re- 
serve, giving the city what 
amounts to a sizable 
budget surplus. 


On the eve of his depar- 


ture, moreover, Sunny- 
vale's deteriorating down- 
town commercial district 
is on the threshold of a 
redevelopment 
revival, 


thanks largely to Dever. 


The town is also thriv- 


ing with light industry 
(electronics, computers 
and aerospace) — again 
thanks to Dever. Having 
once been entirely depend- 
ent on Lockheed for its 
health, Sunnyvale in the 
past few years has diversi- 
fied its industrial base to- 
the point where, when 
Lockheed gets sick, 
Sunnyvale no longer 
coughs and wheezes. 


As he prepares to man- 


age a city whose 52.18-cent 
property-tax rate is close 
to its legal ceiling, Dever 
will leave a city whose tax 
rate in the last three years 
has gone down from $1.31 
to $1.14, according to 
Sunnyvale Mayor Don 
Logan.

Plans to construct a $300 


million retail and business cen- 
ter on a 470-acre triangular tract 
at the San Diego-Santa Ana 
Freeway intersection in Orange 
County were announced the past 
week by the Newport Beach- 
based Irvine Co. 


Groundbreaking for the $80 


million first phase of the project 
is expected late next year with 
completion projected for autumn 
1979. Albert J. Auer, head of the 
development firm's commercial 
division, said at a Los Angeles 
press conference. He noted also 
the shopping center will be the 
largest in the United States. 


Four 
major 
department 


stores — Buffums', Bullock's, 
The May Co. and Robinson's — 
have signed letters of intent to 
locate within the center's first 
segment, Auer said. Another 
large department store is to be 
signed for the initial phase, he 
added. 


Appearing with him were 


John Hunt, Buffums' senior vice 
president; Howard Goldfeder, 
chairman of Bullock's; George 
Foos, May Co. president; and 
James Slayden, president of 
Robinson's. 


Auer said the initial phase 


will cover about 1.6 million 
square feet and is to include, in 
addition to the five bis stores. 
100 mall shops, a major 350- 
room hotel and a tri-level 


recreation-entertainment center 
called Tivoli Court. 


In addition there are to be 


civic and cultural institutional 
centers, a central greenbelt with 
walkways, bikeways and possi- 
ble equestrian trails, all laid out 
in a lakeside park environment. 


Designing the center is the 


intprnationally known architec- 
tural firm of Gruen Associates. 
An area masterplan was pre- 
pared by Skidmore, Owings and 
Merrill. 


The center adjoins a pro- 


posed high-speed rapid transit 
line serving the Los Angeles-San 
Diego corridor. A major transit 
stop is masterplanned to serve 
the 
eight-million-square-foot 


center, and, in addition, it is 
being designed to provide for a 


personal rapid transit system to 
convey people around the devel- 
opment. 


Tivoli Court, at the heart of 


the center, is expected to be- 
come a major attraction for 
many Orange County residents 
seeking after-sundown entertain- 
ment. Available will be an array 
of fine restaurants, theaters, 
concerts areas, recreational at- 
tractions — and an ice skating 
rink. 


Meeting rooms, cultural at- 


tractions and lounge areas de- 
signed to meet a variety of 
needs are to be offered. 


The rink will occupy a cen- 


tral floor area at ground level 
and is to be open to view from 
two floors above. Around and on 
levels above the rink are to be 


restaurants, theaters, gourmet 
food, concert and exhibit areas, 
specialty shops, a children's 
play zone and interior garden. 


"The center," said Auer 


"represents a commitment of 
the Irvine Co. to a concept of 
serving the multiple needs of 
people in a single location, meet- 
ing environmental concerns and 
serving an expanding areas's 
vigorous population growth." 


Population of the center's 


primary market area is ex- 
pected to be nearly 300.000 when 
the facility opens in late 1979, 
increasing to "nearly 430,000 in 
1985. By 1990. this sector of 
Orange'County is expected to 
have a population of about 550,- 
000. 


Auer said school districts 


and other taxing authorities 
could realize some $20 million 
over the first 10 years following 
completion of the initial phase. 
"At its ultimate development, 
surrounding communities could 
realize a revenue surplus of 
more than S7 million annually, 
based on current projections." 


He also noted that at its fin- 


ished stage the center could 
generate more than 18,000 jobs. 


This will be the second 


major regional center to be de- 
veloped, owned and managed by 
the Irvine Co., Auer recalled. 
The firm's Newport Center, a 
420-acre business, financial and 
shopping complex overlooking 
the ocean in Newport Beach, 
now is about two-thirds com- 
plete.

involves energy conservation, good de- 
sign, and maybe a modest sacrifice of 
convenience, according to Sunset Maga- 
zine. 


"The sun's potential is often over- 


sold." Sunset says in a 12-page report on 
solar energy in its November issue. "Ex- 
perts disagree widely about which sys- 
tems work best and are most cost-effec- 
tive." the editors say. "Many installa- 
tions are frankly experimental, and a 
full-scale solar system typically involves 
considerable cost ami technical ability." 


Nevertheless. Sunset notes that a new 


drive to couple the sun to the home is 
well under way. backed by increasing 
amounts of private and government 
funds, and inspired by personal daring. 


THE EXTENSIVE Sunset article 


deals with solar installations in such 
widely separated parts of the West as 
Salem and Bend. Ore.. Santa Fe. N.Y.. 
Flagstaff, Ariz, and Northern and South- 
ern California. 


Active solar systems consist of collec- 


tors to absorb the sun's heat, ducts or 
pipes to transport it. and a heat storage 
area. The active components are fans, 
pumps, valves and thermostats. 


"You cannot today buy an 'off-the- 


shelf solar heatiiii. 
1 or coolini: svstem," 


Sunset says. ''All of our examples are 
custom-fitted from readily available 
manufactured components. Mass-pro- 
duced package systems for hot-water 
heating may be close at hand; it likely 
will be longer before you can buy a 
standardized space-heating system." 


An air system for circulating heat if 


simple, but has the disadvantages of re- 
quiring large ducts and several tons of 
rock for heat storage. Water systems 
require some complex plumbing and 
hardware, but water requires less than 
half the storage volume of an equivalent 
air system, and its thin pipes make re- 
trofits easier. Sunset says. 


Depending on total heat need, the 


installed cost (including all labor) of an 
active space-heating system could range 
from $4,000 to more than $10,000. the 
magazine reports. "Energy experts 
agree that the time has come to look at 
the 'life-cycle' costs of a home as criti- 
cally as we look at the 'front-end' or 
initial cost." Sunset says. "We may have 
to pay dearly for fuel to heat a house 
whose first cost is deceptively low." 


"Passive" solar architecture meets 


the same challenge as active mechanical 
systems: Collecting solar heat and stor- 
ing it for use at night and during cloudy 
weather—but without hardware driven by 
mechanical energy. Sunset reports. "The 
building becomes the system; heat stor- 
age is usually the structure itself."

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Billion dollar hospital 'ripoff

Hospital charges are often ?25 a day higher than 


need be because government bureaucrats are under- 
paying on services given to Mudi-Cal and Medicare 
patients, it was learned Saturday. 


Financial losses to local hospitals, and other 


hospitals as well, are running into the millions. One 
hospital official in Long Beach called the underpay- 
ment practice a "multi-billion dollar ripoff of pa- 
tients." 


Patients not under Mcdi-Cal or Medicare cover- 


age are absorbing the loss. 


The health committee of the Long Beach Cham- 


ber of Commerce reports that the city's four major 
non-profit hospitals experienced losses in excess of 
$10 million in the past year. 


The loss is expected to be $18.900,000 by 1978, 


says Jack W. Weiblen, health committee chairman 
and vice president of Memorial Hospital Medical 
Center. 


"These multi-million dollar underpayments by 


government are being added to the bills of the non- 
government patient," Weiblen says. "Our local not- 
for-profit institutions have no other source of income. 


"At present, the 'surtax' exceeds $25 a day per 


patient. It will be larger and larger each succeeding 
year unless something is done about it." 


Weiblen notes that an average patient stay is 


about seven days, bringing the total figure to about 
S192 per patient. 


"What is really happening is that government is 


placing a double tax on the non-government patient," 
Weiblen says. "This patient pays a tax to support 
Medicare and Medi-Cal and then pays a second tax to 
pay for the underpayments by government." 


For every dollar billed for services to medical 


patients at one local hospital in recent years, the 
state reimbursed, the hospital about 87 cents. This 
past year the state reduced the amount of reimburse- 
ment to 71 cents on every dollar. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS say that if present regu- 


lations issued by the state are ruled legal, reimburse- 
ment will dwindle to as little as 50 cents for each 
dollar's worth of care for Medi-Cal patients. 


"In many instances," says Weiblen, "it is the 


employer who is being forced to pick up the tab." 
This is the case when the employer provides all the 
health insurance for workers and families. 


Anthony J; Abbate, vice president of St. Mary 


Medical Center, said the extra charge is being ab- 
sorbed in the daily room rate. 


"The cost can't come out of our (the hospital's) 


pocket," he says. 


Abbate explained that the hospital must pay its 


staff and its suppliers. 


He says that the problem continues to get pro- 


gressively worse. 


jf governmental payments were adequate, daily 


hospital charges could actually be reduced, Abbate 
says. 


C. Joseph Heinz, administrator of Pacific Hospi- 


tal of Long Beach, says that Pacific Hospital has no 
such thing as a surcharge. 


"We don't dp that," he says. 
But he admits that the deficit created by govern- 


ment patients must be borne by the rest of (he 
patient population. 


There was the time that both government pro- 


grams paid costs, Heinz says, enabling hospitals to 
break even but allowing nothing extra to purchase 
new equipment. Now not even costs are paid, Heinz 
says. 


Arnold V. Loveridge, associate executive direc- 


tor of Long Beach Community Hospital, cites a case 
of a typical patient with a hospital bill of §1,000 after 
a five'-day stay. 


If the patient has private insurance or pays cash, 


the hospital generally collects the full payment. 


UI o r^ i /i / "i i 
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If the patient is covered by Medicare, the hospi- 


tal's reimbursement is $865.60, a deficit of $134.40. 
Forty-four per cent of Community's patients are 
Medicare cases. 


If the patient is covered by Medi-Cal, only 


$652.74 is paid by the state, a deficit of $347.26. Six 
per cent of Community's patients are Medi-Cal cases. 


SAYS LOVERIDGE: 
"Because Medicare and Medi-Cal refuse to pay 


the full costs of running a hospital, then private 
insurance and self-pay patients in non-profit hospitals 
must make up the difference. 


••Government-insured patients are getting their 


medical care wholesale while the rest of us must pay 
retail prices. 


"I know of no other instance in which the gov- 


ernment pays only the operating costs for goods or 
services." 


Loveridge adds: 
"Even proprietary hospitals that are run for a 


profit to their owners are allowed by Medicare to 
have a factor for return on investment, but in the 
case of the nonprofit hospital, no such allowance is 
made." 


Health officials and chamber leaders plan to 


take the lead in soliciting the assistance of legislators 
at state and federal levels to correct the inequity.

There's a good chance that before the day is out 


copies of this newspaper will be found in several ol 
the city's 40 parks and along the 543 acres of beach. 


Newspapers will be left on benches, in the grass 


or on the sand to become part of the mountain of 
refuse picked up and hauled away by the Public 
Service Department each month. 


The cans, bottles, pull tabs, bottle tops, candy 


and fast food wrappers are trash when they are 
deposited in cans. When they are tossed to the 
ground, dropped on the sand or washed up on the 
beach, these things become litter which is unsightly, 
costly to remove and, according to at least one city 
official, dangerous. 


And litter begets litter. A dirty park or beach 


tempts a person to just drop paper and cans any- 
where. If the beach or park is clean, he might be 
more inclined to use a trash container. Litter also 
invites vandalism, park officials claim. 


The result in the worst cases is recreational 


areas in which residents no longer take pride and 
which have lost all of their aesthetic appeal. 


LONG BEACH PARK Commissioner Gordon 


Getz says he visited such places in eastern cities 
recently. He was appalled by the condition of New 
York's "Central Park and recreational areas in Har- 
lem and the Battery. 


"Our parks are cream puffs compared to those." 


he says. Dogged by the memory of littered and 
vandalized recreation areas elsewhere, Getz is 
proposing a five-year plan of attack on the problem. 


Getz wants to make people aware of how much it 


costs them to repair vandalism and pick up litter in 


parks and on the beaches. An educational program 
for schools and professional and civic organizations 
might include slides, films, and brochures. 


He also wants to explore the possibility of 


stronger enforcement of laws against those who litter 
and destroy public property. He likes the idea of 
sentencing offenders to pick up litter or to repair the 
damage they have caused. 


A key part of his plan is a volunteer park ranger 


corps. Badges and uniforms would be issued to volun- 
teers who would patrol recreational areas, sometimes 
reporting disturbances or vandalism. Their major 
role, however, would be to discourage such acts by 
their presence. 


The idea, according'to Getz. is to develop pride 


in the city and its recreational opportunities. 


. Park Department staff members are already at 


work with Recreation Department employes on an 
educational program for the schools. 


William T. Bell, assistant director of the Park 


Department, is concerned about the cost of picking 
up litter and disposing of trash in parks. He says it 
ranges from $200.000 to 8300,000 a year in Long 
Beach. 


That cost could be reduced. Bell says, if ideal 


conditions prevailed. Large trash containers would be 
placed at park entrances and users wouid deposit 
refuse as they left the area. That would eliminate the 
need for the smaller trash receptacles inside the 
park. Bell says they represent a kind of park litter in 
themselves and are frequently stolen because they 
are the right size for home use. 


But ideal conditions exist only in the dreams of 


park officials and in reality litter is tossed all over

Escapist thriller will make director a rich man 


John Schlesinger beams,like a Disney cow. The 


notices are in on "Marathon Man." the season's big 
movie blockbuster, and it's going lo make him rich'. 
Last year, he directed "The Day of the Locust." and 
it rained on his parade. How can you win? He made a 
great film, and some critics said he should have 
stayed in bed. Now he makes a totally commercial 
escapist thriller, and some critics arc saying it's 
beneath his dignity. 


How does a John Schlesinger keep from going 


crazy? "Well." he says, rubbing circles on his bald 
head, "you just laugh. I'm happy 'Marathon Man' is 
a hit. but that doesn't make me any less proud of 
'Locust.' You just have to do what interest you in life 
and plunge ahead. 1 went through similar frustrations 
after 'Far From The Maddening Crowd.' It was a 
disaster. 


"1 followed it with 'Midnight Cowboy.' ,and 


everyone said. 'Why do you want to do such a 
depressing film that nobody will ever go and see?' 
Then that one was an enormous success, and that 
was the moment I was offered a lot of very big 
pictures to direct. Instead. I did 'Sunday Bloody 
Sunday' because it seemed like the right movie to 
make. 


"The answer is that since every director's ca- 


reer is going to be a checkered one. and we can't all 
have hits all the time, we have to take chances. We 
no longer live in a golden era in which directors went 
under contract to a studio that guaranteed a certain 
amount of work each year. In the 40s, a director 
never had to worry about where the next film was 
coming from. You just made films, one after the 
other, some good, some bad. That's how all the great 
reputations were made. Now it's a big gamble, and 
every time you make a film, your whole future is at 
stake. That's .why I'm always anxious to get the next 
one prepared while the old one is being released." 


HE POURS TEA in a most civilized British 


manner while the phone rings angrily. The news- 
paper ads are spread on the sofa pronouncing "Mara- 
thon Man" the greatest thing since peanut butter. 
Studio executives are trying to break through with 
offers that go ignored. Schlesinger is king of the 
mountain. There's nothing like lines around the block 
under the marquee to insure self-confidence. Yet he 
seems nervous. 


"I shall never stop being anxious," he sighs. 


"I'm always on the edge of a precipice, ready for the 
deep end. I'm a nervous wreck. I'm always scared 
because one's success(and failure these days is so 
rapidly judged on what-the film will gross. There 
were people going around after 'Day of the Locust' 


saying 'He must never be allowed near a camera 
again.' There's nothing you can do except shrug and 
carry on. The main thing is to cash in at the moment 
you have a commercial success and use that power to 
do a film that would not have a chance otherwise. 


"Sunday Bloody Sunday' will never show a 


profit, although it had hugh critical acclaim. You 
can't make movies for critics, or you will destroy 
yourself. On the other hand, that fUm would never 
have been made if it had not been for the commercial 
success of 'Midnight Cowboy.' Francis Coppola did 
the same thing. After 'The Godfather' he used his 
muscle to make 'The Conversation,' which was not a 


commercial success, but the right move to make. In 
this business, one must take risks to remain a crea- 
tive artist. 


"Now with the success of 'Marathon Man.' 1 am 


taking advantage of my sudden popularity to make a 
film in England called 'Yanks!,' a love story about 
an American G.I. and an Engljsh girl just before D- 
Day. It's a kind of funny, touching, raunchy script by 
a young writer from the North Country of England, 
and we're currently going around New York meeting

men who were in England during the war. I'm not 
making any more adventure thrillers or heist movies. 
I'm going back to my roots." 


"COMING FROM England, where the economy 


is so unstable that it is impossible to get any kind of 
movie produced, do you think American actors who 
get a million dollars per film are overpaid?" I asked. 


"Dustin Hoffman certainly got it for 'Marathon 


Man' and the studio thought he was worth it, but I 
look at it all with a jaundiced eye. I certainly did not 
come to America to make a profit. I like America, 
and I've been coming here since I was a student. I'm 
hooked on the place. But I came lo make 'Midnight 
Cowboy.' Then I went back home to make 'Sunday' 
and came back to make 'Locust.' It look me years to 
get that one off the ground, and I had to work on it in 
Hollywood, so I bought a house there, and now my 
tax situation is absolutely chaotic. 


"But I've also had projects that never got off the 


ground at all. I developed Evelyn Waugh's 'Handful 
of Dust' with my own money, and nobody wanted to 
make it. Then I was planning to make 'Alive!1 but the 
Stigwood people came out with a total rip-off in thai 
dubbed Mexican atrocity called 'Survive!' which is 
truly a piece of crap. But it ruined my film because 
the story has now been told. Now 'Marathon Man' is 
a great smash and that pleases me, but I wouldn't 
call it my favorite film." 


It was certainly different. He had no experience 


with the enormity of that kind of film, but he tackled 
it anyway by "depending a lot on the technical 
experts around me — the designers, stunt coordina- 
tors, special unit director, cameraman, special-ef- 
fects men, everybody. They all played a great part in 


it. For me. a film is always a collaboration. I can't 
take credit for all of it. In the middle of all the car 
crashes and explosions. I did have to find a way to 
establish an individual touch of my own. That was 
the hard part. 


"I REMEMBER walking around New York with 


Bill Goldman, the writer, and it was Yom Kippur. I 
suddenly got an idea. Since the first car crash 
involved an old Jew and an old Nazi, why not set it on 
Yom Kippur? That was the first bit of texture that 
occurred to me. Then in Paris when we were scouting • 
locations, we were having a script conference in a 
hotel room at the Plaza Athenee. Suddenly there was 
a noise outside, and it was a political rally. People 
came out on their balconies to watch. Another idea 
was born. What would happen if we had Roy Scheider 
attacked by the murderous villain while he's watch- 
ing a street demonstration from his hotel window? 
It's little things like that that make films different. 


"The biggest problem with 'Marathon Man' was 


how to blend the elements of melodrama — Nazi- 
torturers, villains, explosions, chases — and keep the 
film on a realistic level. In most thrillers, whole 
masses of people go in a matter of seconds to all 
sorts of comic deaths, and nobody takes it seriously 
because nobody feels anything. 'Marathon Man' is 
different because it happens to an innocent person, 
and the audience is identifying like mad. 


"I don't know if I want to do another film like 


this. Up to now. all of my films have been about 
small people and real relationships, but I wanted a 
change. I believe in change. I admire Hitchcock, but 
• 


I don't know how he's been able to make the same 
movie over and over again without feeling the need 
for change. 


"This was my first thriller, Dustin Hoffman's- 


firsl thriller, Bill Goldman's first thriller, and for two 
weeks of rehearsal we were always asking logical 
questions about the plot. Finally, Goldman just said, 
'It's a thriller, for godsake! You just have to believe 
it!' And that's when I decided it would only work if. 
we treated it just as seriously as Chekhov." 


RUMORS PERSISTED during filming that there 


were problems with Dustin Hoffman. True or false? 
"Well, there were differences, but they don't show on' 
the screen. Dustin is one of those actors who asks a 
million questions, and then wants take after take 
after take, and you just have to say no very firmly 
and call a halt. 


"Laurence Olivier, on the other hand, is very 


precise, doesn't like to Improvise, and just wants to

the park, sometimes it piles up near empty contain- 
ers. 


ENFORCEMENT OF LAWS is not practical, 


Bell asserts, because violations are rarely witnessed 
by persons with the power to prosecute. 


Park Department workers are also busy repair- 


ing damage done by vandals. Bell cites instances of 
golf greens being torn up, trees being uprooted and 
bottles broken over sprinkler heads in parks. 


There is almost always damage in rest rooms 


and graffiti, much of it done 'with spray cans, is 
everywhere. 


The problem is much the same on the beaches, 


according to John Adams, deputy public service 
director. It costs about $300,000 to keep them clean. 
He says 12 to Impermanent workers are required for 
the job and the staff swells to 22 during the summer. 


They empty up to 300 large trash containers, 


repair vandalism to comfort stations, clean graffiti 
off walls and regularly sweep the beaches with spe- 
cially built rakes which remove refuse from the sand. 


Richard Rieholdt of the Public Service 


Department keeps records on the amount of trash 
hauled from parks and beaches. 


The monthly total of refuse picked up at the 


beaches rises and falls with weather conditions, he 
says. It's heaviest after a rain storm which washes 
trash down the rivers and storm drains to the sea 
where it is swept back upon the beach to become part 
of the massive litter problem. 


In the parks, trash collections are heaviest after 


holidays or a special event like a concert or a large 
picnic. 


Last year trash collections at the beach ranged 


from 153 tons to a high of 795 tons a month. In the 
parks it ranged from 390 to 795 tons, according to 
Rieboldt. 


No one knows exactly how much of that refuse 


was deposited in a container and how much had to be 
picked up off the ground or raked out of the sand. 


AND VICTORIES in the war against litter are 


just as difficult to measure. Ronald Whitely, assistant 
director of parks and beaches in Newport Beach, 
thinks they are doing some good in that city. 


Their campaign began three years ago when the 


city council appointed a citizens advisory committee 
to combat litter. 


Under a banner urging residents to "Can Your 


Trash," the committee launched an educational pro- 
gram in schools and service clubs. A litter awareness 
week was planned and brochures and a film were 
distributed. 


The council budgeted $5,000 for the program and 


workers 16 to 18 years of age were hired to walk the 
parks and beaches in the summer. They wear T-- 
shirts with antilitter logos printed on them. Their job 
is not to pick up trash but to appeal to their peer 
group and change attitudes among those who use 
beaches and parks. 


Whitely came across a study which reveals that 


300.000 Americans are injured annually by litter. 
Broken glass and pull tabs do the damage hi 86 per 
cent of the eases and the cost of treating those Utter- 
related injuries is $3 million. More than 60 per cent of 
them occur in public recreation areas. 


Getz, Bell, Whitely and others think an attempt 


to reduce litter and vandalism is a matter of aesthet- 
ics, a chance to save money and a question of safety. 
But most of all they feel it is a way of developing a 
sense of pride in the city's recreational areas.

reveal America's roots, was designed by the office of 
Charles and Ray Eames with cooperation of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York. It was 
financed by a grant from the IBM Corporation. 
Admission is free. 


The exhibition space is divided into four main 


sections. In the first, "Friends and Acquaintances," 
you meet not only George Washington, John Adams 
and Hamilton, but also Mercy Otis Warren, Charles 
Wilson Peale, Edmund Burke, the Marquis de Lafay- 
ette and others — a total of 34. 


THE SECOND section is devoted to the lives of 


Franklin and Jefferson in terms of contrasts and 
similarities of backgrounds, activities and styles. 
Here is'Franklin, a man of many parts, a printer, 
scientist, inventor. Jefferson's interests were farm- 
ing, •music, architecture. Both thought of themselves 
as philosophers, members of an international com- 
munity, believing that the impartiality of sound 
knowledge could gradually free men everywhere 
from arbitrary power. 


In the third section are major contributions both 


men made to three key documents of American 
history, documents which still are goals of political 
practice: the Declaration of Independence, the Con- 
stitution and the Bill of Rights. 


The final section concentrates on Jefferson's 


most significant presidential legacy: the plan for the 
westward expansion of the'new nation. It traces 
events leading to the Louisiana Purchase and follows 
the Lewis and Clark exploration which Jefferson 
planned in detail to take the measure of the new land.

Nov. 21 at Jordan Theater. 6500 Atlantic Ave. 


Doug Lance plays the dominating role of tin- 


King; Kathy Davis is his dauntless equal as Anna. 
Other leading roles are filled by Kathryn Lowe as 
Lady Thiang. Kevin Welch as Louis, Roberta Wolf ns 
Tuptim, Steve Lozano as Lun Tha, Tom Hillary as 
the Kralahome and Tavio Hurtado as Prince Chula- 
longkorn. 


This light opera classic by Richard Rodgers and 


Oscar Hammerstcin II unfolds the tale of the tempes- 
tous king of Siam and his attempts to westernize his 
kingdom with the aid of the beautiful, headstrong 
English schoolteacher, Anna.

"Five years ago we moved to more contempo- 


rary shows' to add a young audience to our loyal 
subscribers."

TO ONE LOOKING for truly contemporary 


work, the past seasons scarcely seem daring. Exam- 
ple: 1969-70, "FLower Drum Song," "On a Clear Day 
You Can See Forever." and "HO in the Shade." 1970- 
71 brought "Mame." "Music Man" and "Man of La 
Mancha." 


In 1972-73 the innovation was "Promises. Pro- 


mises;" in 73-73. "Applause;" in 7-4-75 there were two 
newer, shows in the season. "Cabaret" 
and 


"Company;" and in the season just past. 75-76. 
"Jesus Christ, Superstar" led off. followed by "Most 
Happy Fella" and "Sweet Charity." 


"I told the selection committee and the board of 


directors five years ago that I thought they were 
making a mistake in programming." Waggoner said. 
"The decrease in our attendance bears me out. 


"WE ILAVE a great president this year. Bill

"Next year we move to Pacific Terrace theater 


— we look with great eagerness toward that and we 
want to be in a strong position, professionally and 
financially, when that time arrives. 


"We have every expectation of continuing as an 


active and helpfui participant in the Public Corpora- 
tion for the Arts; CLO is on its professional resources 
committee." 


ONE THING THAT has troubled Waggoner and 


others in LBCLO is the trend away from the original 
.concept of the organization. First called Singers 
'Workshop, the group was conceived as a musical 
theater workshop to give local, non-professional per- 
formers a chance to hone their talents, to learn and 
display theater crafts. 


Through the years, the company focused more 


and more on professionalism and, beginning with 
"Applause." has used only union performers in lead- 
ing roles. 


Although the quality of productions was high, 


many in the CLO Association regretted the fact that 
non-Equity people couldn't hope for major parts. 


At the end of the just completed 1975-76 season, 


Waggoner announced that this year, no union person- 
nel would be employed. This was largely a financial 
necessity, but many members rejoiced at the return 
to the open-audition, non-union policy. 


When the company moves to Pacific Terrace, it 


again will deal with unions. But there is great deter- 
mination to retain the workshop aspect. 


Dr. Sam and Meredith Meals recently were 


delegated by the executive committee to report on 
the Singers' Workshop project. 


THEY SAY, in part. "LBCLO traces its ancestry 


to an organization known as The Singers Workshop. 
These hardy pioneers were active in all phases of 
musical theater - costuming, design and construc- 
tion of scenery and. of course, singing, acting and 
dancing. 
. 


"Through the years many changes have taken 


place in the name of progress, the majority (but not 
all) for the better. 


"Our shows have achieved an ever increasing 


degree of professionalism of which we are all proud 
Unfortunately, in the process, we have sacrificed 
much of the charm of amateurism — amateurism in 
its finest sense." 


Looking ahead to the move to Pacific Terrace 


and its attendant union policy, the report continues. 
"LBCLO has long been acclaimed the leader in 
community musical theater in California, perhaps in

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Salmonella is food poison culprit 


Food poisoning still causes more than two mil- 


lion Americans to fall ill each year, reports the 
American Medical Association. 


The foremost food hazard continues to be poison- 


ing by microbes, says Philip L. White. Sc. D.. secre- 
tary of the AMA's Council on Foods and Nutrition. 


' And the major cause of food-borne illness is 


faulty food handling. 


A common offender in food poisoning is an 


organism known as salmonella, found mostly in raw 
meats, raw poultry, eggs and dairy products. These 
organisms can produce headache, vomiting, diar- 
rhea, stomach cramps and fever. The condition is 
seldom fatal hut can- be serious for infants, the 
elderly and the chronically ill. 


Recommended precautions to help avoid salmo- 


nella poisoning: 


-Use hot. soapy water to wash hands, utensils 


and cutting hoards that have been in contact with 
raw meats, poultry, eggs and pastry mixes. 


-Do not buy foods stored above the froslline in 


store freezers. 


-Wash raw food thoroughly. 
—Refrigerate all perishables promptly. Do not 


leave groceries in the car while running other er- 
rands. 


-Do not thaw meats at room temperature. 
-Do not stuff poultry until just prior to cooking. 
—Use only clean eggs, without shell cracks, in 


foods not thoroughly cooked. Better still, avoid raw 
fcggs- 


—Refrigerate leftovers promptly. 
-Wash poultry and the surface of raw beet to 


reduce the number of organisms. 


—Always follow label instructions for storing and 


preparing packaged and frozen foods.

Dean of the Irish Medico-Social Board, the mag- 
nesium in the salts may help the chronic magnesium 
deficiency often seen in such areas. 


Heart disease and high blood pressure are more 


common in soft-water areas, the report says. 


The doctors, reporing in the Practitioner, a Brit- 


ish medical journal, say chronic magnesium defi- 
ciency is just as significant and can lead to heart 


An anesthetic patch with 30 per cent lidocame

The patch also can be used for other painful

Ban Brazil nuts 


Brazil nuts, said to contain a poisonous sub- 


stance, have been banned in Austria. 


Government officials are confiscating Brazil nuts 


throughout the country, reports Medical Tribune, a 
newspaper for doctors. 


The move was made in an attempt to protect the 


population from aflatoxin. a poisonous substance 
sometimes found in the nuts. 


Aflatoxin. produced by a mold, particularly in 


products coming from the tropics, also has cancer- 
causing properties.

School cracks down on teen smokers 


I)KAR DR. MENNINGER. 


My M-year-old daughter, Susan, loves school. 


The last few weeks of summer, she couldn't wait to 
gel back to classes. She's in the eighth grade in a 
junior high school where they have been having quite 
a bit of trouble with teen-agers smoking. 


This year, the school decided to crack down on 


the problem, and they have instituted some harsh 
penalties. The first time a student is caught smoking 
at school, he or she is given a warning, and the

parents are called. The second time, the student is 
suspended for three days. 


Today, I got a call from the principal. He caught 


Susan smoking, and this was the warning. She says 
that this was a fluke; she was just taking a drag on a 
friend's cigarette. 


At this point, my wife and I don't know what to 


do. Even though we both smoke, we don't think that 
Susan ought to be doing so at her age. I doivt know 
whether to let it pass or to really come down, hard on 
her and bawl her out. What would you suggest?

ADVICE TO THE TAXLORN 


DEARD.M.. 


An increasing number of teen-agers are smok- 


ing. A national survey in 1971 found 15 per cent of 
young people smoking. 


The latest survey in 1974 reported one out of four 


(25 per cent) young people were now smoking. This 
compares to a fairly constant report of about 40 per 
cent of adults who smoke (39 per cent in 1971,41 per 
cent in 1974). 


Again, the marked increase is in younger age 


groups. In 1971, only 5 per cent of the 12-13 year olds 
were smoking; now that's up to 13 per cent. The 1974 
survey found 25 per cent of the 14-15 year olds were 
smoking and 38 per cent of the 16-17 year olds were 
smoking. So Susan has a good deal of company. 


Since the incidence of smoking in teen-agers is 


so prevalent, I'm not sure you'll get the results you 
want by either extreme of letting it pass or .bawling 
her out. Rather, 1 would suggest sitting down and 
discussing the situation with her in a straightforward 
manner, touching on the issue of smoking and its 
relationship to staying in school. 


MANY TIMES we are faced with rules with 


which we may disagree. Your daughter and her 
friends may disagree with the school rules about 
smoking, but as long as they exist, they are part of 
her "reality." And she must consider the "cost" of 
challenging that reality. Is she willing to pay the 
price of suspension from the school she so enjoys in 
order to smoke? 


Most adolescents think primarily in terms of 


here and now: they often [ail to consider the future 
consequences of their actions. Your responsibility is 
to help Susan appreciate those potential conse- 
quences, and to then trust her ability to judge the 
best course of action. 


Of course, some teen-agers challenge rules as a 


way to prove they are independent and can do their 
own thing. The task of the parent is to help the teen- 
agers find a way to do his or her own thing without 
compromising the future. 


In the case of smoking, the future consequences 


also include the high probability of health problems 
over the long run. particularly when one starts smok- 
ing at an early age and continues it on a regular 
basis. 


However, as long as you and your wife smoke, 


you present a model With which your daughter may 
wish to identify. Teen-agers do not always appreciate 
advice of "Do as 1 say, not as I do."

that you reduce your deductible expense by the cost 
of your own meal. 


DEAR MR. SMITH: As a seltemployed golf pro 


I purchased a 10-year medical policy with the condi- 
tion that if no claims were made I would receive 80 
per cent of the premiums back. The 10-year period is 
almost up and the insurance company is in financial 
difficulties. They offered me 15 per cent of what is 
due me instead of the 80 per cent as outlined in the 
policy. How can I take this $5,000 loss on my 1976 'tax 
return? - J. B. 


I think you will first have to determine whether 


all the premiums you paid over the 10-year period 
have been deducted in your tax returns. If so, then 
Ihe 15 per cent refund -you receive will either be 
taxable income or it will decrease your current-year 
medical expense. There would then be no deduction 
for any financial loss. However, if all or any part of 
the premiums were not deducted, then you have a 
non-business bad debt (the same as a short-term 
capital loss) deduction in proportion to your non- 
deducted premiums.

Strickland says, "Of all the services in which we 


are involved, I find working with men who need help 
and lodging to be most rewarding." 


The "clients" are men, mostly in their mid-40s, 


;;,'who live in the large three-story building constructed 
'-"tin 1924. They men are accepted as residents when 
'•"'•' they agree to work on personal problems, such as the 
". treatable handicaps of emotional disability or alcoho- 
... lism. 


Most men s t a y about six weeks, obtaining 


7 therapy skills to prepare fur reentry into society. 
: :'•. 
"The men spend some time with religious mat 


UTS." said Strickland. "We try to direct them to a 
personal relationship with God. We have a chapel 
program five days a week." The men receive a ca?h 
stipend of ?5 to $18 a week, depending on their 
progress in therapy. 


STRICKLAND WAS BORN in New Bern, NX 
1.. 


and following graduation from high school there, 
entered the U.S. Air Force and served for four years. 
It was while in the service in Arizona that he met his 
wile, April, who shared his special interest. Follow- 
ing discharge, both enrolled in the Salvation Army 
School for Officers Training. They were commis- 
sioned (ordained) as officers in June, 1965. 


Areas of service have included Ogden, Utah; Los 


Angeles. San Francisco, Oakland, Santa Barbara and 
Hawaii. 


In the interim, Strickland has graduated from 


Santa Barbara City College with an A.A. Degree. He 
says, "If all goes as planned, I will receive my B.S. 
in'business administration from Long Beach State 
University in December."

another way. Suppose 
partner opens two spades 
and you hold the ace of 
hearts and the king of 
spades. 


Is that really only seven 


points? On the other hand, 
suppose you hold a single- 
ton spade and eight scat- 
tered points in queens and 
jacks. Is that really eight 


points? 


Point count is only a 


guide in bidding. Each 
hand must be evaluated, 
using the point count as a 
guide, and tempered by 
the actual bidding that 
influences the assessment 
of the value of specific 
cards.

. nament .if a player acci- 
dentally overhears some- 
one else's results on a 
hand he is yet to play? 


Sneak Previews, Chicago 
Answer: -The player 


should report this fact to 
the tournament director 
who will take the appro- 
priate action.

Knockouts, one player 
overheard the result in- 
volving the very last hand. 
He reported this to the 
director and a substitute 
board was played. In this 
case, virtue was truly re- 
warded. 


The result overheard 


would have produced a 
tied slam and a loss by 
three IMPS. The substi- 
tute board netted a gain of 


six IMPS for a close three 
IMP win!

jjBESTOF BICENTENNIAL 
Where it all began

RICHMOND, Virginia — It's not too late in the 


year to blaze a Bicentennial trail through the flaming 
forests of this state where American history began. 
New England's Indian summer is drawing to a close, 
but Virginia's fall foliage is in full bloom and the 
major historical attractions are open all year long. 


You get both in a single glance here in the 


capital city, where the Grecian-styled Capitol build- 
ing designed by Thomas Jefferson crowns a central 
..hilltop park, surrounded at this season by a carefully- 
tended landscape'of green, red xnd gold. Variegated 
leaves hardly touch the ground before they are 
whisked away by the rakes of gardener teams. 


The structure itself is one of the many minor 


prides of Jefferson, alter the three achievements he 
considered his legacy to the nation: Author of the 
Declaration of Independence, instigator of the first 
statute for religious freedom and founder of the 
University of Virginia. 


Unlisted on his self-written epitaph are the Capi- 


tol, the stately home at Monticello on which he 
lavished nearly 40 years of spare-time architectural 
talent, the university's famed Rotunda at the Charlot- 
'tesville campus, which was the basis for the design of 
the Jefferson Memorial in Washington, and his terms 
as Governor and President. 


RICHMOND is the hub of Virginia's wealth of 


historic colonial attachments, preserved or restored 
as they were when erected. To the east are the crude 
log huts of Jamestown, site of the 1607 landing of the 
first company of English settlers in America. To the 
west is Charlottesville and Jefferson's elegant hilltop 
homestead a few miles outside the city. 


Both north and south lie other centers of early 


Americana, from spacious plantations to the battle- 
gounds of the Revolution and the Civil War. Modern 
highways and freeways have replaced the rutted 
trails which linked the Colonial settlements, but the 
countryside between remains much the same as 
Jefferson's description in a letter written in 1788: 


"... a flower here, a tree there; yonder a grove. 


near if a fountain; on this side a hill, on that a river. 
I know nothing so charming as our own country." 


This autumn tour through the Virginia of Wash- 


ington, Jefferson, Thomas Paine. Capt. John Smith 
and Gen. Robert E. Lee combines the best of two 
worlds. What there were of Bicentennial throngs (the 
expected overcrowding never materialized this year) 
have left the scene and the scenery to latecomers. 


THE COLORFUL pageant of nature and history 


began immediately after arrival at Dulles Interna- 
tional Airport. Although American Airlines lists 
Dulles as a Washington destination for its daily DC10 
flights from I.os Angeles, and other connecting flights 
into Washington National Airport, both terminals are 
actually in Virginia. 


Dulles is about 30 miles west of Alexandria, just 


across the Potomac from the nation's capital. The 
rental car drive into Alexandria along the freeway 
serving the airport was a preview of the next four 
days. No billboards marred the view of wooded hills 
and open farmland decked in harvest tones. 


Temperatures were brisk in the mornings, but 


sunny and warm to the mid-605 by early afternoon 
four days of the tour. Changeable weather to be 
expected at this time of year gave us rain only one 
dav. 


It was twilight, and New Orleans was a dusky 


blue fused with gold — far too beautiful to leave. 
Besides, there was also the possibility of sitting 
around discussing soybean futures and dining with a 
new-found friend. 


Since he looked like The Bipnic Man and the 


proposed restaurant was Gallatoire's, any sane fe- 
male would instantly phone the airline she'd planned 
to spend the evening with and say, "You do what you 
want at 7:30 but I'm staying here." 


BEING OF sound mind, I did call. They were

Take that, 
bank account, and don't forget to credit it to me. 


Well, that's how it works MOST of the time. 


There are some night flights that haven't any compe- 
tition, so of course the airlines in charge have ne- 
glected to file lower fares. To be a cheapic night 
flight, the thing has to be designated night coach, not

merely take off after 9 p.m. and before T a.m. 


NOR ARE night-coach flights as numerous as 


nickels. Delta has pushed them, however, and this 
season they are on the increase, though still operat- 
ing only between big cities that attract lots of day- 
time passengers and are presumed capable of gener- 
ating more business if the price is right. 


At the moment that appears to be an expanded 


list of places principally along the routes of Ameri- 
can, Delta. Eastern, National. TWA and Western. 


The big item to remember is that night coach 


tickets are just about the only discount fares left with 
no strings attached. When you do locate one, you 
don't need to have pink eyes, furnish your mother's 
maiden name or sign up during the preceding leap 
year. If there are seats, you can buy one right up 
until departure time. 


So night coaches take off and land at odd hours. 


Look at it this way: It's not a great saving, but it's a 
good saving and all you have to lose is a little sleep.

31. \m 


At that moment 


"He who tootcth not his own 


horn." said John Llewelyn Lewis, 
"Ihe same shall not be- looted." 


Nobody tooted his louder during 


the stormy years labor came of 
age. or did more in the rearing, 
than the union leaderith the eye- - 
hrows like hedges and jaw like a 
coal stove. John L. took on most 
everybody and most always won. 


"'Organize the Unorganized" 


and "Never a Step Backward" 
were the slogans of the ninth grade 
dropout who could quote Shake- 
speare and Scriptures to the low 
and the mighty and tell an armed 
man to "take Dial gun out of your 
pocket or I'll shove it down your 
throat." 


The former coal miner who dug 


his way to the top of the United 
Mine Workers and founded the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
battled presidents of companies 
and presidents of the United States 
from Wilson to Truman. Feeling he 
had been double-crossed by one 
President, he said to his face: "No- 
body can call John L. Lewis a liar 
and least of all Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt!" 


He called Vice President John 


Nance Garner "a poker playing, 
whiskey drinking, labor baiting, 
evil old' man." About the best any- 
one could manage in retaliation 
was one company executive who 
stammered: "Mr Lewis, 1-1-1 am 
not afraid of your eyebrows." 


Tough or courtly, imperious or 


impish, Lewis set the pattern that 
other labor leaders were to follow. 
He made the sit-down strike, which 
he said dated back to the builders 
of the Pyramids, a national weapon 


of the late '30s. Even high school 
students in Cleveland sat down in 
protest that their newly arrived 
class pins "were a lot of junk." 
There was violence, often, but Big 
Labor had been born. 


MIDWIFE LEWIS was always 


in the news. In 1937, about four per 
cent of the stories in the New York 
Times for the whole year revolved 
around John L. But no headlines 
were bigger than when he pulled 
his men out during World War II 
contrary to a union no-strike 
pledge. "John Lewis, damn your 
coal black soul," cried Stars and 
Stripes from Europe. Unbowed, 
Lewis won but was magnanimous 
in victory. One day when he found 
Roosevelt 
maneuvering some 


miniature ships on a battle map, he 
offered to send him a set of electric 
trains for Christmas... 


Now, on this Nov. 19, 1946, 


Lewis has done it again. The gov- 
ernment has seized the mines, but 
Lewis has called his men out any- 
way. He's demanding a 40-hour 
week instead of 54, with no loss in 
pay. 


With a toss of his cane to the 


curious and a tip of his hat to a 
lady, Lewis, chewing on a cigar, 
drops into the lobby of Washing- 
ton's Carlton Hotel to read in peace 
about one of the few battles he was 
to lose. 


It was to cost him $10,000 per- 


sonally and his union $700,000 in 
court fines, but no one could forget 
the debt labor owed the man who 
made management listen to a 
favorite quote from the Bible: 
"Thou shall not muzzle the ox that 
treadeth out the corn."

After a season of frus-

How to succeed without winning 
The unlikeliest 


quarterback 


"Our fans are unique... like, I threw six intercep- 


tions last week. They didn't boo that much. They hung 
right in there with me, and I really appreciated that." — 
Jim Zorn. 


Only a lefthander can understand the misery of 


going through life in a righthander] world, and only a 
person whose surname starts with Z can appreciate 
being anywhere except at the end of the line. 


Last in the alphabet, last in life, put down by can 


openers and maitre d's alike—this is the double curse 
carried by James Arthur Zorn, who plays quarterback 
for the Seattle Seahawks. 


There are more than a thousand professional foot- 


ball players listed in the Football Register. Guess who's 
last. 


There are only two southpaw quarterbacks starting 


in the National Football League. Ken Stabler is one. 
Name the other. 


"Let me say," Zorn says, "I am pleasantly sur- 


prised by what has happened to me this year at Seat- 


tle." 


JIM ZORN 


Last but not least 


N O B O D Y E X P E C - 


TED the Seahawks to win 
many games in their first 
year, so aside from play- 
ing for a team that is 1-6 
coming into today's match 
against the Rams at the 
Coliseum, Zorn is in hog 
heaven. 


He gets to throw more 


passes than anybody in 
the league—237 so far— 
and has more job security 
than James Harris, a 
quarterback whose team 
is 5-1-1. 


"Zorn is our quarter- 


back," says Seahawk 
coach Jack Patera. "He's1 


going to oe inconsistent 
because this is his first 
year, but when he gets 


time to throw he's a heckuva passer." 


Seattle's offense is based on one theme: Zorn drops 


back to pass, then (a) Zorn throws or (b) Zorn runs for 
his life. 


With 125 yards on 26 flights of desperation, Zorn is 


within 13 yards of being the Seahawks' leading rusher, 
and he may be that before the day is out. The two 
running backs ahead of him have been benched. 


"I scramble when I need to," he says. "If the 


receivers aren't open, I can't sit in the pocket and get 
smacked. That kinda hurts. Ever since I was in high 
school, if nothing was there I'd just take off." 


HIGH SCHOOL was Gahr in Cerritos, where Zorn 


won all-Suburban League distinction when he became a 
starter as a senior. The next two years at Cerritos 
College he was second string behind two different quar- 
terbacks. 


Cal Poly Pomona and Wake Forest were the only 


four-year schools subsequently interested in mining this 
untapped talent — "The only reason Wake Forest heard 
of me was because a friend of mine told the coach I was 
a great athlete," Jim says—but he repaid Pomona's 
faith by leading the NCAA's College Division in passing 
as a junior. 


"I was thinking about a pro football career in my 


senior year," he says. "Scouts were coming around 
timing me and 1 got excited about it." 


BUT HIS statistics tailed off in his senior season 


and the scouts lost interest. 


"Last year was a downer." Jim admits. "I really 


thought I'd be picked somewhere in the middle rounds of 
the draft, but I wasn't selected at all. Disappointed? I 
mean, that was it. 1 was through. I wasn't going to play 
football anymore." 


But Dick Mansperger, the director of personnel for 


the Dallas Cowboys, suggested signing Zorn as a free 
agent. 


"We had seven quarterbacks in camp." Jim recalls, 


"not counting Roger (Staubach) and Clint Longley, and I 
had to beat out those guys just to be No. 3.1 was feeling 
pretty good about that." 


But a few days before the opener against the Rams, 


the Cowboys, hurting for running backs, jumped at a 
chance to sign Preston Pearson, so somebody had to go. 


Guess who. 
"What a blow," Zorn says. "It wasn't that another 


quarterback beat me out. I knew then that I could play, 
but I didn't know if anybody else knew I could." 


THE RAMS invited Zorn to Blair Field for a tryout 


and were considering signing him after last season when 
Mansperger, now with the Seahawks, became twice 
Zorn's saviour. Seattle's training camp, a Devil's Island 
type of complex in eastern Washington, truly tested 
Jim's perseverance. 


"When I got to camp there were nine quarter- 


backs—nine!" he says. "1 was just another free agent— 
certainly not the favorite. Every day a different guy 
looked good. 


"But I just kept doing the best I could each day and 


then, all of a sudden, the coach told me I was No. 1 
before the opener against St. Louis." 


Patera, who coached the defensive line at Minne- 


sota for seven years, says, "Jim Zorn reminds me of a 
young Fran Tarkenton, the kind of quarterback that 
makes things happen—sometimes good, sometimes 
bad." 


IT WAS mostly bad last week-a 41-14 loss to 


Detroit in the Kingdome. 


"Our fans are unique," Zorn notes. "They really 


support us. When it's time to boo, they boo. When it's 
lime to yay, they yay . . . like, I threw six interceptions 
last week.'They'didn't boo that much. It was amazing. 
Usually, you throw two and a crowd-would boo you right 
out of the stadium. 


"But they hung right in there with me, and I really 


appreciated that." 


After his impressive showing in Dallas' camp last 


year, Zorn, 2 
1?, had offers from other NFL clubs but 


says, "I'm tad I chose the Seahawks. I like it in 
Seattle. I miss the sun and the surf somewhat, but it's 
nice." 


ALTHOUGH HE is a native of the Southland, Zorn 


never has played in the Coliseum. He came close last 


"When Dallas played the Rams in that charity 


game I just about got to play, but the Rams kept the 
ball the last nine minutes and ate up my time. 


"It's going to be exciting because I know a lot of 


people. I'll be down in December after the season for 
awhile, too ... see my family for Christmas and then go 
to the Super Bowl." 


Hopefully, Jim Zorn's application for a ticket will 


not be filed alphabetically.

"I'd say USC has more team speed but I've been 
rushed harder than today." 


Phil Heck, the superb California linebacker, 


claimed the Trojans are "far more physical than 
UCLA."

"I felt we beat ourselves with a lot of mistakes 


and basically, we didn't tackle anybody. They ran 
right through us." 


Heck was of the opinion that Ricky Bell, who 


appeared far from peak form while managing only 78 
yards in 24 carries, wasn't himself. 


"He didn't run as recklessly...or as hard as he 


did last year. Charlie White was the guy that hurt us. 
Boy, has he got a future." 


The future, of course, includes a Nov. 20 date 


with UCLA. And if California sentiments are cor- 
rect—tab the Trojans.

A documentary film on 


the Uganda tyrant, "Idi 
Amin Dada," made in 1974 
by a French film crew, 
has been called a rare 
work of documentary film 
art, principally because of 
its dispassionate attitude 
toward its monstrous sub- 
ject. 


Well, there's no question 


the 90-minute film conveys 
a stunning reality — that a 
boorish killer actually is 
running a nation of 10 mil- 
lion — but, beyond that, 1 
fouh'rt "!di Amin Dada" to 
be more routine than any- 
thing special. 


Film maker B a r b e l 


Schroedcr and his small 
crew apparently went to 
Uganda in 1974 and asked 
Amin to help him make a 
documentary 
— about 


Amin. The strategy was 
shrewd. Amin is nothing if 
not an egotist, and he 
began staging events for 
Schroeder's camera. 


Long a foe of Israel, 


Amin stages for Schroed- 
er's film crew a fake inva- 
sion of Israel's Golan 
Heights. This he does with 
a couple of tanks, maybe 
20 men and a jet airplane. 
It's all staged on a hunk of 
desert with Amin, in his 
ever-present military uni- 
form, whooping it up like 
the power-drunk cowboy 
bombadier in Stanley Kn- 


• brick's "Dr. Strangelove." 


The f i l m "Idi A m i n 


Dada" ( i t ' s never ex- 


• plained whether "Dada" 


is Amin's real last name 
or just a self-applied 
moniker that crudely 
marks him as the father of 
his country) is very good 
at depicting Amin's per- 
sonality traits. 


He's an incurable brag- 


gart. He boasts of his na- 
tion's navy, even though 
Uganda is land-locked. He 
boasts of his sexual prow- 
ess, after showing some of 
his 18 children, by saying, 
"I have 12 boys and six 
girls. I am a very good 
marksman, yes." 


What the documentary 


doesn't show, however, is 
how Amin rose to power 
and how he stays there. 
The film also is sketchy 
about background details 
of Amin's life. Instead, the 
picture concludes abruptly 
with a narrator 
asking, 


"After a century of coloni- 
alism 'in Uganda), isn't it 
a 'deformed image of our- 
selves that Idi Amin re 
fleets?" 


A little research into 


A m i n ' s background re- 
•yeais that A m i n has 
"refilled colonial atrocities 
iht'cra fine but blunt art. 
The documentary 
slides 


over the fact that "18,000 to 
SO',000 
Ugandans 
have 


been listed as missing per- 
sons since Amin's military 
coup in 1971. The pictures 
avoids discussing the 
widely held opinion that 
Amin is suffering from an 
advanced case of syphilis. 


No mention is made of 


the fact that one of Amin's 
wives was found dead, 
chopped into little pieces, 
following a rumor that she 


• 
was 
c a r r y i n g on w i t h 


another man. One opinion 
has it that Amin was mis- 
taken about his wife's (one 
of four' infidelity. She was 
m u r d e r e d , 
apparently, 


^ortly a f t e r she had 
visited her gynecologist. 


"Idi Amin Dada" does 


show us a garrulous giant 
of a dictator who is 
charming in a crude way. 
And maybe that's the 
source of his power within 
the world at large. He's 
thought of as a crazy buf- 
foon, so the big powers 
leave well enough alone. 


But "Idi Amin Dada" is 


not 
as successful- in 


presenting Amin's position 
within his own country. 
True, we sec the deference 
paid to him at every turn. 
True, we see him wander 
about the nation as if it 
were his own back yard. 
But the film never investi- 
gates Amin's absolute con- 
trol of the military, the 
source of his stranglehold 
on 10 million h u m a n 
beings. 


FILM NOTES: I spoke 


to director Schroeder 
while he was in New York 
City for the New York 
Film Festival. He said 
that Amin stays in power 
becuase "he is very cun- 
ning, very clever and he is 
ruthless. 


"Certainly one day he 


will be killed," Schroeder 
says. "He is dangerous be- 
cuse he believes in what 
he is doing. He's not the 
sort of dictator who one 
day will run away to 
Switzerland where he had 
hidden a great deal of 
money. He thinks what he 
is doing is right. He thinks 
he is making a revolution. 


A c t u a l l y what he is 


doing is giving more and 
more power to the army." 
And that, according to 
Schroeder, ultimately may 
be what destroys Amin, 
when a new 
strongman 


emerges within the army. 


Schroeder also elabo- 


rated on the last line of 
narration in his 
film, 


which positions Amin as a 
logical end-point of coloni- 
alism. "He had no moral 
values taught to 
him," 


Schroeder explained. "He 
was in the British colonial 
army. T h a t was his 
school. 


"He participated in the 


repression against the 
M a u 
M a u liberation 


forces, and that's not the 
best place to learn about 
human rights. He got used 
to killing then, f don't 
think he has any moral 
standards."

Perhaps 
the work might have had 
continuity, perhaps he'd 
have seen to it that the 
prints were color cor- 
rected, but there is not 
much he could have done 
about the picture's most 
noticeable flaw, which is 
the casting of Liza Min- 
nelli in the lead role. 


Minnelli, vibrant and 


dynamic and affecting a 
performer as she is, sim- 
ply cannot pull off the role 
of a young woman who, by 


her beauty, takes the 
world by storm. They can 
dress her up and make her 
up from here to kingdom 
come. They do. And she 
still looks like . . . well, 
like Liza. 


As Nina, the country 


girl who comes to Rome to 
work as a chambermaid in 
a once-elegant hotel, 
Minelli must grow gradu- 
ally into the kind of 
woman Ingrid Bergman's 
Contessa Sanziani once 
was. The countess — old, 
broke and dotty — regales 
the chambermaid with 
tales of her ultra-glamor- 


ous past, of the days vyfen 
the richest and most gifted 
men in Europe vied tpr 
her favors.

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A slip-and-slide race 


to a photo-finish

WASHINGTON — At the start, the 1976 presidential election 


looked like a runaway. Into the homestretch, it began to resemble 
a photo finish. 


Jimmy Carter, overwhelming favorite to become the first 


southerner elected President since Zachary Taylor hi 1848, saw his 
30-point lead in the public opinion polls shrink in 75 days to a mere 
3 to 6 point margin. 


President Ford, bearing the scars of Watergate and handicap- 


ped by a sagging economy with the highest unemployment rate in 
any election year since the Depression, somehow was narrowing 
the gap. 


"The polls are so close that I think we have an excellent 


opportunity to pull the political surprise of the century and to 
come back and win," an ebullient Ford said as he left the White 
House for the third and final television debate.

Key offices, issues Tuesday 


When voters go to the polls Tuesday, their ballots 


will call for votes on a half dozen races, from the 
Presidency down to judicial offices; on 15 state 
propositions and on a variety of local measures. 


All of the candidates and issues deserve careful 


consideration, but some are more important than 
others. The Independent, Press-Telegram in recent 
weeks has been making recommendations on ballot 
measures. Today, we summarize our recommenda- 
tions on what w.e believe to be the major offices and 
issues, as follows: 


PRESIDENT — We believe the major concern of 


American citizens this year is their growing tax 
burden. We believe that burden can only be relieved

by cutting back on government programs and em- 
ployes. We believe that President Gerald R. Ford is 
committed to that sort of program. 


Democrat Jimmy Carter, heavily backed by union 


bosses — but not always by union members — 
proposes that if he is elected he will institute many 
new government programs. He also promises tax 
reductions, but you can't have it both ways. More 
government means more taxes. 


We favor Ford's program of paring down the 


federal government, cutting federal spending and 
working toward a balanced budget. This program 
already has halted double-digit inflation and pro- 
duced a recovery in the economy. We recommend 
the re-election of President Ford to continue that 
program. 


I! S. SENATE — For the same reason that we 


recommend re-election of President Ford, we advo- 
cate the election of S. I. "Sam" Hayakawa as a U. S. 
Senator. Hayakawa, too, believes government is too 
big and that the cost of maintaining it is an un- 
reasonable one for the taxpayers. 


The Democratic incumbent, John V. Tunney, on 


the other hand, sees new federal government pro- 
grams as the answer to all the nation's problems. 
Tunney, we believe, is one of the "big spenders." 
Unfortunately, he isn't "the last of the big spenders." 


There is an additional problem with Tunney as a 


senator. He too frequently is absent from Congress. 
As we outlined in an earlier editorial, he has missed 
many votes which were important to his Californian 
constituents and to the nation as a whole. 


California needs two full-time Senators. Haya- 


kawa will give the job his full time, and will work 
toward less government and lower taxes. 


CONGRESSIONAL — Our endorsement in the 


34th Congressional District is based on the belief that 
a vote for Dan Lungren is a vote for economy. 
Lungren.said earlier in his campaign he is running 
for Congress, "because I'm tired of seeing nearly 
half my income taken in taxes; because we must 
bring an end to foolish programs that waste billions 
of our dollars each year." With this, we wholeheart- 
edly agree. 


Lungren is a young man, 30 years old, but he has 


had jobs where he had to work hard for his money: a 
shipyard worker, a department store salesman and a 
construction laborer. He is now an attorney. While 
going to Georgetown University in the nation's capi- 
tal to get his law degree, he learned about govern- 
ment by working for two senators and as a staff 
assistant to Anne Armstrong, U. S. ambassador to 
Britain. 


We believe the voting record of the Democratic 


incumbent, Mark Hannaford, is one in support of big 
government spending programs. He voted, for exam- 
ple, with the House majority to boost President 
Ford's budget by more than $18 billion. 


We believe the voters must elect men who will 


vote against increased government spending and the 
resulting higher taxes, and we recommend the elec- 
tion of Dan Lungren, who we believe is such a man. 


STATE SENATE — Incumbent Senator George 


Deukmejian has served a total of 14 years in the 
State Senate and Assembly, and has built a solid 
reputation for opposing unnecessary spending, and 
yet introducing and supporting legislation to correct 
real problems of Californians. 


Senator Deukmejian was elected by his Republi- 


can colleagues as Minority Floor Leader, the. No. 2 
man in the Senate. This key position of responsibility 


in the Legislature gives Long Beach added strength 
in its Sacramento representation. . 


The more than 150 bills which Senator Deukme- 


jian has authored and which now are state law range 
from those imposing tougher penalties on crimes of 
violence to appropriations for education in Long 
Beach, from one establishing the Senior Citizens 
Property Tax Assistance Program to several on 
treatment of alcoholics, drug abuse and delinquency 
prevention. 


We recommend that voters in the 31st Senate 


District re-elect Senator Deukmejian. 


STATE ASSEMBLY - Long Beach's two Assem- 


blymen, Mike Cullen in the 57th District and Fred W. 
Chel in the 58th District, have done a good job of 
representing their constituents and La working with 
city officials, and both deserve to be re-elected. 


Cullen especially was effective in working out a 


compromise on the new California Coastal Conserva- 
tion law among environmentalists, local govern- 
ments, developers and organized labor. He helped 
Long Beach city officials make known their concerns 
to state legislators. 


Chel has been an assemblyman for only one term, 


but has shown a good understanding of government. 
He has announced his intention of working for 
property-tax reform and an increase in jobs through 
private enterprise. We support both objectives. 


STATE MEASURES — The 15 state propositions 


have varying degrees of importance, but only two, 
we believe are very'controversial: Proposition 13 to 
establish' gambling on greyhound racing, and Propo- 
sition 14, the United Farm Workers' initiative. 


Proposition 13 should be defeated. There are 


many problems concerned with inhumane treat- 
ment of the animals and the concern of law- 
enforcement officers that the gambling would 
attract organized crime. The major reason for 
its defeat, however, is that it is rigged to turn 
over a multimillion-dollar gambling operation to 
the promoters. 


As the proposition is written, virtually no one but 


George Hardie, the front man for the gamblers, and 
his cohorts would be able to get one of the licenses 
which would grant them a monopoly on greyhound 
racing in California. The provision that some of the 
revenue would be turned over to various charitable 
uses is a sham, because the amount is a small 
fraction of what the proponents would pocket. 


Proposition 14 also should be defeated, pri- 


marily because it is unnecessary and, because it 
is an initiative, would freeze what should be 
flexible labor law into a statute that could be 
changed in even the smallest degree only by 
another statewide election. 


The rights of farm workers to vote in secret 


elections for or against union representation are 
guaranteed in the existing Agricultural Labor Rela- 
tions Act of 1975. Although there was a period last 
year when the Agricultural Labor Relations Board 
ran out of funds, the Legislature has appropriated 
money for fiscal 1976-77, and the ALRB is fully 
financed and active. 


LONG BEACH PROPOSITIONS - Only one of the 


two city measures, Proposition X, is of significance. 
Proposition Z merely eliminates from the charter a 
section pertaining to the "Department of Public 
Welfare," which no longer exists. 


Proposition X concerns the nomination and elec- 


tion of City Council members. At present, they are 
nominated by district,' with only voters in each 
district voting for their representative. The two 
candidates with the most votes in the primary run 
citywide in the general election. Proposition X would 
provide that both nomination and election would be; 
by district, and only voters in the district would vote 
for the representative from that district. 


We believe the present system requires a council 


member to be responsive to his district, because he 
is nominated by the district, but he must also be 
responsive to citywide problems, because he is 
elected by voters citywide. 


The key argument against Proposition X, we 


believe, is that if it is adopted, Long Beach voters 
will be able to vote for only one council member. 
They now can vote for or against all nine. Because 
council members now have four-year staggered 
terms, a voter would get to vote for only one council 
member once every four years. 


This is completely inadequate representaion, and 


we recommend a NO vote on Proposition X. 


Ladies room in the Senate

SACRAMENTO — Women acquired the 


right to vote in: the United States in 1920, 
and in 1922 helped elect five women to the 
California State Assembly. 


There has never been a greater num- 


ber serving at-the .same time,"but there 
should be when the 1977-78 session gets 
under way next Dec. 6. 


Three women now serve in the Assem- 


bly: Pauline Davis of.Portola', Leona Ege- 
land of San Jose, and Teresa' Hughes of 
Los Angeles. Mrs. Davis is retiring, but 
four women are definite favorites to join 
Egeland and Hughes. 


The four favorites are Carol Hallett in 


the 29th District which includes Monterey 
and San Luis Obispo; Jane McCormick 
Tolmach in Ventura s 36th, Maxine Waters 
in Los Angeles' 48th, and Marilyn Ryan in 
the Palos Verdes Peninsula-beich cities' 
51st. 


Mrs. Ryan and Hallett are Republi- 


cans. The others, along with Egeland and 
Hughes, are Democrats. 


Betty Smith in the 1st District, and 


Cindy Wear in Gardena's 53rd, are also 
possible winners. Both arc Democrats. 


• In all, there are 37 women seeking 
Senate and Assembly seats. Thirteen are' 
Democrats, 12 are 
Republicans, nine 


represent the Peace and Freedom Party, 
and three wear American Independent 
labels. 
• 


Since the first California Legislature 


convened in Monterey in 1849,16 different 
women have won 62 elections for Assembly 
seats, but no woman has ever served in the 
Senate. 


That fact is a key campaign issue in 


four Senate races. 


Long Beach City Councilwoman Renee 


Simon is taking on veteran Republican 
Sen. George Deukmejian in the 31st Dis- 
trict, which as a consequence of reappor- 
tionment consists entirely of the City of 
Long Beach. 


Much of the district is therefore new to 


Deukmejian, although he is well known 
throughout the city because of his long 
service. He was first elected to the Assem- 
bly in 1962, and moved to the Senate in 
1966. 


Another incumbent Republican forced 


into a defense of his record is Lou Cusano- 
vich in the San Fernando Valley's 19th 
District. Cusanovich was elected to the 
Assembly in 19.56 and to the Senate 10 


years later. He is opposed by Sabrina 
Schiller, an actress and a consumer's 
lobbyist, and she has put together a slick 
campaign which is giving the veteran fits. 


A third woman aspirant for a Senate 


scat is Rose Ann Vuich in the San Joaquin 
Valley's 15th District. She is a long-time 
party activist who is taking on GOP 
Assemblyman Ernest Mobley Tor the seat 
vacated by the retiring Howard Way. 


One of the two senate districts newly 


created by reapportionment includes the 
Whittier-Santa Fe Springs area. Assembly- 
man William Campbell, a Republican, is 
well known in the district and should win, 
but his opponent, Betty Wilson, is also well 
known. 


Republicans feel confident they can 


.win all four seats, but Capitol planners, at 
least, are taking no chances. 


Unlike the Assembly, the Senate cham- 


bers in the 106-year-old Capitol have never 
had a women's rest room. Earlier this 
year temporary chambers were con- 
structed to be used while the old building is 
being brought up to earthquake-safe stand- 
arts. 


The new Senate chamber includes a 


women's rest room.

Race 'np for grabs' 


WASHINGTON - As this is written, 


the presidential election is up for grabs, 
winnable by cither President Gerald Ford 
or James Ear! Carter Jr. 


We have that on the authority of 


George Gallup and Lou Harris, panjan- 
drums of the polling business. In fact, "up 
for grabs" is the exact phrase Harris used 
in an appearance before Washington re- 
porters Wednesday. 


"If Jimmy Carter loses this election, 


and I for one would not rule out that 
possibility...he will have booted, by far, the 
biggest lead in modern political history," 
said Harris. 


Gallup, who has been taking the public 


pulse since 1935, said there has been a 
greater shift of opinion in the last few 
weeks than he has ever encountered. 


AS THE POLLSTERS spoke, Carter's 


35 point margin over Ford had shrunk to a 
£4 point edge in Harris' reckoning and six 
points in Gallup's. 


By any measure, Carter has run the 


worst campaign, shown himself to be the 
least effective candidate since Barry Gold- 
water. Let's throw in.Herbert Hoover for 
the hell of it Even St. George McGovern 


' put up a better fight; 


The Carter bloom. was never fuller 


than on the concluding night of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention last July in 
New York. In seriatim, he wilted his candi- 
dacy with nine major blunders. 


• While the six weeks between the con- 


vention and Labor Day dribbled away, 
Carter drained his fish pond, played soft- 
ball with the; press (thus easing their 
culture shock at encountering Plains) while 
the chore of assembling a national organ- 
ization and planning the campaign went 
undone. He thus began his travels, on 
Labor Day, with an inept advance team, 
non-existent liaison with state and local 
Democratic organizations and no clear 
. idea of what lay ahead. 


While shirking his organizational 


chores, Carter entertained at Plains a suc- 
cession of his party's elder statesmen and 
gurus. The intent was to show that this 
inexperienced one-term governor was 
exposing himself to the Democratic party's 
wisest counsel. The effect however under- 
cut the outsider-populist-cpmmon man 
image, free of ideological taint, he had so 
carefully contrived in his winning drive 
through the primaries. 


THE THIRD AND fourth mistakes 


sound contradictory but are not. Carter 
failed to expand the small staff of talented 
Georgians who had served liim so well in 
winning the nomination to include men and 
women with prior experience in a national 
campaign. Meanwhile, he reached a deci- 
sion to impose state campaign directors 
from outside the states in which they were 
assigned to perform. The local leaders 
were furious and insulted and their per- 
formance has shown it, particularly in 
California. 


With a $24 million limit on campaign 


spending. Carter's Atlanta headquarters 


failed to establish budget controls. A wad 
of dough was blown on aimless, criss- 
crossing of the country in September at 
great expense. When big money was 
needed for the final two weeks, the cup- 
board was almost bare. 


As a campaigner, Carter abandoned 


the message that had.served well in the 
primaries — that of the outsider seeking to 
cut through the cynicism and knavery of 
Washington with humility and compassion 
and good intention. It broke his rhythm, 
disillusioned thousands and raised the 
suspicion he bad conned everybody '.during 
the primaries. The anti-hero looked like 
any other pol willing to change his tune to 
please his audience. Good Jimmy. Bad 
Jimmy. Will the real Jimmy please, stand 
up? 


Meanwhile, Carter talked too much 


about himself. He, had some desperate 
need to explain his religiousness, southern- 
ness and ruralness. Some people would call 
this inferiority complex. 


AS THE CAMPAIGN got rough and the 


opposition started to attack, Carter proved 
to be thin-skinned. He also proved to' be a 
stubborn man who bore criticism from his 
own camp not at all,-or gracelessly. His 
reaction to pressure was to reveal a mean • 
and nasty streak in his character. The 
quiet eloquence of Carter in the spring 
gave way to shrill hyperbole in the autumn 
("the tax laws are a disgrace to the human 
race," etc)-. 


In short, Carter failed to perceive the 


difference between running for the nomina- 
tion and-running for the presidency, where 
the stresses are greater, the demands 
more complex, and the media unrelenting. 


A similar failure, should he be elected. 


could cost the country dearly. Let us pray 
he is the fast learner his issues advisers 
say he is.

WASHINGTON - The integrity of Con- 
gress was enunciated in its earliest days 
by Thomas Jefferson, who returned a gift 
to a Baltimore merchant and wrote 
sternly, "It is a law, sacred to me while in 
public character, to receive nothing which 
bears a pecuniary value." 


Jefferson's words were read, admired 


and quickly forgotten. From the earliest 
days of the Republic, the votes of congress- 
men have been bought by lobbyists, com- 
promised by women and traded for large 
and small favors. 


Even as we write this, the Justice 


Department is investigating 
allegations 


that South Korean agents have passed out 
cash and gifts to members of Congress. 
There are also 101 other ways that con- 
gressmen cheat the taxpayers. We have 
written about them until the words are 
tired. 


Congress has produced an occasional 


statesman, but more typical has been the 
limited politician with a narrow back- 
ground and parochial interests. His is not 
the ennobling power to shape bold national 
policies or the awesome authority to make 
great decisions. 


More characteristically, his is the petty

Survey says NO on X 
Israel an asset 


As election day approaches, the Long 


Beach Area Chamber of Commerce has 
been made aware of the latest in the series 
'of public surveys conducted by some 28 
students of the Distributive Education 
Clubs of America chapter at Long Beach 
City College. These surveys have been 
done as a community project that will be 
entered into national competition by Long 
Beach DECA, which last year was judged 
No. 1 chapter in the state and No. 4 nation- 
ally. 


This survey was of particular interest 


as it dealt with the subject matter to be 
voted on as Proposition X on Tuesday's 
ballot 


Although the DECA questionnaire did 


not mention the ballot measure by name or 
Use the 'exact words of that measure, 
which is written in a way that many find 
confusing, it did ask the direct question: 
•'Do you favor a change to district elec- 
tions for city councilmen in place of the 
current citywide election system?" Out of 
more than 800 answers, 4-1 per cent said no, 
while only 37 per cent said yes. The bal- 
ance were undecided. That means that if 
these views were translated into votes on 
Proposition X, the measure would likely be 
defeated. 


A second question asked: "Do you feel 


your representation at City Hall will be 
weakened if you are limited to voting for 
only your district's councilman instead of 
.all nine?" 


That is exactly what Proposition X 


proposes, and this question was answered 
yes by 47 per cent and no by 36 per cent. 
This set of answers also would indicate 
that a No vote on Proposition X would be 
called for. 


The DECA students mailed a random- 


sample poll to about 3,000 homes spread 
throughout the city's postal zones to secure 
the above results. 


We salute the students involved in 


DECA at Long Beach City College for their 
parlicipation in community events and will 
be most interested next Tuesday to see if 
the voters in Long Beach prove them cor- 
rect with a NO on X.

world. Capitol Hill has its own police force, 
its own banks, its own ways and means. It 
has barber shops and beauty shops; shops 
for carpentry, electrical work and, to in- 
sure that congressional bottoms are 
properly cushioned, upholstery shops. 
There are steam baths, swimming pools 
and gymnasiums, where overweight legis- 
lators can cavort in private. 


The trappings and the traditions alike 


are dedicated to the comfort and conven- 
ience of the members. It is a spoils system 
— a system contrived, that is, to spoil the 
congressmen. Even the elevators, marked 
MEMBERS ONLY, whisk the annointed to 
their floors leaving their constituents to 
struggle for space in the public lifts. 


EACH MEMBER is provided a suite of 


ornate offices, complete with carpeting, 
paneling and leather appointments. En- 
throned behind a massive desk and framed 
by Hags, he is attended by truckling subor- 
dinates. The office walls usually are 
adorned with plaques, scrolls and inscribed 
photographs of the great, all attesting to 
the excellence and imporance of the occu- 
pant. 


The senior members are assigned pri- 


vate hideaway offices in the subterranean 
recesses of the Capitol building. In pro- 
tected isolation, they can catch a nap, 
rendezvous with a pretty secretary or sim- 
ply get away from the hurly-burly. 


Senators John Sparkman, D.-Ala., and 


Frank Church, D.-Idaho, happen to have 
adjoining hideaways, l i n k e d by a 
bathroom-bar which could be entered from 
either side. But the 76-year-old Sparkman, 
by right of seniority, outranks the 52-year- 
ol'd Church. So orders went out to board up 
Church's entrance and leave Sparkman 
with his own private toilet and boozing 
facilities. 


Congress also exempts itself from 


many of the laws it enacts for others. The 
civil rights laws, work safety regulations 
and other strictures don't apply on Capitol 
Hill. The government departments, whose 
appropriations come from Congress, are 
also eager to placate its members. Senator 


Charles Percy, R.-I11., for instance, com- 
manded a Pentagon limousine and an 
Army helicopter to rush him to Dulles 
airport because he was late for a plane. It 
flew him to Denver for a skiing vacation. 


Members of Congress receive deferen- 


tial and obsequious treatment from many 
quarters. The flattery tends to inflate them 
with self-importance, although outwardly 
they maintain a humble pose. For the 
public doesn't abide arrogance in elected 
officials. 


SOME ARE exemplary public servants 


whose contributions will never be ade- 
quately appreciated. But others are irre- 
sponsible opportunists who slide through 
their careers without making any real con- 
tributions. 


The collectivity and secrecy obscuring 


the unheralded dedication of the former 
also cover up the dereliction of the latter. 
Only the insiders can truly distinguish the 
doers from the drones. The rules and cus- 
toms that prohibit one congressman from 
disparaging another prevent the public 
from ever sharing in this knowledge. 


The system is ideally constructed, 


therefore, for the person who regards his 
membership as an avenue to special privi- 
lege and personal gain. There is a code of 
conduct which is seldom enforced. The 
only real guide is the individual's con- 
science. 


The wining and dining of legislators is 


a major industry in Washington. Campaign 
contributions sometimes become almost 
indistinguishable from bribes. In addition 
to the annual $44,600 salary, each member 
can trim half-a-dozen congressional allow- 
ances. The stationery shops, restaurants 
and other Capitol Hill establishments offer 
only bargains — all subsidized, of course, 
by the taxpayers. 


THE MINOR excesses invariably lead 


to larger outrages, which are counte- 
nanced by Congress. The transgressions of 
morality and the law have become all too 
commonplace on Capitol Hill. 


The tragedy is that most members of 


Congress are honest and honorable men 
who serve the nation better perhaps than 
the voters deserve. But in the convivial 
and confidential atmosphere under the 
Capitol dome, they condone the outrages, 
protect the perpetrators and resist re- 
forms. 


For our regular readers, not much in 


this report is new. We have harped on the 
same theme for years. We raise it again 
because Tuesday is election day. The 
voters can bring about a change in the 
ethical standards of Congress by mandat- 
ing a change in its membership. The least 
that conscientious citizens should do is to 
demand some genuine reforms in ex- 
change for their votes. 


Campaign of tactics, not issues 


(Continued from Page P-l.) 


In an ordinary year, the drama of a 


campaign turnaround, of the tension pro- 
duced by personal confrontations in de- 
bates before the television cameras might 
have aroused intense emotions and in- 
volvement by the electorate. 


But the outlook for the bicentennial 


election is for a low voter turnout, possibly 
fewer than 50 per cent of those eligible. 


Some observers thought the public's 


disillusionment and apathy was caused by 
a reaction to Watergate. But others at- 
tributed it to the lack of dialogue between 
the candidates. Neither seemed willing to 
commit himself to any serious discussion 
of issues. And in the absence of any clear 
concensus among the American people 
about where the country should be headed, 
such caution appeared justified. 


Ford ana Carter defeated more 


ideologically-oriented opponents for the 
nomination by conscious avoidance of 
issue-oriented campaigning. But 
their 


focus on personalities and "themes" has 
resulted in one of the more barren and 
petty general election campaigns within 
memory. 


George McGovern, the 1972 Demo- 


cratic nominee said he doubted he had 
"ever seen an emptier campaign, a pettier 
campaign" and there were widespread 
complaints among party professionals that 
neither candidate was giving the voter 
anything to vote for. 


INSTEAD, the media and the public 


focused on mishaps. Carter's standing in 
the polls sank after he gave an interview to 
a girlie magazine and the President's 
comeback was stalled for almost 10 days 
because of a verbal lapse in discussing 
eastern Europe. 


These relatively trivial episodes were 


magnified into major debates about the 
fitness of the candidates Carter's judgment 
in agreeing to an interview among the 
pinup girls and Ford's poise and precision 
of thought. 


Such was the superficiality of the cam- 


paign as it entered the final stage. And 
that resulted in another of a series of 
anomalies and contradictions that have 
marked the 1976 campaign. 


As election day neared. more voters 


were undecided about their preference 
than at the start. 


The economy, a dominant issue in all 


U.S. elections, was having relatively minor 
impact. 


BECAUSE OF widespread disenchant- 


ment with Washington caused by Water- 
gate and scandals in Congress, this was 
thought to be the year of the outsider. 
Carter won his party's nomination by cam- 
paigning as the quintessential outsider and 
then shifted in September to claiming kin- 
ship with Harry S. Truman, and parading 
the streets of Chicago with that insider's 
insider, boss Richard Daley. 


The President began his thematic and 


stylistic campaign as the protector of the 
public purse, boasting of vetoes that had 
saved almost $10 billion in federal spend- 


ing. By early October, he was boasting to 
New York audiences about federal aid to 
cities and had given a windfall of, hundreds 
of millions of dollars to wheat farmers 
through new crop support levels. 


At the outset, a series of televised 


"debates" between the candidates was ex- 
pected to fire voter interest as it had in the 
1960 election, the first and only time they 
were tried. 


TIIE DEBATES turned out to be fully 


as decisive as the candidates expected 
them to be, but lacking in content. The 
candidates were judged by the media and 
the electorate not on what they said, but 
how they acted and looked while saying it. 


The result has been an electorate with 


no real commitment to either candidate. 
Neither the President nor his challenger 
started the campaign with a national fol- 
lowing. And only the final days of the 
election offered either an opportunity to 
firm up the undecided and the millions of 
others who offered only tentative backing. 


Nevertheless, Carter held his spot as 


the favorite. The massive advantage 
Democrats hold in voter registration and 
the distribution of electoral votes will be 
hard for Ford to overcome. 


But the prospect of a light turnout and 


the paradoxical nature of the campaign 
placed an even greater emphasis on the 
personal favtor as the chief ingredient of 
the election. 


PRESIDENT FORD, the polls indi- 


cated, is perceived by the electorate as a 
riecont man who means well and tries 
hard, but lacks imagination and the know- 
how expected of a president. 


Sputtering down the stretch, either 


candidate seemed capable of losing the 
election, and neither appeared able to 
mount an initiative that would win it. That 
being the case, the race seemed likely to 
go to he who avoids the disasterous mis- 
take. 


No other candidate in modern political 


history has lost as much ground as fast as 
Carter did. Few observers credit the Presi- 
dent with achieving that shift. If anything. 
Ford's campaign has been marked by 
failed tactics and fumbles of a magnitude 
seldom achieved by an incumbent. 


What appears to have happened in the 


post-Later Day stage of the campaign is a 
growing uncertainty among voters about 
Carter's character and capacity for leader- 
ship. The Democrats reenforced those feel- 
ings bv engaging in abrasive tactics, harsh 
rhetoric, and a tendency to over-promise. 


MEANWHILE, the President seemed 


to be gaining ground faster when he was 
not campaigning. But his celebrated boo- 
boo in the second television debate, the 
statement that Eastern Europe is free of 
Soviet domination forced him on to the 
campaign trail to recover lost momentum. 


Ford's performances there did little to 


elevate the rhetorical level or common 
sense content of the campaign. He acceded 
to the advice of his advisers that the time 
had come to get tough with Carter as 


Carter had been with him after the second 
debate. 


Carter enters the stretch with a slight 


lead in the polls that can hold up if the 
Democrats succeed in turning out a big 
vote, a 50-50 likelihood. The Democratic 
registration drive was only partly success- 
ful. 
About two million new Democrats 


were added to the voting list in big city 
areas, but it wasn't enough to compensate 
for even greater loses in registration since 
1972. 


California registration has dropped al- 


most a half million in the past four years. 
In Cleveland it is down one hundred thou- 
sand and in New York, one million. 


OTHER HANDICAPS to the Carter 


campaign were beginning to mount. Be- 
cause of federal spending limits. Carter 
lacked the money to visit all the cities 
where local Democratic leaders say it 
would help get out the vote. 


Ford on the other hand carefully ra- 


tioned his spending. He had enough left to 
finance a major 10-day closing campaign 
swing through the eight largest states. His 
campaigns manager said he needs to win 
five of them to have a chance of winning 
the election, but the President was said to 
be leading in only two — California and 
Michigan. 


But Ford hoped-that his 10 days in the 


stretch would generate the kind of ground 
swell that carried Harry Truman to an 
upset victory in 194S. He often compared 
his campaign .to Truman's. 


Ford also had enough money to gener- 


ate a major blitz of television commer- 
cials, far more than Carter will be able to 
finance. 


GOP strategists also noted that Carter 


is particularly vulnerable to last-minute 
slippage. In the late northern Democratic 
primaries Carter ran well behind his 
strength as shown in polls in Michigan, 
Maryland, California and New Jersey. 
Ford's advisers hoped that would happen 
again. 


During the final period Ford will do 


everything possible to provoke Carter into 
making a major mistake. 


The pettiness of the campaign has 


given rise to a new kind of political jokes. 
The one that probably summed up the 
campaign most accurately and most 
tersely came from the writers on the 
Johnny Carson television show. 


Said Carson: "This election is a contest 


between fear of the known and fear of the 
unknown."

WASHINGTON - If 


Gerald Rudolph Ford's 
plans had worked, this 
would have been the first 
election since 1946 in 
which he was not a candi- 
date. 


Rep. Ford, R-Mich., 


House minority leader, in 
1973 had planned to retire 
at the end of this Coiv 
gress. convinced that the 
Republicans would not 
gain control of the House 
and he w o u l d n e v e r 
achieve his ambition of 
becoming Speaker of the 
House. 


Instead Richard Nixon 


selected Ford to become 
vice president, replacing 
the disgraced 
Spiro 


Agnew. The Congress 
agreed 
a f t e r 
Ford 


promised not to run for 
president hi 1976. 


Nixon resigned and 


Ford became the first non- 
elected president hi the 
history of the United 
States. 


NOW, HE SEEKS to be 


elected to that post on the 
basis of his "proven lead- 
ership." 


Ford, despite his incum- 


bency as President, has 
faced an uphill fight with 
the early polls showing his 
Democratic opponent, 
Jimmy Carter, in the lead. 


In an election short on 


major issues, such as the 
Vietnam War or civil 
rights, image has become 
the key in the race. 


Is Jerry Ford more hon- 


est and trustworthy than 
Jimmy Carter? 


Is Jerry Ford a bungler 


who "can't chew gum and 
walk at the same time," 
as the late Lyndon John- 
son is quoted as saying? 


Has 
J e r r y 
Ford 


"saved" the economy or is 
he responsible for the still 
high unemployment? 


These are the issues 


that surround President 
Ford as he strives to win 
his first national election. 


JOINING HIM in the 


race is another man who 
had planned to sit out this 
election. Sen. Robert Dole, 


R-Kan., who barely sur- 
vived the 1974 election. 


For Dole, who had faced 


heavy criticism for his 
role as chairman of the 
Republican National Com- 
mittee from 1971 to 1973 
during the Watergate 
years, 1976 was to have 
been a "free ride," a 
chance to watch others 
struggle for election. 


Thus, the 
Ford-Dole 


ticket was built on the 
unique history of the presi- 
dency from 1972 to 1976. 
First Agnew, then Nixon 
stepped down. First, Ford 
was named vice president 
to become president, then 
Nelson Rockefeller vice 
president only to announce 


that he would not seek 
election. 


When Ford was first 


nominated for vice presi- 
dent there were questions 
about his competency and 
some of those questions 
are still being asked in 
this campaign. 


FORD POINTS to his 


record as president as an 
answer to those who doubt 
his capabilities. 


He is the first president 


since Dwight David Eisen- 
hower who can truthfully 
say the United States is at 
peace. 


He says that inflation 


has been slowed and that 
the economy is improving. 


He attacks the 
"big 


spenders," Democrats, in 
Congress. 


Some of the toughest 


criticism to come Ford's 
way has come from within 
his own party where a 
determined challenger by 
the name of Ronald Rea- 
gan almost defeated him 
for the nomination. 


Yet Ford's 25-year 


record in Congress is 
clearly that of a conserv- 
ative as is his record of 
vetoes of spending bills. 


"They'll rue the day. 


He's more 
conservative 


than NLxon and his judg- 
ment's not as good," said 
Rep. Don Edwards, D- 
Calif., a liberal shortly 


after Ford was picked as 
vice president. 


Edwards and the liberal 


wing of the Democratic 
Party have not changed 
their minds but for a time 
conservative Republicans 
felt that Ford was just too 
liberal. As a result the 
Republican Convention 
was a chancey time for 
Ford who survived one 
test by a bare 10 votes. 


HE WON BUT in his 


winning found his party di- 
vided. In selecting Dole as 
his vice presidential run- 
ning mate, Ford chose his 
partner in an effort to 
mend some of his dam- 
aged political fences. 


Many hi the farm states 


were angry with Ford 
over the Soviet wheat 
embargo and his farm 
policies generally. Dole is 
a farm state senator and 
he can and has appealed 
to the farm vote. 


Dole is quick on his feet 


with a sharp sense of 
humor. In this area, too, 
he aides a President who 
is not a classical orator. 


Dole is a conservative 


and that is reassuring to 
the conservative wing of 
the Republican Party. 


Their current task is 


build a Republican minor- 
ity into a majority of the 
Electoral College votes. 


Generally, both Ford 


and Dole have waged their 
campaigns on traditional 
R e p u b l i c a n issues: 
economy in government, 
military preparedness and 
experience in government. 


HOWEVER, the under- 


lying issue of the cam- 
paign seems to be "trust" 
— who is more trust- 
worhty. 


F o r d , 
t h e e x - A l l 


American center from the 
University of Michigan, 
presents an image of "Mr. 
Good Guy, but that image 
was damaged somewhat 
when he pardoned former 
Pttsidcnl Nixon before 
Nixon was charged with 
any crime. 


In addition the Water- 


gate Special Prosecutor is 
investigating 
allegations 


made concerning Ford's 
handling of campaign con- 
tributions. H o w e v e r , 
Ford's finances were 
investigated by both 
House and Senate commit- 
tees during vice presiden- 
tial confirmation proceed- 
ings and both House and 
Senate confirmed him. 


Ford at age 63 radiates 


health and an increasing 
sureness in his role as 
president. In fact he now 
admits that he hopes to 
follow in the footsteps of 
another president, Demo- 
crat Harry Truman, in 
showing the polls to be 
wrong by bringing in an 
upset victory. 


PERHAPS, F o r d ' s 


greatest weakness has 


been in the area of both 
verbal and physical stum- 
bling although at least 
some of Ford's stumbles 
on the ski slopes may have 
d r a w n more amused 
sympathy and identifica- 
tion than disrespect. 


One of his advantages 


has been his wife, Eliza- 
beth (Betty) Ford, and 
children. 


A number of Democrats 


have said, "I'd vote for 
Ford if it was Betty 
Ford." 


The President's wife 


has spoken out on such 
issues as abortion, some- 
times contradicting her 
husband's positions. She 
has also behaved with 
grace in the face of her 
own cancer operation and 
her continuing pain be- 
cause of a neck condition. 


The Fords as a couple 


and as a family have be- 
come a familar and satis- 
fying symbol of stability 
on the American scene. 


Dole on the other hand 


at 53 is a relative unknown 
on the national scene. 


A wounded and deco- 


rated World War II Army 
veteran, he has never lost 
an election, first winning a 
seat in the Kansas legisla- 
ture in 1950. Dole has 
spent 16 years in the 
House and then the Sen- 
ate, winning re-election to 
the Senate in 1974 in a 
close race. 


HE IS KNOWN in the 


Senate for the sharpness 
of his tongue as he battled 
Democrats attacking the 
policies of former Presi- 
dent Nixon. During his 
years as chairman of the 
Republican National Com- 


mittee surh NLxon attack- 
ers as the Washington 
Post also received verbal 
lashings from Dole. 


Only during the last few 


months of the Nixon re- 
gime did Dole criticize the 
former president. His sup- 
port of the NLxon became 
a campaign issue hi 1974 
with Dole winning re-elec- 
tion in Kansas with a slim 
50.9 per cent majority. 


In 1972 Dole and 
his

W A S H I N G T O N - 


Shortly after watching the 
1972 Democratic National 
Convention pick Sen. 
George McGoyern of 
South Dakota as its presi- 
dential nominee, then Gov. 
Jimmy Carter of Georgia 
called together his wife 
Rosalynn and a few close 
friends and aides to dis- 
cuss the possibility of run- 
ning for president himself 
in 1976. 


For anyone but Carter 


and his confidantes, it was 
a preposterous notion, and 
thry took special care not 
to let word of the meeting 
at the governor's office in 
Atlanta leak out lest they 
he ridiculed for their un- 
realistic ambition. 


The 47-year old Carter, 


who had completed only 
two years of a four-year 
term as governor and 
would remain sufficiently 
obscure to stump the 
panel on the television 
show "What's My Line?" 
a year later, asked each of 
those present at the 1972 
meeting to help him as- 
sess his chances as a na- 
tional candidate. 


IT WAS quickly pointed 


out to Carter that he had 
numerous disadvantages. 
He was relatively un- 
known, he was a south- 
erner, he had no Washing- 
ton power base and he 
would be out of a job in 
1974 because of Georgia's 
one-term gubernatorial 
limit. 


But Carter, displaying 


the supreme self-assur- 
ance and almost fanatic 
determination that were to 
become his most distin- 
guishing 
characteristics, 


pointed out that those 
same disadyantages_ could 
be turned into politically 
powerful advantages. 


Instead of being an un- 


known southerner, be 
could be a fresh face from 
a part of the country that 
was ready to rejoin the 
nation's political main- 
stream. Instead of having 
no power base in Washing- 
ton, he could be an out- 
sider who could restore 
l a i i h in government. In- 
stead of being politically 
unemployed in 1975-7K. he 
would be free to campaign 
lulltime. 


But the clincher that 


persuaded Carter to run 
and ultimately changed 
the course of American 
political history was that 
he was now convinced that 
he was as good or better 
tn any of the others who 
aspired to the presidency. 


BEFORE BECOMING 


governor in 1970, Carter 
was a former Naval offi- 
cer, a South Georgia pea- 
nut farmer and a state 


legislator who looked with 
awe and even reverence 
on the office of the presi- 
dency and those who 
sought it. 


"Then in 1971 and 1972," 


he later wrote in his aptly- 
titled autobigraphy, "Why 
Not the Best?". "I met 
Richard Nixon, Spiro 
Agnew, George McGov- 
ern, Henry Jackson, Hu- 
bert H u m p h r e y , Ed 
Muskie, George Wallace, 
Ronald Reagan, Nelson 
Rockefeller 
and 
other 


presidential hopefuls, and 
I lost my feeling of awe 
about presidents. This is 
not meant as a criticism 
of them, but it is merely a 
simple statement of fact." 


Despite its far-fetched 


appearance at the point of 
origin, Jimmy 
Carter's 


decision in late 1972 to run 
for president turned out to 
be one of the smartest 
decisions he or any other 
American politician has 
ever made. 


But just four short 


years later, James Earl 
Carter Jr., the born-again 
Baptist peanut farmer 
from Plains, Georgia, has 
taken control of Hie na- 
tion's oldest political 
party, made himself one 
of the most famous Demo- 
crats of his time, and 
brought himself to the 
point where he has excel- 
lent chance of being the 
next president. 


Jimmy Carter's mete- 


oric rise from political no- 
body 
to Democratic 


superstar is one of the 
truly remarkable stories 
of modern American poli- 
tics. Few people have 
come so far and so fast. 


After 
establishing a 


tenuous political base as 
chairman of the Demo- 
cratic party's 1974 cam- 
paign committee." a post 
that enabled him to travel 
around the country and 
study the politics of each 
state and region, to estab- 
lish a loose network of 
supporters and to probe 
the mood of the elctorate. 
Carter took the first major 
step toward the White 
House. 


ON DEC. 12, 1974, one 


month before his term as 
governor ended and nearly 
two full years before the 
1976 e l e c t i o n , he an- 
nounced his candidacy for 
(ho 1976 Democratic nomi- 
nation in a speech before 
the National Press Club in 
Washington. 


In that speech, Carter 


announced t h e major 
themes of his campaign: 
restoring public trust in 
government, 
r e f o r m i n g 


government to make it 
more efficient and respon- 
sive; overhauling the na- 
tion's tax and welfare sys- 
t e m s . i n s t i t u t i n g a

set out on the long, dif- 
ficult road to the White 
House was a daring one. It 
was to run 
everywhere, 


both in the states that 
would have presidential 
primaries in 1976 and in 
the states where conven- 
tion delegates would be 
chosen by their peers. 


Carter spent most of 


1975 on the road in a re- 
lentless and grueling quest 
for support. He planned to 
spend 250 days on the 
road, but he spent close to 
300, traveling to all major 
cities and almost every 
state and often staying in 
the homes of supporters. 


BY LATE 1975, Carter 


was satisfied that he was 
making progress, having 
raised nearly $750,000 and 
qualified for 
federal 


matching campaign funds. 
But his progress as meas- 
ured in the all-important 
public opinion polls was 
agonizingly slow. 


By year's end. Carter 


was still unknown by 97 
per cent of the American 
people, and was receiving 
little attention, other than 
for the novelty of being a 
peanut farmer with an 
engaging smile who was 
running for president. 


But on Jan. 19, 1976, 


Carter's long-shot cam- 
paign and his political 


prospects 
c h a n g e d 


dramatically when he led 
all other candidates in the 
first big political event of 
the year, the Iowa pre- 
cinct caucuses. 


Although Carter won 


only a scant 28 per cent of 
the vote in Iowa, it was a 
major breakthrough that 
won him his first national 
headlines and media expo- 
sure and transformed him 
from "Jimmy Who?" to a 
bona fide presidential con- 
tender.

GERALD R. FORD, 63, Republican, is 
seeking election to the office of President 
of the United States, to which he succeeded 
Aug. 9, 1974, following the resignation of 
Richard M. Nixon. When President Ford 
assumed the office, the nation was suffer- 
ing the worst inflation in its peacetime 
history, was moving into its worst reces- 
sion in a generation and still was involved 
in the divisive Vietnam War. The faith of 
many people in their government had been 
shaken by Watergate. In the two years 
Ford has served as 38th President, infla- 
tion has dropped from an annual rate of 
12.2 per cent to 4.6 per cent. Unemploy- 
ment was cut from a peak of 8.9 per cent 
to about 7.5 per cent, with employment up 
about 3 million. The nation is at peace 
aboard for the first time in more than a 
decade, and there is a returning confidence 
in -the White House. Seeking his first full 
term as President, Ford basically 
promises to carry on the same type of 
programs. His Vice Presidential running 
mate is Senator Robert Dole of Kansas. 


JIMMY CARTER, 52. Democrat, governor 
of Georgia since 1970, previously had 
served eight years in the Georgia State 
Senate. In 1973, the Democratic National 
Committee asked Governor Carter to be- 
come the party's national campaign chair- 
man for the 1974 elections. He officially 
became a candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination on Dee. 12, 1974. 
He outdistanced other Democratic candi- 
dates in the primaries and was nominated 
by the Democratic National Convention. 
Carter advocated support of the Full Em- 
ployment Act of 1976. He proposes reform 
of the national tax system, welfare reform, 
with substantial federal funding; creation 
of a federal Department of Education; a 
national halth insurance program; in- 
creased funding for public mass transit 
and housing; creation of a national con- 
sumer protection agency. He opposes 
deregulation of the price of "old" oil and 
favors putting importation of oil under 
govenment control. His Vice Presidential 
running mate is Senator Walter F. Mon- 
dale of Minnesota. 


PETER CAMEJO for President and 
WILLIE MAE REID for Vice President 
are Independent candidates. 


GUS HALL for President and JARVIS 
TYNER for Vice President are Independ- 
ent candidates.

DR. S. I. "SAM" HAYAKAWA, Republi- 
can,, is most noted for halting the riots and 
resuming classes at San Francisco State 
University in 1968. He advocates stimula- 
tion of agriculture, business and industry 
to combat unemployment; a strong na- 
tional defense: tougher crime laws; devel- 
opment of nuclear energy; a balanced pro- 
gram between environment and econom- 
ics; "self-destruction" of federal programs 
unless re-enacted by Congress; "mutual 
responsibility" in foreign aid. 


JOHN V. TIJNNEY, Democrat, is seeking 
re-election to a second term. He has been 
criticized for absenteeism, but contends he 
does most of his work in committees. He 
first eosponsored, with Sen. Ted Kennedy, 
a national health insurance plan, but later 
withdrew his support. He voted against 
delay in production of the controversial B-l 
bomber and repeal of the depletion allow- 
ance for oil companies. He voted for a $5.1- 
billion public works program and an in- 
crease from S160 million to nearly $280 
million in President Ford's budget for 
solar-energy research.

JL Provides for $500 million bond issue 


to provide funds for financing housing. 


Pro: Like the successful Cal-Vet loan 


program, this would increase housing for 
low and medium-income people without 
cost to taxpayers because interest charges 
and fees on the loans will finance the 
program. 


Con: Financing housing should be left 


to private enterprise.' If the loan program

This 


measure will help alleviate a shortage of 
housing units for low and middle-income 
people without cost to taxpayers. 


^ Provides $280 million for park,

Pro: More park and recreation land is 


needed and, as property costs continue to 
rise, delay in acquisition could mean some 
land, particularly coastal property, would 
be lost to the public. 


Con: Parks and recreation should be 


financed from the general fund to elimi- 
nate high interest costs. State acquisition 
of land removes it from the tax rolls. 
Operating the new facilities would be 
added cost, because revenue from parks 
and recreation covers only 30 per cent of 
operating expenses. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: Taxpay-

J Increases maximum contract rate of 


interest collectible by nonexempt lenders 
for nonpersonal, nonfamily and nonhouse- 
hoid loans. 


Pro: This puts a more realistic ceiling 


on business loans, bringing more money 
into the state to stimulate the economv and 
create jobs. It keeps a ceiling on interest 
by tying the maximum rate to the discount 
rate, charged by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco on money advanced 
to member banks. 


Con- Present constitutional provisions 


have protected the public against high- 
interest rates for 40 years. Increased bor- 
rowing costs for business would be passed 
along to consumers. Consumers would 
have difficulty getting loans because avail- 
able money would go to business loans. 


OUR 
RECOMMENDATION: This 


makes no change in the present 10-per-cent

• ments would widen the scope of review of 
, the appointee. 


Con: The governor is elected as the 


.people's representative to fill such vacan- 
cies when necessary. This 'measure would 
hinder his responsibilities and could cause 
delays in filling vacancies. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: Because 


these top state offices usually are filled by 
election, it is logical to require that ap- 
.pointments to fill a vacancy be considered 
by as many elected representatives as 
possible. A review by the state's senators 
and assemblymen would provide greater 
public input than by just one man, the 
governor. 


\-\J Prohibits a property tax. without 
voter approval, in a new district that in- 
cludes all or portions of two or more coun- 
ties. 


Pro: Would protect property taxpayers 


.from imposition of a tax for a special, 
'multicounty district without their ap- 
proval. Such districts usually are created 
by the Legislature which, under present 
law. could waive a vote on a maximum tax 
rate for the district. 


Con: This would make it more difficult 


.to create and finance a necessary special 


district. It also is inconsistent, because the 
Legislature still could create a special dis- 
trict within one county, set a tax rate and 
: waive the requirement for voter approval. 


OUR 
RECOMMENDATION: This 


measure would return to the taxpayers 
significant control over propeny taxes for 
certnin special districts. 


X JL Requires the Legislature to adjust 
ratios to maintain equality between se- 
cured and unsecured properly. 


Pro: In any year the assessment ratio 


is changed, such as from the present 25 per 
cent to 100 per cent, the Legislature can 
.adjust the tax rate on secured property, 
land and buildings, to maintain the same 
tax levy. This proposition would make 
possible a similar adjustment on unse- 
. cured, or personal, property. 


Con: This does not take into account 


the possibility of establishment of different 
assessment rates for business and residen- 
tial property. 
' 
OUR RECOMMENDATION: This will 


•not increase or shift anyone's property 
taxes. It merely will make possible the 
adjustment of tax rates on both secured 
and unsecured property in any year in 
which the assessment ratio is changed. 


JL £t Would authorize the Legislature to 
establish a loan program as described in 
Prop. 13. 


Pro: Would make possible a state pro- 


gram to stimulate a market, through low- 
interest loans, for solar heating and cool- 
ing and energy-saving insulation pro- 
. grams. 


Con: The state constitution prohibits 


the Legislature from giving public funds to 
aid any person or corporation. This meas- 
ure would permit such gifts for solar 
energy, under a program to he established 
if Proposition 3 is approved. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: The 


prohibition against gifts of public funds is 
a good one, and the low-interest loans for 
solar heating and cooling and special insu- 
lation would be a gift to people who need it 
least, the well-to-do. Low and moderate- 
income families cannot afford such frills, 
oven with low-interest loans.

J. t$ Establishes a state commission to 
license and regulate the conduct of wager- 
ing on greyhound dog races. 


Pro: The state allows betting on horse 


races: why not on dog races? The initia- 
tive has safeguards to insure humane 
treatment of the dogs. The racing would 
provide new revenue for state and local 
governments and for specified programs to 
aid children, senior citizens ur,;! .:.odical 
research. 


Con: Gambling is detrimental to soci- 


ety and the state should not legalize more. 
Crime has always been associated with 
gambling, and greyhound racing would in- 
crease police problems. The activity can 
be cruel and inhumane to the dogs. Provi- 
sions of the bill virtually give its promoters 
monopoly on the multimillion-dollar gam- 
bling operation. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: This is an 


attempt by a group of promoters, headed 
by George G. Hardie, to get a monopoly on 
a lucrative gambling empire. Law enforce- 
ment officers throughout the state say the 
gambling would be "an open invitation to 
organized crime." The charitable groups 
supposed to benefit from the revenue actu- 
ally would get only a small part of the 
huge profits; the promoters would get 
most of the money. Humane groups say 
that, despite safeguards, it almost is 
inevitable that the animals will be mistrea- 
ted. 


JL^r Reenacts the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act of 1975, with amendments, 
and requires the Legislature to implement 
it. 


Pro: The measure is needed to protect 


the rights of farm workers to vote for their 
representation in labor negotiations. The 
"access rule" does not violate private 
property rights, and has been upheld by 
the Supreme Court. The state legislative 
counsel has ruled the Legislature would 
retain final power over financing. 


Con: Farm workers already have the 


right to vote, by secret ballot, for labor- 
union representation under the Agricul- 
tural Labor Relations Act adopted by the 
Legislature in 1975. Because Prop. 14 is an 
initiative, it can only be changed by 
another statewide vote of the people. If the 
Legislature wanted to make even the most 
minor change in the law to iron out a 
problem in its operation, it could not do so. 
The proposition requires the Legislature to 
appropriate funds "as may be necessary" 
to the ALRB, giving a "blank check" to a 
board which overspent its 1975-76 budget in 
less than six months. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: All of the 


rights demanded by the United Farm 
Workers already are provided by the exist- 
ing Agricultural Labor Relations Act. 
Prop. 14 is unecessary and would freeze 
into law, which could only be changed by 
another statewide vote, provisions which 
must be kept flexible so that the Legisla- 
ture can, if necessary, adopt amendments 
to make it workable and fair to farm 
workers, growers and the public. 


JL O Adds two public members to the 
State Board of Chiropractic Examiners 
and increases educational and licensing 
requirements. 


Pro: Gives consumers a direct voice in 


• 
health matters involving chiropractic, in- 
sures that doctors of chiropractic continue 
to meet high standards of qualification, 
and eliminates duplication of testing. 


CON: Would be an additional burden 


on individuals seeking to practice chiro- 
practic in California and would not neces- 
sarily make them better chiropractors. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: This will 


increase the standards for chiropractors in 
California and give consumers a direct 
voice in matters pertaining to the profes- 
sion. The proposition is supported by state 
and national chiropractic associations and 
by the State Board of Chiropractic Exami- 
ners.

Pro: 
A countywidc elected mayor 


would be a check on uncontrolled spending 
by the supervisors.

Con: A county mayor would be the

sents a population of more than 1.4 million, 
more than that of 15 states. Supervisors' 
deputies would be cut from high of 17 to a 
maximum of five each.

In the unin- 
corporated areas, which the supervisors 
serve directly, each supervisor represents 
only about 200,000 persons.

The larger board eventually will 
mean greater cost. The proposition in- 
cludes no plan for redistricting.

help finance construction of a cancer 
hospital and research institute. 


Pro: Los Angeles County has the larg- 


est urban population in the world without a 
cancer hospital and research institute. The 
county now has outstanding general obliga- 
tion bonds totaling only $25 million, which 
is low for its financial capacity. 


Con: There already are thousands of 


cancer research organizations and another 
is not needed. Total cost, including inter- 
est, would be $64 million, plus annual costs 
of operating the facilitv. 


OUR 
RECOMMENDATION: Each 


year, Los Angeles County records more 
than 22,000 new cases of cancer. The hospi- 
tal and research institute, to which the 
federal government and the Unversity of 
Southern California Medical School also 
would contribute funds, would help make 
progress in the treatment of the disease. 


if 
To provide that reimbursement for 


travel expenses of county employes in per- 
formance of their duties be established by 
ordinance, rather than by charter provi- 
sion. 


Pro: 
Because of such charter 


provisions, the county is placed at a disad- 
vantage when it begins bargaining with 
employe organizations. The clause will 
cost the county millions of dollars in future 
years if not removed from the charter. 


Con: The charter specifically defines 


travel reimbursement as a protection for 
employes and the provision should not be 
removed. It would be a mistake to put such 
decisions in the hands of the supervisors. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: The char- 


ter provides that employes be reimbursed 
for "actual, necessary expenses." Supervi- 
sors set a maximum uniform price for 
lodging and meals, but transportation is 
paid at a per-mile rate. Employe unions 
recently won a law suit on their contention 
that the reimbursement did not met the 
charter provision. Unions use the charter 
provision as the starting "base" far collec- 
tive bargining on travel reimbursement.

in unincorporated areas.) To permit the 
County Housing Authority to construct or 
acquire, with state and federal funds, up to 
10.000 low-income dwelling units for senior 
citizens.

CON: Low-rent housing is not low-cost

OUR RECOMMENDATION: The 


County Department of Community Devel- 
opment estimates there are more than 
250,000 senior citizens hi the unincorpo- 
rated areas who would qualify for this 
housing, and that 170,000 additional units 
are needed. The program is similar to the 
successful Long Beach Housing Authority 
program.

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County Propositions A and B 
are vital and complex issues 
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By NOEL SYVAN.N 
From Our L.A. Bureau 


Everyone agrees that 


passage of ['reposition A 
— calling for creation of 
an elected county mayor 
— w i l l b r i n g a b o u t 
dramatic changes in the 
present form of county 
government. 


But the almost impossi- 


ble question for voters to 
decide is whether those 
changes will he better or 
wqrse for the taxpayer. 


And, to compound, or 


confound, the issue, voters 
also are being asked to 
consider expanding the 
Board of Supervisors from 
five to nine members 
under Proposition B. 


The two measures are 


separate. Expansion of the 
board would become effec- 
tive only if voters approve 
creation of the County 
Mayor. 


BUT THOUGH they arc 


separated on the ballot, 
the two issues are in real- 
ity integrally intertwined. 


For many years Super- 


visor Kenneth Hahn tried 
to-initiate a ballot meas- 
ure aimed at creating a 
separation of powers by 
way of electing a County 
Mayor. 


Under the present form 


of government the five 
supervisors, elected by 
district, administer the 
executive, legislative and 
quasi-judicial functions. 
Halm's argument has been 
t h a t a separation of 
powers is necessary to ob- 
tain a system of checks 
and balances as exists in 
most traditional forms of 
government in America. 


Harm's many efforts to 


get the issue on the ballot 
failed this year when the 
concept was boosted by a 
report from the public 
commission on county 
government, working 
under the aegis of the 
county bar association on 
a Hayncs Foundation 
grant. 


WHERE HAHN'S argu- 


ments failed in the past 


tho commission's proposal 
caught on like wildfire and 
were widely touted as the 
answer to the economic 
and efficiency problems 
facing the county. 


One of the key questions 


facing voters is: If the 
county mayor proposal 
was not considered attrac- 
tive enough in past years 
to make the ballot, what 
has changed to make the 
proposal viable in 1976? 


Outside of the boost 


from the commission's re- 
port and the attendant 
support from many agen- 
cies plus a shift in philoso- 
phy in the Board of Super- 
visors, no other answer is 
apparent. 


But even if a!! the argu- 


ments in favor of a County 
Mayor were acceptable 
the question of expanding 
the Board of Supervisors 
a p p e a r s to r e d o u n d 
against the concept. 


S I G N I F I C A N T L Y , 


many of those supporting 
the county mayor concept, 
including one of its main 
backers, Supervisor Pete 
Schabarum, are not in 
favor of board expansion. 


P r o p o n e n t s of the 


County Mayor have often 
used the argument that 
the elected executive is 
necessary to relieve super- 
visors of the vast amount 
of work they are now sad- 
dled with by being the 
executive-legislative 
quasi-judicial arm of gov- 
ernment. 


Opponents 
however 


seize on this to say that if 
supervisors' 
workloads 


are significantly reduced 
there is a strong argument 
to either reduce the size of 
the board or cut their $49,- 
000 annual salaries to a 
level commensurate with 
their lesser duties. 


Proponents also have 


argued that the new form 
of government would re- 
duce county costsor two 
reasons: One the give-and- 
take of a mayor's veto 
power over budget appro- 
priations; the second that 
the charter amendment 
would limit the size of 


professional staffs for both 
the mayor and the Board 
of Supervisors. 


OPPONENTS counter 


this by saying an in- 
creased layer of govern- 
ment usually translates 
into increased costs and 
they express the doubt 
that staff sizes will be 
limited for very long. 


If Proposition A passes, 


the new mayor would first 
be elected in November 
1978. He would become re- 
sponsible for the executive 
and administrative func- 
tions of government, in- 
cluding preparation of the 
annual budget and direct 
responsibility for collec- 
t i v e -,?.rga.ining w i t h 
county employes. 


Supervisors would have 


to authorize expenditure of 
all county funds, and 
would set the property tax 
rate. The mayor would be 
able to veto or reduce 
appropriation items which 
then would require a two- 
thirds vote of the board to 
be overridden. 


The mayor would ap- 


point all members of 
boards, commissions and 
committees as well as 


most department heads. 
Thes appointments 
all 


would be subject to ap- 
proval by the Board of 
Supervisors. 


The mayor may appoint 


his own seven deputies 
without confirmation by 
the board, but the, assist- 
ant county mayor appoint- 
ment must be confirmed. 


If Proposition B is ap- 


p r o v e d 
along 
w i t h 


Proposition A. the other 
four supervisors would not 
be elected until 1380. 


Proponents have argued 


that with only five super- 
visors the representation 
ratio is one board member 
for 1.4 million people. 
Expansion is necessary to 
allow for better represen- 
tation (nine supervisors 
would each represent 
about 750,000) and to allow 
for minority representa- 
tion on the board. 


Opponents counter by 


pointing out the mayor 
would represent seven 
million people — which in 
terms of funding and 
provision of services leads 
the individual taxpayer 
with even less say in gov- 
ernment.

offering these suggestions: 


Wash your car's exterior with warm water and mild 


detergent whenever road dirt and grime begin to show. 
Many owners do this once a week. Don't let the deter- 
gent dry and spot the finish. 


Apply a good coat of wax several times a year to 


help keep the showroom shine. If the finish is in good 
condition you can use a no-buffing liquid. If not, the best 
way to restore the shine is to use a product like J/Wax 
Kit', which conies in both liquid and paste form. The 
trick, of course, is to keep the finish shiny by keeping at 
the waxing. It is far easier to give a quick touch up than 
to have to attack badly oxidized paint.

TELEVISION LOG OF THE INDEPENDENT PRESS-TELEGRAM

In the soap opera world of "Mary 


Hartman, Mary Hartman," the middle 
name of all the characters seems to be 
trouble, trouble. 


"Infidelity, insanity, alcoholism, per- 


version, assorted diversions — and an 
exciting new floor wax — are all yours on 
the continuing saga of the typical Ameri- 
can housewife and her 'All American' 
family." proclaimed a blurb from Chan- 
nel li heralding the start of the show's 
second season a few weeks ago. 


Norman Lear's nationally syndicated, 


five-nights-a-week series was one of the 
most talked about television programs of 
the 1975-76 season, after being turned 
down by the networks. It airs on scores of 
stations across the nation, and is seen in 
the Los Angeles-Long Beach area week- 
nights from 11 to 11:30 on KTTV. 


As the second season got under way, 


Mary Hartman (Louise Lasser) was still 
confined to the psychiatric ward at Fern- 
wood Receiving Hospital. Her husband 
Tom (Greg Mullavey), plagued by the 
problem of impotence, was still seeing 
life through rose-colored bottles. Her 
mother, Martha Shumway (Dody Good- 
man), was without a mate, since Mary's 
father had mysteriously disappeared. 


And Mary's younger sister, Cathy 


Shumway (Debralee Scott), was pregnant 
and couldn't name the father if her next 
romance depended on it. 


Troubles? They've all got 'em on 


MH2. But perhaps none of the characters 
is worse off than poor Charlie Haggers 
(Graham Jarvis), husband of country 
singer Loretta (Mary Kay Place) and 
friend and neighbor of the Hartman clan. 
Charlie has lost his manhood to a bullet 
which struck him down low in a dark 
motel room. Only an animal transplant 
operation can restore Charlie's pride, and 
that would mean raising big dough. 


OH, WELL, at least Charlie is one 


man who appears to be safe from Cathy. 
The sexy young sister of Mary is at- 
tracted to just about anyone wearing 
pants, and the word no isn't in her vocab- 
ulary. 


Debralee Scott, who portrays Cathy, 


took time during a rehearsal lunch break 
the other day to tell me a bit about her 
role and herself. The interview was con- 
ducted in her dressing room on the 


soundstage at KTTV in Hollywood where 
Lear produces the series. 


The young actress was dressed in 


form-fitting garb and appeared, you 
might say, extremely healthy. She's 23, 
or roughl> the age Cathy is supposed to 
be. Cathy, you understand, is a lot 
younger than Mary. 


Or, as Debralee explains it: ''Cathy 


was a mistake." 


Among Cathy's romantic playmates 


in the first season of the show — any one 
of whom might be the father of her 
unborn child — were, Debralee recalled, 
"an Armenian bartender; a deaf mute 
who dumped me for a Hollywood inge- 
nue; Police Sgt. Dennis Foley, who also 
was making out with Mary and another 
girl at the same time, and Clete Meisen- 
heimer, a news broadcaster who got me 
a job briefly as a TV weatherperson." 


Asked "if Cathy were meant to be 


considered a nymphomaniac, the auburn- 
haired actress replied: "No — she's 
choosy. She's looking for someone to 
love. She's a mixed-up kid right now. 
She's in a hurry, and she wants total 
happiness. 


"Cathy is trying to get out of Fern- 


wood (Ohio). She is much more well read 
than anyone else in Fernwood — or 
thinks she is. She's searching for some- 
thing. Sometimes it's a tossup between 
her own independence and getting a man. 
I hope she stays independent." 


After several romances had failed, 


Cathy went to a local church and tried to 
convince the priest she wanted to become 
a nun. Before long, Father De-Marco fell 
for her himself, and as the first season 
drew to a close Cathy and the priest ran 
off together. 


"Nothing happened, though — or at 


least if it did, it was left to the viewers' 
imagination," Debralee explained. 


MISS SCOTT doesn't buy the opinion 


that MH2 is a spoof of daytime soap 
operas. "It's not a takeoff on anything," 
she said, -"it's an original. Audiences can 
do what they want with it - it's on two 
levels. They can laugh, or they can take 
it seriously, as many people do. Many 
viewers take the characters very seri- 
ously and worry about them. 


"It's very close to life. It's intelligent 


— that's why the networks turned it

down. I think American audiences are 
ready for it. My parents love it. They 
think it's funny, and they see nothing 
dirty in it. And my father is a very 
straight man — he likes John Wayne and 
Lee Marvin." 


Debralee was born in Elizabeth, N.J., 


where she lived until she was 15, at which 
time her family moved to Strpudsburg, 
Pa. She spent her last year of high school 
in San Francisco, where an older sister 
lived, and also studied at the American 
Conservatory Theater there and went to 
San Francisco State University for two 
years. 


"I've always wanted to be an actress 


— except for three days when I thought 
maybe I'd like to be a housewife and 
mother. And, golly, here I am! It shows 
what a little determination will do!" the 
exuberant young actress said. 


"Of course, I've really been lucky. 


My timing has been good." 


Although she considers her role m 


"Mary Hartman, Mary Hartman," her 
biggest break, Debralee was well on her 
way to success before landing the part. 


After playing a corpse in "Dirty 


Harry" and getting bit parts in "The 
Candidate," "Superdad" and "American 


Graffiti" while living in San Francisco, 
she moved to Hollywood in 1973 and, "on 
my first interview," got one of the star- 
ring roles in the Hallmark Hall of Fame 
television drama "Lisa, Bright and 
Dark." with Kay Lenz, "my best friend." 
and Annie Lockhart. "whom I lived with 
for a couple of years." 


She later was one of the eight stars in 


the CBS drama series "Sons and Daugh- 
ters," about high school seniors in the 
mid-'50s, which aired in the fall of 1974. 
She played Evie, the easy target of all 
the boys. Her credits include a few other 
theatrical movies and TV dramas, and 
she had 'the recurring role of Hotsie- 
Totsie on the ABC comedy series "Wel- 
come Back, Kotter," before shifting to 


Debralee said she has been a "very 


outgoing" person all her life - "I was a 
cheerleader and all that" — and she feels 
she has plenty to cheer about right now. 


"You are looking at one very happy 


girl," said Debbie, whose boyfriend is 
actor Rudy Ramos. 


Now, if Cathy and the others on MH2 


can just work out THEIR problems, 
maybe TV fans can get a good night's 
sleep.

long, arduous haggling 
with owners of the chosen 
films for rights to air ex- 
cerpts of the movies, says 
co-producer Mel Stuart. 


And the theme of the 


opus is not simply that 
these films were what 
'folks watched way back 
when, he adds, but rather 
"how they were a reflec- 
tion of the manners, the 
mores and the political 
thrust of the American 
people when they were 
made." 


ADDED STUART: "The 


easiest way to explain it is 
that there's a helluva long 
way from Andy Hardy to 
'The Graduate.' 'The 
Graduate' wouldn't have 
been possible in the 1930s. 
There would have been 
riots in the streets." 


The show is based on 


and has the same title as 
the 1975 book about Life 
magazine's often starry- 
eyed coverage of movic- 
dom from 1936, .when the 
magazine began, to 1972, 
when it ceased weekly 
publication. 


The book — and the 


show's script — were writ- 
ten by Richard Schickel, a 
former Life movie critic 
who several seasons ago 
produced the m u c h - 
praised public TV series 
"The Men Who Made the 
Movies." 


Stuart, who co-produced 


"Life Goes to the Movies" 
with Schickel and directed 
it, said the show covers 
four basic eras of film — 
the late 1930s, World War 
II and the postwar years, 
the 1950s through 1963 and 
from 1964 through 1972.

Q. / have been told that the one great American 
pharmaceutical development was cortisone. Who 
was responsible for this invention?—Louis Miller, 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 
A. Edward Kendall, Ph.D., and Philip Hench, M.D., 
both of the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn., made the 
first major breakthrough in developing cortisone, 
along with Swiss chemist Tadeusz Reichstein. Dr. 
Hench believed that pregnant women secreted a 
. cortical hormone that relieved the symptoms of arth- 
ritis. Dr. Kendall isolated six hormones or steroids 
secreted by the adrenal glands, labeling them A 
through F. Both researchers believed that the fifth 
steroid, compound E, was the most effective. 


On Sept. 21,1948, Dr. Hench administered a dose 


of compound E (later called cortisone) to a 29-year- 
old woman incapacitated by arthritis. Four days later 
she was active again. Cortisone was then administered 
to 13 other arthritics with similar dramatic results. In 
1950Tadeusz Reichstein, who isolated the first pure 
adrenal steroid, Philip Hench and Edward Kendall 
were all awarded the Nobel Prize for their research 
on treating rheumatoid arthritis. Their discovery and 
initial testing gave rise to the development of steroid 
drugs.

According-to Patrick Caddell, Carter's 


pollster and campaign adviser, "The 
problem both candidates face is the 
embedded cynicism in the country.

impatient with inattention to

Admits mistakes 


"I believe that I am stubborn, which

Carter was perceived during the 


Presidential primaries as a brilliant 
political tactician. But one Carter char- 
acteristic that disturbs many skeptical 
observers is that he seems to be a loner. 


Carter flatly denies that suggestion: 


"It's not true. I have a lot of close 
friends that I've had from my infancy 
all the way up through college and 
my naval career and, of course, now. 


"If I hadn't had them, I could not 


have won [the Democratic nomination] 
because when I began my campaign I 
didn't hold public office, I didn't have 
a campaign organization, I didn't have 
much money. Nobody thought I would 
win. I was not accepted as a major po- 
litical figure. 


"But because of the tight-knit friend- 


ships that I've had, large groups of 
Georgia people who knew me well, 
who have been very close to me, went 
at their own expense to campaign for 


me in those [primary election] states. 


"So far as 1 know, no other candidate 


in the history of the country has had 
that kind of home-base support. 


"I have a desire sometimes to be 


alone, walk in my fields and woods and 
swamps where I grew up, but I've had 
a good demonstrated commitment of 
friends toward me, both personally and 
politically." 


Strong desire to lead 


Carter is an ambitious, aggressive, 


seasoned politician with a strong desire 
to provide moral and spiritual leader- 
ship to a country which recently has 
endured its worst political crisis since 
the Civil War. It is here that Carter be- 
lieves President Ford has failed: 


"There's only one person in this 


country who can speak with a clear 
voice to the American people, or call 
on them to make a sacrifice and explain 
why, or put forth programs to correct 


problems. And that's the President. 


"In the absence of that leadership, 


the country drifts. When President Ford 
never puts forward a proposal to put 
our people back to work, you've got 
535 members of Congress in a confused 
state, with no consistent voice and no 
consistent purpose. 


"In sometimes a fumbling way. some- 


times a mistaken way, they come for- 
ward with proposals on education or 
energy or agriculture or environmental 
quality or transportation or employment 
or housing. 


"And when the President sits there— 


timid, dormant, without any leadership 
at all—and simply turns down every- 
thing that Congress proposes without 
putting forward any alternatives, this 
aggravates an already bad situation be- 
cause it creates not only deficits and 
high unemployment, but it also saps

erald Rudolph Ford, who became 


President when Nixon resigned in 
August, 1974, is determined to 
prove that he has earned his right 


to the job for four more years. 


When Ford succeeded to the Pres- 


idency, he had no intention of making 
this year's race. "I would say I began 
thinking about it some time in the early 
fall of 1974," he told PARADE during 
a candid discussion of his personal and 
political beliefs. 


One month after moving into the 


White House, "I saw that we had serious 
problems overseas with the war in Viet- 
nam" as well as "serious economic 
problems developing" at home, says 
Ford, explaining why he decided to 
seek a full four-year term of his own: 


"I became more and more convinced 


as we got later into 1974 and early into 
1975 that it was essential that the per- 
son who was President during this dif- 
ficult time at home and abroad had to 
be in a position to say that if he did a 
good job he ought to continue those 
policies for the next four years. 


The firm decision 


"It was sort of a developmental pro- 


cess in my mind, so it probably took a 
month or two, maybe a little longer, 
before I really made up my mind. It 
became more and more evident that it 
was necessary, certainly by early 1975." 


Ford also recalls that his vivacious 


wife Betty told him, "If you think that's 
what you want to do, if you think that's 
the right thing to do, I'll support you." 


"Since becoming President, I think 


the biggest problem we have ... is that 
we have not sold the things we've done 
as effectively as we should," says Ford, 
who served as a Michigan Congress- 
man for a quarter century. 


Part of the difficulty in selling Jerry 


Ford to the country has been Ford him- 
self—a President who acknowledges his 
inability to be tough on subordinates. 
(A case in point was the resignation this 
month of Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
Butz.) 


"I probably don't come down hard 


enough on people. I don't reprimand. I 
don't fire people. I'm very tolerant of 
human errors. I try to stimulate people 
to do things, but I don't slam the door 
in their face if they don't come i>p to 
my expectations." 


Ford admits that "a little too much 


human reaction" may be involved, then

adds, "That's probably one of my ad- 
mitted errors. I can't be a toughy when 
it comes to friends." 


That lenient approach placed an ex- 


tra burden on Betty Ford in disciplining 
their children during their formative 
years, the President says. "She had to 
be iiie baddy," he recalls with a laugh, 
"and I was the goody." 


Ford still is widely viewed by the 


country's voters as a "good guy"—a 
decent, honest and trustworthy man— 
and some who have worked for him in 
the White House believe he isn't given 
enough credit for his leadership. 


One former aide contrasts Ford's 


style with that of his immediate pre- 
decessors. Richard Nixon, a Republican, 
and Lyndon Johnson, a Democrat: 


"When Johnson brought a group of 


people together to discuss a problem, 
he usually had his mind made up in 
advancp and simply wanted to form a 
consensus around his predetermined 
position. 


'Ford solicits advice' 


"Nixon would call people together 


for advice on a problem, but he was so 
secretive and played everything so close 
to the vest that you never knew where 
he stood until he went off to Camp 
David to mull over the situation. 


"Ford has an open mind, he solicits 


advice, he really listens, he considers 
all views, then makes his decision on 
the basis of available information, not 
prejudice or predisposition." 


Says another onetime Ford assistant: 


'The same plodding, methodical Jerry 
Ford known to the public also is a guy 
who takes advice well, is tough and 
remembers well." He believes Ford is 
"a damned fine leader," although he 
acknowledges that "it doesn't always 
come across well, and that's a shame." 


That analysis is shared by a reporter 


who has covered Ford throughout his 
White House tenure. "He's a better 
President than a candidate," he says. 
"Ford's not always decisive, but he's not 
the humbler he's often made out to be." 


Along with other observers of the 


President, that newsman suggests that 
Ford has not made evident to the voters 
any long-range strategy for leading the 
nation. "He's playing it day-to-day. If 
he has any vision, it's a seat-of-the- 
pants vision." 


'Little' to praise 


Rep. Thomas P. (Tip) O'Neill, the 


Massachusetts Democrat who is House 
Majority Leader, says that "while Ford 
can be commended for his integrity, 
there is little else praiseworthy to be 
said of his brief tenure." 


O'Neill knows the President better 


than most politicians because the two 
men worked together for 20 years and 
frequently played golf during Ford's 
days in the House. But politics has al- 
ways transcended that friendship, and 
O'Neill has little good to say about the 
Ford candidacy. 


Another view comes from Thomas E. 


Cronin, visiting professor of politics at 
Brandeis University: "Ford promised 
great communication, conciliation and 
compromise with Congress. Instead, he

away the strength and the purpose and 
the confidence of our people in the 
future. 


"I don't think President Ford is a 


leader. He has shown no inclination to 
exert his leadership. We've got hun- 
dreds of problems that need to be ad- 
dressed, and he's been extremely timid 
and fearful about facing them. 


"There's an almost total breakdown 


between the White House and the Con- 
gress. There's been no attempt on the 
part of the Administration to deal with 
unemployment, the unfair tax system, 
energy problems, the correlation be- 
tween defense mechanisms and the 
effectuation of foreign policy. 


"There has been no study of what 


could be done about the welfare mess 
or adequate health care. There has been 
no attention given to the efficiency of 
the government organization structure 
to break up the sweetheart arrange- 
ments that exist between the govern- 
ment and powerful and sometimes 
selfish special interest groups. 


Says Ford dodges problems 


"All these questions address them- 


selves to the President, and whenever 
something's going wrong in Washing- 
ton, whenever these questions have not 
been answered. President Ford acts as 
though it's not his responsibility at all." 


But can Carter—who served a single 


term as Governor of Georgia—provide 
leadership? 


Carter's eyes flashed when asked 


about criticism that his leadership is un- 
tested, especially in foreign affairs: 


"There is no one who can demon- 


strate executive leadership in the for- 
eign policy sphere except an ex-Presi- 
dent and an ex-secretary of state. No 
one else. 


"The only thing you can do is to as- 


sume that, with proper knowledge and 
intelligence and executive ability dem- 
onstrated in other areas of life, you 
could 
understand 
the 
complicated 


mechanisms of foreign policy and exert 
the same kind of leadership." 


Both at home and when campaigning, 


the toothy smile, the soft-spoken words 


and the slale-blue eyes continue to be 
Carter trademarks. "When he gets mad, 
those eyes can be very intimidating," 
says Boston Globe political reporter 
Curtis Wilkie. 


"He's very much aware of his eyes, 


and he uses them very well," adds Wil- 
kie, who has followed Carter almost 
constantly since the New Hampshire 
primary. "They're incredible; they're 
like laser beams." 


Like a number of other reporters who 


have watched Carter's meteoric politi- 
cal rise, Wilkie believes the Democratic 
nominee is "the smartest guy I've ever 
covered"—but he also describes Carter 


as "very cunning, very calculating." 


One manifestation of those traits has 


been the charge, which has haunted 
Carter throughout the campaign, that 
he is purposely vague on the issues. 


'Listeners confused' 


Says Jim Merriner, political editor of 


the Atlanta Constitution, a paper which 
has long been at odds with Carter: 


"The charge that Carter flip-flops on 


the issues is actually more complex and 
subtle than that. Listeners are some- 
times confused or misled about Carter's 
stands because he has a kind of con- 
tortionist's ability to spread-eagle him- 
self over all corners of an issue. 


"Also, Carter can provoke wariness 


in his listeners by apparent exaggeration 
and inconsistencies in his statements. 
Political rhetoric is not held to scientific 
standards of truth, and Carter's stretch- 
ing of the facts ordinarily would not 
rate a second glance. 


"However, by pitching his campaign 


on promises never to lie to the voters 
or deliberately mislead them, Carter in- 
vites an extra sharp eye on his state- 
ments. Those statements often embody 
lawyer-like distinctions that seem to im- 
ply something other than what is stated." 


Carter characterizes such suggestions 


as little more than nit-picking. He notes 
that today's complicated issues often 
demand complex answers. And he em- 
phasizes that in this electronic age he 
can't afford to offer contradictory posi- 
tions on issues because every public 
statement he makes is recorded and 
likely to be broadcast to the nation. 


Seeks workers' support 


Most of those statements are deliv- 


ered not to elite audiences but rather 
to working-class supporters of the pop- 
ulist candidate. 


"I won the Democratic nomination 


with the support of the workers," says 
Carter. "I didn't depend on Senators or 
members of Congress, or Governors, or 
newspaper editors, or labor leaders, or 
businesses to put me in office. 


"I depend on the farmers, on factory- 


shift workers, on housewives and others 
going into shopping centers," he adds. 
"My whole political concept has been 
to go directly to the people." 


has gone out of his way to antagonize 
and paralyze Congress." 


Similar ciiticism has come from 


Mmmy Carter, who has sought through- 
out the campaign to portray the Presi- 
dent as a weak, ineffectual leader lack- 
ing vision and foresight. 


"I think he's categorically in error," 


says Ford, claiming a record of high- 
caliber leadership in both domestic af- 
fairs and foreign policy. 


'To take one example in the interna- 


tional field, this is the first Administra- 
tion in the history of this country that's 
had a comprehensive African policy, 
and we're undertaking it under very dif- 
ficult circumstances. Ifs an example of 
real leadership. 


Cites economics 


"If you turn to domestic problems, it 


certainly is an indication of leadership 
when a President has thrust on him— 
something 
he inherited—the worst 


economic recession in 40 years, and he 
has the courage and the judgment and 
the wisdom to do the right things to 
get us out of it." 


Ford also rejects Carter's charge that 


he has appointed incompetent political 
cronies from his days in the House of 
Representatives to high-salaried policy- 
making positions. 


"We've turned down some," Ford re- 


veals. "We don't advertise that, but 
there are former colleagues of mine 
who did want appointments, but we 
made decisions to the contrary." The 
President then explains his approach to 
filling such jobs: 


"The individuals I've appointed who 


came from Congress—both the Senate 
and the House—have been extremely 
capable and very well fitted for the job, 
both by experience and by judgment." 


Ford is firm in his belief that Carter 


is not qualified to be President "be- 
cause of the political philosophy that 
he holds." Explains the President: 


"He is a liberal, whether it's in spend- 


ing more money or in social legislation 
he seems to approve. He is a liberal in 
the typical Democratic category, and I 


don't think a person with that philo- 
sophical view ought to be President." 


Has Ford made any mistakes during 


his nearly 30 years in politics? "I have 
never felt you ought to look back. You 
should not forget what happened in the 
past, but you ought not to dwell on it," 
he says. "I'm always looking down the 
road as to what to do in the future." 


Asked about his support of the Viet- 


nam war, he replies: "I think we made 
the right decision to go in as we did. 
Once we got as involved as we did in 
1965-66 and that period, we either 
should have made a much greater 
military effort -which I think if we had 
at that time, we could have been suc- 
cessful—or we should have begun to 
phase out or not gotten committed. 


Vietnam lesson 


"That's the lesson I think we've 


learned in Vietnam. If you're going in, 
you have to go in full speed. If you 
don't, you shouldn't go in in the first 
place or you ought to back off in the 
process. That's a lesson I hope future 
Presidents have learned from Vietnam." 


What would Ford be doing today if 


he hadn't entered public life? Would 
he have continued practicing law in his 
home town of Grand Rapids, Mich.? 


"I like the law, but I think after a 


period of time I would have been in- 
terested in the judiciary . . . but that 
point never came because I got into 
politics about three years after I got 
back from military service." 


Ford says he has not even considered 


what he might do if he loses the elec- 
tion because "I've always had a posi- 
tive attitude toward winning a ball 
game or an election, so we have made 
no special plans whatsoever." 


The President says that when he 


traveled to his alma mater, the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, for a mid-September 
campaign appearance, "I was kidding 
one of the deans.... I said sometime I 
may come back and ask you for a job 
as a political science instructor." 


Ford is convinced that he can and 


will win the race, but he is disturbed 
about the political alienation which 
may keep millions of eligible Americans 
from voting: 


The duty to vote 


"Everybody 
says, 'My one vote 


doesn't make any difference, so I'm not 
going to walk down to the corner to 
register and I'm not going to walk that 
same distance to vote.' If there are 60 
million to 70 million people who do 
vote, the other 65 million that don't 
vote give to each of those other people 
two votes—or more. 


"I think it's really unforgivable— 


totally indefensible," says the President. 
"If you aren't going to get excited about 
the candidates, get excited about Amer- 
ica. That's what you ought to get ex- 
cited about."

Margaret Mitchell's 


brother Stephens inherited 


the literary rights after 
the death of Miss Mitch- 
ell's husband, John Marsh. 
For years Mitchell, fol- 
lowing his sister's in- 
structions, declined to 
publish her letters. She 
was a stickler for privacy 
and, in fact, destroyed 
many of her letters and 
much of the "Gone With the 
Wind" manuscript. 


Richard Harwell, a li- 


brarian at the University 
of Georgia and a good 
friend of the Marsh fam- 
ily, finally prevailed 
upon Stephens Mitchell to 
grant permission to pub- 
lish the letters. 


First editions of "Gone 


With the Wind"—those 
dated May, 1936--are now 
worth $2500. From that May 
day in 1936 until she was 
hit by a car in Atlanta 
and killed in 1949, Peggy 
Marsh was never again to 
enjoy a full week of 
quiet.

MAO'S WIDOW CHUNG CHING WITH CHINESE PROPAGANDA CHIEF CHANG CHUN-CHIAO 


One of 
the most 


fascinating women in China 
totlay is Chairman Mao's 
widow, Chiang Ching, 63, 
who used to play in "B" 
films in Shanghai under 
the name of "Blue Apple" 
in the early 1930's. 


Chiang has a strong, 


beguiling personality and 
is heartily disliked by a 
large number of Chinese 
politicians. She first 
learned about Communism 
when she fell in love with 
a Communist student at 
Tsingtao University. 
In 1939 she showed 
up in Yenan, where Mao he- 
came attracted to her and 
invited her to become his 
personal secretary. His 
desire to marry her irri- 
tated his colleagues, who 
felt that he was deserting 
his third wife, Bo Tzu- 
chen, one of the few orig- 
inal women on the Long 
March, who was abandoned 
while she was in the So- 
viet Union for medical 
treatment. 


Mao promised his associ- 


ates that Chiang Ching 
would play no role in 
party politics, hut in 
1963, after having borne 
Mao two daughters, Chiang 
moved to Shanghai and 
there, aided by propa- 
ganda chief Chang Chun- 
chiao (one of the powers 
in'Red China), she became 
politically active, radi- 
calizing the theater 
groups. 


She and Lin Piao's wife 


played active roles in the 
cultural revolution, with 
Chiang maneuvering herself 
into a position of power, 
helping to plan propaganda 
campaigns against the late 
Chou En-lai and the now- 
disgraced Teng Hsiao-ping. 


A small woman who wears 


spectacles, a typical Mao 
cap and pantsuit, Chiang 
represents the hard line 
of the Rod Radical isft. 
Her source of power, of 
course, was hor husband. 
Now that Mao Tse-tung is 
gone, will his widow's 
wings be clipped? The for- 
eign colony in Peking 
waits and watches.

T 


he nation's newest environmental head- 
ache is sludge. Veritable mountains of 
the thick and gummy sewage residue 
are rising from one end of the country 


to the other while local officials desperately 
search for ways and places to dispose of it. 


The federal government has ordered New 


York City and Philadelphia to begin phasing 
out their dumping of sludge into the Atlantic 
Ocean. The two cities have no idea where 
they're going to put it when the final dead- 
line arrives in 1981. Alternatives, says New 
York Environmental Protection Administra- 
tor Robert Low, are either impractical or 
too costly, particularly for a financially be- 
leaguered metropolis like New York. 


'An economic nightmare' 


"It's going to become an economic night- 


mare for New York," a sympathetic federal 
official agrees. 


Chicago and its Cook County suburbs are 


spending more than $30 million a year barg- 
ing their sludge as far as 200 miles away, 
where it is being tested as a fertilizer for 
corn and as a landfill to erase scars left by 
strip mining. But over the past year the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District of Greater 
Chicago has been battling suggestions from 
federal agencies that the fertilizing tech- 
nique may carry potential health hazards. 


One frustrated Chicago official throws up 


his hands and warns what will happen if the 
current method is rejected: "Some day the 
people of Chicago are going to flush their 
toilets and nothing is going to happen." 


Los Angeles city and county have been 


pumping much of their sludge into the 
Pacific Ocean. While California beaches 
haven't experienced the same problems as 
those on the Atlaniic, the state government 


is worried about the possible hazards to 
marine life and has decided that the prac- 
tice must come to an end. The city of Los 
Angeles has been fighting that decision. 


The most resounding proof of sludge's 


coming-of-age may be the debut this year 
of a Washington-based newsletter devoted 
exclusively to sludge management. Fittingly, 
it is called "Sludge."

The target of all this concern is an 


unsightly and odorous glob composed 
of the solids that settle out of sewage 
during the treatment process. Because 
it is made up largely of human waste, 
sludge contains bacteria and viruses 
that can be harmful to people and 
animals. Sometimes it also includes 
such industrial discharges as heavy 
metals that have been linked to cancer. 
For these reasons, health and environ- 
mental authorities want to make sure that 
when sludge is deposited somewhere, 
it does not seep into drinking water 
supplies—or, if 
used as a fertilizer, 


that it does not contaminate crops. 


Ironically, the country is facing a 


sludge crisis because it is on its way 
toward overcoming another crisis—the 
pollution of its waters. In 1972 Congress 
passed landmark legislation requiring 
municipalities to upgrade their sewage 
treatment facilities. With the aid of bil- 
lions of dollars in federal funds, com- 
munities are responding. The result: 
cleaner lakes, rivers and streams. That 
is the good news. The bad news is that 
the better a city does in straining its 
sewage, the more sludge it is left with. 
One sanitation expert 
figures that 


elevating a sewage-handling operation 
from primary to secondary treatment 
can mean a 50 to 1000 percent increase 
in a facility's sludge output. 


300 million tons a year 


Dr. Edward Bryan of the National 


Science Foundation, which is support- 
ing research into new methods of 
sludge disposal, calculates that the 
United States is currently generating 
about 300 million tons of wet sludge a 
year. The federal Environmental 
Pro- 


tection Agency estimates that national 
sludge-disposal costs may be running 
more than $1 billion annually. 


And the worst is yet to come. 
Robert Bastian, an official with EPA, 


notes that many communities are not 
yet subjecting all their sewage to sec- 
ondary treatment, a step they are man- 
dated to achieve by 1977. When they 
do, sludge production will zoom even 
higher. "In 
essence," says Bastian, 


"we're talking about a future problem." 


To New York City's Robert Low, the 


crisis became a reality last June, when a 
mixture of sludge and garbage washed 
ashore on Long Island, temporarily shut- 
ting down beaches normally enjoyed 
by millions of area residents. The sludge 
is believed to have come from the New 
York Bight, an ocean dumping site 
located about 12 miles off the New 
Jersey and Long Island coasts. New 
York and other communities have been 
dumping their sludge at the Bight for 
nearly 45 years. Now they must find 
somewhere else, and Low is not happy. 


The federal government, he claims, 


encouraged the city to unload its sludge 
in the ocean. It even supplied New York 
with money to buy the vessels to haul

it there. "Now they tell us to stop," he 
complains. 


A consultant hired by the city sug- 


gested two alternatives: burning the 
sludge through a process known as 
pyrolysis or turning it into compost. 
The first proposal, which is the tech- 
nique used to produce charcoal, is 
costly and—for sludge—technologi- 
cally unproven. The second proposal, 
he claims, requires relatively sizable 
tracts of land on which to dry and turn 
the sludge into compost. It also re- 
quires sufficient numbers of gardeners 
and farmers to use up the compost. 


Excess land is not easy to find in New 


York, and "we don't have too many 
farmers in the city," adds Low drily. 


Federal officials say they understand 


the problems faced by cities such as 
New York, Philadelphia and Los An- 
geles. But they point out that they are 
charged by law with protecting the 
public against the health and environ- 
mental dangers that sludge 
poses 


through improper disposal. They also 
realize the alternatives are costly. 


"Sewage treatment is not cheap," 


says EPA's Bastian. "If you're going to 
treat water, it's going to cost money." 


One of the reasons sludge disposal 


costs so much is that options are con- 
stantly being closed off and what is left

is expensive. There are only three places 
where sludge can be put: in the aii 
(through burning), in the sea, or on the 
land. Experts generally agree that the 
ocean has been effectively ruled out 
because of the threat to beaches and 
the possible danger to marine life. The 
air is also on its way out. 


"Earlier, 
everybody 
thought 
you 


could incinerate sludge and that would 
be the end of it. Then along came the 
1973 oil embargo and burning became 
terribly expensive. There was also the 
problem of air pollution. In other 
words, everybody's avenue of escape 
has been cut off," says Daniel Houck, a 
sanitation engineer with Public Tech- 
nology Inc., a nonprofit group in Wash- 
ington that helps cities solve urban 
problems.

ways to dispose of sludge. The federal 
government is spending about S3 mil- 
lion this year on researching some of . 
them. In many instances the approaches 
not only seek a disposal method but try 
to utilize the beneficial properties of 
sludge. 


For example, EPA is pursuing pyroly- 


sis, one of whose attractions is the pos- 
sibility that gas generated by the process 
could be used as a fuel. The Agriculture 
Department is working on composting, 
mixing the sludge with wood chips and 
then turning it over in much the same 
way a gardener produces compost 
from yard matter. The National Science 
Foundation is supporting development 
of a soil injection technique that would 
permit a site to absorb much more 
sludge than if it is simply spread on 
the land. In a companion project, the 
foundation is financing a facility that 
renders the sludge safer for soil injec- 
tion by first irradiating it, killing viruses. 


Unfortunately, all of the new tech- 


niques 
contain 
environmental 
or 


economic drawbacks that must be over- 
come before they can be deemed fea- 
sible for many cities. 


Federal effort weak 


Some members of Congress are be- 


ginning to feel that the federal effort to 
combat sludge is not as aggressive as 
it ought to be. Rep. Robert F. Drinan 
(D., Mass.) has introduced legislation 
that would combine a tough regulatory 
program for disposal with all-out re- 
search to develop techniques that are 
safe and economically sensible. 


Until then, sanitation engineers must 


contend with existing obstacles, includ- 
ing the complaints of citi?ens who do 
not want sludge dumped near them. 


"It's like some big, unwanted relative 


who moves into your house," says a 
Maryland home owner leading a fight 
against picking a sludge disposal site 
in his neighborhood. "He's big and he's 
there. Did you want him? No. Is he 
going to go away? Can you get rid of 
him? Well, maybe."

Last month, in a torrential down- 


pour, President Gerald Ford, Class 
of '35, kicked off his Presidential 
campaign at his aJma mater, the 
University of Michigan. He did so 
for sentimental reasons and be- 
cause he thinks the youth vote is 
up for grahs. 


Ford received a mixed recep- 


tion at the packed Crisler Arena. 
It was decidedly more friendly 
than the one he got in May, 1974, 
when he attended the commence- 
ment exercises in Ann Arbor. 
That year, as Nixon's Vice Presi- 
dent, he was almost heckled of/ 
the stage. 


BOOS AND APPLAUSE 


This time, while some students 


lustily booed many parts of 
Ford's speech, others roundly ap- 
plauded. The major disturbance 
occurred when someone exploded 
a firecracker in the stands. 


Ford, as always, was pleasant, 


affable, and cooperative. He met 
privately with 20 university stu- 
dents, answered 
questions on 


why he pardoned Nixon, the war 
in Indochina, and the rights of 
homosexuals. 


In 1972, when Ford was still a 


Congressman, America's 18-year- 
olds were given their first oppor- 
tunity to vote. They proved the 
political forecasters wrong. In- 
stead of voting overwhelmingly 
liberal, as had been predicted, 48 
percent voted for Richard Nixon, 
a President who was so fearful of 
collegiate youth that he would 
venture upon only the most con- 
servative, right-wing campuses.

students on 20 campuses across 
the country—taken prior to the 
first debate between Carter and 
Ford on Sept. 23—yielded the fol- 
lowing results:

Ford's campus supporters dif- 


fer from Carter's in other ways. 
They view inflation as the na- 
tion's No. 1 problem, followed by 
crime, the welfare mess, unem- 
ployment, and general poverty. 


Carter's advocates regard un- 


employment as No. 1, followed 
by inflation, welfare, poverty, and 
corruption in government. 


Asked to select a non-politician 


they would like as U.S. President, 
few students had answers, al- 
though many regarded the quali- 
fications of the current candidates 


cs generally inadequate.

who received votes included 
Ralph Nader, Margaret Mead, 
William F. Buckley Jr., Kingman 
Brewster Jr. (president of Yale], 
Bob Woodward, Chevy Chase, 
Robert Redford and Cesar Cha- 
vez. A large number of students 
nominated themselves. 


A majority of students polled 


said they most probably would 
vote as their parents did. 


This year's college seniors en- 


tered school in the fall of 1973 at 
the height of the Watergate scan- 
dal. If they bear any of the scars 
of that period, they reflect rela- 
tively few. They are generally 
docile, industrious, job-minded, 
and non-activist. 


Explained one Yale senior: 


"You have to understand that 


we're not any of us the students 
of the 1960's. I'm interested in 
getting the highest-paying job I 
can get. Jerry Ford is the candi- 
date who I feel will make the life- 
style I want easier to obtain. I 
know Jerry Ford is no intellectual 
heavyweight, but our country 
needs a rest after Watergate and 
Vietnam—a breather." 


A Duke University junior, sup- 


porting Jimmy Carter, explains 
her stand this way: "Carter has a 
genuine concern for the outcast, 
the little man. If we don't get our 
act together and make this coun- 
try a better symbol for justice and 
equal opportunity, we're not go- 
ing to be around as we are very 
long.

Y 


ou had a heart attack on New 
Year's Eve, 1969, and now, 6'A 
years later, the doctors say you 
must undergo open-heart surgery. 


What do you do? 
If you are Bo Schembechler, coach of 


the powerful University of Michigan 
football team, you devise a game plan 
for yourself. 


"You'd better have a plan," says the 


"47-year-old coach. His worked so well 


that right now, only five months after 
the operation, he's just as active as he 
ever was in midseason—raging along 
the sidelines, storming at the officials, 
screaming at his players. As he aims for 
the No. 1 ranking in the country, few 
are betting' against him. 


What was Bo Schembechler's game 


plan? 


This is the way he explains it: 'The 


first thing you've got to do is put your- 
self in a positive frame of mind. I be- 
lieve that's half the battle—psyching 
yourself up that everything is going to 


§ be OK. Most of the battle is mental."

Then, he says, he consulted five of 


« the leading heart-disease clinics in the 
o country, asking from each a complete 
" briefing on what the operation entailed.

"I told them, 'Listen, we go over our 


§ game films to get ready to play, and I

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want you to do the same for me.' I 
could read the X-rays better than they 
could," he says. "I could see every oc- 
clusion, every vein that was blocked. 
Once I knew what had to be done, I 
said, 'OK, now do it!'" 


Schembechler's 
operation 
at St. 


Joseph Mercy Hospital in Ann Arbor last 
May 13 lasted 6V2 hours. But he came 
through it in excellent condition and 
has remained that way—thanks to a 
continuation of the game plan he had 
devised for himself. 


How to relax 


The big factor that enabled him to 


resume his career where he left off, he 
says, is that he has learned to relax. 
While out on the field, he's the same 
old tiger. But day in and day out, he's 
learned to pace himself differently. 


No longer does he remain on the job 


all hours of the night—sometimes until 
1 or 2 a.m.—looking at game films, 
diagramming 
plays, 
fretting 
about 


might-have-beens. 


Instead, 10 o'clock, and that's it. No 


matter what's going on, he gets up from 
the meeting with his coaches and goes 
home. Tomorrow is another day. 


"He's been just beautiful about dis- 


ciplining himself," says Schembechler's 
wife Millie. 


two 6ou(s with heart trouble. He's back in action, as vigor- 
ous as ever. The secret? "Most of the battle is mental." 


She points out that under his plan he 


not only goes to bed early, but watches 
what he eats- and he doesn't get mad 
more than three times a day at practice. 
He also runs. In fact, he's devised his 
own exercise program that includes 
running and walking in almost equal 
parts. He started slowly by walking 
around the block, gradually built up his 
distance, and began jogging. Now he 
works out at the university's outdoor 
track, running on the straightaways as 
hard as he can and walking on the 
curves. He does 4'A miles a day. He 
also rests as much as possible, coming 
home at midday for about two hours, 
which he spends either napping or 
chatting with his wife. 


On a typical day, his diet consists of a 


breakfast of dry cereal and skim milk 
with an occasional cup of black coffee, 
a sandwich or soup for lunch, and a din- 
ner of salad and lean meat, chicken, or 
fish. Very occasionally, he sneaks in a 
chocolate sundae. As a result, his weight 


His wife Millie wheels Schembechler in

is a steady 190, about 30 pounds less 
than when he suffered his first hearl at- 
tack nearly seven years ago, on the eve 
of the Rose Bowl game, the climax of 
his first season as Michigan coach.

He blames bad eating habits for thai 


first brush with death. "I'd come back 
from a trip or a banquet and I'd find 
some old, greasy restaurant in a gas sta- 
tion and there I'd be, eating a bowl of 
chili at 2 a.m., just wolfing it down. 
There was no sense to it," he says. The 
result was the classic symptoms of a 
myocardial infarction—a heart attack: 
a stab of pain in the chest, a burning 
sensation down the left arm, a gasping 
for air. Schembechler wound up spend- 
ing nearly three weeks in the intensive 
care unit at St. Luke's Hospital in Pasa- 
dena, Cal. 


After that he began a determined 


effort to lose weight and get back into 
shape. In a matter of months he got his 
weight down to 180. 


But, 
unfortunately, he let himself 


slip. The pounds slowly came back. He 
felt a tightening in his chest again. Then 
the blocked arteries were discovered 
and the open-heart surgery prescribed. 
It meant that the doctors would stop 
his heart and his lungs and place them 
on machines while they performed four 
bypasses around his heart. Bo knew the 
risks, but after checking out his case 
with heart clinics in Ann Arbor, Hous- 
ton, Cleveland, New York and Cincin- 
nati, he was ready to go ahead. 


With the open-heart surgery behind 


him, Bo is confident he can keep his 
weight down permanently this limp 
and that his game plan is going to work. 


He's 
determined to show that even 


football coaches can lead sensible lives, 
and he's planning on embellishing his 
record—the best in the land over the 
last eight years. Entering this season, his 
Wolverines had won 66 games, lost 
nine, and tied three. 


Raising a storm 


"I really feel great," he says with a 


grin. "You should see me in our class- 
room sessions. I bang on that black- 
board and I yell at them and I raise all 
kinds of a storm. I'm really enjoying 
myself." 


Schembechler now gets countless 


calls and cards and letters from people 
all over the United States who are fac 
ing similar surgery. 


He answers them all—and this in it- 


self is surprising. 


Previously, he had little time for any- 


thing but football. Now he will patiently 
write back to worried patients or call 
them on the phone. 


"I give it to them straight," he says. 


"I tell them it's not going to be easy. I 
tell them it's going to hurt—and it's 
going to hurt a lot. But I tell them they 
can beat it if they make up their minds 
to do it."

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Welfare cheat says $2,400 a month 'easy to get9

She started cheating on wel- 


fare at the age of 17, and for 
seven years she kept it up—most 
of the time getting two checks at 
the same time. 
. • 


She has no children, yet she 


was paid for having anywhere 
from two to four. 


She was getting paid for 


being single—yet she wasn't. 


The fraud was so easy that 


when she was cut 'off—after 
someone had informed on her—it 


took her only a day to get back 
on the welfare rolls. 


"If you quit your job today," 


she says, "In two days I could 
get you more money from wel- 
fare than you're making now. 
You could be pulling in $2,400 a 
month at least." 


And she knows how. She's 


done it. 


"One of my friends—in fact 


she's a relative—is collecting 
welfare for herself and three kids 
she doesn't have . . . she's work- 
ing as a secretary and her hus- 
band works on the docks. They 


are collecting about $2,600 a 
month. 


"They could be making 


more, if they'd apply for more 
than one welfare check. 


"But they don't need the 


money right now." 


Speaking is. an articulate 26- 


year-old woman who comes from 
an 
upper-middle-class 
Long 


Beach family and is currently 
being prosecuted in Los Angeles 
for welfare fraud. Her identity 
could jeopardize her chances for 
paying only retribution, some- 
thing she feels she will be re- 


quired to do to forstall going to 
prison. Now married, she volun- 
tarily left the welfare rolls two1 
years ago, yet because of an 
angry former friend, her arrest 
came only last month. 


"I can show you three people 


right now, who live within a 
block of here, who are.collecting 
welfare illegally. But it's so easy 
to do, I'm surprised there aren't 
more people.on welfare." 


She first applied for welfare 


in San Francisco, she says, on 
the advice of a friend. 


"I borrowed a little girl and 


walked into the welfare office, 
told them I had moved from a 
different state and she gave me a 
check that day—but it was easier 
then; now you have to wait a 
day." 


She collected her- checks for 


2'/z months until she was asked to 
produce a birth certificate for 
her "child." 


"I didn't know how to make a 


birth certificate then, so I took 
off." 
, 
She moved to Los Angeles 


and subsequently learned to use 
white tape and a xerox machine 


and in one case used a birth 
certificate out of the back of an 
issue of Baby Talk Magazine to 
document her nonexistent chil- 
dren. 


She found work as a secre- 


tary, but continued to receive 
welfare' checks amounting to 
$1,200 a month. 


At one point a friend turned, 


enemy and reported her to wel- 
fare officials and one of her 
checks was cut off.

If you forgot, 
it's not as late 
as you think

WASHINGTON - In case you 


forgot again, daylight savings time 
ended this morning at 2 a.m. when 
it was time for clocks to "fall 
back" an hour. You won't have to 
worry about it again for six months 
— unless Congress changes things. 


Time ran out this year on con- 


gressional efforts to stretch day- 
light saving, or advanced.time, to 
seven months, but it was a near 
miss. Several proposals to expand 
— and some to contract — daylight 
saving are expected to be intro- 
duced when Congress reconvenes in 
January. 


Near the end of this congres- 


sional session, a bill reached the 
House floor that would have placed 
the nation on daylight saving from 
the third Sunday in March through 
the third Sunday of October. 
Earlier in the year, the Senate had 
approved legislation that would 
have turned clocks ahead one hour 
on the second Sunday of March and 
back on the second Sunday of Octo- 
ber. 


But the House measure — 


which its backers said the Senate 
would accept — was brought up 
under a short-cut procedure that, 
requires approval by two-thirds, in- 
stead of a simple majority. When 
the bill mustered only a one-vote 
margin in a preliminary test, it 
was withdrawn rather risk its de- 
feat.

Many stress deaths 
laid to joblessness

WASHINGTON - A congres- 


sional study released Saturday sug- 
gests that a substantial number of 
the suicides, murders and other 
deaths from 1970 to 1975 were 
traceable to an increase of 1.4 per- 
centage points in unemployment in 
1970. 


The Joint Economic Committee 


released the study, which said that 
at least 26,000 deaths from the 
stress-related diseases of stroke 
and kidney and heart ailments, at 
least 1,500 of the suicides and 1,700 
of the homicides during that five- 
year period were related to unem- 
ployment. 


The stress-related deaths were 


2.7 per cent of the total deaths from 
those diseases, the suicides 5.7 per 
cent of the total and the homicides 
8 per cent. 


THE COMMITTEE findings are 


based on the work of Prof. M. Har- 
vey Brenner of Johns Hopkins 
University, who has been studying 
the relationship between unemploy- 
ment and certain health indicators 
for almost 15 years. His work has 
been expanded in this study for the 
committee to give it a way to esti- 
mate the cost in human suffering of 
people being out of work. 


"Overall, it is evident that sig- 


nificant relationships exist between 
economic policy and measures of 
national well-being," said Brenner 


of his study, which included an 
analysis of 40 years of statistics for 
the United States, studies of the 
patterns of health and unemploy- 
ment in three states and the rela- 
tionships between such factors in 
other developed countries. 


"The study indicates that ac- 


tions which influence national 
economic activity — especially 
unemployment rates — have sub- 
stantial bearing on physical health, 
mental health and criminal aggres- 
sion," his summary says. 


Commissioned for the commit- 


tee by the Congressional Research 
Sen-ice of the Library of Congress, 
the study uses techniques drawn 
from the public-health sector in 
finding "risk factors" for total 
mortality; deaths caused by stroke 
and heart and kidney diseases; 
homicides; suicides; deaths from 
liver cirrhosis, an alcohol-related 
illness; admission to mental hospi- 
tals, and increases in state-prison 
populations. 


Although it tries to filter out 


causes unrelated to economic fac- 
tors for such increases, the study 
shows a statistical correlation but 
not a direct eause-and-effect rela- 
tion; its author and sponsor warn. 


The committee's announcement 


says, however, that the study 
shows "a direct link between

NEW YORK - President Ford 


has drawn almost even with Jimmy 
Carter in one of the closest presi- 
dential races of this century, leav- 
. ing the Georgia Democrat with 
only a precarious advantage as the 
campaign entered its climactic 48 
hours.

the candidates' own polls showed 
them only a percentage point or 
two apart. The chief tacticians hi 
both camps agreed that the election 
was poised on a knife-edge, and 
analysts across the country were 
unwilling to hazard predictions. 


The final national survey by the 


New York Times and CBS News 
gave Carter a slight lead, but for 
tile first time in the campaign; the 
contest was too close to be certain 
who was really ahead. A poll by 
Louis Harris of ABC News showed 
Carter clinging to an even nar- 
rower lead of 1 percentage point. 


"THERE IS NOW a real possi- 


bility that Ford could win," con- 
ceded Robert S. Strauss, the 
Democratic national chairman. 
"But it's hard to make a three- 
horse parlay, and that's what the 
President needs — all the close 
ones. I'd still bet on Carter, al- 
though I wouldn't bet the family 
farm." 


The Times-CBS News poll, 


which was completed Wednesday, 
indicated that Ford's comeback, 
one of the most striking in modern 
American political history, had 
been built on his ability to swing 
vacillating independents

With both camps increasingly 


nervous, rival strategists were pon- 
dering four factors that hold the 
key: Momentum, turnout, the dis- 
tribution of the undecided voters 
and electoral vote. 


Momentum: Although Ford has 


unquestionably gained ground in 
the past few days, his gains have 
not been uniform (Michigan, for 
example, has been moving away 
from him). To win, he needs to 
make his advances more general 
and to keep gaining right up until 
the polls open on Tuesday. 


Turnout: Because theirs is the 


majority party, the

usually benefit from large turnouts. 
Despite numerous signs of apathy 
earlier in the campaign, late regis- 
tration figures and growing crowds 
suggest that the campaign is catch- 
ing on at last.

Undecided voters: The Times- 


CBS News poll indicates that the 
undecided group exceeds 10 per 
cent, an extraordinarily high figure 


As many as half of 
these may not vote, according- to 
the survey. The more who do, prob- 
ably the better for Carter, since 
they tend to be relatively poor (63 
per cent earn less than $12,000 a 
year), relatively ill-educated (47 per 
cent did not finish high school) and 
relatively Democratic in habit.

Stopping over in New Orleans 


on his way to Texas, Carter was 
greeted by 12,000 to 15,000 people 
who jammed the narrow streets of 
the French Quarter. He rode in an 
open-top convertible for five blocks, 
then walked another two to the 
accompaniment of Dejan's Olympic 
Brass Band.

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Hayakawa writes 
a new book of 
political 'rules'

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - If Republican S.I. Haya- 


kawa unseats U.S. Sen. John Tunney Tuesday, the 
political rule book will have to be rewritten. Hayakawa 
has left it in tatters. 


For example, conventional political wisdom says 


that, in the final stages of a close race like this one, 
you're not supposed to take any chances. 


"I didn't know that was a rule." says the semanti- 


cist, who In the past week has lived up to his self- 
description as a "Republican unpredictable" by: 


—Giving a free-wheeling and apparently spontane- 


ous talk on sexual relationships and pornography, in- 
cluding a detailed and articulate description of the 
reasons people go to bed together. 
. -Suggesting thit the United States consider send- 


ing troops to southern Africa, either through the United 
Nations or on its own. if a bloodbath were imminent. 


—Saying the U.S. should encourage uprisings in 


Eastern Europe, though he conceded they would prob- 
ably be crushed, and also that in the event of an 
uprising the U.S. should threaten to send troops. 


Other unwritten rules say you shouldn't take posi- 


tions that allow your opponent to portray you as indeci- 
sive or heartless. 


It was easy for Tunney to make those characteriza- 


tions of Hayakawa's habit early in the campaign of 
saying "I don't know" to questions on the economy, 
child labor and World War II U.S. internment camps. 


Hayakawa says the minimum wage should be re- 


duced for teen-agers — to as low as $1.50 an hour — and 
some child-labor laws scrapped so employers will hire 
young people. And he says the internment camps, 
though wrong and cruel, turned out to benefit Japanese- 
Americans: 


IN THEIR FIRST televised debate, Hayakawa 


spent much of the time defending those positions instead 
o! attacking, as a nonincurabent is supposed to. He did 
better in the second debate, until the troops-to-Africa 
subject came up. 


His speeches, too, defy convention. 
Delivered in a soft, almost singsong voice, they 


often include a classroom-style lecture on the differ- 
ences between the parties, complete with references to 
"outsider psychology." 


New proposals sometimes take the form of "just- 


suppose" speculation. On those occasions, he can get, 
testy when pressed later for specifics. 


But the continued closeness of opinion polls — 45 to 


43 in Tunney's favor in the California Poll last week — 
and the reactions of audiences to the little man in the 
tam-o'-shanter suggest that Hayakawa may be immune 
to conventional political taboos. 


"Face it— the attraction of this guy is that he's 


unpredictable," says his campaign manager, Richard 
Woodward. "If we didn't know he was unpredictable, 
we'd be in a state of shock." 


SAYS HAYAKAWA: "I am what I am, and, if it 


doesn't fit the political mold, that's too damn bad for the 
political mold. 


Or as Tunney puts It, "If I made some of those 


statements it would be aO over." 


Of course", that's a statement that cuts both ways.

One ad intersperses shots of an empty chair — 


symbolic of Tunney's frequent absence from the Senate 
this year — with footage of the senator skiing in 
Switzerland or vacationing in Florida, as he did during 
two Senate votes in the past. At the end of the commer- 
cial, Hayakawa sits in the chair. 


CAMPAIGNING, HAYAKAWA talks about Tun- 


ney's absenteeism ami changes of position on some 
issues, about child labor and the need to cut federal 
spending and curb "overregulation" of business. 


In the San Joaquin Valley, expected to go solidly for 


Hayakawa, be talks mostly about Proposition 14, the 
farm-labor initiative that Hayakawa opposes and Tun- 
ney, supports. 


In Stockton last week, Hayakawa's cry that Prop. 


14 "must, must, must be defeated" drew whoops and 
cheers from a crowd of about 250 at a $10 clam-and-wine 
feed. 


But, more than issues, what the audiences come to 


hear is the fighter who stood up to student radicals as 
president of San Francisco State College in 1968. 


His greatest moment — when he ripped the wires 


from a microphone atop a flatbed truck where a student 
demonstrator was speaking — is mentioned or alluded to 
in virtually every campaign introduction. 


After the speeches, the people who approach Haya- 


kawa for handsnakes and autographs usually talk about 
San Francisco State. 


Hayakawa doesn't mention the subject that much 


on his own. But the symbol of those days, the tam-o'- 
shanter, is ever-present. 


He and his staff wear tiny knit tarns as lapel pins. 


At television interviews, he wears one or has it lying 
before him. And after each speech, he puts it on, and the 
applause level rises.

"I think I'm going to 


win," he said Friday as he 
hunched forward on a 
crowded, early-morning 
commuter plane. "I feel 
very good about it 


"I think that Hayakawa 


is beginning to. make one 
mistake after another." 


Tunney held a 45-to-43 


per cent lead over Haya- 
kawa in a Field Poll taken 
Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday and released 
Friday, but he says he has 
a "gut feeling" that his 
margin is widening. 


The Hayakawa "mis- 


takes" Tunney referred to 
began Wednesday during 
the second televised de- 
bate between the two 
candidates, when, Tunney 
said, Hayakawa "stepped 
on a landmine." 


DURING THE encoun- 


ter and in questioning 
afterward, Hayakawa said 
the U.S. should be ready 
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to send troops to Africa — 
preferably as part of a 
United Nations force, but 
on its own if necessary — 
to avoid a bloody clash be- 
tween whites and blacks. 


Afterward Hayakawa 


said the U.S. should en- 
courage anti-Soviet revolts 
in Eastern Europe even 
though they would prob- 
ably be crushed and 
should threaten to use 
troops to aid the rebels.

torre, D-Los Angeles, and 63rd Assembly District candi- 
date Bruce Young, Cerritos Democrat. About 700,000 
similar mailers for the Carter-Mondale campaign were 
involved also, Hannaford said, but most of them were 
caught in time.

English and Spanish—tear 
it off and mail it in. No 
stamp was needed. 


The forms were sent out 


to everyone turning 18 and 
to those on mailing lists 
possessed by the political 
parties, labor unions, serv- 
ice clubs, often with the 
suggestion that if the re- 
cipient were already regis- 
tered, the form could be 
passed on to someone who 
wasn't. 


POSTCARD registration 


is expected to account for 
more, than a million more 
Californians being eligible 
to vote in Tuesday's elec- 
tion than were eligible to 
vote in the June 8 pri- 
mary. Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu says the 
total should exceed 10 mil- 
lion, the largest in the 
state's history except for 
1972, when the law opened 
the voting process to 18-, 
19- and 20-year-olds. 


And of the million new 


or re-registered voters, 
perhaps two-thirds figure 
to be Democratic. The 
party could well have 
close to 58 per cent of the 
state's registered voters at 
the moment. 


However, as California 


Democrats know from bit- 
ter experience, a regis- 
tered voter is not the same 
as a voter, and a regis- 
tered Democrat is not a 
vote to be counted ahead 
of tinie. 


BUT IF party workers 


have.-any success at all at 
getting Democrats to the 
polls Tuesday and per- 
suading them to vote for 
Democratic candidates, 
California's two legislative 
houses could be the most 
partisan since the sessions 
of 1883 and 1884. 


In those two years, 


Democrats dominated the 
Senate 32 to 8 and the 
Assembly 61 to 19, and 
newly elected Gov. George 
Stoneman was also a 
Democrat. 


The target for Demo- 


crats in 1976 is more mod- 
est They hope for 27 seats 
in the Senate—they now 
have 25—and 54 seats in 
the Assembly—they now 
have 53. 


If they reach those fig- 


ures, the party will have 
the .two-thirds majority 
needed to totally dominate 
the legislative process in 
each house. And if Demo- 
e r a t i c members and 
Democratic Gov. Brown' 
can get along, party pro- 
grams should have no 
trouble being enacted. 


The p o s s i b i l i t y of 


achieving a dominant 
majority is considered 
good in the Senate, fair in 
the Assembly. 


IN THE 40-member Sen- 


ate, 
20 four-year-term 


seats are up for election 
this year. Of the 20 not up 
for election, Democrats 
occupy 17, meaning they 
must win 10 of the 20 con- 
tested seats to reach the 
desired 27. 


Of the 20 seats being 


contested, Republicans 
occupy 12 and Democrats 
8t. 
Reapportionment 


created two new districts 
as of next Dec: 6, and six 
senators chose not to seek 
re-election. 


It breaks down this way 


in the Senate's 20 races. 
Five seats are considered 
safe for then- Democratic 
incumbents. They are the 
seats now held by Albert 
Rodda 
of Sacramento, 


Nicholas Petris of Oak- 
land, Alfred Alquist of San 
Jose and David Roberti 
and Bill Greene of Los An- 
geles. 


Four seals are consid- 


ered safe for Republicans. 
Three are occupied by 
John Nejedly of Walnut 
Creek, Newton Russell of 
Glehdale and H.L. "Bill" 
Richardson of Arcadia. 
The; fourth, the 35th Dis- 
trict seat in Orange 
County being vacated by 
retiring Republican James

materialize, Democrats 
will hold 22 seats and 
would have to win 5 of the 
remaining 11 races to 
reach the 27-seat level 
when the next session 
starts Dec. 6.

trict in Northern Califor- 
nia, 
incumbent Democrat 


R a n d o l p h Collier is 
favored to defeat former 
Republican assemblyman 
Ray Johnson. But Collier 
is 74, much of the reappor- 
tioned district is new to 
him and Johnson is a 
canny veteran. 


In San Francisco's 5th 


D i s t r i c t , Republican 
incumbent Milton Marks 
has overcome huge regis- 
tration disadvantages be- 
fore but never as huge as 
this year. As many as 70 
per cent of the voters 
could be registered Demo- 
cratic come election day. 
County Supervisor Robert 
Mendelsohn is optimistic 
but cautious because 
Marks, as good a Demo- 
cratic vote as there is in 
the Senate, has proved to 
be a persistent and knowl- 
edgeable campaigner. 


DEMOCRAT John 


Garamendi abandoned his 
Assembly seat to go after 
the mountainous 13th Dis- 
trict seat left vacant by 
the retirement of Republi- 
can Clare Berryhill. His 
opponent is Bob Whitten, a 
TV newscaster who is 
making a better fight of it 
than expected. The district 
is believed leaning toward 
Garamendi, but again, no 
Democratic considers it 
won yet 


Another district vacated 


by a retiring Republican, 
the 15th in the upper San 
Joaquin Valley, lured GOP 
Assemblyman Ernest 
Mobley. He has been 
elected five times despite 
a great registration disad- 
vantage and figures to win 
again since he has main- 
tained a low profile and 
done nothing to get folks 
mad at bun. But Demo- 
crat Rose Ann Vuich is 
well known in the district, 
much of which is new to 
Mobley, and is working 
hard. Some Democrats 
think she has an outside 
shot at capturing the seat 
now held by Howard Way. 


A N O T H E R veteran 


Republican, 
Donald 


Grunsky, is retiring from 
his 17th District seat in the 
coastal counties of Santa 
Cruz, Monterey and San 
Luis Obispo.

Two veterans are hav- 


ing at each other in the 
27th District seat vacated 
by retiring Republican 
Robert Stevens. The dis- 
trict includes El Segundo, 
Redondo Beach, Manhat- 
tan Beach, Torrance, 
Palos Verdes, Rolling 
Hills, and the San Pedro- 
Wilmington area, and 
Democratic Sen. James Q. 
Wedworth of Hawthorne is 
claiming to be the incum- 
bent. Republican Assem- 
blyman Robert Beverly of 
Manhattan Beach is 
favored, but it is another 
race no one is very sure 
about. 


ONE OF the races that 


has attracted the most 
attention statewide is the

Reapportionment has put 
Deukmejian, the veteran 
Republican incumbent, hi 
a district partially new to 
him, in which Democrats 
have a large and increas- 
ing registration majority. 
City Councilwoman Simon 
is using the efficient cam- 
paign organization de- 
veloped by retiring 
Democratic Sen.

One of the most bitter 


Senate fights is taking 
place in San Diego's 39th 
District, where veteran 
Republican 
incumbent 


Jack Schrade, 74, is being

33. Schrade is a tough 
campaigner, but Wilson. 


who is both conservative 
and ambitious, is taking 
him down to the wire. 


Of the 
11 "doubtful" 


races, then, Democrats 
feel sure they have win- 
ners in Collier, Garamendi 
and Carpenter and believe 
they have good chances 
with Mendelsohn, Simon 
and Wilson. If all six come 
through, that would give 
the party 28 seats. Should 
one or more falter, party 
professionals feel, Vuich, 
Schiller and Wedworth are 
capable of pulling an 
upset. 


Republicans, 
however, 


are confident they can win 
with Mobley, Nimmo, 
Cusanovich, Beverly, 
Deukmejian, Campbell, 
and Schrade. That would

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Ford, Carter blitzing TV 
Millions spent on last-minute commercials

NEW YORK (AP) - For those so inclined, there 


will be three straight hours of Jimmy Carter and 
Gerald Ford on television Monday night. For those 
not so inclined, you're out of luck. 


The two major parties are flooding the airwaves 


with commercials this weekend in the last gasp 
before the voters make their decision and end more 
than a year of campaigning. 


The peak will come Monday night, when Carter 


and Ford take over from the NBC "Monday Night 
Movie," "Executive Suite" and "The Captain and 
Tennille," but not, heaven forbid, from the ABC 
Monday night football game between the Baltimore 
Colts and Houston Oilers. 


Each candidate has half an hour on each net- 


work. 


The Ford people estimate that broadcast and 


newspaper advertising for the last three days of the 
campaign — Saturday, today and Monday — is 
costing them $1.2 million to $1.5 million. The Carter 
people say they can't break down the final three 
days, but Gerald Rafshoon, Carter's media director, 
has estimated that the last two weeks may cost about 
$2.5 million. Each of the Monday night half-hours will 
cost the candidate around $100.000. 


For the final few days, Ford's people are selling 


a candidate to trust. 


"The key word is 'trust'," says media adviser 


Phil Angell. "That's what it's all about." 


Of the election-eve appeal, Angell says, "It's an 


upbeat, emotional, feel-good kind of spot." There is 
similar emphasis in the most-often-shown five-minute 
commercial, which replaces a biographical spot that 
showed, among other things, J'apancse planes plum- 
meting into the Pacific and implied that World War 
II Navy Lt. Gerald Ford shot them down. 


Carter's election-eve show has already been on 


local stations in several cities — including New York. 
It involves a combination of man-in-the-street inter- 
views and calls from those said to be ordinary 
citizens to Carter, "direct from Plains, Ga." 


The rest of the Carter message will come via 


commercials produced by Tony Schwartz, media ex- 
pert who designed the 1964 commercials for former 
President Johnson that showed a little girl picking 
daisy petals with an atomic bomb going'off in the 
background. 


Most of them are tightly edited and show Carter 


looking directly at the audience, reciting what he will 
do right and what he believes Ford has done wrong. 


There is also something of a radio blitz. Both 


candidates have bought considerable time on all the 
networks, local stations and those catering to blacks 
ami other ethnic groups.

Overall, both have taken steps to insure that 


anyone turning on a radio or television set before 
Tuesday will hear from them.

Mexico (AP)—Two peso 
devaluations in the midst 
of Mexico's worst mone-

Enrique Moreno Alvarz, 


general manager of the 
Ciudad Juarez Chamber of 
Commerce, predicts that 
unemployment here will 
rise another 25 to 30 per 
cent if remedies arc not 
found. Presently one of 
every five of this city's 
100,000-membcr labor 
force is out of work. 


Since Aug. 31, President 


Luis Echeverria's admin- 
istration has been forced 
to devalue the peso 100 per 
cent from 12.50 to 25 to $1 
in an attempt to halt the 
flight of capital. 


About the only thing the 


devaluations did was to 
break a huge smuggling 
industry from the U.S. to 
Mexico, estimated by 
Mexican banking sources 
at $1 billion to .$3 billion 
annually. 


The negative effects all 


along the 1,966-mile border 
are so acute that Presi- 
dent Ford last week 
promised federal assist- 
ance to 36 counties on the 
U.S. 
side..Ford told re- 


porters on the campaign 
trail in San Diego last 
Monday that he was mov- 
ing to designate the coun- 
ties in California, Arizona, 
New Mexico and Texas as 
the "Southwest Border 
Economic Region" -r- a 
move, that merchants 
catering to the Mexican 
trade have been demand- 
ing for weeks. 


For many years, Mexi- 


cans shopped American 
because the goods were 
cheaper and better. 


The devaluations sud- 


denly reversed that, mak- 
ing American goods twice 
as expensive for the peso- 
earning Mexican and 
m a n y Mexican goods 
twice as cheap for Ameri- 
can -visitors with dollars to 
spend. 


This killed smuggling 


but also the daily shopping 
t h a t hundreds of thou- 
sands of Mexicans did 
legally in the U.S. Now 
hundreds of thousands of 
Americans cross the bor- 
der daily to take advan- 
tage of the lower prices in 
Mexico. 


They go to get a hair- 


rtit, to the beauty parlor, 
to get their dental work 
done, to buy eyeglasses, 
beef, cooking oil, sugar, 
some types of canned 
goods, rum and tequila. 


But M e x i c a n com- 


munity leaders claim the 
influx of American shop- 
pers is not enough to offset 
the depression brought by 
the devaluations Aug. 31 
and last Wednesday. 


Tourist dollar buys 
bargains in Ensenada

ENSENADA - At first 


glance, this tourist-ori- 
ented Baja California city 
of 100;000 shows fews signs . 
of damage from Mexico's 
current financial crisis. 


The value of the peso, 


fixed for 23 years .by the 
government, now changes 
daily. 


Crowds thronged the 


city's several banks along 
Avenida Ruiz, a major 
commercial street. They 
wanted to trade pesos for 
dollars, but they were out 
ufluck. 


As in the U.S. last week, 


when banks temporarily 
suspended trading in 
pesos, the big Mexican 
financial institutions all 
but stopped dealing in dol- 
lars. 


ONLY the "casas de 


cambios," independent 
money brokers, remained 
to trade dollars or pesos, 
one for the other, which- 
ever the buyer needed. 


And it was a good deal 


for the dollar sellers, who 
' could buy pesos — from at 


least One firm — for just 
below the official rate. 


Last week the American 


with cheap pesos in his 
wallet held something of a 
whip in Ensenada — if he 
wasn't planning to take 
the cash put of the coun- 
try. It was vital to watch 
every transaction with an 
eagle eye — and a pocket 
calculator. 


When the peso floats, 


every entrepreneur 
— 


with one eye on the law — 
sets his own exchange 
rate. 


.If enough pennies can 
be shaved this way, there 
is extra and entirely legal 
profit to be earned. The 
old Roman tag advising 
the buyer to beware was 
seldom more true. 


ALREADY relatively 


inexpensive national liq- 
uor labels, Oso Negro 
vodka or gin and the cof- 
fee liqueur Kahlua, were 
undercut in price for the 
lucky buyer.

people is El Paso, a city of 
nearly half a million with 
an economy closely tied to 
Ciudad .Juarez. About a 
million Mexicans used to 
do a fifth of their shopping 
in El Paso, mostly for 
furniture, home appli- 
ances, TV and radio sets, 
automobiles, 
clothing, 


toys; milk and groceries. 
M u c h of it was done 
through dollar installment 
plans. 


"Now we don't go any- 


more," said Rosalia Her- 
nandez, a Ciudad Juarez 
divorcee. "It's 
twice as, 


expensive, even though 
Mexican goods have also 
gone up in price but not as 
much. My teen-age son 
and I used to go on week- 
ends and have dinner and 
see a movie, too." 


The El Paso Chamber 


of Commerce reported a 5 
per cent drop in retail 
sales after the first deval- 
uation, a loss to mer- 
chants of $5 million a 
month out of $100 million 
average. But firms cater- 
ing to the. Mexican trade 
lost 60 to 90 per cent, it 
said. The chamber doesn't 
have figures on how much 
sales dropped since the 
second devaluation. 


"But no doubt about it, 


it has dropped," says the 
chamber's general man- 
ager, Mark T. Miles. 


El P.aso's Plaza Hotel 


reported bookings down by 
more than a third. An Ital- 
ian restaurant across the 
street said its business 
dropped more than 40 per 
cent. Herbert Schartz of 
The Popular, a three-out- 
let department store, said 
sales were down 18 to 25 


per cent. Working-hours 
were reduced; and over- 
time was cut after' the 
first devaluation; 


The'number, of persons 


crossing the Rio Grande 
from Ciudad Juarez to El 
Paso dropped 50 per cent 
to a million in September, 
while crossings the other 
way increased 30 to 40'per 
cent, according to the 
local Mexican tourism 
director, J.ose Quevedo 
Treviso. " 


But Moreno Alvarez 


says the money that tour- 
ists and American shop- 
pers are spendirtg.is not 
half enough to cover losses 
suffered by Ciudad~Juarez 
•merchants. 


Stores are 
reporting 


sales are up .

cent,'but many still have 
dollar .debts to pay for 
their American merchan- 
dise. In addition, they 


have new salary increases 
and higher costs to meet. 


"The first devaluation— 


although it shook us like 
nothing before—was prob- 
ably beneficial," said one 
of the score or so of mer- 
chants who went out of 
business here, "The sec- 
ond just sent us under." 


"For 
a whole year, 


Juarez banks fearing 
devaluation refused people 
credits in pesos," Moreno 
Alvarez said. "They made 
only dollar loans. 


"When the devaluation 


hit, a lot of merchants who 


had sold only in pesos and 
many on installment got 
caught with terrible debts 
in dollars. Others sold in 
dollars, but customers 
now just cannot meet their 
monthly payments."

The average monthly 


wage in Ciudad Juarez is 
4,000 pesos, which was the; 
equivalent of $320 beforfc 
the first devaluation and 
$245 after it. With last 
Wednesday's devaluation, 
it dwindled to $160. 


"It's the same all along 


the border, more or less," 
Moreno Alvarez said.

Terflingers were waiting by a bed- 
room window. Terflinger's 22-year- 
old wife, Kathy, dropped the boy 
into McKinzie's arms. Then she 
jumped, suffering cuts and bruises. 


"I was just about to jump, 


when suddenly a ladder 
was 


brought up by firemen," Terflinger 
said.

During the brief debate, Rep. 


Fred B. Rooney, D-Pa., said the 
seven months of daylight saving 
would cut the number of days with 
late sunrise. He also argued that 
public-opinion polls commissioned 
by the Department of Transporta- 
tion, which administers 
the 


Uniform time Act, indicate a 
majority of Americans favor ex- 
tended periods, of daylight saving 
time. 


Congress has been tinkering 


with clocks periodically for almost 
60 years, usually in the name of 
energy r conservation. 


THE MOST recent changes 


adopted grew out of the Arab oil 
embargo of 1973-74. In an attempt 
to reduce fuel consumption, Con- 
gress in January 1974 imposed 
year-round daylight saving time 
that was supposed to last for two 
years. 


But complaints from persons in 


northern states and near the west- 
ern boundaries of each time zone, 
who said the winter sun wasn't ris- 
ing until nearly 9:00 a.m., cut the 
experiment short. Congress put 
clocks back on standard time from . 
November 1974 to February 1975. 


Daylight saving time on a na- 


tionwide basis was first used dur- 
ing World War I. After the war, 
some states and municipalities con- 
tinued the practice, which led to a 
great deal of confusion for travel- 
ers. (Even today, Arizona, Hawaii 
and parts of Indiana do not observe 
daylight saving time.)

Electoral vote distribution: If 


Ford can concentrate his popular 
vote in the states with big electoral 
votes, his chances of bringing off, 
an upset will be vastly improved. 
In fact, it appears quite conceiv- 
able that one candidate could lose 
the popular vote contest and win in 
the Electoral College. That has 
happened three times — in 1824, in 
1876 and most recently in 1888, 
when Benjamin Harrison beat 
Grover Cleveland. 


With final polls still to be com- • 


pleted in a number of the closely 
fought states, ari'interim New York 
Times tabulation of electoral votes 
' gave Carter 253 and Ford 188, with 
97 still too close to call. To win, a 
candidate needs 270 electoral votes. 


A document obtained by the 


Times from sources close to the 
President Ford Committee was 
somewhat more favorable to Ford, 
giving Carter the lead in states 
with 230 electoral votes and Ford 
the lead in states with 196, leaving 
states with 112 still in a category 
headed "pivotal." 


The major surprise in the docu- 


ment, which bore no official com- 
mittee identification, was its con- 
cession that Carter would probably 
carry New York and Texas, cou- 
pled "with the assertion that Florida 
could still be won by the President. 


It appears probable that the 


election will turn on the results in 
five states that lie in the nation's 
industrial heartland along Route 30 
from the Atlantic to the Missis- 
sippi: New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


In all five the race is close, 


with the Democrats most confident 
about Ohio and Pennsylvania and 
the Republicans most confident 
about Indiana, New Jersey and Illi- 
nois, in that order. 


A" bad omen for Carter ap- 


peared in Illinois, where the final 
Chicago Sun-Times straw poll, 
which has an.excellent record of 
accuracy, showed a virtual tie, 
with Ford pulling to within one- 
tenth of one percentage point of his 
rival, 49.4 to 49.3. 


Of the other big states, Massa- 


chusetts and Florida are consid- 
ered more or less safe for Carter; 
he leads in New York by three 
percentage points, according to a 
Newsday-Gannet Newspapers' poll 
completed on Thursday, and in 
Texas, where he campaigned, 
heavily Saturday afternoon. 


Although he has slipped there 


recently, Ford leads in Michigan, 
his home state, and in California,

"I just went down and applied 


again under another name and had 
the check and Medi-Cal and food 
stamps by the next day." 


The process, she says is easy. 


' "You go down to the welfare 


office the first day and fill out a 19- 
page form. You can say anything 
you want just as long as you end up 
alone and with kids." 


Not knowing who or where the 


father of the children is, she says, 
is vital. 


"One time I said I was hitch- 


hiking and it was the truck driver 
that picked me up—I never saw 
him before or since." 


After a three-hour wait in the 


welfare office waiting room, she 
says, there is a five-minute inter- 
view with an eligibility worker who 
reads over the answers to the ques- 
tions. Another two-page form to fill 
out, another long wait and another 
five-minute interview with a child 
support worker ends the task. 


"They tell you the next day at a 


certain hour they will come to the 
house to check on you and look at 
the kids-and they dp." 


But it's no surprise visit. 
"I usually got everyone out of 


the house I was using and got ail 
the evidence out that a man might 
be living there just in time for the 
visit. I'd borrow a couple of kids 
from someone—make sure they 
called me 'Mommy'—and that 
would be it. One time i just pointed 
to a couple of kids playing in a lot 
and said they were mine. 


"The next day I picked up my 


Medi-Cal, food stamps and about 
$200. I also told her how broke I 
was, so she gave me $100 worth of 
food stamps right then for $1." 


After six months, she says, she 


would have to fill .out another 
form—which came by mail—to con- 
tinue the fraud. 


"There's another form now that 


comes every month that has to be 
filled out, but it's no big deal." 


The social workers are so lax, 


she says, that for a long time she 
was" getting two checks from the 
same welfare office and same so- 
cial worker. The only things that 
changed, she says, were her name 
and address. 


Although she admits receiving 


the checks under false pretenses, 
she says with the money she has 
helped other children—including 
close relatives who are on welfare 
but allowing their children to go 
hungry. 


"There are kids starving on 


welfare and no one does anything 
about it.... we turned in a relative 
whose children are like this. 
They're really starving—the boy 
lost his hearing because he had an 
. ear infection and no one did any- 
thing about it. 


"There are cockroaches in that 


house that fight you for.ypur 
dinner—even with the lights on— 
and yet we've told the welfare peo- 
ple about it a lot of times and 
they've done nothing. They're still 
getting $240 twice a month, along 


to win, a sizable requirement, but 
one that no longer seems beyond 
his reach. 


' According to the Times-CBS 
News poll, the President's best tar- 
gets are, young people, "suburban- 
ites and residents of small towns, 
among all of whom he has scored 
solid gains already, and perhaps 
blacks, an unusually large number 
of whom describe themselves as 
undecided. 


Two comments on the last 


weekend before Election Day from 
veteran politicians in Maryland 
captured the special qualities of the 
campaign: its near-invisibility, 
created in large measure by the 
shortage of funds under the new 
federal election law, and the 
strange swoon of Carter, who has 
now lost a national lead of more 
than 25 percentage points in most 
polls. 


"If you went by bumper stick- 


ers," said Edmond F. Rovner, a 


former secretary of> economic 
development, " 'Save the Whales; 
would win, 5 to 3."

Asked why Carter had fared so 


badly since Labor Day, State Sen. 
Harry J- McGiuirk, who represents 
a blue-collar neighborhood of South 
Baltimore, said, "People here don!l 
feel that they know Jimmy 
Carter." 


The campaign in its -last stages 


is beginning to assume striking 
similarities to those of 1960 and 
1968. 


In 1960, it was a fight all the 


way, but the patterns of support for 
Richard M. Nixon and John F. 
Kennedy closely matched those evi- 
dent this year, including Nixon's 
greater strength the further west 
he went. The election, turned on 
Illinois, with Kennedy winning the 
state by 9.000 votes. 


In 1968, Nixon.held a huge mar- 


'gin over Hubert H. Humphrey, but 
it dwindled with the passage of 
each day.

.While the President was mak- 


ing a last-ditch pitch for Texas' 26 
electoral votes, his running mate, 
Sen. Robert Dole, was in California 
with its prized 45 votes. 


"We're winning, we're win- 


ning," Dole said in one speech. 
"Carter's a little uptight because 
he's about to blow the biggest lead 
in history," he said in another. 


Carter, who was seen a 30-point 


favorite in the flush of his conven- 
tion victory in July, acknowledged 
the race is tight. 


"The polls show it is so close 


that the outcome could be decided 
by whether it rains or not," the 
Democratic candidate said. Politi- 
cal wisdom has it that Democrats 
benefit from big voter turnouts, 
aided by good weather. 


In Illinois, which bestows 26 


votes, Democratic vice-presidential 
nominee Walter' F. Mondale 
stressed the get-out-the-vote theme. 
"We have the next three days to 
turn it around," he said. 


Campaigning in Sacramento, 


Dole referred to a statewide sur- 
vey, the Mervin Field poll, and said 
he is more; optimistic than ever 
about the outcome. 


"Frankly, Jimmy Carter and 


Walter Mondale scare nearly 
everybody who looks closely at. 
their records and their proposals 
and who is concerned about peace 


in the world and jobs here at 
home," Dole told a businessman's 
breakfast. 


The Field poll showed Ford 


with a 6-point lead in California. 


Dole also referred to the Ford 


camp's own surveys that project 
293 electoral votes for the Republi- 
can ticket He- gave no specifics 
about the surveys. 


"The polls are going our way 


and things are looking up," he said. 


Mondale went from Illinois to 


Ohio, worth 25 votes. 


In Aurora, 111., he called the 


Republican ticket among the most 
conservative in history, declared 
Ford has consistently opposed any 
improvement in federal health care 
programs and said that "even 
Richard Nixon would occasionally 
rise above (Republican) principle." 


Mondale also continued to ham- 


mer at Ford's record on Watergate, 
a theme designed to puncture the 
President's appeal as the candidate 
most worthy of public trust and 
confidence. 


"If he had his-way," Mondale 


said in suburban Chicago, "Rich- 
ard M. Nixon would still be presi- 
dent" He referred to Ford's role as 
House Republcan leader in block- 
ing an early committee inquiry into 
part of the Watergate scandal. 
Ford has said he did not act at 
Nixon's behest.

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Korea 'bribes9 probe was sought year ago 
Alleged political payoffs put 'hot potato9 in State Department's lap

had sought departmental 
records on Park, who is 


• known here as Tongsun 
/Park. Jerome Levinson 
the subcommittee's coun- 
.se\ confirmed that it had 
been pursuing testimony 
.that Gulf Oil Corp. paid $4 
••million in covert political 
contributions to South Ko- 
"rean officials between 1966 
and 1970. 


PARK'S family oper- 


ates a Gulf Oil refinery in 
South Korea and, accord- 
ing 
to one 
of 
his 


associates, Park contends 
he receives $1 million a 
month from his Gulf ac- 
tivities. Park, who is out 
of the country, was not 
available for comment. 


Sources familiar with 


the investigation said the 
Justice Department issued 
subpoenas last week to 
several of Park's business 
associates and began 
questioning his social ac- 
quaintances. Blum 'and 
Levinson said in inter- 
views that in the summer 
of 1975, their committee 
was following up on testi- 
mony by Bob R. Dorsey, 
then Gulf chairman, that 
the company had paid the 
contributions to the Demo- 
cratic Republican Party, 
the ruling party in South 
Korea. 


The Senate aides ar- 


ranged a meeting with 
Habib, who had been U.S. 
ambassador to South 
Korea between 1971 and 
1974. Habib, they said, de- 
clined to testify on certain 
matters involving the Gulf 
payments because he had 
no direct knowledge. But, 
they said, he seemed will- 
ing to supply the commit- 
tee with State Department 
records on Park. 


Sources in the diplo- 


matic community have 
said that Habib had been 


suspicious of Park for 
several years and had 
ordered embassy person- 
nel not to become em- 
broiled in any of Park's 
business dealings. 


Despite Habib's indica- 


tion t h a t the State 
Department would cooper- 
ate, Blum said, when he 
actually sought to obtain 
the records in August 1975, 
he was told by a State 
Department lawyer that 
the matter had been 
turned over to the Justice 
Department and was 
"yery sensitive." 


BLUM said he came 


away with the impression 
that Park's activities in 
the United States on be- 
half, of business endeavors 
in South Korea was a po- 
litical "hot potato." It was 
not until February 1976, 
six months later, that 
there was any public indi- 
cation that the Justice De- 
partment was investigaing 
South Korean efforts to 
influence American offi- 
cials. 


At that time two Demo- 


cratic representatives, Jo- 
seph P. Addabbo of New 
York and Robert L. Leg- 
gett of C a l i f o r n i a , 
acknowledged 
publicly 


that they were under 
investigation on a charge 
of accepting bribes from 
the South Korean govern- 
ment. 


A responsible law-en- 


forcement source rejected 
the implication that there 
was any unnecessary 
delay between the State 
Department's 
move in 


1975 and the current inves- 
tigation of Park. He said 
the State Department's 
concern was only one of 
several areas of suspicion 
that had come to surround 
Park. 


The Justice Department 


got in touch with Park this 
year, and he has' been 
cooperating, according to 
his associates. He has told 
the investigators, the as- 
sociates said, that he 
made payments to several 
present and former mem- 
bers of Congress, some in 
the form of political con- 
tributions and others in 
connection with business 
deals. He has denied, the 
associates said, that the 
money came from the 
South Korean government. 


George J. Koelzer, a 


Newark lawyer, said the 
Justice Department was 
seeking to question a 
client, Cornelius Galla- 
gher, who is a former 
Democratic representative 
from New Jersey, in con- 
nection with the investiga- 
tion. Koelzer said a Jus- 
tice Department lawyer 
had told him that Galla- 
gher was urged to supply 
records and be inter- 
viewed on any business 


relationships he had with 
Park. 


Koelzer .declined to 


comment on Gallagher's 
relation with Park and 
said no decision had been 
made on the Justice De- 
partment request. 


BLUM said his Senate 


subcommittee f i r s t in- 
quired into South Korean- 
American business rela- 
tionships as a result of an 
investigation of the Over- 
seas Private .Investment 
Corp., a government 
organization that guaran- 
tees American invest- 
ments in several nations. 
During a fact-finding trip 
to South Korea, Blum 
said, a senior South Ko- 


rean official offered him 
the company of a woman 
and took him to a party at 
w h i c h South Korean 
women seemed available 
for sexual pleasure. 


"I may be prudish," he 


said, "but I found this 
shocking." He said his 
State Department escort 
officer did not seem sur- 
prised at the events. "I 
came to believe this was 
standard treatment 
for 


American congressional 
delegations," he said. 


Other former congres- 


sional and executive 
branch officials told the 
New York Times that 
giftSj offers of sexual com- 


panionship and other 
a m e n i t i e s were not 
uncommon during official 
trips to South Korea. 


A State 
Department 


spokesman said Saturday 
that John C. Nidecker, a 
former aide to President 
Nixon, was given an en- 
velope containing $10,000 
while on a 1974 visit to 
Seoul. Nidecker turned the 
money over to Habib, who 


in turn gave it to the CIA's 
representative'in Seoul. It 
was subsequently returned 
to the South Korean gov-

survived when his 2,000- 
mile-per-hour reconnais- 
sance plane broke atfart at 
78,000 feet. 


THAT'S not to mention 


(he first man to fly faster 
than the speed of sound, 
the first man to take the 
Bl, the controversial 
supersonic bomber, into 
the air, and the German 
test pilot whose job it was 
during'World War II to 
take every captured allied 
plane into the air to see 
what it would do. The Ger- 
man, Hans-Werner Ler- 
che, no longer a test pilot, 
worked on pure instinct, of 
course, with no manuals. 


These ordinary looking 


men — the world' top test 
pilots (past and present) — 
gathered recently for the 
20th annual meeting of the 
Society of Experimental 
Test Pilots (SETP), dn 
international club with 
1,400 members. 


Meet, for instance, Bill 


Weaver, a good-looking 47- 
year-old blond who is dis- 
cussing how to sell one 
home and buy another. 
Weaver, a test pilot for 
Lockheed, is also one of 
the luckiest men God ever; 
created— and then de- 
cided to let live. 


HE WAS testing the 


SR71, America's super 
reconnaissance 
plane, 


nicknamed "The Black- 
bird," about 10 years ago, 
when it suddenly flipped 
onto its back' — at 2,000 
miles an hour, flying at 
78,000 feet. 


Weaver was thrown 


from the plane as it broke 
apart. 


"I b l a c k e d out. I 


thought it was a bad 
dream,"he recalled. "This 
couldn't possibly be hap- 
pening.' If it had really 
happened, I couldn't sur- 
vive. 


"Then I thought I was 


dead. I was slightly eu- 
phoric. I remember' think- 
ing that I didn't know why 
everyone worried about 
death. It was sort of nice. * 


"Finally, I realized I 


was falling. I was alive. I 
didn't even know what 
state I was over. I was 
making a turn when it 
,came apart." (The Black- 
bird can easily gobble up 
five states as it turns, can 
go from California to 
Florida in 45 minutes and 
shuttle from London to 
New York in Vk hours.) 


THE mask on his pres- 


surized astronaut's suit 
had iced over. He could 
see nothing.

"If I had 
told Edwards Air Force 
Base I was going to crash 
at such and such a place 
at such and such a time, 
they couldn't have gotten 
there faster." 


THE rancher had been 


branding colts when he 
heard a tremendous explo- 
,sion too high to see. But he 


kept watching the sky and 
when the parachutes pop- 
ped open, he jumped in his 
helicopter and went to 
greet them. 


Weaver had a cut on his 


nose. The other man, how- 
ever, had broken his neck 
on the way out of the 
Blackbird and had drifted 
lifelessly to the ground. 
. 


The rancher insisted 


upon taking .Weaver to a 
hospital. He flew fast. 


"I don't know anything 


about helicopters," said 
Weaver, ."but I could see 
the red line, the safe 
mark, was 85 miles an 
hour and we were going 
well above that." 


Now, wouldn't that be 


ironic...? 


A TEST pilot thinks 


long and hard about a 
man who is killed when he 
is at the controls. 


"Afterwards, 
I 
kept 


thinking of what I could 
have done differently that 
would have saved him. 
But I knew there was 
nothing. I didn't have time 
to warn him." 


And the difference be- 


tween test pilots and you 
andyl is that Bill Weaver 
was back in the cockpit 
one week later, thundering 
another Blackbird into the 
atmosphere. 


Times have changed, 


but test pilots are still a 
special breed. In one 
breath they deny it. They 
boast that they are pretty 
dull, that they spend most 
of. their time on the ground 
laboriously working with 
the flight engineer on de- 
sign 
and construction. 


They say it's not all that 
dangerous anymore, al- 
though the insurance 
companies don't buy that 
story. 


THE test pilots all know 


a close friend or a col-, 
league who has "bought 
it" while flying. And when 
one of this elite group goes 
down; the word flashes 
through this international 
community before it ever 
comes out in the news- 
papers. 
, . 


In the next breath, they 


admit that they are the 
cream of the aviator crop. 
It's a. highly competitive 
field and no matter how 
good you arc, if you are 


out for a few years, 
chances are you wiflWver 
get back in. .This kind of 
flying, these reflexes, 
these nerves to react, 
must never be allowed to 
dull. 


They are far removed 


from the days when the 
men in goggles and white 
scarves — the fastest and 
bravest men on the race 
circuit — were paid top- 
dollar to try out new 
planes. 


Now, almost all test 


pilots have engineering 
backgrounds, many with 
advanced degrees in aero- 
nautical engineering. They 
have almost all come up 
through the military, arid 
they know everything 
there is to know about a 
plane before they ever 
take it up. 


THEY h a v e even 


adopted their own aphor- 
ism: 


"To be a test pilot is to 


spend hours and hours of 
sheer boredom, followed 
by one moment of sheer 
panic." 


And their own gag defi- 


nition of the ideal test 
pilot: "He should have 
5,000 hours in the air, a 
master's degree'in aero- 
nautical engineering and 
be 21 years old." (Most 
are in their late 20s before 
they have the experience 
and training to quality. 
Many continue as test 
pilots into their 50s.) 


And their own philoso- 


phy of life is something 
called the "guts to brains 
ratio," but then you would 
have to be a test pilot to 
understand it 


Test pilots earn $25,000 


to $70,000 a year with good 
fringe benefits. The first 
men to takevthe big planes 
off the ground — thereby 
proving that the engineers 
were right — also get nice 
bonuses. 


Jack Waddell, the first 


man to pilot the massive 
747 down the runway and 
up and 
a w a y , 
was 


rumored to have received 
8100,000. He says it wasn't 
that much. 


"JUST say it was sub- 


stantial. That would be 
accurate," says Waddejl. 


That bonus is not just 


for the first flight — it's 


for the rest of the testing, 
too; things like seeing how 
the plane recovers after a 
stall, how much fas.ter it, 
will go than the engineers 
say it should,, and how. 
many engines can be shut 
down in mid-flight without 
losing altitude. 


Most of them could 


make more money by 
becoming commercial air- 
line pilots, but that's not 
what they, want to do. 
"The commercial airplane 
pilots are bus drivers com- 
pared with us," says Hank 
Hoffman, an Air Force 
major. 


Test pilots in private 


industry say they pay 50 
•per cent more for insur- 
ance than the man who 
lives next door. Often, 
however, the companies 
pick up the difference or 
insure them heavily dur- 
ing their take-off to land- 
ing moments. 


Frank Tallman, Holly- 


wood's top stunt pilot, in 
attendance at the conven- 
tion here, beat the system 
by insuring himself well 
before the 
insurance 
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companies were quite so 
careful. 


"THEY sit by their win- • 


dows now and ponder their 
mistake," he says. 


Tallman, who is 57 and 


has a wooden leg, was 
seriously injured while 
doing the stunt flying for 
"The Great Waldo Pep- 
per." But he lost his leg 
from an accident with his 
son's .go-cart, not in a 
plane crash. 


Tallman, who divides 


his plane crashes into how 
many he got paid for and 
how many just happened, 
is currently flying in two 
TV series, "Baa 
Baa 


• Black Sheep" and "Spenc- 
er's Pilots" and will soon 
be working on "Airport 
'77." 


As the four-day meeting 


and convention goes on, 
the men attend technical 
sessions during the day 
and gather at various 
parties at night to ex- 
change sea stories of the 
air, as it were. They also 
trade practical tips, and 
hobnob with Alan Shep- 
herd or the real Jimmy 


Doolittle, now almost 80. 


The oldsters of aviation 


are present and they 
entertain the younger men 
with films of the good old 
days when there was little 
engineering and all guts. 


THERE is Herb Fisher, 


of Curtiss-Wright fame. 
He was the first test pilot 
to reverse all four propel- 
lers of a C54 in flight, giv- 
ing him a sink rate of 15,- 
000 feet per minute. 


During World War II, 


Fisher was the civilian 
test pilot who 
1 first flew the 


treacherous Hump over 
the-Himalayas, He is a 
man who, at 67 years 
young, as he puts it, 
doesn't give up. Just a few 
months ago, he was up 
playing with a P40, com- 
pleting his 2,500th flight in 
that World War 11-vintage 
Curtiss fighter plane. 


One who couldn't make 


it to the convention this 
year is the legendary Tex 
Johnson, Boeing's chief 
test pilot in the 1950s, 
when Boeing was introduc- 
ing the then jumbo 707. 


Johnson became legend 


when he rolled the 707 
above the heads of 100,000 
people back in 1956 — in- 
cluding the head of the 
president of Boeing. 


A CROWD had gathered 


for a boat race and the 
president was entertaining 
on his yacht, as the story 
goes, when the announcer 
called the public's atten- 
tion to the new Boeing air- 
craft flying above. 


And then Johnson rolled 


it, a stunt usually reserved 
for air shows in which one 
wing goes down and the 
plane rolls 360 degrees. 


The .next morning, John- 


son was on the carpet.

design and he felt he did- 
n't know enough. "At that 
speed, it's a 15-minute 
flight," said Thompson. "I 
just told myself it's all 
going to be over one way 
or another in 15 minutes." 


Thompson, who was a 


crop-duster early in his • 
career, was one of the few 
men who didn't set out to 


. become a test pilot. He 


wanted to build bridges 
and just drifted into test 
flying. 


Nearly all of the others 


started flying as soon as 
they could. Most'then flew 
for the military and' many 
went to the four recog- 
nized test-flight schools, 
one run by the Air Force, 
one by the Navy and one 
each in France and Eng- 
land. 


"I JUST knew I wanted 


to fly," said Robert Ste- 
phens, a retired Air Force 
colonel who is nicknamed 
"The Silver Fox" and 
signs his name with a lit- 
tle fox. "It was later that I 
realized that the kind of 
flying I wanted to do was 
test flying." 


Everyone here has a 


good story, but one of the 
best belongs to Fox Ste- 
phens, whose name is syn- 
onymous with testing the 
Blackbird. The Fox, now a 
consultant in Washington 
for a German engine 
company, was flying one 
day down to Mexico in a 
single-engine four-seater . 
.. without enough fuel ... 
and a Standard Oil road 


map as his chief naviga- 
tional aid. 


This, to be'reminded, is 


the man the Air Force 
chose to test its most so- 
phisticated reconnaissance 
craft, a tough, reliable, 
stable man, a man who 
plans ahead. Usually. 


ON THIS flight, he was 


heading for an unknown 
airport and 
presumed 


there was a city nearby. 
Wrong. He also figured 
that it would stay light a 
little longer. Wrong. 


The night was moonless 


and starless and The Fox 
couldn't find the gravel 
runway. "Not.to sweat," 
The Fox told his compan- 
ions. He/said it w a s 
always possible to put the 
plane down on the beach, 
where there is more light. 


The Fox, alone, knew 


just how low on fuel they 
were running. 


"Not to sweat," he kept 


repeating, fooling no one. 
since his shirt was soaking 
wet. A buddy on the 
ground turned on the land- 
ing lights on his plane and 
then he talked -the Fox 
down, with five minutes of 
fuel left. 


FOX maintained they 


still could have made it to 
the beach. They went to 
see the beach the next 


. day. Sheer granite cliffs 


rise straight up from the 
sea. 


The Gray Line bus ar- 


rives in Palmdale and the

him well. He's Dick Hunt, 
chief engineering test pilot 
for American Jet Indus- 
tries in Van Nuys.

But Robert Redford he 


isn't. He's 51, balding, 
short, and — I cannot 
draw the veil — he was 
wearing white bucks.

bill signed Oct. 4 by Presi- 
dent Ford, the article said. 


The House Ways and 


Means Committee, Senate 
Finance Committee and 
Joint Committee on Inter- 
nal Revenue Taxation all 
acquiesced to Alexander's 
demands, the story said. 


The IRS has granted 


H u g h e s ' b u s i n e s s e s 
several favorable tax rul- 
ings over the years, the 


account said, including a 
decision to exempt the 
Howard Medical Institute 
from federal income tax 
laws. 


The institute is the lone 


stockholder in the Hughes 
Aircraft Co., one. of the 
nation's largest defense 
contractors. 


Alexander's alleged 


legislative efforts may 
have been intensified' by 
the Inquirer's repeated at- 
tempts to secure IRS 


information on Hughes 
corporations under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act, the newspaper said. 


That intensified effort 


began, the story said, 
when Alexander noticed a 
loophole in pending tax-re- 
form legislation. The loop- 
hole, the story said, would 
have resulted in opening

NEW YORK - They 


dueled in the skies in the 
great booze war, the 
piano-lounge war'and the 
no-frills war. They fought 
with'bagels, overhead- 
rack-space and. legroom. 
Now the airlines are en- 
gaged .in a whole new 
struggle' the great movie 
war. 


Yes, the folks who 


brought you those.previ- 
ous dogfights in their-ef- 
forts to win a slight com- 
petitive .advantage over 
rival 'airlines are .at it 
again -^ this time with 
movies on short domestic 
flights. Sometimes, in 
fact, the flights are 
shorter than the movies, 
and landed planes have to 
wait until a film finishes 
before unloading passen- 
gers. 


Like previous confronta- 


tions between airlines, this 
one is privately deplored 
by some of the partici- 
pants themselves. They 
ridicule it as another 
costly and futile venture in 
one-upmanship. Nobody 
wins an airline war, they 
say. 


On the other hand, they 


note, once such a struggle 


breaks out in the hotly 
contested travel market, it 
would be illegal collusion 
for airline officials to get 
together to wage peace. 


Movies aboard planes 


are not new. Trans World 
Airlines introduced them 
on transcontinental and 
overseas flights 15 years 
ago. Other airlines quickly 
followed suit, all agreeing 
on a charge (now $2.50) for 
use of the headphones that 
convey the sound track. In 
the past year'or two, 
several domestic airlines 
..have also begun showing 
free sports films and other 
short subjects on some 
flights. 


But the domestic movie 


war broke out in earnest

Natural-gas price 
'42% too high' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


The staff of a House sub- 
committee charged Satur- 
day that the Federal 
Power Commission has 
ignored industry docu- 
ments that show its new 
ceiling price for natural 
gas is at least 42 per cent 
too high. 


The study said reports 


by hundreds of gas 
producers, submitted to 
the FPC under oath, indi- 
cate that the industry has 
been finding far more 
natural gas per foot of 
successful drilling than 
indicated by published 
industrywide 
estimates 


relied on by the FPC in 
setting its price limits. 


That would.mean the 


actual cost of finding gas 
was not as high as the 
FPC calculated, and the 
price it set would be 
higher than justified by 
those lower costs. 


LAST July 27, the FPC 


raised 
the nationwide 


maximum price for gas 


. sold by producers to inter- 
state pipelines to $1.42 per 
thousand cubic feet, al- 
most three times the 
previous limit of 52 cents. 


The staff of -the House 


subcommittee on over- 
sight and invastigations 
said, however, that forms 
filed by the producers 
under oath appear to sup- 
port a ceiling price of 
about $1 and maybe not 
that much if the FPC were 
to adopt other recom- 
mended changes in its cal- 
culation. 


The FPC has estimated 


that its new pricing policy 
would cost the public an 
additional $1.5 billion a 
year, but this included 
n a t u r a l gas already 
limited to $1 per thousand 
cubic feet and gas at con- 
siderably lower prices 
under-existing contracts. 


Therefore, it was not 


immediately known how 
mu'ch money could be 


J saved by adopting the sub- 


committee staff analysis, 
w h i c h has uot been 
endorsed by the congress- 
men of the subcommittee 
itself. 


In setting the new ceij- 


ing prices, the FPC said it 
relied on statistics pub- 
lished by the -American 
Gas Association, an indus- 
try group that collects 
them indirectly and with- 
out any legal sanctions for 
misrepresentation. 


Long criticized for ac-- 


cepting such statistics in 
rate-setting, the FPC 
ordered direct producer 
reporting of gas discov- 
eries and drilling footage, 
under oath and subject to 
audit, but the new forms 
were stalled by challenges 
in court. 
Nevertheless, 


hundreds of producers 
submitted them. 


The subcommittee said 


it examined those forms 
and found enough of them 
in good shape for analysis 
to reach the conclusion 
that the industry was find- 
ing far more natural gas 
per foot drilled than 
showed up in the AGA 
estimates. 


The difference, it said, 


is enough to drop the ceil- 
ing price from $1.42 to $1 
per thousand cubic feet, 
even including the FPC's 
allowance of-a 48 per cent 
federal income tax as a 
cost of doing business. 


The FPC, now consider- 


ing a rehearing on its 
prices at the request of 
gas consumers, has been 
told the companies actu- 
ally pay much less income 
tax than the supposed 48 
percent. • 


THE 
subcommittee 


staff said the FPC should 
not include federal income 
tax at all in setting gas 
rates. 


If it excluded the 


federal tax, the staff said, 
the FPC could lower its 
price ceiling to 84 cents 
per thousand cubic feet. 


But Eastern feels it has 


been caught in a crossfire. 
On Sept. 13 American Air- 
lines began showing car- 
toons, Jacques Cousteau 
movies and Spanish music 
films on its flights be- 
tween New York and 
Puerto Rico, a market 
that Eastern also serves.

DUDDING begins his

Illegal winnings are never taxed, goes the reason-' 


ing; thus the bettor is more likely to patronize a bookie 
who won't report his winnings to the government than a 
legal off-track-betting office that will.

The commission realizes that its chances of obtain^ 


ing tax exemption for gambling winnings now "are slim 
to none," Bull says. In the long run, however, commis- 
sion members hope Congress will see the wisdom of 
such a move.

The tax-exemption ploy has worked well in Canada, 


the report notes.

Werewolves, vampires just 
plain folks in Transylvania 


CLAREMONT (AP) - 


The residents of Transyl- 
vania believe that were- 
wolves and vampires 
prowl the earth, but the 
creatures of their legends 
aren't the same as the 
Hollywood version. 


Transylvanlans don't re-' 


gard the stories of human 
wolves with particular 
horror, cither, but tust a 
fact of life, says Dr. Harry 
A. Senn, French teacher 
at Pitzer College, who 
sampled folklore in Roma- 
nia recently on a Ful- 
bright fellowship. 


"They're very matter- 


of-fact. It's Just that these 
•things can. happen and 
you've got to be careful," 
says Scnn. 


He says Romanians — 


Transylvania is now part 
of that Eastern European 
country — consider were- 
wolves and vampires as a 
part of nature and a prod- 
uct of the stuggk between 
God and the devil in creat- 


ing the earth. 


But they don't set much 
store in the Hollywood 
depiction of those crea- 
tures as murderous ghouls 
or bloodsucking, sexual 
marauders. 


"I think the Romanians 


would consider that rather 
immature," says Senn. 


Werewolves are occa- 


sionally seen'as agents of 
God sent to punish cattle 
farmers by eating their 
herds. 


Senn says he talked to 


four older persons who 
told him people they knew 
had been compelled by the 
call of wolves to run into 
the forest, strip and turn 
into wolves before the 
very eyes of their loved 
ones. 
• Unlike the American 
portrayal of the man who 
turns' hairy and demonic 
under a full moon, the 
werewolf hi Romanian leg- 
end doesn't change under 
'lunar influence, Senn says. 


Rather it is an accident of 
birth that makes one a 
werewolf. 


Becoming a vampire, on 


the other hand, has to do 
with an accident of death. 


Some of the Romanians 


Senn talked to believe in 
vampires, which they call 
strigoi — dead human 
beings whose spirits aren't 
at rest' because of im- 
proper burial rites. 


Some Romanians be- 


lieve the spirit is apt to 
seep out of the underworld 
to bedevil old' enemies, 
terrorize farm animals 
and render fields infertile. 


Senn says he was told in 


Romania that strigoi drink 
blood but don't necessarily 
bite human necks to get rt. 


Tradition has it that a 


stake is needed to banish 
the strigoi for good, but 
believers hold that the 
stake must be plunged into 
the heart through the 
back, rather than the 
chest.

No racing 


The International and National .Brotherhood of 


Street Racers Inc., rebuffed for a second time by the 
Los Angeles Board of Harbor Commissioners in its 
attempt to use an abandoned runway on Reeves Field 
for races, believes the decision is strictly for the birds. 


The Harbor Department staff-has twice recom- 


mended that the racing association's request to use the 
former naval air station on Terminal Island be denied, 
and twice the commission followed its staff's thinking. 


One of the reasons for denying the Street Racers' 


request was that the racing activities would interfere 
with the nesting seasons of the rare and endangered 
least tern. 


There were other reasons for the commission's 


refusal to respond to the pleas of Andrew "Big Willie" 
Robinson, the racing group's leading exponent, to use 
the abandoned airstrip. 


The commission noted that it needed the runway 


area for the storage of imported automobiles and that, 
under the state's tidelands grant, it had to reserve 
lideland acreage for navigation and commerce. The 
commission was given legal advice that tideland areas 
could be used only tor other purposes if declared sur- 
plus. 


The staff pointed out that not only was the airstrip 


not surplus but it is needed for the "commerce" 'of 
storing inbound foreign ears and trucks. 


"Big Willie" (he placed sixth in the recent Mr. 


America contest) pleaded for at least just one weekend 
to conduct races such as those among, drag cars, bi- 
cyles, foot runners, skateboarders and any other type of 
racing competition except dry-land surfboarding. A staff 
recommendation was that, if the commission grants the 
street racers' request, all vehicles must be equipped 
with mufflers. • 


Despite pleas of "Big Willie," the commission said 


it would be "unfair" to allow his group to set up 
barricades and portable rest rooms, arrange for se- 
curity guards and handle the many other details 
concerned with conducting a race, then one week later 
be "kicked out." The racers lost by a vote of 3 to 0. 


They filed from the room quietly, obviously disap- 


pointed. 


But the street racers, who conduct their various 


kinds of races on deserted streets until the cops are 
called and run them off, indicated they were not going to 
give up the fight to get "our people off the streets." 


"Anybody got a dime? I want to call Mayor Brad- 


ley," said "Big Willie" as the group headed for a phone 
booth.

ern Europe to circumvent 
agents 'who have concen- 
trated their attention 
primarily .on the western 
part of the continent. 


HOWEVER, drug-en- 


forcement 
officials say 


Eastern European author- 
ities are beginning to 
cooperate in seizing nar- 
cotics couriers. In recent 
. years, the U.S. Drug En- 
forcement Administration 
and U.S.' Customs Service 
have -offered . narcotics- 
training courses for police- 
men and customs inspec- 
tors in several Eastern 
European countries. 


Officials say they hope 


the Soviet Union also will 
cooperate and stiffen con- 
trols after the recent con- 
viction in Moscow of three 
young Americans who 
were carrying about 60 
pounds of heroin in their 
suitcases on a flight from 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, 
to Paris. 


"So far we see Eastern 


Europe, only as a transit 
area," one narcotics agent 
commented. "But even 
there the youth is chang- 


ing and drugs.are a part 
of the so-called 'hooligan- 
ism.'*' No Eastern Euro- 
pean 
c o u n t r y , w a s 


represented at the Rome 
parley. 


U.S. narcotics officials 


said their concern is that 
heroin on the luropean 
market, focused in Am- 
sterdam, is about to make 
its way to the United 
States, where there are an 
estimated 300,000 heroin 
addicts and some 5,000 
heroin deaths a year. 


According to narcotics 


agents, the major new 
connection has its source 
in the remote, mountain- 
ous "Golden Triangle" of 
Burma, Laos and Thai- 
land, where opium poppies 
are grown in areas mostly 
controlled by antigovern- 
m e n t insurgents and 
processed by laboratories 
in Burma. 


The triangle's annual 


opium output is estimated 
at 700 tons, while another 
400 tons comes from along 
the Afghanistan-Pakistan 
border. 


Agents say the South- 


east Asian heroin makes 
its way to Thailand or 


Malaysia, then is tunneled 
through points including 
Hong Kong and Vancou- 
ver, Canada, before enter- 
ing-the United States, 
mostly on the West Coast. 


According to U.S. drug- 


enforcement sources, Tur- 


key's clampdown on illicit 
poppy cultivation has been 
effective and has made 
heroin laboratories in the 
Marseille area — the 
noted French connection 
— obsolete for -the time 
being. 


M e x i c a n 
"brown 


sugar," which grew to fill 
the resulting gap to the 
point of supplying 90 per 
cent of America's $17 bil- 
lion annual heroin trade, 
is now down to about 80 
per cent and expected to 
decline further, mainly be- 
cause of a crackdown by 
the Mexican'government.

The keystone of Dever's reputa- 


tion, both in Sunnyvale and among 
the fraternity of- city managers 


. throughout the country, has been 


his fiscal wizardry. 


Dever is said to be a magician 


with a budget and as tight a fiscal 
manager as can be found anywhere 
in the United States. 


Yet Morris believes that, as 


well-deserved as that reputation is, 
it obscures an equally important 
side of Dever's public personality 
— a side Morris describes with the 
phrase "humane pragmatism." 


Dever has been accused by 


some of his critics — and he has a 
few in Sunnyvale; his reputation 
notwithstanding — of not 'being 
sympathetic to the city's less fortu- 
nate citizens. 


BUT MORRIS doesn't agree. 


Dever, he says, is concerned with 
social problems. But he combines 
that concern with a sense of what's 
practical and possible. 


Dever himself says it's a mat- 


ter of priorities. One thing he is 
careful not to do, he explains, is 
plunge into a social' program 
merely because federal • funds are 
available. 
' "It's best to have your needs 


and goals carefully defined," he 
says,"and then, see if there are 
federal fundsiayailgble to help you 
; is!ie.ve;the ta;xp^yers..of the burden. 
'•s^/just.fiecanse,federal money:is

: take advantage: of it," Dever; de- 
"clares; The^'government may pull 
out. of a program at a later date,

he feel that all programs have to 
pay off in tangible dividends, he' 
says. 


For that reason perhaps, he has 


taken advantage of federal 
neighborhood-improvement 
funds, 
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pushed a solid-waste program in 
Santa Clara County, encouraged 
the acquisition of open space for 
parks and recreation and supported 
the city's .^million • community 
center — not to mention a neigh- 
borhood center on the north side of 
town, where Sunnyvale's small 
minority population is centered. 


Morris also feels that some of 


Dever's human qualities have been 
hidden by his private nature: his 
inability or unwillingness to trum- 
pet his own good deeds. 


"HE DOESN'T show his work," 


says the councilriian. "Recently, 
for example, he^ helped a woman 
whose child was burned. In another 
instance, he assisted a woman who 
:>was suing the city by •helping her 
fill out the legal papers/ He'll do 
these things and not"say anything." 
.. To Morris,'Dever is the real 
leader of Sunnyvale — its com- 
mander, as he puts it. 


But if Dover is Sunnyvale's 


commander, his command is nei- 
ther flamboyant nor highly visible 
It's that lack of visibility, in fact, 
that has given him a reputation 
.among some as being' insulated 
from the city and its citizens. It's a 
reputation Dever has had a hard 
time shaking. 


To some observers, Dever ap- 


pears to have opened up a lot in 
recent months — which may be as 
much a reflection of his political 
astuteness as his own changing 
style. For Sunnyvale's seven-mem- 
ber council has three members 
whose election was largely the 
work of the city's powerful citizen 
lobby, known as Orchards.

The structure is part of a civic- 


center project that includes a new 
library and was financed by a $36- 
million bond issue. The bonds, 
•which have earned $5 million in 
interest, were issued in 1973 by the 
Civic Center Authority. 


City officials, led by former 


City Manager John R. Mansell, 
were frustrated in their efforts to 
gain a new city hall and library 
when voters rejected bond issues 
three times during the 1950s for- 
such an undertaking. 


OFFICIALS pointed out that 


the old city hall was built to serve a 
city of 56,000 in 1921; the library to 
serve 17,800 citizens in 1909. 


The Civic Center Authority, 


meanwhile, was formed as a joint- 
powers agreement between the city 
and the county with the right to 
issue bonds. 


(Joint-powers agreements her 


tween two governmental units were 
authorized oy the State Legislature 
as a method of issuing bonds with- 
out voter approval.) 


Allied Architects, composed of 


four locally prominent architec- 
tural firms, was selected by 
Mansell and approved by the City 
Council in 1969 to do the design. 


THE FOUR firms were Hugh 


Gibbs and Donalds Gibbs, Frank 
Homolka and Associates, Killings- 
worth, Brady and Associates and 
Kenneth Wing Sr. arid Kenneth 
Wing Jr. They received total fees of 
$1,650,000, according to the city 
engineer's office.

"A city like Long Beach needs 


a mark," said Donald Gibbs. "We 
need a visual image we can assOci- 
ate with. We're pushing an old 


" ocean liner and that hasn't been too 
successful. 


"We live here," Gibbs said of 


his fellow architects. "We're dedi- 
cated to the place. We wanted a 
recognizable symbol, a civic center 
that wouldn't be copied by sur- 
rounding office buildings." 


BUT according to a construc- 


tion official who asked to remain 
anonymous because of his fear of 
reprisals, the building has several 
major problems: 


—Triangular. landings on the 


outside of the building, between the 
gjass superstructure and the con- 
crete support towers. 


Intended to make the building 


architecturally attractive, the land- 
ings are called "pigeon roosts" by 
construction workers because of 
their attractiveness lor Diras. 


Gibbs defends the landings as 


necessary to make the building dis- 
tinctive. 


"I QUESTIONED them," City 


Engineer Thomas Marchese said of 
the landings, but added, "the archi- 
tect may say. 'If you want a barn 
or a box, hire someone else.'" 


The 108 landings forced the city 


to design and order $70,000 worth of 
special window-washing equipment 
and probably added $2 million to 
the cost of the project, the con- 
struction official estimated. 


Gibbs called the source's figure 


"unsound." He said construction of 
the landings was relatively simple. 


— A heating and cooling system 


that Gibbs concedes will be unusu- 
ally costly to operate. The architect 
pointed out that the building was 
designed and construction began 
just prior to the 1974 energy crisis. 


"AT THE time, it seemed like 


the right system to use. We cer- 


tainly weren't very far-sighted," 
Gibbs said. 


According to estimates from 


the budget department, costs for 
hearing and cooling the building 
will run about $625,000 annually, 
"against $60,000 for the old city hall. 


Gibbs disputed the city's fig- 


ures, saying it was about $400,000 
too high. 


'The source said that since the 


building is sealed, it will heat up to 
100 degrees within 30 minutes if the 
air-conditioning breaks down on a 
hot day. 


GIBBS pointed out that most 


official buildings still do not have 


open windows. He.said he was 
going to recommend to the City 
Council that the building tempera:- 
ture be allowed to fluctuate from-68 
to 78 degrees to conserve energy.' •: 


— Approximately 50 under- 


ground parking spaces built at;3 
cost of $5,000 each, according to~a 
letter from Mansell to the .'City 
Council in 1969.

Sea water roiled up 
through the ruptured plates, wash- 
ing Bill Murphy down past the mid- 
ship hatch. 


"Next thing I knew I was back 


on duty on the bridge. How I got 
there is a blank. First thing I 
remember was looking up to see 
Capt. R. Bentham Simons, the skip- 
per, bawling out orders. He was 
wearing his World War I steel hel- 
met and blue-striped pajamas. No- 
body laughed. I snapped out of 
shock when the captain sent me 
forotop to check on casualties, 
damage and the state of our fire- 
power." 


The Raleigh was holding up 


well hut was in danger of sinking 
hulldown in the muck. Capt. 


Simons kept his ship afloat by jetti- 
soning everything movable, by 
wangling extra pumps, by stuffing 
life belts into leaks, by borrowing 
four pontoons, by help from a 
nearby lighter. 


As the Raleigh battled for life, 


the battleship Utah, set out to pas- 
ture as a target-towing vessel, cap- 
sized; the battleships Arizona and 
Oklahoma sank — the Arizona bot- 
toms up, entombing 1,102 officers 
and men for eternity. 


Bill Murphy will be 59 next 


month, and the hell of that Decem- 
ber day at Pearl HaYbor has given 
way to the serenity of a house in 
Los Altos, four children, and a 
marriage that will be 35 years old 
next anniversary. He wears his 
years and his memories well, and 
he shares them with quiet pride 
with the man from "People Talk." 
The scenes of war and peace are 
summoned up on the instant replay 
camera of his well-ordered mind 


and voiced in the soft, folksy drawl 
of his native Paducah, Ky. 


The echoes of long-ago guns 


still as he tells about attending the 
Paducah church where Alben Bark- 
ley (The Veep) worshiped. Bill Mur- 
phy was a townsman df Irvin S. 
Cobb. and he has the Cobb flair for 
telling a story. If Bill Murphy's 
mustache was white and his dark 
hair grayed, he could play Judge 
Priest. 


True. Bill Murphy might have 


to struggle to fit into his WWII 
issue 13-buttpn pants, but the salty 
speech of his chief quartermaster 
rank is still as snug as his rolling 
gait. He'd he as much at home on a 
canted deck as he is in his den with 
the picture-lined walls and mounds 
of books. 


He digresses from war to tell 


about his children, Carol, 31, a 
nurse: Sandy, 30. a dedicated and 
intense teacher in the Lynwood 
school system: Denny. 26, a Long 


Beach State graduate who is with 
the Los Angeles County Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation; and 
Danny. 12, a chip off the old block 
and the reason for last summer's 
7.000-mile camper trip through the 
United States. 


"We stay young through 


Danny, and, in a sense, grow up 
together, seeing all the things we 
might have missed before, sharing 
discoveries." 


Bill Murphy wants to go to 


Pearl Harbor for the 35th reunion 
of Pearl Harbor Survivors Associa- 
tion. Every five years sin'ce the 
25th anniversary, the survivors 
have convened aboard the me- 
morial erected over the USS 
Arizona. Bill Murphy will go, and 
fake Danny, if he can sell his wife 
on the idea. He probably will, for 
he's a super salesman, in business 
and private life. 


Bill Murphy romcmhors Pearl 


Harbor, and he want,-. 12-vear-old 


Danny Murphy to remember, too. ' 
"Another five years, and it will be ' 
too late. Kids develop other interest 
at 17, jobs and baseball and 'the 
like. I figure this year will be my 
last chance at a Pearl Harbor reun- 
ion." 
'.: 


If the Murphys go, Danny will 


see whore the Raleigh joined World 
War II. riding easy and unsuspect- 
ing on the northwest side of Ford 
Island. And Danny will hear about 
the reserve ensign and gunner's 
mate who — under fire — assem- 
bled one of the ship's brand m-\v 
1.1-inch guns and knocked down 
four Japanese planes. 


And Danny may hear his father 


talk about fear and the self-doubts 
that assail a man when he recog- 
nizes it in himself after the battle. 
Danny will learn that the scared 
warrior and the battle hero arc one 
and the same man. That's the way 
the adrenalin flows, the way wars 
arc fought. 
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OTHER employes will 


continue to park in the old 
lots at the rear of 200 W. 
Broadway and at a new lot 
to be built across from the 
new city hall on Ocean 
Boulevard, according to 
the engineer's office. 


- Ceiling tiles used 


throughout the 
building 


are 13V4 inches square, a 
custom-made size expen- 
sive to replace, the con- 
struction source said. 
• Gibbs said that the city 
has 
4,000 replacement 


tiles. He pointed out that 
office walls in the building 
are movable on tracks 
located in the floors and 
ceilings. 


Telephone lines and 


power outlets arc beneath 
the tracks. This made the 
special ceiling tiles neces- 
sary so that the ceiling 
tracks are spaced equally 
with the floor wall tracks. 
The special 'tiles also 
serve to space lights so 
that no light would ever be 
blocked by a wall, Gibbs 
.said. 


ALTHOUGH the ceiling 


tiles are custom-made, the 
city will save money by 
creating a building that 
allows floor arrangements 
to be changed literally 
overnight, Gibbs said. 


— Lights in hallways 


and on the City Council 
and city manager floors 
are mercury vapor lamps. 
While they are extremely 
energy efficient, the lamps 
take eight to ten minutes 
to come on again if they 
arc turned off, Marchesc 
acknowledged. 


If there should be a 


power failure, employes 
would be walking in the 
dark for several minutes 
after the building shifted 
to its $118,000 emergency 
generator, the source said. 
He pointed out that this 
could be particularly 
disastrous in the event of 
an earthquake. 


The public service de- 


•partment is already- 
preparing to rewire some 
floors, Marchese admit- 
ted, because of another 
problem. Some conference 
rooms have light switches 
that affect most others on 
that floor — so if someone 


• wants to see slides or 


movies, for example, in 
one room, much of that 


floor would have to go 
dark. 


- The first rain of the 


-season brought trouble for 
the building's six eleva- 
tors. -They all quit running 
for four days because 
water leaked into the 
shafts, the source said. 


Marchese verified the 


problem, but said it had 
been corrected and the 
elevators have now been 
certified as safe by state 
inspectors. 


— Some fire alarms 


have been installed in the 
actual ceiling, which is 
located above the false 
ceiling. They will have to 
be dropped down into the 
false ceiling, the source 
said. 


Disgruntled construc- 


tion supervisors also com- 
plained of alleged extrava- 
g a n c e s , including 36 
carloads of half-bricks 
used to surface the plaza 
around the civic center. 
They were all hand laid 
and grouted. 


ANOTHER complaint 


concerned the visual dis- 
play system for the coun- 
cil chambers. The screen 
is a single piece of optical 
glass that measures 10 by 
25 feet and took 21 men to 
carry into place, accord- 
ing to the source. The 
complex system, which in- 
cludes multiple projectors, 
cost $45,000. 


"I'm glad we built it 


(the new city hall) when 
we did," Marchese said. 
"Right now, it would cost 
another $10 million to 
duplicate the building." 


Asked why the engi- 


neer's office couldn't have 
watched over the archi- 
tects more closely and 
have urged them to cut 
costs, he replied, "We 
hired a consultant with 
expertise in a particular 
field. 1 wish we had the 
time, money and men to 
review every project in 
greater detail. It's a qual- 
ity building and it's not 
overdone." 


ORIGINALLY priced at 


$14.4 million, the project 
soon grew in size and cost. 
It has 275,000 gross square 
feet, compared to approxi- 
mately 100,000 for the old 
city. hall. 


Ground was broken in 


1973. 


Councilman Wes Carroll 


warned that unless the 


hew city hall Is completely 
inhabited and open for 
business by Dec. 31, when 
under the agreement the 
city must take possession, 
the city will default on its 
bonds and the project 
would have to be refi- 
nanced at a higher rate of 
interest. 


If this occurs, Long 


Beach's bond rating, now 
one of the best, will drop, 
making it harder for the 
city to sell other bonds, 
Carroll continued, which 
will hurt redevelopment 
efforts. 


"IT WOULD be a real 


catastrophe," Carroll said, 
"but no one is listening." ., 


Marchese said the move 


• would be completed by the 
'end of December and Car- 
roll noted that "it appears 
that will happen." 


Another looming legal 


snarl is the August request 
from the City Council that 
the city attorney consider 
filing suit against Allied 
Architects to recover part 
of the $1 million-plus in 
cost overruns on the city 
hall. 


Dep. City Atty. -Einar 


Peterson had no comment 
on the suit possibility, but 
said that the matter had 
been discussed with the 
city engineer. 


Marchese said that 


overruns add up to 4.3 per 
cent of the total construc- 
tion's costs. The industry 
average-for a $26 million 
building would be some- 
where around 8 per cent, 
he said. 


THE $36 million city 


hall bond issuance was 
sold to investors at 5.9 per 


* cent interest and must be 
paid off by 2006. 


City Finance Director 


Warren Hejstand said that 
the total cost for the bonds 
'and interest will be. $84.4 
million by the pay-off 
date. 


Annual payments will 


be in the $2.5 million 
range, he said. The first 
payment will be paid by 
property taxes, accounting 
for 22 cents of the $2.19 tax 
rate, according to the 
budget office. 


Beginning in 1978-79, the 


city will use revenues 
from the leases it owns on 
the Uplands oil wells.

000, most of whose bread- 
winners ,are well-paid 
professionals

Santa 


Clara Valley's electronics 
and aerospace industry, 
Orchards is an unusually 
articulate 
upper-middle- 


cjass movement of profes- 
sional people with a keen 
sense of urban beauty and 
environmental quality. 


TO MANY members of- 


Orchards, Sunnyvale is a 
city without character, a 
bland bedroom community 
that lacks both charm and. 
identity. Amkpart of the 
blame for its having de- 
. veloped in that fashion, 
they feel, belongs to John 
Dever, who ran the city as 
if it were a business, they 
say. 


Dever, in the opinion of 


John Cowan, a Sunnyvale 
computer programmer, 
helped create "a sterile 
climate of sameness, 
monotony and rectitude" 
in Sunnyvale — in fact, a 
carbon copy 'of a Southern 
California plasticity, he 
says. And for that reason, 
says Cowan, he isn't sorry 
^to see Dcver leaving 
Sunnyvale. 


It's been said that 


Dever decided to accept 
the Long Beach post be- 
cause the political scene in 
Sunnyvale had become 
discordant and quarrel- 
some in recent months. 


But a number of Dever- 


watchers are convinced 
that the reason for his 
leaving was his need to be 
put to new tests, to take on 
new challenges. 


The fact is, they say, 


Dever did all he had set 
out to do in Sunnyvale, 
picking up the pieces of a 
divided city management 
when he arrived here in 
1967 and welding it into an 
efficient municipal organ- 
ization. 


HE CAME to a city 


whose budget was a sham- 


bles and, in a few short 
years, turned it into a 
model for other cities. 
Today there are several 
million dollars in Sunny- 
vale's unappropriated re- 
serve, giving the city what 
amounts to a sizable 
budget surplus. 


On the eve of his depar- 


ture, moreover, Sunny- 
vale's deteriorating down- 
town commercial district 
is on the threshold of a 
redevelopment 
revival, 


thanks largely to Dcver. 


The town is also thriv- 


ing with light industry 
(electronics, 
computers 


and aerospace) — again 
thanks to Dever. Having 
once been entirely depend- 
ent on Lockheed for its 
health, Sunnyvale in the 
past few years has diversi- 
fied its industrial base to 
the, point where, when 
Lockneed gets sick, 
Sunnyvale no longer 
coughs and wheezes. 


As he prepares to man- 


age a city whose $2.18-cent 
property-tax rate is close 
to its legal ceiling, Dever 
will leave a city whose tax 
rate in the last three years 
has gone down from $1.31 
to $1.14, according to 
Sunnyvale Mayor Don 
Logan. 


In his nine years in 


Sunnyvale, Dever 
has 


fashioned what friends 
and critics alike agree is 
one of the most efficient 
burcacracies in the coun- 
t r y , w i t h an annual 
productivity-improvement 


rate far better than indus- 
try's average, and double 
the average of American 
cities. 


HIS SECRET? A combi- 


nation of training and 
motivation for the city's. 
1,000-odd municipal work- 
ers, long-range fiscal plan- 
ning and an extraordinary 
use of computer hard- 
ware. 


The city doesn't own the 


hardware; it leases it — 
and apparently to good 
advantage. For Dever and 
the city fathers are con- 
vinced that Sunnyvale's 
m a na gement-information 
system has enabled the 
city to operate not only 
with fewer employes, but 
at much lower costs. In 
addition to giving city offi- 
cials unusually easy ac- 
cess to program informa- 
tion, the system has 
enabled the City Council 
"to determine priorities 
eight years in advance." 


Having heard about 


Long Beach's fiscal prob- 
lems and its difficulties 
with the Queen Mary, 
Sunnyvale citizens are 
convinced t h a t Long 
Beach picked the right 
man. 


'When I read that he 


was 
g o i n g to L o n g 


Beach," says Marcella 
Saxe, an Orchards mem- 
ber, I thought: 'Good 
grief, he's going from the 
frying pan into the fire.'" 


But "he's really sharp, 


a good businessman," she 
adds, and he should help 
Long Beach.

PROPERTY taxes, used 


to make the first year's, 
payment, will probably be 
used from 1996 to 2006, 
when the payments will be 
completed, according to 
Budget • Director James 
Phelps..

$300 million retail and business 


'Largest U.S. shopping center' 


complex 
for Southland

Plans to construct a 1300 


million retail and business cen- 
ter on a 470-acre triangular tract 
at the San Diego-Santa Ana 
Freeway intersection in Orange 
County were announced the past 
week by the Newport Beach- 
based Irvine Co. 


Groundbreaking for the $80 


million first phase of the project 
is expected late next year with 
completion projected for autumn 
1979, Albert J. Auer, head of the 
development firm's commercial 
division, said at a Los Angeles 
press conference. He noted also 
the shopping center will be the 
largest in the United States. 


Four 
major 
department 


stores — Buff urns', Bullock's, 
The May Co. and Robinson's — 
have signed letters of intent to 
locate within the center's first 
segment, Auer said. Another 
large department store is to be 
signed'for the initial phase, he 
added. 


Appearing with him were 


John Hunt, Buffums" senior vice 
president; 
Howard Goldfeder, 


chairman of Bullock's; George 
Foos, May Co. president; and 
James Slayden, .president of 
Robinson's. 


Auer said the initial phase 


will cover about 1.6 million 
square feet and is to include, in 
addition to- the five big stores. 
100 mall shops, a major 350- 
rboni hotel and a tri-level 


recreation-entertainment center 
called Tivoli Court. 


In addition there are to be 


civic and cultural institutional 
centers, a central greenbelt with 
walkways, bikeways and possi- 
ble equestrian trails, all laid out 
in a lakeside park environment. 


Designing the center is the 


internationally known architec- 
tural firm of Gruen Associates. 
An area masterplan was pre- 
pared by Skidmpre, Owings and 
Merrill. 


The center adjoins a pro- 


posed high-speed rapid transit 
line serving the Los Angeles-San 
Diego corridor. A major transit 
stop is master-planned to serve 
the 
eight-million-square-foot 


center, and, in addition, it is 
being designed to provide for a 


personal rapid transit system to 
convey people around the devel- 
opment. 


Tivoli Court, at the heart of 


the center, is expected to be- 
come a major attraction for 
many Orange County. residents 
seeking after-sundown entertain- 
ment. Available will be an array 
of fine restaurants, theaters, 
concerts areas, recreational at- 
tractions — and an ice skating 
rink. 


Meeting rooms, cultural at- 


tractions and lounge areas de- 
signed to m.eet a variety of 
needs are to be offered. 


The rink will occupy a cen- 


tral floor area at ground level 
and is to be open to view from 
two floors above. Around and on 
levels above the rink are to be 


restaurants, theaters, gourmet 
food, concert and exhibit areas, 
specialty shops, a children's 
play zone and interior garden. 


"The center," said Auer 


"represents a commitment of 
the Irvine Co. to a concept of 
serving the multiple needs of 
people in a single location, meet- 
ing environmental concerns and 
serving an expanding areas's 
vigorous population growth." 


Population of the center's 


primary market area is ex- 
pected to be nearly 300,000 when 
the facility opens in late 1979, 
increasing to nearly 430,000 in 
1985. By 1990, this' sector of 
Orange County is expected to 
have a population of about 550,- 
000. 


Auer said school districts 


and other taxing authorities 
could realize some $20 million 
over the first 10 years following 
completion of the initial phase. 
"At its ultimate development, 
surrounding communities could, 
realize a revenue surplus of 
more than $7 million annually, 
based on current projections." 


He also noted that at its fin- 


ished stage the center could 
generate more than 18,000 jobs. 


This 'will be the second 


major regional center to be de- 
veloped, owned and managed by 
the Irvine Co., Auer recalled. 
The firm's Newport Center, a 
420-acre business, financial and 
shopping complex overlooking 
the ocean in Newport Beach, 
now is about two-thirds com- 
plete.

Solar energy concept 
has a long way to go 


MENLO PARK — Solar energy is not 


a cure-all for our energy problems but it 
is one part of a larger strategy that 
involves energy conservation, good de- 
sign, and maybe a modest sacrifice of 
convenience, according to Sunset Maga- 
zine. 


"The sun's potential is often over- 


sold," Sunset says in a 12-page report on 
solar energy in its November issue. "Ex- 
perts disagree widely about which sys- 
tems work best and are most cost-effec- 
tive"," the editors say. "Many installa- 
tions are frankly experimental, and a 
full-scale solar system typically involves 
considerable cost and technical ability." 


Nevertheless, Sunset notes that a new 


drive to couple the sun to the home is 
well under way, backed by increasing 
amounts of private and government 
funds, and inspired by personal daring. 


THE EXTENSIVE Sunset article 


deals with solar installations in such 
widely separated parts of the West as 
Salem and Bend. Ore.. Santa Fe, N.Y., 
Flagstaff, Ariz, and Northern and South- 
ern California. 


Active solar systems consist of collec- 


tors to absorb the sun's heat, ducts or 
pipes to transport it, and a heat storage 
area. The active components are fans, 
pumps, valves and thermostats. 


"You cannot today buy an 'off-the- 


shelf solar heating or cooling system," 


Sunset says. "All of our examples are 
custom-fitted from readily available 
manufactured components. Mass-pro- 
duced package systems for hot-\yater 
heating may be close at hand; it likely 
will be longer before you can buy a 
standardized space-heating system." 


An air system for circulating heat is 


simple, but has the disadvantages of re- 
quiring large ducts and several tons of 
rock for heat storage. Water systems 
require some complex plumbing and 
hardware, but water requires less than 
half the storage volume of an equivalent 
air system, and its thin pipes make re- 
trofits easier, Sunset says. 


Depending on total heat need, the 


installed cost (including all labor) of an 
active space-heating system could range 
from $4,000 to more than $10,000, the 
magazine reports. "Energy experts 
agree that the time has come to look at 
the 'life-cycle' costs of a home as criti- 
cally as we look at the 'front-end' or 
initial cost," Sunset says. "We may have 
to pay dearly for fuel to heat a house 
whose first cost is deceptively low." 


"Passive" solar architecture meets 


the same challenge as active mechanical 
systems: Collecting solar heat and stor- 
ing it for use at night and during cloudy 
weather—but without hardware driven by 
mechanical energy, Sunset reports. "The 
building becomes the system; heat stor- 
ige is usually the structure itself."

Billion dollar hospital 'ripoffl

Hospital charges are often $25 a day higher than 


need be because government bureaucrats are under- 
paying on services given to Medi-Cal and Medicare 
patients, it was learned Saturday. 


Financial losses to local hospitals, and other 


hospitals as well, are running into the millions. One 
hospital official in Long Beach called the underpay- 
ment practice a "multi-billion dollar ripoff of pa- 
tients." ' 


Patients not under Medi-Cal or Medicare cover- 


age are absorbing the loss. 


The health committee of the Long Beach Cham- 


ber of Commerce reports that the city's four major 
non-profit'hospitals experienced losses in excess of 
$10 million in the past year. 


The loss is expected to be $18,900,000 by 1978, 


says Jack W. Weiblen, health committee chairman 
and vice president of Memorial Hospital Medical 
Center. 


"These multi-million dollar underpayments by 


government are being added to the bills of the non- 
government patient," Weiblen says. "Our local not- 
for-profit institutions have no other source of income. 


"At present, the 'surtax' exceeds ?25 a day per 


patient. It will be larger and larger each succeeding 
year unless something is done about it." 


Weiblen notes that an average patient stay is 


about seven days, bringing the total figure to about 
$192 per patient. 


"What is really happening, is that government is 


placing a double tax on the non-government patient," 
Weiblen says. "This patient pays a tax to support 
Medicare and Medi-Cal and then pays a second tax to 
pay for the underpayments by government." 


For every dollar billed for services to medical 


patients at 'one local hospital in recent years, the 
state reimbursed the hospital about 87 cents. This 
past year the state reduced the amount of reimburse- 
ment to 71 cents on every dollar. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS say that if present regu- 


lations issued by the state are ruled legal, reimburse- 
ment will dwindle to as little as 50 cents for each 
dollar's worth of care for Medi-Cal patients. 


"In many instances," says Weiblen, "it is the 


employer who is being forced to pick up the tab." 
This is the case when the employer provides all the 
health insurance for workers and families. 


Anthony J. Abbate, vice president of St. Mary 


Medical Center, said the extra charge is being ab- 
sorbed in the daily room rate. 


"The cost can't come out of our (the hospital's) 


pocket," he says. 


Abbate explained that the hospital must pay its 


staff and its suppliers. 


He says that the problem continues to get pro- 


gressively worse. 


If governmental payments were adequate, daily 


hospital charges could actually be reduced, Abbate 
says. 


C. Joseph Heinz, administrator of Pacific Hospi- 


tal of Long Beach, says that Pacific Hospital has no 
such thing as a surcharge. 


"We don't dp that," he says. 
But he admits that the deficit created by govern- 


ment patients must be borne by the rest of the 
patient population. 


There was the time that both government pro- 


grams paid costs, Heinz says, enabling hospitals to 
break even but allowing nothing extra to purchase 
new equipment. Now not even costs arc paid, Heinz 
says. 


Arnold V. Loveridge, associate executive direc- 


tor of Long Beach Community Hospital, cites a case 
of a typical patient with a hospital bill of $1,000 after 
a five-day stay. 


If the patient has private insurance or pays cash, 


the hospital generally collects the full payment.

There's a good chance that before the day is out 


copies of this newspaper will be found in several o( 
.the city's 40 parks and along the 543 acres of beach. 


Newspapers will be left on benches, in the grass 


or on the sand to become part of the mountain of 
refuse picked up and hauled away by the Public 
Service Department each month. . 


The cans, bottles, pull tabs, bottle tops, candy 


and fast food wrappers are trash when they are 
deposited in cans. When they are tossed to the 
ground, dropped on the sand or washed up on the 
beach, these things become litter which is unsightly, 
costly to remove and, according to at least one city 
official, dangerous. 


And litter begets litter. A dirty park or beach 


tempts a person to just drop paper and cans any- 
where. If the beach or park is clean, he might be 
more inclined to use a trash container. Litter also 
invites vandalism, park officials claim. 


The result in the worst cases is recreational 


areas in which residents no longer take.pride and 
which have lost all of their aesthetic appeal. 


LONG BEACH PARK Commissioner Gordon 


Getz says he visited such places in eastern cities 
recently. He was appalled by the condition of New 
York's Central Park and recreational areas in Har- 
lem and the Battery. 


"Our parks are cream puffs compared to those," 


he says. Dogged by the memory of littered and 
vandalized recreation areas elsewhere, Getz is 
proposing a five-year plan of attack on the problem. 


Getz wants to make people aware of how much it 


costs them to repair vandalism and pick up litter in 


If the patient is covered by Medicare, the hospi- 


tal's reimbursement is $865.60, a deficit of $134.40. 
Forty-four per cent of Community's patients are 
Medicare cases. 


If the patient is covered by Medi-Cal, only 


$652.74 is paid by the state, a deficit of $347.26. Six 
per cent of Community's patients are Medi-Cal cases. 


SAYS LOVERIDGE: 
"Because Medicare and Medi-Cal refuse to pa'y 


the full costs of running a hospital, then private- 
insurance and self-pay patients in non-profit hospitals 
must make up the difference. 


"Government-insured patients are getting their 


medical care wholesale while the rest of us must pay 
retail prices. 


"I know of no other instance in which the gov- 


ernment pays only the operating costs for goods or 
services." 


Loveridge adds: 
"Even proprietary hospitals that are run for a 


profit to their owners are allowed by Medicare to 
have a factor for return on investment, but in the 
case of the nonprofit hospital, no such allowance is 
made." 


Health officials and chamber leaders plan to 


take the lead in soliciting the assistance of legislators 
at state and federal levels to correct the inequity.

parks and on the beaches. An educational program 
for schools and professional and civic organizations 
might include slides, films, and brochures. 


He also wants to explore the possibility of 


stronger enforcement of laws against those who litter 
and destroy public property. He likes the idea of 
sentencing offenders to pick up litter or to repair the 
damage they have caused. 


A key part of his plan is a volunteer park ranger 


corps. Badges and uniforms would be issued to volun- 
teers who would patrol recreational areas, sometimes 
reporting disturbances or vandalism. Their major 
role, however, would be to discourage such acts by 
their presence. 


The idea, according to Getz, is to develop pride 


in the city and its recreational opportunities. 


Park Department staff members are already at 


work with Recreation Department employes on an 
educational program for the schools. 


William T. Bell, assistant director of the Park 


Department, is concerned about the cost of picking 
up litter and disposing of trash in parks. He says, it 
ranges from $200,000 to $300,000 a year in Long 
Beach. 


That cost could be reduced, Bell says, if ideal 


conditions prevailed. Large trash containers would be 
placed at park entrances and users would deposit 
refuse as they left the area. That would eliminate the 
need for the smaller trash receptacles inside the 
park. Bell says they represent a kind of park litter in 
themselves and are frequently stolen because they 
are the right size for home use.

But ideal conditions exist only in the dreams of 


park officials and in reality litter is tossed all over

Escapist thriller will make director a rich man 


John Schlesinger beams like a Disney cow. The 


notices are in on "Marathon Man," the season's big 
movie blockbuster, and it's going to make him rick 
Last year, he directed "The Day of the Locust," and 
it rained on his parade. How can you win? He made a 
great film, and some critics said he should have 
stayed in bed. Now he makes a totally commercial 
escapist thriller, and some critics are saying it's 
beneath his dignity.

How does a John Schlesinger keep from going 


crazy? "Well," he says, rubbing circles on his bald 
head, "you just laugh. I!m happy 'Marathon Man' is 
a hit, but that doesn't make me any less proud .of 
'Locust.' You just have to do what interest you in life 
and plunge.ahead. I went through similar frustrations 
after 'Far From The Maddening Crowd.' It,was a 
disaster. 
. 
" • 


"I followed it with 'Midnight Cowboy,' and 


everyone said, 'Why do you want to do such a 
depressing film that nobody will ever go and see?' 
Then that one was an enormous success, and that 
was the moment I was- offered a lot of very big 
pictures to direct. Instead, I did 'Sunday Bloody 
Sunday" because it seemed like the right movie to 
make. 


"The answer is that since every director's ca- 


reer is going to be a checkered one, and we can't all 
have hits all the time, we have to take chances. We 
no longer live in a golden era in which directors went 
under contract to a studio that guaranteed a certain 
amount of work each year. In the 40s, a director 
never had to worry about where the next film was 
coming from. You just made films, one after the 
other, some good, some bad. That's how all the great 
reputations were made. Now it's a big gamble, and 
every time you.make a film, your whole future is at 
stake. That's why I'm always anxious to get the next 
one prepared while the old one is being released." 


HE POURS TEA in a most civilized British 


manner while the phone rings angrily. The news- 
paper ads are spread on the sofa pronouncing "Mara- 
thon Man" the greatest thing since peanut butter. 
Studio executives are trying to break through with 
offers that go ignored. Schlesinger is king of the 
mountain. There's nothing like lines around the block 
under the marquee to insure self-confidence. Yet he 
seems nervous. 


"I shall never stop being anxious," he sighs. 


"I'm always on the edge of a precipice, ready for the 
deep end. I'm a nervous wreck. I'm always scared 
because one's success and failure these days is so 
rapidly judged on what the film will gross. There 
were people going around after 'Day of the Locust' 


saying 'He must never be allowed near a camera 
again.' There's nothing you can do except shrug and 
carry on. The main thing is to cash in at the moment 
you have a commercial success and use that power to 
do a film that would not have a chance otherwise. 


"Sunday Bloody Sunday' will never show a 


profit, although it 'had hugh critical acclaim. You 
can't make movies for critics, or you will destroy 
yourself..On the other hand, that film would never 


;. have been made if it had not been lor the commercial 
success of 'Midnight Cowboy.' Francis Coppola, did 
the same thing. After 'The.;Godfather' he. used his 
'muscle to make 'The Conversation,''which was not a ' 


commercial success, but the right move to make. In 
this business, one must take risks to remain a crea- 
tive artist. 


"Now with the success of 'Marathon Man,' I am 


taking advantage of my sudden popularity to make a 
film in England called 'Yanks!,' a love story about 
an American G.I. and an English girl just before D- 
Day. It's a kind of funny, touching, raunchy script by 
a young writer from the North Country of England, 
and we're.currently going around New York meeting

men who were in England during the war. I'm not 
making any more adventure thrillers or heist movies. 
I'm going back to my roots." 


"COMING FROM England, where the economy 


is so unstable that it is impossible to get any kind of 
movie produced, do you think American actors who 
get a million dollars per film are overpaid?" I asked. 


"Dustin Hoffman certainly got it for 'Marathon 


Man' and the studio thought he was worth it, but I 
look at it all with a jaundiced eye. I certainly did not 
come to America to make a profit. I like America, 
and I've been coming here since I was a student. I'm 
hooked on the place. But I came to make 'Midnight 
Cowboy.' Then I went back home to make 'Sunday' 
and came back to make 'Locust.' It took me years to 
get that one off the ground, and I had to work on it in 
Hollywood, so I bought a house there, and now my 
tax situation is absolutely chaotic. 


"But I've also had projects that never got off the 


ground at all. I developed Evelyn Waugh's 'Handful 
of Dust' with my own money, and nobody wanted to 
make it. Then I was planning to make 'Alive!' but the 
Stigwood people came put with a total rip-off in that 
dubbed Mexican atrqcity called 'Survive!' which is 
truly a piece of crap-: But it ruined my film because 
the story has now been told. Now 'Marathon Man' is 
a great smash and that pleases me, but I wouldn't 
call it my favorite film." 


It was certainly different. He had no experience 


with the enormity of that kind of film, but he tackled 
it anyway by "depending a lot on the technical 
experts around me — the designers, stunt coordina- 
tors, special unit director, cameraman, special-ef- 
fects men, everybody. They all played a great part in 


it. For me, a film is always a collaboration. I can't 
take credit for all of it. In the middle of all the car. 
crashes and explosions, I did have to find a way to 
establish an individual touch of my own. That was • 
the hard part. 


"I REMEMBER walking around New York with. 


Bill Goldman, the writer, and it was Yom Kippur. I 
suddenly got an idea. Since the first car crash 
involved an old Jew and an old Nazi, why not set it on 1 
Yom Kippur? That was the first bit of texture that, 
occurred to me. Then in Paris when we were scouting 
locations, we were having a script conference in a' 
hotel room at the Plaza Athenee. Suddenly there was. 
a noise outside, and it was a political rally. People 
came out on their balconies to watch. Another idea - 
was born. What would happen if we had Roy Scheider 
attacked by the murderous villain while he's watch- 
ing a street demonstration from his hotel window?.

ENFORCEMENT OF LAWS is not practical,' 


iBell asserts, because violations are rarely witnessed 
;by persons with the power to prosecute, 


Park Department workers are also busy repair- 


iing damage done by vandals. Bell cites instances of 
Igolf greens being torn up, trees being uprooted and 
; bottles broken over sprinkler heads in parks. 


; 
There -s almost always damage in rest rooms 


;and graffiti, much of it done with spray cans, is 
' everywhere. 


The problem is much the same on the beaches, 


according to John Adams, deputy public service 
director. It costs about $300,000 to keep them clean. 
He says 12 to 14 permanent workers are required for 
the job and the staff swells to 22 during the summer. 


They empty up to 300 large trash containers, 


repair vandalism to comfort stations, clean graffiti 
off walls and regularly sweep the beaches with, spe- 
cially built rakes which remove refuse from the sand. 


Richard Rieboldt of the Public Service 


Department keeps records on the amount of trash 
hauled from parks and beaches. 


The monthly total of refuse picked up at the 


beaches rises and falls with weather conditions, he 
says. It's heaviest after a rain storm which washes 
trash down the rivers and storm drains to the sea 
where it is swept back upon the beach to become part 
of the massive litter problem. 


In the parks, trash collections are heaviest after 


holidays or a special event like a concert or a large 
;picnic. 


: 
Last year trash collections at the beach ranged 


from 153 tons to a high of 795 tons a month. In the 
parks it ranged from 390 to 795- tons, according to. 
:Rieboldt. 


No one knows exactly how much of that refuse 


was deposited in a.container and how much had to be 
picked up off the ground or raked out of the sand.. 


AND VICTORIES in the war against litter are 


just as difficult to measure. Ronald Whitely, assistant 
director of parks and beaches in Newport Beach, 
thinks they are doing some good in that city. 


Their campaign began three years ago when the 


city council appointed a citizens advisory committee 
to combat litter. 


Under a banner urging residents to "Can Your 


Trash," the committee launched an educational pro- 
gram in schools and service clubs. A litter awareness 
week was planned and brochures and a film were 
distributed. 


The council budgeted $5,000 for the program and 


workers 16 to 18 years of age.werc hired to walk the 
parks and beaches in the summer. They wear T- 
shirts with antilitter logos printed on.them. Their job 
is not to pick up trash but to appeal to their peer 
group and change attitudes among fhose who use 
beaches and parks. 


'Whitely came across a study which reveals that 


300,000 Americans are injured annually by litter. 
Broken glass and pull tabs do the damage in 86 per 
cent of the cases and the cost of treating those litter- 
related injuries is $3 million. More than 60 per cent of 
them occur in public recreation areas. 


Getz, Bell, Whitely and others think an attempt 


to reduce litter and vandalism is a matter of aesthet- 
ics, a chance to save money and a question of safety. 
But most of all they (eel it is a way of developing a 
sense of pride in the city's recreational areas.

TlIE SECOND section is devoted to the lives of 


Franklin and Jefferson in terms of contrasts and 
similarities of backgrounds, activities and styles.

Jefferson's interests were farm- 
ing, music, architecture. Both thought of themselves 
as philosophers, members of an international com- 
munity, believing that the impartiality of sound 
knowledge could gradually free men "everywhere 
from arbitrary power. 


In the third section are major contributions both 


men made to three key documents of American' 
history, documents which still are. goals of political 
practice: the Declaration of Independence, the Con- 
stitution and the Bill of Rights.

"Next year we move to Pacific Terrace theater 


— we look with great eagerness toward that and we 
want to be in a strong position, professionally and 
financially, when that time arrives, 


"We haye every expectation of continuing as an 


active and helpful participant in the Public Corpora- 
tion for the Arts; CLO is on its professional resources 
committee." 


ONE THING THAT has troubled Waggoner and 


others in LBCLO is the trend away from the original 
concept of the organization. First called Singers 
Workshop, the group was conceived as a musical 
theater workshop to give local, non-professional per- 
formers a chance to hone their talents, to learn and 
display theater crafts. 


Through the years, the company focused more 


and more, on professionalism and, beginning with 
"Applause," has used only union performers in lead- 
ing roles. 


Although the quality of productions was high, 


many in the CLO Association regretted the fact that 
non-Equity people couldn't hope for major parts. 


At the end of the just completed 1975-76 season, 


Waggoner announced that this year, no union person- 
nel would be employed. This was largely a financial 
necessity, but many members rejoiced at the return 
to the open-audition, non-union policy. 


When the company moves to Pacific Terrace, it 


again will deal with unions. But there is great deter- 
mination to retain the workshop aspect. 
'• 


Dr. Sam and Meredith Meals recently were

THEY SAY, in part, "LBCLO traces its ancestry 


to an organization known as The Singers Workshop. 
These hardy pioneers were active in all phases of 
musical theater - costuming, design and construc- 
tion of scenery and, of course, singing, acting and 
dancing.

"Through the years many changes.have taken 


place in the name of progress, the majority (but not. 
all) for the better.

"Our shows have achieved an ever increasing 


degree of professionalism of which we are all proud. 
Unfortunately, in the process, w'e have sacrificed 
much of the charm of amateurism — amateurism in 
its finest sense." 
• 


Looking ahead to the move to Pacific Terrace 


and its attendant union policy, the report continues, 
"LBCLO has long been acclaimed the leader in 
community musical theater in California, perhaps in 
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the nation. This has been due not only to the quality 
of our productions, but to our serving as a place 
where young performers can learn and develop their 
particular skills and talents. 


"We must not allow this element of our success 


to die for any reason." 


"A WORKSHOP, or laboratory, would accom- 


plish this end. 


"The logical place to house such a project would 


be in the present CLO facility on Fourth Street. This 
would necessitate purchase of the property which 
would continue to serve as'CLO offices and rehearsal 
hall. In addition it would provide space for class- 
rooms, where all disciplines pf'musical theater could 
be learned —. singing, dancing, acting, scenery de- 
sign, lighting, etc."' 


"IN GOING BACK to old standards, for this 


season, and probably for the future, we are gaining 
support," Waggoner said. "The quality of this first

performance of the season in acting, scenery, music 
— in every way — is as good as any we've ever 
done."

For scheduling these three 'goodies ' as your 
productions for next season!! I am so pleased that I 
shall again become a member —- and this time a 
sponsor! 


"I cancelled my membership last year in protest 


to some of the numbers included in the previous 
year's productions...." 


The letter was signed by Florence E. Farrand, 


immediate past president of California Retired 
Teachers Association. 


It's indicative, Waggoner believes, of the greater 


response that will come to Long Beach Civic Light 
Opera's new direction toward old ways.

^ood poisoning still causes more than two mil- 


lion Americans to (all ill each year, reports the 
' American Medical Association. 


. . The foremost food hazard continues to be poison- 
ing by microbes, says Philip L. White, Sc, D., secre- 
tary of the AMA's Council on Foods and Nutrition. 


And the major cause of food-borne illness is 


faulty food handling. 


A common offender in food poisoning is an 


organism known as salmonella, found mostly in raw 
meats, raw poultry, eggs and dairy products. These 
organisms can produce headache, vomiting, diar- 
rhea, stomach cramps and fever. The condition is 
seldom fatal but can be serious for infants, the 
elderly and the chronically ill. 


Recommended precautions to help avoid salmo- 


nellq poisoning: 


—Use hot, soapy water to wash hands, utensils 


and cutting boards that have been in' contact with 
raw meats, poultry, eggs and pastry mixes. 


—Do not buy foods storec) above the frostline in 


store freezers. 


—Wash raw food thoroughly. 
—Refrigerate all perishables promptly: Do not 


leave groceries in the. car while running other er- 
rands. .

—Do not thaw meats at room temperature. 
—Do not stuff poultry Until just prior to cooking. 
—Use only clean eggs, without shell cracks, in 


foods not thoroughly cooked. Better still, avoid raw 
eggs.

—Wash poultry and the surface of raw beef to 


reduce the number of organisms.

School cracks down on teen smokers 


DEAR DR. MENNINGER, 


My 14-year-old daughter, Susan, loves school. 


The last few weeks of summer, she couldn't wait to 
get back to classes. She's in the eighth grade in a 
junior high school where they have been having quite 
a bit of trouble with'teen-agers smoking. 


This year, the school decided to crack down on 


the problem' and they have instituted some harsh 
penalties. The first time a student is caught smoking 
at school, he or she is given a warning, and the

parents are called. The second, time, the student is 
suspended for three days. 


Today, I got a call from the principal. He caught 


Susan smoking, and this was the warning. She says 
that this was a fluke; she was just taking a drag on a 
friend's cigarette. 


At this point, my wife and I don't know what to 


do. Even though we both smoke, we don't think that 
Susan ought to be doing so at her age. I don't know 
whether to let it pass or to really come down hard on 
her and bawl her out. What would you suggest?

ADVICE TO THE TAXLORN 


DEARD. M,, 


An increasing number of teen-agers are smok- 


jng. A national survey in 1971 found 15 per cent of 
young people smoking. 


The latest survey in 1974 reported one out of four 


(25 per cent) young people were now smoking. This 
compares to a fairly constant report of about 40 per 
cent of adults who smoke (39 per cent in 1971, 41 per 
cent in 1974). 


Again, the marked increase is in younger age 


groups. In 1971, only 5 per cent of the 12-13 year olds 
were smoking; now that's up to 13 per cent. The 1974 
survey found 25 per cent of the 14-15 year olds were 
smoking and 38 per cent of the 16-17 year olds were 
smoking. So Susan has a good deal of company. 


Since the incidence of smoking in teen-agers is 


so prevalent, I'm not sure you'll get the results you 
want by either extreme of letting it pass or bawling 
her out. Rather, I would suggest sitting down and 
discussing the situation with her in a straightforward 
manner, touching on the issue of smoking and its 
relationship to staying in school. 


MANY TIMES we are faced with rules with 


which we may disagree. Your daughter and her 
friends may disagree with the school rules about 
smoking, but as long as they exist, they are part of 
her "reality." And she must consider the "cost" of 
challenging that reality. Is she willing to pay the 
price of suspension from the school she so enjoys in 
order to smoke? 


Most adolescents think primarily in terms of 


here and now; they often fail to consider the future 
consequences of their actions. Your responsibility is, 
to help Susan appreciate those potential conse- 
quences, and to then trust her ability to judge the 
best course of action. 


Of course, some teen-agers challenge rules as a 


way to prove they are independent and can do their 
own thing. The task of the parent is to help the teen{ 
agers find a way to do his or her own thing without 
compromising the future. 
; 


In the case of smoking, the future consequences' 


also include the high probability of health problems 
over the long run, particularly when one starts smok- 
ing at an early age and continues it on a regular 
basis. 


However, as long as you and your wife smoke, 


you present a model with which your daughter may 
wish to identify. Teen-agers do not always appreciate 
advice of "Do as I say, not as I do."

DEAR MR. SMITH: According to current Inter- 


nal Revenue Service rules, how much must one spend 
for business entertainment expenses before a receipt 
for those expenses is needed? I keep a daily log of 


such expenses (who, what, where and the purpose). Is 
my lunch or dinner that is included on entertainment 
occasions also deductible from gross income? — L.

Your contemporaneously-prepared daily log is 


extremely important. In addition, obtain a paid bill 
or receipt for any single expenditure of $25 or more.

DEAR MR. SMITH: As a self-employed golf pro 


I purchased a 10-year medical policy with the condi- 
tion that if no claims were made I would receive 80 
per cent of the premiums back. The 10-year period is 
almost up and the insurance company is in financial 
difficulties. They offered me 15 per cent of what is 
due me instead of the 80 per cent as outlined in the 
policy. How can I take this $5,000 loss on my 197,6 tax 
return? -J. F. 


I think you will first have to determine whether 


all the premiums you paid over the 10-year period 
have been deducted in your tax returns. If so, then 
the 15 per cent refund you receive will either be 
taxable income or it will decrease your current-year 
medical expense. There would then be no deduction 
for any financial loss. However, if all or any part of 
the premiums were not deducted, then you have a 
non:business bad debt (the same as a short-term 
capital loss) deduction in proportion to your non- 
deducted premiums.

Most men st'ay about six weeks, obtaining 
; , therapy skills to prepare for reentry into society.

"The men spei;cf some time with religious mat- 


ters," 'said Strickland. "We try to direct them to a 
personal relationship with God. We have a chapel 
program five days a week." The men receive a cash 
stipend of $5 -to $18 a week, depending on their 
progress in therapy. 
: 


STRICKLAND WAS BORN in New Bern, N.C., 


and following graduation from high school there, 
entered the U.S. Air Force and served for four years. 
It was while in the service in Arizona that he met his 
wife, April, who shared his special interest. Follow- 
ing discharge, both enrolled in the Salvation Army 
School for Officers Training. They were commis- 
sioned (ordained) as officers in June, 1965. 


Areas of service have included Ogden, Utah; Los 


Angeles, San Francisco, Oakland, Santa Barbara and 
Hawaii. 


In the interim, Strickland' has graduated from 


Santa Barbara City College with an A.A. Degree. He 
says, "If all goes as planned, I will receive my B.S. 
in business administration from Long Beach State 
University in December." 


The Stricklands have two sons and a daughter, 


all students at Long Beach Brethren School. Craig is 
11, Derek, 5, and Linnea, 9. When time permits, the 
family enjoys bowling, swimming and camping.

AUTUMN LEAVES GRACE VIRGINIA'S CAPITOL IN RICHMOND

BEST OF BICENTENNIAL 
Where it all began 


By HERB SHANNON

RICHMOND, Virginia - It's not too late in the 


year to blaze a Bicentennial trail through the flaming 
jorests of this state where American history began. 
New England's Indian summer is drawing to a close, 
•but Virginia's fall foliage is in full bloom and the 
major historical attractions are open all year long. 


You get both in a single glance here in the 


.capital city, where the Grecian-styled Capitol build- 
ing designed by Thomas Jefferson crowns a central 
•Hilltop park, surrounded at this season by a carefully- 
tended landscape of green, red and gold. Variegated 
leaves hardly touch the ground before they are 
whisked away by the rakes of gardener teams. 


The structure itself is one of the many minor 


prides of Jefferson, after the three achievements he 
considered his legacy to the nation: Author of the 
Declaration of Independence, instigator of the first 
statute for religious freedom and founder of the 
University of Virginia. 


Unlisted on his self-written epitaph are the Capi- 


tol, the stately home at Monticello on which he 
lavished nearly 40 years of spare-time architectural 
talent, the university's famed Rotunda at the Charlot- 
tesville campus, which was the basis for the design of 
the Jefferson Memorial in Washington, and his terms 
as Governor and President. 


RICHMOND is the hub of Virginia's wealth of 


historic colonial attachments, preserved or restored 
as they were when erected. To the east are the crude 
log huts of Jamestown, site of the 1607 landing of the 
first company of English settlers in America. To the 
west is Charlottesville and Jefferson's elegant hilltop 
homestead a few miles outside the city. 


Both north and south lie other centers of early 


Americana, from spacious plantations to the battle- 
gpunds of the Revolution and the Civil War. Modern 
highways and freeways have replaced the rutted 
trails which linked the Colonial settlements, but the 
countryside between remains much the same as 
Jefferson's description in a letter written in 1788: 


"... a Dower here, a tree there; yonder a grove, 


near it a fountain; on this side a hill, on that a river. 
I know nothing so charming as our own country." 


This autumn tour through the Virginia of Wash- 


ington, Jefferson, Thomas Paine, Capt. John Smith 
and Gen. Robert E. Lee combines the best of two 
worlds. What there were of Bicentennial throngs (the 
expected overcrowding never materialized this year). 
have left the scene and the scenery to latecomers. 


THE COLORFUL pageant of nature and history 


began immediately after arrival at Dulles Interna- 
tional Airport. Although American Airlines lists 
Dulles as a Washington destination for its daily DC10 
flights from Los Angeles, and other connecting flights 
into Washington National Airport, both terminals are 
actually in Virginia. 


Dulles is about 30 miles west of Alexandria, just 


across the Potomac from the nation's capital. The 
rental car drive into Alexandria along the freeway 
serving the airport was a preview of the next four 
days. No billboards marred the view of wooded hills 
and open farmland decked in harvest tones. 


Temperatures were brisk in the mornings, but 


sunny and warm to the mid-60s by early afternoon 
four days of the tour. Changeable weather to be 
expected at this time ot year gave us rain only one 
day. 


It was twilight, and New Orleans was a dusky 


blue fused with gold — far too beautiful to leave. 
Besides, there was also the possibility of sitting 
around discussing soybean futures and dining with a 
new-found friend. 


Since he looked like The Bipnic Man and the 


proposed restaurant was Gallatoire's, any sane fe- 
male would instantly phone the airline she'd planned 
to spend the evening with and say, "You do what you 
want at 7:30 but I'm staying here." 


BEING OF sound mind, I did call. They were

"He who tooteth not his own 


horn," said John Llewelyn Lewis, 
"the same shall not be tooted." 


Nobody tooted his louder during 


the stormy years labor came of 
age, or did more in the rearing, 
than the union leaderith the eye- 
brows like hedges and jaw like a' 
coal stove. John L. took on most 
everybody and most always won. 


"Organize the Unorganized" 


and "Never a Step Backward" 
were the slogans of the ninth grade 
dropout who could quote Snake- 
speare and Scriptures to the low 
arid the mighty and tell an armed 
man to "take that gun out of your 
pocket or I'll shove it down your 
throat." 


The former coal miner who dug 


his way to the top of the United 
Mine Workers and founded the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
battled presidents of companies 
and presidents of the United States 
from Wilson to Truman. Feeling he 
had been double-crossed by one 
President, he said to his face: "No- 
body can call John L. Lewis a liar 
and least of all Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt!" 


He called Vice President John 


Nance Garner "a poker playing, 
whiskey drinking, labor baiting, 
evil old man." About the best any- 
one could manage in retaliation 
was one company executive who 
stammered: "Mr,Lewis, I-M am 
not afraid of your eyebrows." 


Tough or courtly, imperious or 


impish, Lewis set the pattern that 
other labor leaders were to follow. 
He made the sit-down strike, which 
he said dated back to the builders 
of the Pyramids, a national weapon 


of the late '30s. Even high school 
students in Cleveland sat down 'in 
protest that their newly arrived 
class pins "were a lot of junk." 
There was violence, often, but Big 
Labor had been born. 


MIDWIFE LEWIS was always 


in the news. In 1937, about four per 
cent of the stories in the New York 
Times for the whole year revolved 
around John L. But no headlines 
were bigger than when he pulled 
his men out during World War II 
contrary to a union no-strike 
pledge. "John Lewis, damn your 
coal black soul," cried Stars and 
Stripes from Europe. Unbowed, 
Lewis won but was magnanimous 
in victory. One day when he found 
Roosevelt 
maneuvering some 


miniature ships on a battle map, he 
offered to send him a set of electric 
trains for Christmas... 


Now, on this Nov. 19, 1946, 


Lewis has done it again. The gov- 
ernment has seized the mines, but 
Lewis 'ias called his men out any- 
way. He's demanding a 40-hour 
week instead of 54, with no loss in 
pay. 


With a toss of his cane to the 


curious and a tip of his hat to a 
lady, Lewis, chewing on a cigar, 
drops into the lobby of Washing- 
Ion's Carlton Hotel to read in peace 
about one of the few battles he was 
to lose. 


It was to cost him $10,000 per- 


sonally and his union $700,000 in 
court fines, but no one could forget 
the debt labor owed the man who 
made management listen to a 
favorite quote from the Bible: 
"Thou shall not muzzle the ox that 
treadeth out the corn."

"They were too much," said 


the Bears' quarterback of USC's 
defenders, who knocked down his 
receivers at'the line of scrimmage, 
flooded the deep zones, tore apart- 
his protection and put his best re- 
ceiver. Wesley Walker, out of the 
game in the second quarter. 


Roth completed only 12 of 27 


passes for 109 yards before giving 
way to backup quarterback Fred 
Besana in the fourth quarter. 


The high-powered Bears had 


only 201 yards in total offense, 18 
by rushing, and had to settle for 
field goals of 33 and 47 yards by 
Jim Breech. 


So the Pacific-8 Run for the 


Roses rolls inexorably toward a 
Nov. 20 showdown between those 
crosstown alleycats, USC and 
UCLA. 


Third-ranked UCLA is 4-0 in the 


league and 7-0-1 over-all. Fourth- 
rated USC also is 4-0 in the confer- 
ence, and has a record of 6-1. 


"Now we have to go like heck 


to get past Stanford and Washing- 
ton before we get to play UCLA for 
the Rose Bowl shot," said USC 
defensive tackle Gary Jeter, who 
was one of Roth's main marauders. 


On a day when all-America tail- 


back Ricky Bell was knocked out of 
action with a twisted ankle to go 
with his hip-pointer, the Trojans 
found enough other weapons to 
repel Cal, which lost its third con- 
secutive Pacific-8 game. 


Quarterback Vince Evans 


passed and ran effectively, split 
end Randy Simmrin worked some 
magic with his hands, and fresh- 
man Charles White came off the 
bench to add 91 yards to Bell's total 
of 78 in 24 carries. 


"1 was surprised at Cal's inten- 


sity on defense," said Robinson. 
"Because of that, we played some- 
what conservatively." 


Although held to 376 yards - 


115 below their average — the 
Trojans converted on their best 
scoring opportunities.

Last but not least 


Seahawks take Northwest by storm 
How to succeed without winnin 


"Our fans are unique... like, I threw six intercep- 


tions last week. They didn't boo that much. They hung 
right in there with me, and 1 really appreciated that." — 
Jim Zorn. 


Only a lefthander can understand the misery of 


going through life in a righthanded world, and only a 
person whose surname starts with Z can appreciate 
being anywhere except at the end of the line. 


Last in the alphabet, last in life, put down by can 


openers and maitre d's alike—this is the double curse 
carried by James Arthur Zorn, who plays quarterback 
for the Seattle Seahawks. 


There are more than a thousand professional foot- 


ball players listed in the Football Register. Guess who's 
last. 


There are only two southpaw quarterbacks starting 


in the National Football League. Ken Stabler is one. 
Name the other. 


"Let me say," Zorn says, "I am pleasantly sur- 


prised by what has happened to me this year at Seat- 


tle." 


NOBODYEXPEC- 


TED the Seahawks to win 
many games in their first 
year, so aside from play- 
ing for a team that is 1-6 
coming into today's match 
against the Rams at the 
Coliseum, Zorn is in hog 
heaven. 


Ke gets to throw more 


passes than anybody in 
the league—237 so far— 
and has more job security 
than James .Harris, a 
quarterback whose team 
is 5-1-1. 


"Zorn is our quarter- 


back," says Seahawk 
coach Jack Patera. "He's 
going to oe inconsistent 
because this is his first 
year, but when he gets 


time to throw he's a heckuva passer." 


Seattle's offense is based on one theme: Zorn drops 


back to pass, then (a) Zorn throws or (b) Zorn runs for 
his life. 


With 125 yards on 26 flints of desperation, Zorn is 


within 13 yards of being the Seahawks' leading rusher, 
and he may be that before the day is out. The two 
running backs ahead of him have been benched. 


"I scramble when 1 need to," he says. "If the 


receivers aren't open, I can't sit in the pocket and get 
smacked. That kinda hurts. Ever since 1 was in high 
school, if nothing was there I'd just take off." 


HIGH SCHOOL was Gahr in Cerritos, where Zorn 


won all-Suburban League distinction when he became a 
starter as a senior. The next two years at Cerritos 
College he was second string behind two different quar- 
terbacks. 


Cal Poly Pomona and Wake Forest were the only 


four-year schools subsequently interested in mining this 
untapped talent — "The only reason Wake Forest heard 
of me was because a friend of mine told the coach I was 
a great athlete," Jim says—but he repaid Pomona's 
faith by leading the NCAA's College Division in passing 
as a junior. 


"I was thinking about a pro football career in my 


senior year," he says. "Scouts were coming »rui;nd 
timing me and I got excited about it." 


BUT HIS statistics tailed off in his senior season 


and the scouts lost interest. 


"Last year was a downer," Jim admits. "I really 


thought I'd be picked somewhere in the middle rounds of 
the draft, but 1 wasn't selected at all. Disappointed? I 
mean, that was it. I was through. I wasn't going to play 
football anymore." 


But Dick Mansperger, the director of personnel for 


the Dallas Cowboys, suggested signing Zorn as a free 
agent. 


"We had seven quarterbacks in camp," Jim recalls, 


"not counting Roger (Staubach) and Clint Longley, and I 
had to beat out those guys just to be No. 3.1 was feeling 
pretty good about that." 


But a few days before the opener against the Rams, 


the Cowboys, hurting for running backs, jumped at a 
chance to sign Preston Pearson, so somebody had to go. 


Guess who. 
"What a blow," Zorn says. "It wasn't that another 


quarterback beat me out. I knew then that I could play, 
but I didn't know if anybody else knew I could." 


THE RAIWS invited Zorn to Blair Field for a tryout 


and were considering signing him after last season when 
Mansperger, now with the Seahawks, became twice 
Zorn's saviour. Seattle's training camp, a Devil's Island 
type of complex in eastern Washington, truly tested 
Jim's perseverance. 


"When I got to camp there were nine quarter- 


backs—nine!" he says. "I was just another free agent— 
certainly not the favorite. Every day a different guy 
looked good. 


"But I just kept doing the best I could each day and 


then, all of a sudden, the coach told me I was No. 1 
before the opener against St. Louis." 


Patera, who coached the defensive line at Minne- 


sota for seven years, says, "Jim Zorn reminds me of a 
young Fran Tarkenton, the kind of quarterback that 
makes things happen—sometimes good, sometimes 
bad." 


IT WAS mostly bad last week—a 41-14 loss to 


Detroit in the Kingdome. 


"Our fans are unique," Zorn notes. "They really 


support us. When it's time to boo, they boo. When it's 
time to yay, they yay ... like, I threw six interceptions 
last week. They didn't boo that much. It was amazing. 
Usually, you throw two and a crowd would boo you right 
out of the stadium. 


"But they hung right in there with me, and I really 


appreciated that." 
. . 


After his impressive showing in Dallas' camp last 


year, Zorn, 23, had offers from other NFL clubs but 
says, "I'm glad I chose the Seahawks.

'I

\ Mike White had a few words for his California 
Bears immediately following their 20-6 demise at the 
Coliseum Saturday against USC. 


.' They were hardly complimentary. 
; The general consensus in.the Golden Bear locker 
room was that it wasn't only the Trojans who de- 
fe;ated the Bears, it was also the Bears themselves. 
Quite handily, as a matter of fact. 


1 "It was a combination of both," said a disconso- 


late White. "We beat ourselves as much as USC did. 
We made too many mistakes for the eighth week of 
the season. 


"And by mistakes, I mean both in execution and 


in silly penalties-." 


Almost bereft of a rushing offense—the Bears 


netted a meager 18 yards on the ground—quarter- 
backs Joe Roth and later Fred Besana were obliged 
to do what the Bears do best—put the ball in the air. 


But the redoubtable Trojan secondary took that 


away,'too. 


', "Their pass defense was fantastic," observed 


Roth, quietly stripping a protective bandage from his 
tender right knee, a knee that was banged up again 
in the fourth quarter when he took an illegal shot 
from Harold Steele that cost USC 15 yards and cost 
Cal the services of Roth for the remainder of the 
afternoon. 


"1 fell right on the knee again," Roth said. "But 


I could have gone back in. 


"It was very hard to find somebody open...their 


coverage was great," Roth continued. 


To compound Cal's misfortune, wide receiver 


Wesley Walker viewed the second half from the Bear 
bench, attired in a swath of bandages that encased 
his entire right leg. He was missed, said Roth. 


"Wesley opens up a lot of things for us. We can't 


go deep when he's not in there. If we try to, we 
certainly don't have as much room." 


Walker went out late in the second period when 


Trojans David Lewis and Rick Odom made a sand- 
wich out of him. 


That was typical of the fierce Trojan play in the 


secondary all day. 


"They we^ chopping off our wide men at the 


line of scrimmage," White said, "and trying to dis- 
rupt our pass routes. Their pass defense concept was 
very good. They also put a lot of pressure on our 
passers." 


In an attempt to circumvent the USC rush, Cal 


utilized the shotgun formation for the first time this 
year but the results were low calibre. 


"We wanted to give Joe a little more time and 


also try and protect his knee," White explained. 


But even the shotgun didn't help and Roth once 


was sacked for a 19-yard loss by Gary Jeter. 


It was like that much of the afternoon for the 


suddenly punchless Bears, once one of the most 
feared offensive machines on the West Coast.

"But when you're 2nd and 
20 and 3rd and 35 yofu can't expect miracles." 


Naturally, the Bears were asked to compare the 


basic talents of the Trojans and UCLA. 


Several responded. 
"UCLA's offense more closely approximates that 


of Georgia and Oklahoma," White answered. "USC 


has the best defense we've seen since Oklahoma. 
They are definitely in the Sooners' class...and better. 
UCLA has great defensive quickness and they're 
going to need that quickness against USC's strength 
and power. The Trojans have the physical people."

"I'd say USC has more team speed but I've been 
rushed harder than today." 


Phil Heck, the superb California linebacker, 


claimed the Trojans are "far more physical than 
UCLA." 
"I felt we beat ourselves with a lot of mistakes 


and basically, we didn't tackle anybody. They ran 
right through us." 


Heck was of the opinion that Ricky Bell, who 


appeared far from peak form while managing only 78 
yards in 24 carries, wasn't himself. 


"He didn't run as recklessly...or as hard as he 


did last year. Charlie White was the guy that hurt us. 
Boy, has he got a future." 


The future, of course, includes a Nov. 20 date 


with UCLA.. And if California sentiments are cor- 
rect—tab the Trojans.

But the fUm never investi- 
gates Amin's absolute con- 
trol of the military, the 
source of his stranglehold 
oh 10 million h u m a n 
beings. 


FILM NOTES: I spoke 


to director Schroeder 
while he was in New York

Film Festival. He said 
that Amin stays in power 
becuase "he is very cun- 
ning, very clever and he is 
ruthless. 


"Certainly one day he 


will be killed," Schroeder 
says. "He is dangerous be- 
cuse he believes in what 
he is doing. He's not the 
sort of dictator who one 
day will run away to 
Switzerland where he had 
hidden a great deal of 
money. He thinks what he 
is doing is right. He thinks 
he is making a revolution. 


Actually what he is 


doing is giving more and 
more power to the army." 
And that, according to 
Schroeder, ultimately may 
be what destroys Amin, 
when a new strongman 
emerges within the army. 


Schroeder also elabo- 


rated on the last line of 
narration in his 
film, 


which positions Amin as a 
logical end-point of coloni- 
alism. "He had no moral 
values taught to him," 
Schroeder explained. "He 
was in the British colonial 
army. That was his 
school. 


"He participated in the 


repression against the 
Mau Mau 
liberation 


forces, and that's not the 
best place to learn about 
human rights. He got used 
to killing then. I don't 
think he has any moral 
standards."

that Minnelli, after view- 
ing the work of the outside 
cutter, said the film was 
not merely someone else's 
version of his film — it 
was not his film at all. 


Be that as it may, it is 


impossible to imagine how 
Minnelli himself might 
have pulled a substantially 
better movie out of the 
existing footage. Perhaps 
the work might have had 
continuity, perhaps he'd 
have seen to it that the 
prints were color cor- 
rected, but there is not 
much, he could have done 
about the picture's most 
noticeable flaw, which is 
the casting of Liza Min- 
nelli in the lead role. 


Minnelli, vibrant and 


dynamic and affecting a 
performer as she is, sim- 
ply cannot pull off the role 
of a young woman who, by 


her beauty, takes the 
world by storm. They can 
dress her up and make her 
up from here to kingdom 
come. They do. And she 
still looks like . . . well, 
like Liza. 


As Nina, the country 


girl who comes to Rome to 
work as a chambermaid in 
a once-elegant hotel, 
Minelli must grow gradu- 
ally into the kind of 
woman Ingrid Bergman's 
Contessa Sanziani once 
was. The countess — old, 
broke and dotty — regales 
the chambermaid with

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A slip-and-slide race 


to a photo-finish

WASHINGTON — At the start, the 1976 presidential election 


looked like a runaway. Into the homestretch, it began to resemble 
a photo finish. 


Jimmy Carter, overwhelming favorite to become the first 


southerner elected President since Zachary Taylor in 1848, saw his 
30-point lead in the public opinion polls shrink in 75 days to a mere 
3 to 6 point margin. 


President Ford, bearing the scars of Watergate and handicap- 


ped by a sagging economy with the highest unemployment rate in 
any election year since the Depression, somehow was narrowing 
the gap. 


"The polls are so close that I think we have an excellent 


opportunity to pull the political surprise of the century and to 
come back and win," an ebullient Ford said as he'left the White 
House for the third and final television debate.

Key offices, issues Tuesday 


When voters go to the polls Tuesday, their ballots 


will call for votes on a naif dozen races, from the 
Presidency down to judicial offices; on 15 state 
propositions and on a variety of local measures. 


All of the candidates and issues deserve careful 


consideration, but some are more important than 
others. The Independent, Press-Telegram in recent 
weeks has been making recommendations on ballot 
measures. Today, we summarize our recommenda- 
tions on what we believe to be the major offices and 
issues, as follows: 


PRESIDENT — We believe the major concern of 


American citizens this year is their growing tax 
burden. We believe that burden can only be relieved

by cutting back on government programs and em- 
ployes. We believe that President Gerald R. Ford is 
committed to that sort of program. 


Democrat Jimmy Carter, heavily backed by union 


bosses — but not always by union members — 
proposes that if he is elected he will institute many 
new government programs. He also promises tax 
reductions, but you can't have it both ways. More 
government means more taxes. 


We favor Ford's program of paring down the 


federal government, cutting federal spending and 
working toward a balanced budget This program 
already has halted double-digit inflation and pro- 
duced a recovery in the economy. We recommend 
the re-election of President Fora to continue that 
program. 


U. S. SENATE — For the same reason that we 


recommend re-election of President Ford, we advo- 
cate the election of S. I. "Sam" Hayakawa as a U. S. 
Senator. Hayakawa, too, believes government is too 
big and that the cost of maintaining it is an un- 
reasonable one for the taxpayers. 


The Democratic incumbent, John V. Tunney, on 


the other hand, sees new federal government pro- 
grams as the answer to all the nation's problems. 
Tunney, we believe, is one of the "big spenders." 
Unfortunately, he isn't "the last of the big spenders." 


There is an additional problem with Tunney as a 


senator. He too frequently is absent from Congress. 
As we outlined in an earlier editorial, he has missed 
many votes which were important to his Californian 
constituents and to the nation as a whole. 


California needs two full-time Senators. Haya- 


kawa will give the job his full time, and will work 
toward less government and lower taxes. 


CONGRESSIONAL — Our endorsement in the 


34th Congressional District is based on the belief that 
a vote for Dan. Lungren is a vote for economy. 
Lungren said earlier in his campaign he is running 
for Congress, "because I'm tired of seeing nearly 
half my income taken in taxes; because we must 
bring an end to foolish programs that waste billions 
of our dollars each year." With this, we wholeheart- 
edly agree. 


Lungren is a young man, 30 years old, but he has 


had jobs where he had to work hard for his money: a 
shipyard worker, a department store salesman and a 
construction laborer. He is now an attorney. While 
going to Georgetown University hi the nation's capi- 
tal to get his law degree, he learned about govern- 
ment by working for two senators and as a staff 
assistant to Anne Armstrong, U. S. ambassador to 
Britain. 


We believe the voting record of the Democratic 


incumbent, Mark Hannaford, is one in support of big 
government spending programs. He voted, for exam- 
ple, with the House majority to boost President 
Ford's budget by more than $18 billion. 


We believe the voters must elect men who will 


vote against increased government spending and the 
resulting higher taxes, and we recommend the elec- 
tion of Dan Lungren, who we believe is such a man. 


STATE SENATE — Incumbent Senator George 


Deukmejian has served a total of 14 years hi the 
State Senate'and Assembly, and has built a solid 
reputation for opposing unnecessary spending, and 
yet introducing and supporting legislation to correct 
real problems of Californians. 


Senator Deukmejian was elected by his Republi- 


can colleagues as Minority Floor Leader, the No. 2 
man in the Senate. This key position of responsibility 


in the Legislature gives Long Beach added strength' 
in its Sacramento representation. ., 


The more than 150 bills which Senator Deukme- 


jian has authored and which now are state law range 
from those imposing tougher penalties on crimes of 
violence to appropriations for education in Long 
Beach, from one establishing the Senior Citizens 
Property Tax Assistance Program to several on 
treatment of alcoholics, drug abuse and delinquency 
prevention. 


We recommend that voters in the 31st Senate 


District re-elect Senator Deukmejian. 


STATE ASSEMBLY — Long Beach's two Assem- 


blymen, Mike Cullen in the 57th District and Fred W. 
Chel in the 58th District, have done a good job of 
representing their constituents and in working with 
city officials, and both deserve to be re-elected. 
' 


Cullen especially was effective in working out a 


compromise on the new California Coastal Conserva- 
tion law among environmentalists, local govern- 
ments, developers and organized labor. He helped 
Long Beach city officials make known their concerns 
to state legislators. 


Chel has been an assemblyman for only one term, 


but has shown a good understanding of government. 
He has announced his intention of working for 
property-tax reform and an increase in jobs through 
private enterprise. We support both objectives. 


STATE MEASURES - The 15 state- propositions 


have varying degrees of importance, but only two, 
we believe are very controversial: Proposition 13 to 
establish gambling on greyhound racing, and Propo- 
sition 14, the United Farm Workers' initiative. 


Proposition 13 should be defeated. There are 


many problems concerned with inhumane treat- 
ment of the animals and the concern of law- 
enforcement officers that the gambling would 
attract organized crime. The major reason for 
its defeat, however, is that it is rigged to turn 
over a multimillion-dollar gambling operation to 
the promoters. 


As the proposition is written, virtually no one but 


George Hardie, the front man for the gamblers, and 
his cohorts would be able to get one of the- licenses 
which would grant .them a monopoly on greyhound 
racing in California. The provision that some of the 
revenue would be turned over to various charitable 
uses is a sham, because the amount is a small 
fraction of what the proponents would pocket. 


Proposition 14 also should be defeated, pri- 
marily because it is unnecessary and, because it 
is an initiative, would freeze what should be 
flexible labor law into a statute that could be 
changed in even the smallest degree only by 
another statewide election. 


The rights of farm workers to vote in secret 


elections for or against union representation are 
-'.guaranteed in the existing Agricultural Labor Rela- 


tions Act of 1975. Although there was a period last, 
year when the Agricultural Labor Relations Board 
ran out of funds, the Legislature has appropriated 
money for fiscal 1976-77, and the ALRB is fully 
financed and active. 


LONG BEACH PROPOSITIONS - Only one of the 


two city measures, Proposition X, is of significance. 
Proposition Z merely eliminates from the charter a 
section pertaining to the "Department of Public 
Welfare," which no longer exists. 


Proposition X concerns the nomination and elec- 


tion of City Council members. At present, they are 
nominated by district, with only voters in' each 
district voting for their representative. The two 
candidates with the most votes in the primary run 
dtywide in the general election. Proposition X would 
provide that both nomination and election would be 
by district, and only voters in the district would vote 
for the representative from that district. 


We believe the present system requires a council 


member to be responsive to his district, because he 
is nominated by the district, but he must also be 
responsive to dtywide problems, because he is 
elected by voters citywide. 


The key argument against Proposition X, we 


believe, is that if it is adopted, Long Beach voters 
will be able to vote for only one council member. 
They now can vote for or against all nine. Because 


• council members now .have four-year staggered 


terms, a voter would get to vote for only one council 
member once every four years. 


This is completely inadequate representaion, and 


We recommend a NO vote on Proposition X. 


Ladies room in the Senate

SACRAMENTO — Women acquired the 


right to vote in the United States in 1920, 
and in 1922 helped elect five women to the 
California State Assembly. 


There has never been a greater num- 


ber serving at the same time, but there 
should be when the 1977-78 session gets 
under way next Dec. 6. 
. 


Three women now serve in the Assem- 


bly: Pauline Davis of Portola, Leona Ege- 
land of San Jose, and Teresa Hughes of 
Los Angeles. Mrs. Davis is retiring, but 
four women are definite favorites to join 
Egeland and Hughes. 


The four favorites are Carol Hallett in 


the 29fh District which includes Monterey 
and San Luis Obispo; -Jane McCormick 
Tolmach in Ventura's 36th. Maxine Waters 
in Los Angeles' 48th, and Marilyn Ryan in 
the Palos Verdes Peninsula-beach cities' 
51st. 


Mrs. Ryan and Hallett are Republi- 


cans. The others, along with Egeland and 
Hughes, are Democrats. 


Betty Smith in the 1st District, and 


Cindy Wear in Gardena's 53rd, are also 
possible winners. Both are Democrats. 


In all, there are 37 women seeking 


Senate and Assembly seats. Thirteen are' 
Democrats, 12 are 
Republicans, nine 


represent the Peace and Freedom Party, 
and three wear American Independent' 
labels. 


Since the first California Legislature 


convened in Monterey in 1849,16 different 
women have won 62 elections for Assembly 
seats, but no woman has ever served In the 
Senate. 


That fact is a key campaign issue in 


four Senate races. 


Long Beach City Councilwoman Renee 


Simon is taking on veteran Republican 
Sen. George Deukmejian in the 31st Dis- 
trict, which as a consequence of reappor- 
tionment consists entirely of the City of 
Long Beach. 


Much of the district is therefore new to 


Deukmejian, although he is well known 
throughout the city because of his long 
service. He was first elected to the Assem- 
bly in 1962, and moved to 'the Senate in 
1966. 


Another incumbent Republican forced 


into a defense of his record is Lou Cusano- 
vich in the San Fernando Valley's 19th 
District. Cusanovich was elected to the 
Assembly in 1956 and to the Senate 10 


years later. He is opposed by Sabrina. 
Schiller, an actress and a consumer's 
lobbyist, and she has put together a slick 
campaign which is giving the veteran fits. 


A third woman aspirant for a Senate 


seat is Rose Ann Vuich in the San Joaquin 
Valley's 15th District. She is a long-tune 
party activist who is taking on GOP 
Assemblyman Ernest Mobley for the seat 
vacated by the retiring Howard Way. 


One of the two senate districts newly 


created by reapportionment includes the 
Whittier-Santa Fe Springs area. Assembly- 
man William Campbell, a Republican, is 
well known in the district and should win, 
but his opponent, Betty Wilson, is also well 
. known.. 


Republicans feel confident they can 


win all four seats, but Capitol planners, at 
least, are taking no chances. 


Unlike the Assembly, the Senate cham- 


bers in the 106-year-old Capitol have never 
had a women's rest room. Earlier this 
year temporary chambers were con- 
structed to be used while the old building is 
being brought up to earthquake-safe stand- 
ards. 


The new Senate chamber includes a 


women's rest room.

Race 6up for grabs' 


WASHINGTON — As this is written, 


the presidential election is up for grabs, 
winnable by either President Gerald Ford 
or James Earl Carter Jr. 


We have that on the authority of 


George Gallup and Lou Harris, panjan- 
drums of the polling business. In fact, "up 
for grabs" is the exact phrase Harris used 
in an appearance before Washington re- 
porters Wednesday. 


"If Jimmy Carter loses this election, 


and I for one would not rule out. that 
ppssibility...be will have booted, by far, the 
biggest lead in modern political history," 
said Harris. 


Gallup, who has been taking the public 


pulse since 1935, said there has been a 
greater shift of opinion in the last few 
weeks than he has ever encountered. 


AS THE POLLSTERS spoke, Carter's 


35 point margin over Ford had shrunk to a 
3-4 point edge in Harris' reckoning and six 
points in GaUup's. 


By any measure, Carter has run the 


worst campaign, shown himself to be the 
least effective candidate since Barry Gold-: 
water. Let's.throw in Herbert Hoover for 
the hell of nVEven St. George McGovern.1 
put up a better fight 


The Carter mown was never fuller 


than on the concluding night'of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention last July in 
New York. In seriatim, he Wilted his candi- 
dacy with nine major blunders. 


While the six weeks between the con- 


vention and Labor Day dribbled away, 
Carter drained his fish pond, played soft- 
ball with the press (thus easing their 
culture shock at encountering Plains) while 
the chore of assembling a national organ- 
ization and planning the campaign went 
undone. He thus • began his travels, on 
Labor Day, with an inept advance team, 
non-existent liaison with state and local 
Democratic organizations and no clear 
idea of what lay ahead. 


While shirking his organizational 


chores, Carter entertained at Plains a suc- 
cession of his party's elder statesmen and 
gurus. The talent was to show that this 
inexperienced one-term governor was 
exposing himself to the Democratic party's 
wisest counsel. The effect however under- 
,cut the outsider-populist-cpmmon man 
image, free of ideological taint, he had so 
carefully contrived in his winning drive 
through the primaries. 


THE THIRD AND fourth mistakes 


sound contradictory but are not Carter 
failed to expand the small staff of talented 
Georgians who had served him so well in 
winning the nomination to include men and 
women with prior experience in a national 
campaign. Meanwhile, he reached a deci- 
sion to impose state campaign directors 
from outside the states in which they were 
assigned to perform. The local leaders 
were furious and insulted and their per- 
formance has shown it, particularly in 
California. 


With" a $24 million limit on campaign 


spending, Carter's Atlanta headquarters 


failed to establish budget controls..A wad 
of dough was blown on aimless, criss- 
crossing of the country in September at 
great expense.

As a campaigner, Carter abandoned 


the message that had served well'in the 
primaries — that of the outsider seeking to 
cut through the cynicism and knavery of 
Washington with humility and compassion 
and good intention. It broke his rhythm, 
disillusioned thousands and raised the 
suspicion he had conned everybody during 
the primaries. The anti-hero looked like 
any other pol willing to change his'tune to 
please his audience. Good Jimmy. Bad' 
Jimmy. Will the real Jimmy please'stand 
up? 


Meanwhile, Carter talked too much. 


about himself. He had some desperate 
need to explain his religiousness, southern- 
ness and ruralness. Some people would call 
this inferiority complex. 


. AS THE CAMPAIGN got rough.and the 


opposition started to attack, Carter-proved 
to oe thin-skinned. He also proved;to be a 
stubborn man who bore criticism from his 
own camp not at all, or gracelessly. His 
reaction to 
1 pressure was to reveal a mean 


and nasty streak in his character. The 
quiet eloquence of Carter in the''spring 
gave way to shrill hyperbole in the autumn 
("the tax laws are^a disgrace to the human 
race," etc).

In short, Carter failed to perceive the 


difference between running for the nomina- 
tion and running for the presidency,, where 
the stresses are greater, the demands 
more complex, and the media unrelenting. 


A similar failure, should he be elected,

WASHINGTON - The integrity of Con- 
gress was enunciated in its earliest days 
by Thomas Jefferson, who returned a gift 
to a Baltimore merchant and wrote 
sternly, "It is a law, sacred to me while in 
public character, to receive nothing which 
bears a pecuniary value." 


Jefferson's words were read, admired 


and quickly forgotten. From the earliest 
days of the Republic, the votes'of congress- 
men have been bought by lobbyists, com- 
promised by women and traded for large 
and small favors.

world. Capitol Hill has its own police force, 
its own banks, its own ways and means. It 
has barber shops and beauty shops; shops 
for carpentry, electrical work and, to in- 
sure that congressional botloms are 
properly cushioned, upholstery shops. 
There are sleam baths, swimming pools 
and gymnasiums, where overweight legis- 
lators can cavort in private. 


The trappings and Ihe tradilions alike 


are dedicated lo the comfort and conven- 
ience of the members. It is a spoils system 
— a system conlrived, that is, to spoil the 
congressmen. Even the elevators, marked 
MEMBERS ONLY, whisk the annoinled lo 
Iheir floors leaving their cpnsliluents lo 
slrugglefor space in Ihe public lifls. 


EACH MEMBER is provided a suite of 


ornate offices, complete with carpeting, 
paneling and leather appoinlmenls. En- 
Ihroned behind a massive desk and framed 
by flags, he is attended by truckling subor- 
dinates. The office walls usually are 
adorned with plaques, scrolls and inscribed 
photographs of Ihe greal, all attesting to 
the excellence and imporance of the occu- 
pant 


The senior members are assigned pri- 


vate hideaway offices in Ihe subterranean 
recesses of the Capitol building. In pro- 
tected isolation, they can calch a nap, 
rendezvous with a pretty secrelary or sim- 
ply get away from the hurly-burly. 


Senators John Sparkman, D.-Ala., and 


Frank Church, D.-Idaho, happen to have 
adjoining hideaways, l i n k e d by a 
bathroom-bar which could be entered from 
eilher side. Bui the 76-year-old Sparkman, 
by right of seniority, outranks the 52-year- 
old Church. So orders went out lo board up 
Church's entrance and leave Sparkman 
with his own private toilel and boozing 
facililies. 


Congress also exempts itself from 


many of Ihe laws it enacts for others. The 
civil rights laws, work safety regulations 
and other strictures don't apply on Capitol 
Hill. The government department, whose 
appropriations come from Congress, are 
also eager to placate ils members. Senalor 


Charles Percy, R.-I11., for instance, com- 
manded a Pentagon limousine and an 
Army helicopter to. rush him to Dulles 
airport because he was late for a plane. It 
flew him to Denver for a skiing vacation. 


Members of Congress receive deferen- 


tial and obsequious treatment from many 
quarters. The flattery tends to inflate them 
with self-importance, although outwardly 
they maintain a humble pose. For the 
public doesn't abide arrogance in elected 
officials. 


SOME ARE exemplary public servants 


whose contributions will never be ade- 
quately appreciated. But others are irre- 
sponsible opportuniste who slide Ihrough 
Iheir careers wilhoul making any real con- 
Iribulions. 


The collectivity and secrecy obscuring 


the unheralded dedication of the former 
also cover up the dereliction of the latter. 
Only the insiders can truly distinguish the 
doers from the drones. The rules and cus- 
toms lhat prohibit one congressman from 
disparaging another prevent the public 
from ever sharing in this knowledge. 


The system is ideally constructed, 


therefore, for the person who regards his 
membership as an avenue to special privi- 
lege and personal gain. There is a code of 
conduct which is seldom enforced. The 
only real guide is the individual's con- 
science. 


The wining and dining of legislators is 


a major indusfry in Washington. Campaign 
conlribulipns sometimes become almosl 
indislinguishable from bribes. In addition 
to the annual $44,600 salary, each member 
can him half-a-dozen congressional allow- 
ances. The stationery shops, reslauranls 
and other Capitol Hill establishments offer 
only bargains — all subsidized, of course, 
by the taxpayers. 


THE MINOR excesses invariably lead 


to larger outrages, which are counte- 
nanced by Congress. The transgressions of 
moralily and Ihe law have become all loo 
commonplace on Capitol Hill. 


The Iragedy is lhal mosl members of 


Congress are honest and honorable men 
who serve the nation better perhaps than 
the' voters deserve. But in the convivial 
and confidential atmosphere under the 
Capitol dome, Ihey condone Ihe outrages, 
protecl Ihe perpelralors and resisl re- 
forms. , 


For our regular readers, nol much in 


Ihis report is new. We .have harped uu the 
same Iheme for years. We raise il again 
because Tuesday is eleclion day. The 
voters can bring aboul a change in Ihe 
ethical standards of Congress by mandat- 
ing a change in ils membership. The least 
that conscientious citizens should do is to 
demand some genuine reforms in ex- 
change for their votes. 


Campaign of tactics., not issues

In an ordinary year, the drama of a 


campaign turnaround, of the tension pro- 
duced by personal confrontations in de- 
bates before the television cameras might 
have aroused intense emotions and in- 
volvement by the electorate. 


But the outlook for the bicentennial 


election is for a low voter turnout, possibly 
fewer than 50 per cent of those eligible. 


Some observers thought the public's 


disillusionment and apathy was caused by 
a reaction to Watergate. But others at- 
tributed it to the lack of dialogue between 
the candidates. Neither seemed willing to 
commit himself to any serious discussion 
of issues. And in the absence of any clear 
concensus among the American people 
about where the country should be headed, 
such caution appeared justified. 


Ford ana Carter defeated more 


ideologically-oriented opponents for the 
nomination by conscious avoidance of 
issue-oriented campaigning. But their 
focus on personalities and "themes" has 
resulted in one of the more barren and 
petty general election campaigns within 
memory. 


George McGovern, the 1972 Demo- 


cratic nominee said he doubted he had 
"ever seen an emptier campaign, a pettier 
campaign" and there were widespread 
complaints among party professionals that 
neither candidate was giving the voter 
anything to vote for. 


INSTEAD, the media and the public 


focused on mishaps. Carter's standing in 
(ho polls sank after he gave an interview to 
a girlie magazine and the President's 
comeback was stalled for almost 10 days 
because of a verbal lapse in discussing 
eastern Europe. 


These relatively trivial episodes were 


magnified into major debates about the 
fitness of the candidates Carter's judgment 
in agreeing to an interview among the 
pinup girls and Ford's poise and precision 
of thought. 


Such was the superficiality of the cam- 


paign as it entered the final stage. And 
that resulted in another of a series of 
anomalies and contradictions that have 
marked the 1976 campaign. 


As election day neared, more voters 


were undecided about their preference 
than at the start. 


The economy, a dominant issue in all 


U.S. elections, was having relatively minor 
impact. 


BECAUSE OF widespread disenchant- 


ment with Washington caused by Water- 
gate and scandals in Congress, this was 
thought to he the year of the outsider. 
Carter won his party's nomination by cam- 
paigning as the quintessential outsider and 
then shifted in September to claiming kin- 
ship with Harry S. Truman, and parading 
the streets of Chicago with that insider's 
insider, boss Richard Daley. 


The President began his thematic and 


stylistic campaign as the protector of the 
public purse, boasting of vetoes that had 
saved almost $10 billion in federal spend- 


ing. By early October, he was boasting to 
New York audiences about federal aid to 
cities and had given a windfall of hundreds 
of millions of dollars to wheat farmers 
through new crop support levels. 


At the outset, a series of televised 


"debates" between the candidates was ex- 
pected to fire voter interest as it had in the 
1960 election, the first and only time they 
were tried. 


THE DEBATES turned out to be fully 


as decisive as the candidates expected 
them to be, but lacking in content. The 
candidates were judged by the media and 
the electorate not on what they said, but 
how they acted and looked while saying it. 


The result has been an electorate with 


no real commitment to either candidate. 
Neither the President nor his challenger 
started the campaign with a national fol- 
lowing. And only the final days of the 
election offered either an opportunity to 
firm up the undecided and the millions of 
others who offered only tentative backing. 


Nevertheless, Carter held his spot as 


the favorite. The massive advantage 
Democrats hold in voter registration and 
the distribution of electoral votes will be 
hard for Ford to overcome. 


But the prospect of a light turnout and 


the paradoxical nature of the campaign 
placed an even greater emphasis on the 
personal favtor as the chief ingredient of 
the election. 


PRESIDENT FORD, the polls indi- 


cated, is perceived by the electorate as a 
decent man who means well and tries 
hard, but lacks imagination and the know- 
how expected of a president. 


Sputtering down the stretch, either 


candidate seemed capable of losing the 
election, and neither appeared able to 
mount an initiative that would win it. That 
being the case, the race seemed likely to 
go to he who avoids the disasterous mis- 
take. 


No other candidate in modern political 


history has lost as much ground as fast as 
Carter did. Few observers credit the Presi- 
dent with achieving that shift. If anything, 
Ford's campaign has been marked by 
failed tactics and fumbles of a magnitude 
seldom achieved fay an incumbent. 


What appears to have happened in the 


post-Labor Day stage of the campaign is a 
growing uncertainty among voters about 
Carter's character and capacity for leader- 
ship. The Democrats reenforced those feel- 
ings by engaging in abrasive tactics, harsh 
rhetoric, and a tendency to over-promise. 


MEANWHILE, the President seemed 


to be gaining ground faster when he was 
not campaigning. But his celebrated boo- 
boo in the second television debate, the 
statement that Eastern Europe is free of 
Soviet domination forced him on to the 
campaign trail to recover lost momentum. 


Ford's performances there did little to 


elevate the rhetorical level or common 
sense content of the campaign. He acceded 
to the advice of his advisers that the time 
had come to get tough with Carter as 


Carter had been with him after the second 
debate. 


Carter enters the stretch with a slight 


lead in the polls that can hold up if the 
Democrats succeed in turning out a big 
vote, a 50-50 likelihood. The Democratic 
registration drive was only partly success- 
ful. About two million new Democrats 
were added lo the voting list in big city 
areas, but it wasn't enough to compensate 
for even greater loses in registration since 
1972. 


California registration has dropped al- 


most a half million in the past four years. 
In Cleveland it is down one hundred thou- 
sand and in New York, one million. 


OTHER HANDICAPS to the Carter 


campaign were beginning to mount. Be- 
cause of federal spending limits, Carter 
lacked the money to visit all the cities 
where local Democratic leaders say it 
would help gel out the vote. 


Ford on the olher hand carefully ra- 


tioned his spending. He had enough left to 
finance a major iMay closing campaign 
swing through the eight largest stales. His 
campaigns manager said he needs to win 
five of them to have a chance of winning 
the election, but the Presidenl was said to 
be leading in only two — California and 
Michigan. 


But Ford hoped thai his 10 days in Ihe 


slrelch would generate Ihe kind of ground 
swell lhal carried Harry Truman lo an 
upset victory in 1948. He often compared 
his campaign to Truman's. 


Ford also had enough money to gener- 


ate a major blitr. of television commer- 
cials, far more than Carter will be able to 
finance. 


GOP strategists also noted that Carter 


is particularly vulnerable to last-minute 
slippage. In the late northern Democratic 
primaries Carter ran well behind his 
strength as shown in polls in Michigan, 
Maryland, California and New Jersey. 
Ford's advisers hoped thai would happen 
again. 


During the final period Ford will do 


everything possible to provoke Carter into 
making a major mistake. 


The pettiness of Ihe campaign has 


given rise to a new kind of political jokes. 
The one thai probably summed up the 
campaign most accurately and most 
tersely came from Ihe writers on the 
Johnny Carson television show. 


Said Carson: "This election is a contest 


between fear of the known and fear of the 
unknown."

Instead Richard Nixon 


selected Ford to become 
vice president, replacing 
the disgraced Spiro 
Agnew.

bency as President, has 
faced an uphill fight with 
the early polls showing his 
Democratic 
opponent, 


Jimmy Carter, in the lead. 


In an election short on 


major Issues, such as the 
Vietnam War or civil 
rights, image has become 
the key in the race. 


Is Jerry Ford more hon- 


est and trustworthy than 
Jimmy Carter? 


Is Jerry Ford a bungler 


who "can't chew gum and 
walk at the same time," 
as the late Lyndon John- 
son is quoted as saying? 


Has Jerry 
Ford 


"saved" the economy or is 
be responsible for the still 
high unemployment? 


These are the issues 


that surround President 
Ford as he strives to win 
his first national election. 


JOINING HIM in the 


race is another man who 
had planned to sit out this 
election, Sen. Robert Dole, 


R-Kan., who barely sur- 
vived the 1974 election. 


For Dole, who had faced 


heavy criticism for his 
role as chairman of the 
Republican National Com- 
mittee from 1971 to 1973 
during the Watergate 
years, 1976 was to nave 
been a "free ride," a 
chance to watch others 
struggle for election. 


Thus, the Ford-Dole 


ticket Was built on the 
unique history of the presi- 
dency from 1972 to 1976. 
First Agnew, then Nixon 
stepped down. First, Ford 
was named vice president 
to become president, then 
Nelson Rockefeller vice 
president only to announce 


that he would not seek 
election. 


When Ford was first 


nominated for vice presi- 
dent there were questions 
about his competency and 
some of those questions 
are still being asked in 
this campaign. 


FORD POINTS to his 


record as president as an 
answer to those who doubt 
his capabilities. 


He is the first president 


since Dwight David Eisen- 
hower who can truthfully 
say the United States is at 
peace. 


He says that inflation 


has been slowed and that 
the economy is improving. 


He attacks the "big 


spenders," Democrats, in 
Congress. 


Some of the toughest 


criticism to come Ford's 
way has come from within 
his own party where a 
determined challenger by 
the name of Ronald Rea- 
gan almost defeated him 
for the nomination. 


Yet Ford's 25-year 


record in Congress is 
clearly that of a conserv- 
ative as is his record of 
vetoes of spending bills. 


"They'll rue the day. 


He's more conservative 
than Nixon and his judg- 
ment's not as good," said 
Rep. Don Edwards, D- 
Calif., a liberal shortly

vice president. 


Edwards and the liberal 


wing of the Democratic 
Party have not changed 
their minds but for a time 
conservative Republicans 
felt that Ford was just too 
liberal. As a result the 
Republican Convention 
was a chancey time for 
Ford who survived one 
test by a bare 10 votes. 


HE WON BUT in his 


winning found his party di- 
vided. In selecting Dole as 
his vice presidential run- 
ning mate, Ford chose his 
partner in an effort to 
mend some of his dam- 
aged political fences. 


Many in the farm states 


were angry with Ford 
over the Soviet wheat 
embargo and his farm 
policies generally. Dole is 
a farm state senator and 
he can and has appealed 
to the farm vote. 


Dole is quick on his feet 


with a sharp sense of 
humor. In this area, too, 
he aides a President who 
is not a classical orator. 


Dole is a conservative 


and that is reassuring to 
the conservative wing of 
the Republican Party. 


Their current task is 


build a Republican minor- 
ity into a majority of the 
Electoral College votes. 


Generally, both Ford 


and Dole have waged their 
campaigns on traditional 
R e p u b l i c a n issues: 
economy in government, 
military preparedness and 
experience in government. 


HOWEVER, the under- 


lying issue of the cam- 
paign seems to be "trust" 
— who is more trust- 
worhty. 


Ford, the ex-All 


American center from the 
University of Michigan, 
presents an image of "Mr. 
Good Guy, but that image 
was damaged somewhat 
when he pardoned former 
President Nixon before 
Nixon was charged with 
any crime. 


In addition the Water- 


gate Special Prosecutor is 
investigating 
allegations 


made concerning Ford's 
handling of campaign con- 
tributions. 
However, 


Ford's finances were 
investigated by both 
House and Senate commit- 
tees during vice presiden- 
tial confirmation proceed- 
ings and both House and 
Senate confirmed him. 


Ford at age 63 radiates 


health and an increasing 
sureness hi his role as 
president. In fact he now 
admits that he hopes to 
follow in the footsteps of 
another president, Demo- 
crat Harry Truman, ill 
showing the polls to be 
wrong by bringing in an 
upset victory. 


PERHAPS, 
Ford's 


greatest weakness has 


been in the area of both 
verbal and physical stum- 
bling although at least 
some of Fora's stumbles 
on the ski slopes may have 
drawn more amused 
sympathy and identifica- 
tion than disrespect. 


One of his advantages 


has been his wife, Eliza- 
beth (Betty) Ford, and 
children. 


A number of Democrats 


have said, "I'd vote for 
Ford if it was Betty 
Ford." 


The President's wife 


has spoken out on such 
issues as abortion, some- 
times contradicting her 
husband's positions. She 
has also behaved with 
'grace in the face of her 
own cancer operation and 
her continuing pain be- 
cause of a neck condition. 


The Fords as a couple 


and as a family have be- 
come a familar and satis- 
fying symbol of stability 
on the American scene. 


Dole on the other hand' 


at 53 is a relative unknown 
on the national scene. 


A wounded and deco- 


rated World War II Army 
veteran, he has never lost 
an election, first winning a 
seat in the Kansas legisla- 
ture in 1950. Dole has 
spent 16 years in the 
House and then the Sen- 
ate, winning re-election to 
the Senate in 1974 in a 
close race. 


HE IS KNOWN in the 


Senate for the sharpness 
of his tongue as he battled 
Democrats attacking the 
policies of former Presi- 
dent Nixon.

W A S H I N G T O N - 


Shortly after watching the 
1972 .Democratic National 
Convention pick Sen. 
George McGoyern of 
South Dakota as its presi- 
dential nominee, then Goy. 
Jimmy Carter of Georgia 
called together his wife 
Rosalynn and a few dose 
friends and aides to dis- 
cuss-.the possibility of run-. 
ning for president himself 
in 1976. 


For anyone but Carter 


and his confidantes, it was 
a preposterous notion, and 
they took special care not 
to let word of the meeting 
at the governor's office in 
Atlanta leak out lest they 
be ridiculed for their un- 
realistic ambition. 


The 47-year old Carter, 


who. had completed only 
two years of a four-year 
term as governor and 
would remain sufficiently 
obscure to stump the 
panel on the television 
show "What's My Line?" 
a year later, asked each of 
those present at the 1972 
meeting to help him as- 
sess his chances as a na- 
tional candidate. 


IT WAS quickly pointed 


out to Carter that he had 
numerous disadvantages. 
He was relatively un- 
known, he was a south- 
erner, he had no Washing- 
ton power base and he 
would be out of a job in 
1974 because of Georgia's 
one-rterm gubernatorial 
limit 


But Carter, displaying 


the supreme self-assur- 
ance and almost fanatic 
determination that were to 
become his most distin- 
guishing 
characteristics, 


pointed out that those 
same disadvantages could 
be ^turned into politically 
powerful advantages. 


Instead of being an un- 


known southerner, he 
could be a fresh face from 
a part of the country that 
was ready to rejoin the 
nation's political main- 
stream. Instead of haying 
no p'ower base in Washing- 
ton, he could be an out- 
sider who could restore 
faith in government. In- 
stea'd of being politically 
unemployed in 1975-76, he 
would be free to campaign 
fulltime. 


But the clincher that 


persuaded Carter to run 
and ultimately changed 
the- course of American 
political history was that 
he was now convinced that 
he was as good or belter 
tn any of tne others who 
aspired to the presidency. 


BEFORE 
BECOMING 


governor in 1970, Carter 
was a former Naval offi- 
cer.'a South Georgia pea- 
nut " farmer and 
a state 


legislator who looked with 
awe and even reverence 
on the office of the presi- 
dency and those who 
sought it. 


"Then in 1971 and 1972," 


he later wrote In his aptly- 
titled autobigraphy, "Why 
Not the Best?", "I met 
Richard Nixon, Spiro 
Agnew, George'McGov- 
ern, Henry Jackson, Hu- 
bert ' H u m p h r e y , Ed 
Muskie, George Wallace, 
Ronald Reagan. Nelson 
Rockefeller and other 
presidential hopefuls, and 
I lost my feeling of awe 
about presidents. This is 
not meant as a criticism 
of them, but it is merely a 
simple statement of fact." 


Despite its far-fetched 


appearance at the point of 
origin, Jimmy Carter's 
decision in late 1972 to run 
for president turned out to 
be one of the smartest 
decisions he or any other 
American politician 
has 


ever made. 


But just four short 


years later, James Earl 
Carter Jr., the born-again 
Baptist peanut farmer 
from Plains, Georgia, has 
taken control of the na- 
tion's oldest political 
party, made himself one 
of the most famous Demo- 
crats of his time, and 
brought himself to the 
point where he has excel- 
lent chance of being the 
next president. 


Jimmy Carter's mete- 


oric rise from political no- 
body 
to Democratic 


superstar is one of the 
truly remarkable stories 
of modern American poli- 
tics. Few people have 
come so far and so fast. 


After 
establishing 
a 


tenuous political base as 
chairman of the Demo- 
cratic party's 1974 
cam- 


paign committee, a post 
that enabled him to travel 
around the country and 
study the politics of each 
state and region, to estab- 
lish a loose network of 
supporters and to probe 
the mood of the elctorate. 
Carter took the first major 
step toward the White 
House. 


ON DEC. 12, 1974, one 


month before his term as 
governor ended and nearly 
two full years before'the 
1976 e l e c t i o n , he an- 
nounced his candidacy for 
the 1976 Democratic nomi- 
nation in a speech before 
the National Press Club in 
Washington. 


In that speech, Carter 


announced the major 
themes of his campaign: 
restoring public trust in 
government, 
reforming 


government to make it 
more efficient and respon- 
sive; overhauling the na- 
tion'? tax and wdfare sys- 
t e r n s , i n s t i t u t i n g a 
comprehensive national 
health care program and

Carter's strategy as he 


set out on the long, dif- 
ficult road to the White 
House was a daring one. It 
was to run everywhere, 
both in the states that 
would have presidential 
primaries in 1976 and in 
the states where conven- 
tion delegates would be 
chosen by their peers. 


Carter spent most of 


1975 on the road in a re- 
lentless and grueling quest 
for support. He planned to 
spend 250 days on the 
road, but he spent close to 
300, traveling to all major 
cities and almost every 
state and often staying in 
the homes of supporters. 


BY LATE 1975, Carter 


was satisfied that he was 
making progress, having 
raised nearly $750,000 and 
qualified for federal 


matching campaign funds. 
But his progress as meas- 
ured in the all-important 
public opinion polls was 
agonizingly slow. <** 


By year's end, Carter 


was still unknown by 97 
per cent of the American 
people, and was receiving 
little attention, other than 
for the novelty of being a 
peanut farmer with an 
engaging smile who was 
running for president. 


But on Jan. 19, 1976, 


Carter's long-shot cam- 
paign and his political 


prospects 
changed 


dramatically when he led 
all other candidates in the 
first big political event of 
the year* the Iowa pre- 
cinct caucuses. 


Although Carter won 


only a scant 28 per cent of. 
the vote in Iowa, it was a

GERALD R. FORD, 63, Republican, is 
seeking election to the office of President 
of the United States, to which he succeeded 
Aug. 9, 1974, following the resignation of 
Richard M. Nixon. When President Ford 
assumed the office, the nation was suffer- 
ing the worst inflation in its peacetime 
history, was moving into its worst reces- 
sion in a generation and still was involved 
in, the divisive Vietnam War. The faith of 
many people in their government had been 
shaken by Watergate. In the two years 
Ford has served as 38th President, infla- 
tion has dropped from an annual rate of 
12.2 per cent to 4.6 per cent. Unemploy- 
ment was cut from a peak of 8.9 per cent 
to about 7.5 per cent, with employment up 
about 3 million. The nation is at peace 
aboard for the first time in more than a 
decade, and there is a returning confidence 
in' the White House. Seeking his first full 
term as President, Ford basically 
promises to carry on the same type of 
programs. His Vice Presidential running 
mate is Senator Robert Dole of Kansas. 


JIMMY CARTER, 52, Democrat, governor 
of Georgia since 1970, previously had. 
served eight years in the Georgia State 
Senate. In 1973, the Democratic National 
Committee asked Governor Carter to be- 
come the party's national campaign chair- 
man for the 1974 elections. He officially 
became a candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination on Dec. 12, 1974. 
He outdistanced other Democratic candi- 
dates hi the primaries and was nominated 
by the Democratic National Convention. 
Carter advocated support of the Full Em- 
ployment Act of 1976. He proposes reform 
of the national tax system, welfare reform, 
with substantial federal funding; creation 
of a federal Department of Education; a 
national halth insurance program; in- 
creased funding for public mass transit 
and housing; creation of a national con- 
sumer protection agency. He opposes 
deregulation of the price of "old" oil and 
favors putting importation of oil under 
govenment control. His Vice Presidential 
running mate is Senator Walter F. Mon- 
dale of Minnesota. .

He advocates stimula- 
tion of agriculture, business and industry 
to combat unemployment; a strong na- 
tional defense; tougher crime laws; devel- 
opment of nuclear energy; a balanced pro- 
gram between environment and econom- 
ics; "self-destruction" of federal programs 
unless re-enacted by Congress; "mutual 
responsibility" in foreign aid. 


JOHN V. TUNNEY, Democrat, is seeking 
re-election to a second term. He has been 
criticized for absenteeism, but contends he 
does most of his work in committees. He 
first cosponsored, with Sen. Ted Kennedy, 
a national health insurance plan, but later 
withdrew his support. He voted against 
delay in production of the controversial B-l 
bomber and repeal of the depletion allow- 
ance for oil companies. He voted for a $5.1- 
billion public works program and an in- 
crease from $160 million to nearly $280 
million in President Ford's budget for 
solar-energy research.

Pro: Like the successful Cal-Vet loan 


program, this would increase housing for 
low and medium-income people without 
cost to taxpayers because interest charges 
and fees on the loans will finance the 
program.

a lucrative gambling empire. Law enforce- 
ment officers throughout the state say the 
gambling would be "an open invitation to 
organized, crime." The charitable groiips 
supposed to benefit from the revenue actu- 
ally would get only a small part of the 
huge' profits; the promoters would get 
most of the money. Humane groups say 
that, despite safeguards, it almost is 
inevitable that the animals will be mistrea- 
ted. 
14 Reenacts the Agricultural Labor 
Relations Act of 1975, with amendments, 
and requires the Legislature to implement 
it. 
' Pro: The measure is needed to protect 


. the rights of farm workers to vote for their 


representation in labor negotiations. The 
"access rule" does not violate private 
property rights, and has been upheld by 
the Supreme Court. The state legislative 
counsel has ruled the Legislature would 
retain final power over financing. 


• Con: Farm workers already have the 


right to vote, by secret ballot, for labor- 
union representation under the Agricul- 
tural Labor Relations Act adopted by the 
Legislature in 1975. Because Prop. 14 is an 
initiative, it can only be changed by 
another statewide vote of the people. If the 
Legislature wanted to make even the most. 
minor change in the law to iron out a 
problem in its operation, it could not do so. 
The proposition requires the Legislature to 
appropriate funds "as may be necessary" 
to the ALRB, giving a "blank check" to a 
board which overspent its 1975-76' budget in 
less than six months. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: All of the 


rights demanded by the United Farm 
Workers already are provided by the exist- 
ing Agricultural Labor Relations Act. 
Prop. 14 is unecessary and would freeze 
into law, which could only be changed by 
another statewide' vote, provisions which 
must be kept flexible so that the Legisla- 
ture can, if necessary, adopt amendments 
to make it workable and fair to farm 


. workers, growers and the public. 
15 Adds two public members to the' 
State Board of Chiropractic Examiners 
and increases educational and licensing 
requirements. 


Pro: Gives consumers a direct voice in 


health matters involving chiropractic, in- 
sures that doctors of chiropractic continue 
to meet high standards of qualification, 
and eliminates duplication of testing. 


CON: Would be an additional burden 


on individuals seeking to'practice chiro- 
practic in California and would not neces- 
sarily make them better chiropractors. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION:, This will 


increase the standards for chiropractors in 
California and give consumers a direct 
voice in matters pertaining to the profes- 
sion. The proposition is supported by state 
and national chiropractic associations and 
by the State Board of Chiropractic Exami- 
ners.

Pro: A countywide elected mayor 


would be a check on uncontrolled spending 
by the supervisors. The present system 
encourages each supervisor to represent 
only his own district, not the county as a 
whole, and the mayor would represent all 
of the people.

Con: A county mayor would be the

Pro: Today, each supervisor repre- 


sents a population of more than 1.4 million, 
more than that of 15 states. Supervisors' 
deputies would be cut from high of 17 to a 
maximum of five each. 


Con: A larger legislative body will in- 


crease costs and decrease the responsibil- 
ity of individual supervisors. In the unin- 
corporated areas, which the supervisors 
serve directly, each supervisor represents 
only about 200,000 persons. The others live 
in cities. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: Although 


the proposition sets an initial limit on 
deputies, their number can be increased 
later. The larger board eventually will 
mean greater 'cost. The proposition in- 
cludes no plan for redistricting. Districts 
could be gerrymandered so cities like Long ' 
Beach have minimum representation on 
the board and downtown Los Angeles inter- 
ests dominate it. 


V-i To authorize $40 million in bonds to 
help finance construction of a cancer 
hospital and research institute. 


Pro: Los Angeles County has the larg- 


est urban population in the world without a 
cancer hospital and research institute. The 
county now has outstanding general obliga- 
tion bonds totaling only $25 million, which 
is low for its financial capacity. 


Con: There already are thousands of 


cancer research organizations and another 
is not needed. Total cost, including inter- 
est, would be $64 million, plus annual costs 
of operating the facility. 


OUR 
RECOMMENDATION: Each 


year, Los Angeles County records more 
than 22,000 new cases of cancer. The hospi- 
tal and research institute, to which the 
federal government and the Unversity of 
Southern California Medical School also 
would contribute funds, would help make 
progress in the treatment of the disease. 
D 
To provide that reimbursement for 


travel expenses of county employes in per- 
formance of their duties be established by 
ordinance, rather than by charter provi- 
sion. 


Pro: 
Because of such charter 


provisions, the county is placed at a disad- 
vantage when it begins bargaining with 
employe organizations. The clause will 
cost the county millions of dollars in future 
years if not removed from the charter. 


Con: The charter specifically defines 


travel reimbursement as a protection for 
employes and the provision should not be 
removed. It would be a mistake to put such 
decisions in the hands of the supervisors. 


OUR RECOMMENDATION: The char- 


ter provides that employes be reimbursed 
for "actual, necessary expenses." Supervi- 
sors set a maximum uniform price for 
lodging and meals, but transportation is 
paid at a per-mile rate. Employe unions 
recently won a law suit on their contention 
that the reimbursement did not met the 
charter provision. Unions use the charter 
provision as the starting "base" for collec- 
tive bargming on travel reimbursement.

Pros and Cons 
of Proposition X 


These Pros and Cons are presented as part of the 


Voter Service Program of the League of Women 
Voters of Long Beach Area. They have been compiled 
from arguments supplied by proponents and oppo- 
nents of the various ballot measures. The League 
does not judge the merits of the arguments nor 
guarantee their validity. 
Proposition X 


The Long Beach City Charter now provides for City 


Council members to be nominated by district in a 
primary election and then elected citywide in a 
general election. 


The proposed amendment would require that coun- 


cil members be elected only by the voters in their 
district. In the primary election, if any one candidate 
received more than 50 per cent of the votes cast in 
the district, he/she would be elected. In districts 
where no one candidate received more than 50 per 
cent of the primary vote, there would be a run-off, 
within the district, of the two receiving the highest 
number of votes. 
Pro 


1. District elections would make council members 


more responsive to the voters in their district. 


2. District elections could help minimize the influ- 


ence of the big money interests and the local news- 
paper by eliminating the expense of a citywide cam- 
paign. People known in their district could run for 
council without extensive financial backing. 


3. Local government is supposed to be the level 


closest and most available to the neighborhood and 
the individual citizen. District elections would in- 
'crease this availablility. 


4. With district-elected council persons represent- 


ing and working for various areas of the city, devel- 
opments which" should benefit all taxpayers might 
be dispersed more evenly, rather than being concen- 
tated in the geographically small downtown area. 


5. State and national representatives, elected by 


district, are expected to consider both their district's 
concerns and those of the state or country as a whole. 
Voters should expect the same principle from council 
persons. 


Con 


1. The present election system encourages council 


members to be responsive to the district where they 
are nominated, while requiring theni to be responsive 
to citywide concerns. 


2. Council members are not presently controlled by 


special interests because they are accountble to both 
their districts and the voters of the entire city. 
Because of the relatively manageable size of the city, 
unduly large amounts of money are not necesssary 
for a citywide campaign, especially if a candidate 
has been involved in community activitiecs and is 
familiar to many voters. 


3. Problems facing City Hall today cross district 


lines and need to be addressed on a citywide basis for 
the good of the entire community. 


•1. Since voters pay taxes for the city as a whole, 


they also should be able to vote for all Die representa- 
tives who decide how those monies are spent. 


5. District representation would encourage "favor 


trading" among council members whose primary 
concern would be their particular neighborhoods. It 
would discourage a cooperative working spirit for the 
good of the city as a whole.

The two measures are 


separate. Expansion of the 


Aboard would become effec- 


tive only if voters approve 
creation of the County 
Mayor. 


BUT THOUGH they are 


separated on the ballot, 
the two issues are in real- 
ity integrally intertwined. 


For many years Super- 


visor Kenneth Hahn tried 
:to initiate a ballot meas- 
ure aimed at creating a 
separation of powers by 
way of electing a County 


• Mayor. 


: Under the present form 
of government the five 


..supervisors, elected by

the 


•executive, legislative and 
'q(iasi-judicial functions. 
Hahn's argument has been 
t h a t a separation of 
powers is necessary to ob- 
tain a system of checks 
and balances as exists in 
njpst traditional forms of 
government in America. 


'Hahn's many efforts to 


get the issue on the ballot 
failed this year when the 
concept was boosted by a 
report from the public 
commission on county 
government, working 
under the aegis of the 
county bar association on 
a; Haynes Foundation 
grant. 


;\VHERE HAHN'S argu- 
ments failed in the past 


the commission's proposal 
caught on like wildfire and 
were widely touted as the 
answer to the economic 
and efficiency problems 
facing the county. 


One of- the key questions 


facing voters is: If the 
county mayor proposal 
was not considered attrac- 
tive enough in past years 
to make the ballot, what 
has changed to make the 
proposal viable in 1976? 


Outside of the 
boost 


from the commission's re- 
port and the attendant 
support from many agen- 
cies plus a shift in philoso- 
phy in the Board of Super- 
visors, no other answer is 
apparent. 


But even if all the argu- 


ments in favor of a County 
Mayor were acceptable 
the question of expanding 
the Board of Supervisors 
a p p e a r s to r e d o u n d 
against the concept. 


S I G N I F I C A N T L Y , 


many of those supporting 
the county mayor concept, 
including one of its main 
backers, Supervisor Pete 
Schabarum, are not in 
favor of board expansion. 


P r o p o n e n t s of the 


County Mayor have often 
used the argument that 
the elected executive is 
necessary to relieve super- 
visors of the vast amount 
of work they are now sad- 
dled with by being the 
executive-legislative 
quasi-judicial arm of gov- 
ernment. 


Opponents 
however 


seize on this to say that if 
supervisors' workloads 
are significantly reduced 
there is a strong argument 
to either reduce the size of 
the board or cut their $49,- 
000 annual salaries to a 
level commensurate with 
their lesser duties. 


Proponents also have 


argued that the new form 
of government would re- 
duce, county costsor two 
reasons: One the give-and- 
take of a mayor's veto 
power over budget appro- 
priations; the second that 
the charter amendment 
would limit the .size of 


professional staffs for both 
the mayor and the Board 
of Supervisors. 


OPPONENTS counter 


this by s a y i n g an in- 
.creased layer of govern- 
ment usually translates 
into increased costs'and 
they express the doubt 
that staff sizes will be 
limited for very long. 


If Proposition A passes, 


the new mayor would first 
be elected in November 
1978. He would become re- 
sponsible for the executive 
and administrative func- 
tions of government, in- 
cluding preparation of the 
annual budget and direct 
responsibility for collec- 
t i v e bargaining w i t h 
county employes. 


Supervisors would have 


to authorize expenditure of 
all county funds, and 
would set the property tax 
rate. The mayor would be 
able to veto or reduce 
appropriation items which 
then would require a two- 
thirds vote of the board to 
be overridden. 


The mayor would ap- 


point all members of 
boards, commissions and 
committees as well as 


most department heads. 
Thes appointments 
all 


would be subject to ap- 
proval by the, Board of 
Supervisors. 


The mayor may appoint 


his own seven deputies 
without confirmation by 
the board, but the assist- 
ant county mayor appoint- 
ment must be confirmed. 


If Proposition B is ap- 


p r o v e d 
a l o n g with 


Proposition A, the other 
four supervisors would not 
be elected until 1980. 


Proponents have argued 


that with only five super- 
visors the representation 
ratio-is one board member 
for 1.4 million people. 
Expansion is necessary to 
allow for better represen- 
tation (nine supervisors 
would each represent 
about 750,000) and to allow 
for minority representa- 
tion on the board. 


Opponents counter by 


pointing out the mayor 
would represent 
seven 


million people — which in 
terms of funding and 
provision of services leads 
the individual taxpayer 
with even less say in gov- 
ernment.

help keep the showroom shine. If the finish is in good 
condition you can use a no-buffing liquid. If not, the best 
way to restore the shine is to use a product like J/Wax 
Kit, which comes in both liquid and paste form. The 
trick, of course, is to keep the finish shiny by keeping at 
the waxing. It is far easier to give a quick touch up than 
to have to attack badly oxidized paint.

TELEVISION LOG OF THE INDEPENDENT-PRESS-TELEGRAM 


By BOB MARTIN, TV-Radio Editor 


In the soap opora world of "Mary 


Hartman, Mary Hartman," the middle 
name of all the characters seems to be 
trouble, trouble. 


"Infidelity, insanity, alcoholism, per- 


version, assorted diversions — and an 
exciting new floor wax — are all yours on 
the continuing saga of the typical Ameri- 
can housewife and. her 'All American' 
family," proclaimed a blurb from Chan- 
nel 11 heralding the start of the show's 
second season a few weeks ago. 


Norman Lear's nationally syndicated, 


five-nights-a-week series was one of the 
most talked about television programs of 
the 1975-76 season, after being turned 
down by the networks. It airs on scores of 
stations across the nation, and is seen in 
the Los Angeles-Long Beach area week- 
nights from 11 to 11:30 on KTTV. 


As the second season got under way, 


Mary Hartman (Louise Lasser) was still 


• confined to the psychiatric ward at Fern- 
wood Receiving Hospital. Her husband 
Tom (Greg Mullavey), plagued by the 
problem of impotence, was still seeing 
life through rose-colored bottles. Her 
mother, Martha Shumway (Dody Good- 
man), was without a mate, since Mary's 
father had mysteriously disappeared. 


And Mary's younger sister, Cathy 


Shumway (Debralee Scott), was pregnant 
and couldn't name the father if her next 
romance depended on it. 


Troubles? They've all got 'em on 


MH2. But perhaps none of the characters 
is worse off than poor Charlie Haggers 
(Graham Jarvis), husband of country 
singer Loretta (Mary Kay Place) .and 
friend and neighbor of the Hartman clan. 
Charlie has lost his manhood to a bullet 
which struck him down low in a dark 


- motel room. Only an animal transplant 


operation can restore Charlie's pride, and 
that would mean raising big dough. 


OH, WELL, at least Charlie is one 


man who appears to be safe from Cathy. 
The sexy young sister of Mary is at- 
tracted to just about anyone wearing 
pants, and the word no isn't in her vocab- 
ulary. 


Debralee Scott, who portrays Cathy, 


took time during a rehearsal lunch break 
the other day to tell me a bit about her 
role and herself. The interview was con- 


. .du,cted,,in her dressing,.ipom on the- 


soundstage at KTTV in Hollywood where 
Lear produces the series. 


The young actress was dressed in 


form-fitting garb and appeared, you 
might say, extremely healthy. She's 23, 
or roughly the age Cathy is supposed to 
be. Cathy, you understand, is a lot 
younger than Mary. 


Or, as Debralee explains it: "Cathy 


was a mistake." 


Among Cathy's romantic playmates 


in the first season of the show — any one 
of whom might be the father of her 
unborn child — were, Debralee recalled, 
"an Armenian bartender; a deaf mute 
who dumped me for a Hollywood inge- 
nue; Police Sgt. Dennis Foley, who also 
was making out with Mary and another 
girl at the same tune, and Clete Meisen- 
heimer, a news broadcaster who got me 
a job briefly as a TV weatherperson." 


Asked if Cathy were meant to be 


considered a nymphomaniac, the auburn- 
haired actress replied: "No — she's 
choosy. She's looking for someone to 
love. She's a mixed-up kid right now. 
She's in a hurry, and she wants total 
happiness. 


"Cathy is trying to get out of Fern- 


wood (Ohio). She is much more well read 
than anyone else hi Fernwood — or 
thinks she is. She's searching for some- 
thing. Sometimes it's a tossup between 
her own independence and getting a man. 
I hope she stays independent." 


After several romances had failed, 


Cathy went to a local church and tried to 
convince the priest she wanted to become 
a nun. Before long, Father DeMarco fell 
for her himself, and as the first season 
drew to a close Cathy and the priest ran 
off together. 


"Nothing happened, though — or at 


least if it did, it was left to the viewers' 
imagination," Debralee explained. 


MISS SCOTT doesn't buy the opinion 


that MH2 is a spoof of daytime soap 
operas. "It's i;ot a takeoff on anything," 
she said, "it's an original. Audiences can 
do what they want with it — it's on two 
levels. They can laugh, or they can take 
it seriously, as many people do. Many 
viewers take the characters very seri- 
ously and worry about them. 


"It's very close to life. It's intelligent 


— that's why the networks, turned, it

down. I think American audiences are 
ready for it. My parents love it. They 
think it's funny", and they see nothing 
dirty in it. And my father is a very 
straight man — he likes John Wayne and 
Lee Marvin." 


Debralee was born in Elizabeth, N.J., 


where she lived until she was 15, at which 
time her family moved to Strpudsburg, 
Pa. She spent her last year of high school 
in San Francisco, where an older sister 
lived, and also studied at the American 
Conservatory Theater there and went to 
San Francisco State University for two 
years. 


"I've always wanted to be an actress 


— except for three days when I thought 
maybe I'd like to be a housewife and 
mother. And, golly, here I am! It shows 
what a little determination will do!" the 
exuberant young actress said. 


"Of course, I've really been lucky. 


My timing has been good." 


Although she considers her role in 


"Mary Hartman, Mary Hartman," her 
biggest break, Debralee was well on her 
way to success before landing the part. 


After playing a corpse in "Dirty 


Harry" and getting bit parts in "The 
Candidate," "Sunerdad" and "American 
'/ V "l 
';• '.l' ' \ "i"-'. - ':•' '! '. !l - ?l 


Graffiti" while living in San Francisco, 
she moved to Hollywood in 1973 and, "on 
my first interview," got one of the star- 
ring roles in the Hallmark Hall of Fame 
television drama "Lisa, Bright and 
Dark," with Kay Lenz, "my best friend," 
and Annie Lockhart, "whom I lived with 
for a couple of years." 


She later was one of the eight stars in 


the CBS drama series "Sons and Daugh- 
ters," about high school seniors in the 
mid-'50s, which aired in the fall ol 1974. 
She played Evie, the easy target of all 
the boys. Her credit"; include a few other 
theatrical movies and TV dramas, and 
she had the recurring role of Hotsie- 
Totsie on the ABC comedy series "Wel- 
come Back, Kotter," before shifting to 
MH7 


Debralee said she has been a "very 


outgoing" person all her life — "I was a 
cheerleader and all that"-and she feels 
she has plenty to cheer about right now. 


"You are looking at one very happy 


girl," said Debbie, whose boyfriend is 
actor Rudy Ramos. 


Now, if Cathy and the others on MH2 


can just work out THEIR problems, 
maybe TV fans can get a good night's

And the theme of the

made." 


ADDED STUART: "The 


easiest way to explain it is 
that there's a helluva long 
way from Andy Hardy to

The show is based on 


and has the same title as 
the 1975 book about Life 
magazine's often starry- 
eyed coverage of movie- 
dom from 1936, when the 
magazine began, to 1972, 
when it ceased weekly 
publication.

Q. John Goodwin Tower, the Republican U.S. Sen- 
ator from Texas, is splitting from his wife, the former 
Lou Bullington of Wichita falls, Tex., after 24 years 
of marriage and three daughters. Isn't this because 
the mighty mite plans to marry the Chinese dynamo 
Anna Chennault, widow of Gen. Claire Chcnnault, 
who used to fly lor the late Chiang Kai-shek?—G.T., 
Wichita Fa//s, Tex. 
A. Senator Tower may in fact marry again. His second 
wife will not be Anna Chennault. At this point Mrs. 
Chennault is pretty much taken up by Tommy Corco- 
ran, one of the last survivors of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt's brain trust. 


Q. Is it true that sleeping pill manufacturers plan to 
package the Ford-Carter debates and sell them as 
sleep-inducing cassettes?—H./.., Washington, D.C. 
A. Neither man is an orator. Both lack fire, zeal, 
crackle, pop, inspiration, the vital quality of arousing 
rapport with their audiences.

Q. I have been told that the one great American 
pharmaceutical development was cortisone. Who 
was responsible lor this invention?—touis Miller, 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 
A. Edward Kendall, Ph.D., and Philip Hench, M.D., 
both of the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn., made the 
first major breakthrough in developing cortisone, 
along with Swiss chemist Tadeusz Reichstein. Dr. 
Hench believed that pregnant women secreted a 
cortical hormone that relieved the symptoms of arth- 
ritis. Dr. Kendall isolated six hormones or steroids 
secreted by the adrenal glands, labeling them A 
through r. Both researchers believed that the fifth 
steroid, compound E, was the most effective. 


On Sept. 21,1948, Dr. Hench administered a dose 


of compound E (later called cortisone) to a 29-year- 
old woman incapacitated by arthritis. Four days later 
she was active again. Cortisone was then administered 
to 13 other arthritics with similar dramatic results. In 
1950Tadeusz Reichstein, who isolated the first pure 
adrenal steroid, Philip Hench and Edward Kendall 
were all awarded the Nobel Prize for their research 
on treating rheumatoid arthritis. Their discovery and 
initial testing gave rise to the development of steroid 
drugs.

; a result of Vietnam and Water- 
gate, trust, in Jimmy Carter's 
opinion, has become the overrid- 
ing election issue. 


According-to Patrick Caddell, Carter's 


pollster and campaign adviser, "The 
problem both candidates face is the 
embedded cynicism in the country. The 
people have been burned so many times 
they have trouble believing anyone." 


In Plains, Ga., recently, PARADE 


caught Carter in an unusually reflective 
mood. Dressed in a faded blue work 
shirt, blue jeans and heavy-soled work 
shoes, he draped his 5-foot 10-inch, 
155-pound frame around a comfortable 
chair and talked freely, first about his 
weaknesses: 


"I'm impatient with inattention -to 


duly or lack of a deep commitment to 
a cause. I'm very demanding, I think, on 
my fellow political workers and maybe 
I'm not as inclined as I ought to be to 
compliment or congratulate people 
who do a good job. 


Admits mistakes 


"I believe that I am stubborn, which 


may be a weakness or a defect. Tena- 
cious is another word. Once 1 set my 
mind to do something, I find it very 
hard to deter from it. I make a lot of 
mistakes. Sometimes I've elected to 
admit them, sometimes maybe I admit 
them freely because I know they are 
going to be revealed anyhow." 


Asked to describe himself, Carter 


hesitates briefly, then chooses these 
words: "I'm careful. I'm a careful plan- 
ner. I have an engineering and scientific 
background. I'm an administrator. I'm 
a quiet person and determined. 


"I have no rigidly defined political 


philosophy that can be described in one 
word. I'm quite conservative when it 
comes to government 
management, 


balanced budgets, careful spending, the 
elimination of unwarranted bureaucra- 
cy, paperwork, red tape. 


His conservative side 


'i believe in the strengthening of 


local governments, I believe in the free 


.. enterprise system, and I'm a strong and 


committed advocate of personal pri- 
vacy. So those things would be consid- 
ered conservative. 


"On the other hand, I've a strong 


commitment to civil rights, to human 
rights, to environmental quality. I guess 
they would be considered liberal in

some ways." 


Carter was perceived during the 


Presidential primaries as a brilliant 
political tactician. But one Carter char- 
acteristic that disturbs many skeptical 
observers is that he seems to be a loner. 


Carter flatly denies that suggestion: 


"It's not true. I have a lot of close 
friends that I've had from my infancy 
all the way up through college and 
my naval career and, of course, now. 


"If I hadn't had them, 1 could not 


have won [the Democratic nomination] 
because when I began my campaign I 
didn't hold public office, I didn't have 
a campaign organization, I didn't have 
much money. Nobody thought I would 
win. I was not accepted as a major po- 
litical figure. 


"But because of the tight-knit friend- 


ships that I've had, large groups of 
Georgia people who knew me well, 
who have been very close to me, went 
at their own expense to campaign' for 


me in those [primary election] states. 


"So far as I know, no other candidate 


in the history of the country has had 
that kind of home-base support. 


"I have a desire sometimes to be 


alone, walk in my fields and woods and 
swamps where I grew up, but I've had 
a good demonstrated commitment of 
friends toward me, both personally and 
politically." 


Strong desire to lead 


Carter is an ambitious, aggressive, 


seasoned politician with a strong desire 
to provide moral and spiritual leader- 
ship to a country which recently has 
endured its worst political crisis since 
the Civil War. It is here that Carter be- 
lieves President Ford has failed: 


"There's only one person in this 


country who can speak with a clear 
voice to the American people, or call 
on them to make a sacrifice and explain 
why, or put forth programs to correct 


problems. And that's the President. 


"In the absence of that leadership, 


the country drifts. When President Ford 
never puts forward a proposal to put 
our people back to work, you've got 
535 members of Congress in a confused 
state, with no consistent voice and no 
consistent purpose. 


"In sometimes a fumbling way, some- 


times a mistaken way, they come for- 
ward with proposals on education or 
energy or agriculture or environmental 
quality or transportation or employment 
or housing. 


"And when the President sits there— 


timid, dormant, without any leadership 
at all—and simply turns down every- 
thing that Congress proposes without 
putting forward any alternatives, this 
aggravates an already bad situation be- 
cause it creates not only deficits and 
high unemployment, but it also saps

erald Rudolph Ford, who became 


President when Nixon resigned in 
August, 1974, is determined to 
prove that he has earned his right 


to the job for four more years. 


When Ford succeeded to the Pres- 


idency, he had no intention of making 
this year's race. "I would say I began 
thinking about it some time in the early 
fall of 1974," he told PARADE during 
a candid discussion of his personal and 
political beliefs. 


One month after moving into the 


White House,"! sawthatwe had serious 
problems overseas with the war in Viet- 
nam" as well as "serious economic 
problems developing" at home, says 
Ford, explaining why he decided to 
seek a full four-year term of his own: 


"I became more and more convinced 


as we got later into 1974 and early into 
1975 that it was essential that the per- 
son who was President during this dif- 
ficult time at home and abroad had to 
be in a position to say that if he did a 
good job he ought to continue those 
policies for the next four years. 


The firm decision 


"It was sort of a developmental pro- 


cess in my mind, so it probably took a 
month or two, maybe a tittle longer, 
before I really made up my mind. It 
became more and more evident that it 
was necessary, certainly by early 1975." 


Ford also recalls that his vivacious 


wife Betty told him, "If you think that's 
what you want to do, if you think that's 
the right thing to do, I'll support you." 


"Since becoming President, I think 


the biggest problem we have ... is that 
we have not sold the things we've done 
as effectively as we should," says Ford, 
who served as a Michigan Congress- 
man for a quarter century. 


Part of the difficulty in selling jerry 


Ford to the country has been Ford him- 
self—a President who acknowledges his 
inability to be tough on subordinates. 
(A case in point was Ihe resignation this 
month of Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
Butz.) 


"I probably don't come down hard 


enough on people. I don't reprimand. I 
don't fire people. I'm very tolerant of 
human errors. I try to stimulate people 
to do things, but I don't slam the door 
in their face if they don't come up to 
my expectations." 


Ford admits that "a little too much 


human reaction" may be involved, then

adds, "That's probably one of my ad- 
mitted errors. I can't be a toughy when 
it comes to friends." 


That lenient approach placed an ex- 


tra burden on Betty Ford in disciplining 
their children during their formative 
years, the President says. "She had to 
be the baddy," he recalls with a laugh, 
"and I was the goody." 


Ford still is widely viewed by the 


country's voters as a "good guy"—a 
decent, honest and trustworthy man-r- 
and some who have worked for him in 
the White House believe he isn't given 
enough credit for his leadership. 


One former aide, contrasts Ford's 


style with that of his immediate pre- 
decessors, Richard Nixon, a Republican, 
and Lyndon Johnson, a Democrat: 


"When Johnson brought a group of 


people together to discuss a problem, 
he usually had his mind made up in 
advance and simply wanted lo form a 
consensus around his predetermined 
position. 


'Ford solicits advice' 


"Nixon would call people together 


for advice on a problem, but he was so 
secretive and played everything so close 
to the vest that you never knew where 
he stood until he went off to Camp 
David to mull over the situation. 


"Ford has an open mind, he solicits 


advice, he really listens, he considers 
all views, then makes his decision on 
the basis of available information, not 
prejudice or predisposition." 


Says another onetime Ford assistant: 


"The same plodding, methodical Jerry 
Ford known to the public also is a guy 
who takes advice well, is tough and 
remembers well." He believes Ford is 
"a damned fine leader," although he 
acknowledges that "it doesn't always 
come across well, and that's a shame." 


That analysis is shared by a reporter 


who has covered Ford throughout his 
While House tenure. "He's a better 
President than a candidate," he says. 
"Ford's not always decisive, but he's not 
the humbler he's often made out to be." 


Along with other observers of the 


President, that newsman suggests thai 
Ford has not made evident to the voters 
any long-range strategy for leading the 
nation. "He's playing it day-to-day. If 
he has any vision, it's a seat-of-the- 
pants vision." 


'Little' to praise 


Rep. Thomas P. (Tip) O'Neill, the 


Massachusetts Democral who is House 
Majority Leader, says that "while Ford 
can be commended for his integrity, 
there is little else praiseworthy to be 
said of his brief tenure." 


O'Neill knows the President better 


than most politicians because the two 
men worked together for 20 years and 
frequently played golf during Ford's 
days in the House. But politics has al- 
ways transcended that friendship, and 
O'Neill has little good to say about the 
Ford candidacy. 


Another view comes from Thomas E. 


Cronin, visiting professor of politics at 
Brandeis University: "Ford promised 
great communication, conciliation and 
compromise with Congress. Instead, he 
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away the strength and the purpose and 
the confidence of our people in the 
future. 


"I don't think President Ford is a 


leader. He has shown no inclination to 
exert his leadership. We've got hun- 
dreds of problems that need to be ad- 
dressed, and he's been extremely timid 
and fearful about facing them. 


"There's an almost total breakdown 


between the White House and the Con- 
gress. There's been no attempt on the 
part of the Administration to deal with 
unemployment, the unfair tax system, 
energy problems, the correlation be- 
tween defense mechanisms and the 
effectuation of foreign policy. 


"There has been no study of what 


could be done about the welfare mess 
or adequate health care. There has been 
no attention given to the efficiency of 
the government organization structure 
to break up the sweetheart arrange- 
ments that exist between the govern- 
ment and powerful and sometimes 
selfish special interest groups. 


Says Ford dodges problems 


"All these questions address them- 


selves to the President, and whenever 
something's going wrong in Washing- 
ton, whenever these questions have not 
been answered, President Ford acts as 
though it's not his responsibility at all." 


But can Carter—who served a single 


term as Governor of Georgia—provide 
leadership? 


Carter's eyes flashed when asked 


about criticism that his leadership is un- 
tested, especially in foreign affairs: 


"There is no one who can demon- 


strate executive leadership in the for- 
eign policy sphere except an ex-Presi- 
dent and an ex-secretary of state. No 
one else. 


"The only thing you can do is to as- 


sume that, with proper knowledge and 
intelligence and executive ability dem- 
onstrated in other areas of life, you 
could understand 
the 
complicated 


mechanisms of foreign policy and exert 
the same kind of leadership." 


Both at home and when campaigning, 


the toothy smile, the soft-spoken words 


and the slate-blue eyes continue to be 
Carter trademarks. "When he gets mad, 
those eyes can be very intimidating," 
says Boston Globe political reporter 
Curtis Wilkie. 


"He's very much aware of his eyes, 


and he uses them very well," adds Wil- 
kie, who has followed Carter almost 
constantly since the New Hampshire 
primary. "They're incredible; they're 
like laser beams." 


Like a number of other reporters who 


have watched Carter's meteoric politi- 
cal rise, Wilkie believes the Democratic 
nominee is "the smartest guy I've ever 
covered"—but he also describes Carter 
as "very cunning, very calculating." 


One manifestation of those traits has 


been the charge, which has haunted 
Carter throughout the campaign, that 
he is purposely vague on the issues. 


'Listeners confused' 


Says Jim Merriner, political editor of 


the Atlanta Constitution, a paper which 
has long been at odds with Carter: 


"The charge that Carter flip-flops on 


the issues is actually more complex and 
subtle than that. Listeners are some- 
times confused or misled about Carter's 
stands because he has a kind of con- 
tortionist's ability to spread-eagle him- 
self over all corners of an issue. 


"Also, Carter can provoke wariness 


in his listeners by apparent exaggeration 
and inconsistencies in his statements. 
Political rhetoric is not held to scientific 
standards of truth, and Carter's stretch- 
ing of the facts ordinarily would not 
rate a second glance. 


"However, by pitching his campaign 


on promises never to lie to the voters 
or deliberately mislead them, Carter in- 
vites an extra sharp eye on his state- 
ments. Those statements often embody 
lawyer-like distinctions that seem to im- 
ply something other than what is stated." 


Carter characterizes such suggestions 


as little more than nit-picking. He notes 
that today's complicated issues often 
demand complex answers. And he em- 
phasizes that in this electronic age he 
can't afford to offer contradictory posi- 
tions on issues because every public 
statement he makes is recorded and 
likely to be broadcast to the nation. 


Seeks workers' support 


Most of those statements are deliv- 


ered not to elite audiences but rather 
to working-class supporters of the pop- 
ulist candidate. 


"I won the Democratic nomination 


with the support of the workers," says 
Carter. "I didn't depend on Senators or 
members of Congress, or Governors, or 
newspaper editors, or labor leaders, or 
businesses to put me in office. 


"I depend on the farmers, on factory- 


shift workers, on housewives and others 
going into shopping centers;" he adds. 
"My whole political concept has been 
to go directly to the people." 


has gone out of his way to antagonize 
and paralyze Congress." 


Similar criticism 
has come from 


Jimmy Carter, who has sought through- 
out the campaign to portray the Presi- 
dent as a weak, ineffectual leader lack- 
ing vision and foresight. 


"I think he's categorically in error," 


says Ford, claiming a record of high- 
caliber leadership in both domestic af- 
fairs and foreign policy. 


'To take one example in the interna- 


tional field, this is the first Administra- 
tion in the history of this country that's 
had a comprehensive African policy, 
and we're undertaking it under very dif- 
ficult circumstances. Ifs an example of 
real leadership. 


Cites economics 


"If you turn to domestic problems, it 


certainly is an indication of leadership 
when a President has thrust on him— 
something he inherited—the worst 
economic recession in 40 years, and he 
has the courage and the judgment and 
the wisdom to do the right things to 
get us out of it." 


Ford also rejects Carter's charge that 


he has appointed incompetent political 
cronies from his days in the House of 
Representatives to high-salaried policy- 
making positions. 


"We've turned down some," Ford re- 


veals. "We don't advertise that, but 
there are former colleagues of mine 
who did want appointments, but we 
made decisions to the contrary." The 
President then explains his approach to 
filling such jobs: 


"The individuals I've appointed who 


came from Congress—both the Senate 
and the House—have been extremely 
capable and very well fitted for the job, 
both by experience and by judgment." 


Ford is firm in his belief that Carter 


is not qualified to be President "be- 
cause of the political philosophy that 
he holds." Explains the President: 


"He is a liberal, whether it's in spend- 


ing more money or in social legislation 
he seems to approve. He is a liberal in 
the typical Democratic category, and I 


don't think a person with that philo- 
sophical view ought to be President" 


Has Ford made any mistakes during 


his nearly 30 years in politics? "I have 
never felt you ought to look back. You 
should not forget what happened in the 
past, but you ought not to dwell on it," 
he says. "I'm always looking down the 
road as to what to do in the future." 


Asked about his support of the Viet- 


nam war, he replies : "I think we made 
the right decision to go in as we did. 
Once we got as involved as we did in 
1965-66 and that period, we either 
should have made a much greater 
military effort—which I think if we had 
at that time, we could have been suc- 
cessful—or we should have begun to 
phase out or not gotten committed. 


Vietnam lesson 


"That's the lesson I think we've 


learned in Vietnam. If you're going in, 
you have to go in fuil speed. If you 
don't, you shouldn't go in in the first 
place or you ought to back off in the 
process. That's a lesson I hope future 
Presidents have learned from Vietnam." 


What would Ford be doing today if 


he hadn't entered public Iife?-Would 
he have continued practicing law in his 
home town of Grand Rapids, Mich.? 


"I like the law, but I think after a 


period of time ! would have been in- 
terested in the judiciary . . . but that 
point never came because I got into 
politics about three years after I got 
back from military service." 


Ford says he has not even considered 


what he might do if he loses the elec- 
tion because "I've always had a posi- 
tive attitude toward winning a ball 
game or an election, so we have made 
no special plans whatsoever." 


The President says that when he 


traveled to his alma mater, the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, for a mid-September 
campaign appearance, "I was kidding 
one of the deans. ... I said sometime I 
may come back and ask you for a job 
as a political science instructor." 


Ford is convinced that he can and 


will win the race, but he is disturbed 
about the political alienation which 
may keep millions of eligible Americans 
from voting: 


The duty to vote 


"Everybody 
says, 'My one vote 


doesn't make any difference, so I'm not 
going to walk down to the corner to 
register and I'm not going to walk that 
same distance to vote.' If there are 60 
million to 70 million people who do 
vote, the other 65 million that don't 
vote give to each of those other people 
two votes—or more. 


"I think it's really unforgivable— 


totally indefensible," says the President. 
"If you aren't going to get excited about 
the candidates, get excited about Amer- 
ica. That's what you ought to get ex- 
cited about."

85 editions of "Gone With 
the Wind," the book never 
having gone out of print 
and averaging 25,000 hard- 
cover and 250,000 paper- 
back copies per year. 
"Gone With the Wind" was 
"discovered" by Harold 
Latham of Macmillan on a 
Southern scouting trip in 
1935. 


Margaret Mitchell's 


brother Stephens inherited 


the literary rights after 
the death of Miss Mitch- 
ell's husband, John Marsh. 
For years Mitchell, fol- 
lowing his sister's in- 
structions, declined to 
publish her letters. She 
was a stickler for privacy 
and, in fact, destroyed 
many of her letters and 
much of the "Gone With the 
Wind" manuscript. 


Richard Harwell, a li- 


brarian at the University 
of Georgia and a good 
friend of the Marsh fam- 
ily, finally prevailed 
upon Stephens Mitchell to 
grant permission to pub-- 
lish the letters. 


First editions of "Gone 


With the Wind"—those 
dated May, 1936—are now 
worth f2500. From that May 
day in 1936 until she was 
hit by a car in Atlanta 
and killed in 1949, Peggy 
Marsh was never again to 
enjoy a full week of 
quiet.

MAO'S WIDOW CHUNG CHING WITH CHINESE PROPAGANDA CHIEF CHANG CHUN-CHIAO 


One of 
the most 


fascinating women in China 
totiay is Chairman Mao's 
widow, Chiang Ching, 63, 
who used to play in "B" 
films in Shanghai under 
the name of "Blue Apple" 
in the early 1930's. 


Chiang has a strong, 


beguiling personality and 
is heartily disliked by a 
large number of Chinese 
politicians. She first 
learned about Communism 
when she fell in IOTO with 
a Communist student at 
Tsingtao University. 
In 1939 she showed 
up in Yenan, where Mao be- 
came attracted to her and 
invited her to become his 
personal secretary. His 
desire to marry her irri- 
tated his colleagues, who 
felt that he was deserting 
his third wife, Ho Tzu- 
chen, one of the few orig- 
inal women on the 'long 
March, who was abandoned 
while she was in the So- 
viet Union for medical 
treatment. 


Mao promised his associ- 


ates that Chiang Ching 
would play no role in 
party politics, but in 
1963, after having borne 
Mao two daughters, Chiang 
moved to Shanghai and 
there, aided by propa- 
ganda chief Chang Chun- 
chiao (one of the powers 
in 'Red China), she became 
politically active, radi- 
calizing the theater 
groups. 


She and Lin Piao's wife 


played active roles in the 
cultural revolution, with 
Chiang maneuvering herself 
into a position of power, 
helping to plan propaganda 
campaigns against the late 
Chou En-lai and the now- 
disgraced Teng Hsiao-ping. 


A small woman who wears 


spectacles, a typical Mao 
cap and pantsuit, Chiang 
represents the hard line 
of the Red Radical Left. 
Her source of power, of 
course, was her husband. 
Now that Mao Tse-tung is 
gone, will his widow's 
wings be clipped? The for- 
eign colony in Peking 
waits and watches.

he nation's newest environmental head- 
ache is sludge. Veritable mountains of 
the thick and gummy sewage residue 
are rising from one end of the country 


to the other while local officials desperately 
search for ways and places to dispose of it. 


The federal government has ordered New 


York City and Philadelphia to begin phasing 
out their dumping of sludge into the Atlantic 
Ocean. The two cities have no idea where 
the/re going to put it when the final dead- 
line arrives in 1981. Alternatives, says New 
York Environmental Protection Administra- 
tor Robert Low, are either impractical or 
too costly, particularly for a financially be- 
leaguered metropolis like New York. 


'An economic nightmare' 


"It's going to become an economic night- 


mare for New York," a sympathetic federal 
official agrees. 


Chicago and its Cook County suburbs are 


spending more than $30 million a year barg- 
ing their sludge as far as 200 miles away, 
where it is being tested as a fertilizer for 
corn and as a landfill to erase scars left by 
strip mining. But over the past year the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District of Greater 
Chicago has been battling suggestions from 
federal agencies that the fertilizing tech- 
nique may carry potential health hazards. 


One frustrated Chicago official throws up 


his hands and warns what will happen if the 
current method is rejected: "Some day the 
people of Chicago are going to flush their 
toilets and nothing is going to happen." 


Los Angeles city and county have been 


pumping much of their sludge into the 
Pacific Ocean. While California beaches 
haven't experienced the same problems as 
those on the Atlantic, the state government 


is worried about the possible hazards to 
marine life and has decided that the prac- 
tice m'ust come to an end. The city of Los 
Angeles has been fighting that decision. 


The most resounding proof of sludge's 


coming-of-age may be the debut this year 
of a Washington-based newsletter devoted 
exclusively to sludge management. Fittingly, 
it is called "Sludge."

The target of all. this concern is an 


unsightly and odorous glob composed 
of the solids that settle out of sewage 
during the treatment process. Because 
it is made up largely of human waste, 
sludge contains bacteria and viruses 
that can be harmful to people and 
animals. Sometimes it also includes 
such industrial discharges as heavy 
metals that have been linked to cancer. 
For these reasons, health and environ- 
mental authorities want to make surethat 
when sludge is deposited somewhere, 
it does not seep into drinking water 
supplies—or, if 
used as a fertilizer, 


that it does not contaminate crops. 


Ironically, the country is facing a 


sludge crisis because it is on its way 
toward overcoming another crisis—the 
pollution of its waters. In 1972 Congress 
passed landmark legislation requiring 
municipalities to upgrade their sewage 
treatment facilities. With the aid of bil- 
lions of dollars in federal funds, com- 
munities are responding. The result: 
cleaner lakes, rivers and streams. That 
is the(good news. The bad news is that 
the better a city does in straining its 
sewage, the more sludge it is left with. 
One sanitation expert figures that 
elevating a sewage-handling operation 
from primary to secondary treatment 
can mean a 50 to 1000 percent increase 
in a facility's sludge output. 


300 million tons a year 


Dr. Edward Bryan of the National 


Science Foundation, which is support- 
ing research into new methods of 
sludge disposal, calculates that the 
United States is currently generating 
about 300 million tons of wet sludge a 
year. The federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency estimates that national 
sludge-disposal costs may be running 
more than $1 billion annually. 


And the worst is yet to come. 
Robert Bastian, an official with EPA, 


notes that many communities are not 
yet subjecting all their sewage to sec- 
ondary treatment, a step they are man- 
dated to achieve by 1977. When they 
do, sludge production will zoom even 
higher. "In 
essence," says Bastian, 


"we're talking about a future problem." 


To New York City's Robert Low, the 


crisis became a reality last June, when a 
mixture of sludge and garbage washed 
ashore on Long Island, temporarily shut- 
ting down beaches normally enjoyed 
by millions of area residents. The sludge 
is believed to have come from the New 
York Bight, an ocean dumping site 
located about 12 miles off the New 
jersey and Long Island coasts. New 
York and other communities have been 
dumping their sludge at the Bight for 
nearly 45 years. Now they must find 
somewhere else, and Low is not happy. 


The federal government, he claims, 


encouraged the city to unload its sludge 
in the ocean. It even supplied New York 
with money to buy the vessels to haul

it there. "Now they tell us to stop," he 
complains. 


A consultant hired by the city sug- 


gested two alternatives: burning the 
sludge through a process known as 
pyrolysis or turning it into compost. 
The first proposal, which is the tech- 
nique used to produce charcoal, is 
costly and—for sludge—technologi- 
cally unproven. The second proposal, 
he claims, requires relatively sizable 
tracts of land on which to dry and turn 
the sludge into compost. It also re- 
quires sufficient numbers of gardeners 
and farmers to use up the compost. 


Excess land is not easy to find in New 


York, and "we don't have too many 
farmers in the city," adds Low drily. 


Federal officials say they understand 


the problems faced by cities such as 
New York, Philadelphia and Los An- 
geles. But they point out that they are 
charged by law with protecting the 
public against the health and environ- 
mental dangers that sludge 
poses 


through improper disposal. They also 
realize the alternatives are costly. 


"Sewage treatment is not cheap," 


says EPA's Bastian. "If you're going to 
treat water, it's going to cost money." 


One of the reasons sludge disposal 


costs so much is that options are con- 
stantly being closed off and what is left

is expensive. There are only three places 
where sludge can be put: in the air 
(through burning), in the sea, or on the 
land. Experts generally agree that the 
ocean has been effectively ruled out 
because of the threat to beaches and 
the possible danger to marine life. The 
air is also on its way out. 


"Earlier, everybody thought you 


could incinerate sludge and that would 
be the end of it. Then along came the 
1973 oil embargo and burning became 
terribly expensive. There was also the 
problem of air pollution. In other 
words, everybody's avenue of escape 
has been cut off," says Daniel Houck, a 
sanitation engineer with Public Tech- 
nology Inc., a nonprofit group in Wash- 
ington that helps cities solve urban 
problems. 


Seek sludge benefits 


There is no shortage of ideas for new 


ways to dispose of sludge. The federal 
government is spending about $3 mil- 
lion this year on researching some of . 
them. In many instances the approaches 
not only seek a disposal method but try 
to utilize the beneficial properties of 
sludge. 


For example, EPA is pursuing pyroly- 


sis, one of whose attractions is the pos- 
sibility that gas generated by the process 
could be used as a fuel. The Agriculture 
Department is working on composting, 
mixing the sludge with wood chips and 
then turning it over in much the same 
way a gardener produces compost 
from yard matter. The National Science 
Foundation is supporting development 
of a soil injection technique that would 
permit a site to absorb much more 
sludge than if it is simply spread on 
the land. In a companion project, the 
foundation is financing a facility that 
renders the sludge safer for soil injec- 
tion by first irradiating it, killing viruses. 


Unfortunately, all of the new tech- 


niques 
contain 
environmental 
or 


economic drawbacks that must be over- 
come before they can be deemed fea- 
sible for many cities. 


Federal effort weak 


Some members of Congress are be- 


ginning to feel that the federal effort to 
combat sludge is not as aggressive as 
it ought to be. Rep. Robert F. Drinan 
(D., Mass.) has introduced legislation 
that would combine a tough regulatory 
program for disposal with all-out re- 
search to develop techniques that are 
safe and economically sensible. 


Until then, sanitation engineers must 


contend with existing obstacles, includ- 
ing the complaints of citizens who do 
not want sludge dumped near them. 


"It's like some big, unwanted relative 


who moves into your house," says a 
Maryland home owner leading a fight 
against picking a sludge disposal site 
in his neighborhood. "He's big and he's 
there. Did you want him? No. Is he 
going to go away? Can you get rid of 
him? Well, maybe."

Last month, in a torrential down- 


pour, President Gerald Ford, Class 
of '35, kicked off his Presidential 
campaign at his alma mater, the 
University of Michigan. He did so 
/or sentimental reasons and be- 
cause he thinks the youth vote is 
up for grabs. 


Ford received a mixed recep- 


tion at the packed Crisler Arena. 
It was decidedly more friendly 


t than the one he got in May, 1974, 


when he attended the commence- 
ment exercises in Ann Arbor. 
That year, as Nixon's Vice Presi- 
dent, he was almost heckled off 
the stage. 


BOOS AND APPLAUSE 


This time, while some students 


lustily booed many parts of 
Ford's speech, others roundly ap- 
plauded. The major disturbance 
occurred when someone exploded 
a /irecracker in the stands. 


Ford, as always, was pleasant, 


affable, and cooperative. He met 
privately with 20 university stu- 
dents, answered questions on 
why he pardoned Nixon, the war 
in Indochina, and the rights of 
homosexuals. 


In 1972, when Ford was still a 


Congressman, America's 18-year- 
olds were given their first oppor- 
tunity to vote. They proved the 
political forecasters wrong. In- 
stead of voting overwhelmingly 
liberal, as had been predicted, 48 
percent voted for Richard Nixon, 
a President who was so fearful of 
collegiate youth that he would 
venture upon only the most con- 
servative, right-wing campuses. 


20-CAMPUS TALLY 


How will the college vote go 


this year? 


A PARADE poll of 1000 college 


students on 20 campuses across 
the country—taken prior to the 
first debate between Carter and 
Ford on Sept. 23—yielded the fol- 
owing results :

Those students who support 


Gerald Ford for the Presidency 
tend to come from the nation's 
more affluent families.

Ford's campus supporters dif- 


fer from Carter's in other ways. 
They view inflation as the na- 
tion's No. 1 problem, followed by 
crime, the welfare mess, unem- 
ployment, and general poverty. 


Carter's advocates regard un- 


employment as No. 1, followed 
by inflation, welfare, poverty, and 
corruption in government. 


Asked to select a non-politician 


they would like as U.S. President, 
few students had answers, al- 
though many regarded the quali- 
fications of the current candidates 


as generally inadequate. 


Non-political 
public 
figures 


who received votes included 
Ralph Nader, Margaret Mead, 
William F. Buckley Jr., Kingman 
Brewster Jr. (president of Yale), 
Bob Woodward, Chevy Chase, 
Robert Redford and Cesar Cha- 
vez. A large number of students 
nominated themselves. 


A majority of students polled 


said they most probably would 
vote as their parents did. 


This year's college seniors en- 


tered school in the fall of 1973 at 
the height of the Watergate scan- 
dal. If they bear any of the scars 
of that period, they reflect rela- 
tively few. They are generally 
docile, industrious, job-minded, 
and non-activist. 


Explained one Yale senior: 


"You have to understand that 


we're not any of us the students 
of the 1960's. I'm interested in 
getting the highest-paying job I 
can get. Jerry Ford is the candi- 
date who I feel will make the life- 
style I want easier to obtain. I 
know Jerry Ford is no intellectual 
heavyweight, but our country 
needs a rest after Watergate and 
Vietnam—a breather." 


A Duke University junior, sup- 


porting Jimmy Carter, explains 
her stand this way: "Carter has a 
genuine concern for the outcast, 
the little man. If we don't get our 
act together and make this coun- 
try a better symbol for justice and 
equal opportunity, we're not go- 
ing to be around as we are very 
long. I don't understand Carter's 
religious trip, but J do think he 
offers 
the nation an opportunity 


for leadership."

To see him exhorting his team from the sidelines, you'd 
never know that football coach Bo Schembechler survived

ANN ARBOR, MICH. 


Y 


ou had a heart attack on New 
Year's Eve, 1969, and now, 6'A 
years later, the doctors say you 
must undergo open-heart surgery. 


What do you do? 
If you are Bo Schembechler, coach of 


the powerful University of Michigan 
football team, you devise a game plan 
for yourself. 


"You'd better have a plan," says the 


47-year-old coach. His worked so well 
that right now, only five months after 
the operation, he's just as active as he 
ever was in midseason—raging along 
the sidelines, storming at the officials, 
screaming at his players. As he aims for 
the No. 1 ranking in the country, few 
are betting'against him. 


What was Bo Schembechler's game 


plan? 


This is the way he explains it: 'The 


first thing you've got to do is put your- 
self in a positive frame of mind. I be- 
lieve that's half the battle—psyching 
you.rself up that everything is going to 
be OK. Most of the battle is mental." 


Then, he says, he consulted five of 


the leading heart-disease clinics in the 
country, asking from each a complete 
briefing on what the operation entailed. 


"I told them, 'Listen, we go over our 


game films to get ready to play, and I 


want you to do the same for me.' I 
could read the X-rays better than they 
could," he says. "I could see every oc- 
clusion, every vein that was blocked. 
Once I knew what had to be done, I 
said, 'OK, now do ill'" 


Schembechler's 
operation 
at St. 


Joseph Mercy Hospital in Ann Arbor last 
May 13 lasted 6'/2 hours. But he came 
through it in excellent condition and 
has remained that way—thanks to a 
continuation of the game plan he had 
devised for himself. 


How to relax 


The big factor that enabled him to 


resume his career where he left off, he 
says, is that he has learned to relax. 
While out on the field, he's the same 
old tiger. But day in and day out, he's 
learned to pace himself differently. 


No longer does he remain on the job 


all hours of the night—sometimes until 
1 or 2 a.m.—looking at game films, 
diagramming 
plays, fretting 
about 


might-have-beens. 


Instead, 10 o'clock, and that's it. No 


matter what's going on, he gets up from 
the meeting with his coaches and goes 
home. Tomorrow is another day. 


"He's been just beautiful about dis- 


ciplining himself," says Schembechler's 
wife Millie. 


(wo bouts with heart trouble. He's back in action, as vigor- 
ous as ever. The secret? "Most of the battle is mental." 


She points out that under his plan he 


not only goes to bed early, but watches 
what he eats—and he doesn't get mad 
more than three times a day at practice. 
He also runs. In fact, he's devised his 
own exercise program that includes 
running and walking in almost equal 
parts. He started slowly by walking 
around the block; gradually built up his 
distance, and began jogging. Now he 
works out at the university's outdoor 
track, running on the straightaways as 
hard as he can and walking on the 
curves. He does 4'A miles a day. He 
also rests as much as possible, coming 
home at midday for about two hours, 
which ho spends either napping or 
chatting with his wife. 


On a typical day, his diet consists of a 


breakfast of dry cereal and skim milk 
with an occasional cup of black coffee, 
a sandwich or soup for lunch, and a din- 
ner of salad and lean meat, chicken, or 
fish. Very occasionally, he sneaks in a 
chocolate sundae. As a result, his weight 
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His wife Millie wheels Schembechler in 
Pasadena hospital after his first attack. 


is a steady 190, about 30 pounds less 
than when he suffered his first heart at- 
tack nearly seven years ago, on the eve 
of the Rose Bowl game, the climax of 
his first season as Michigan coach. 


2 a.m. chili 


He blames bad eating habits for that 


first brush with death. "I'd come back 
from a trip or a banquet and I'd find 
some old, greasy restaurant in a gas sta- 
tion and there I'd be, eating a bowl of 
chili at 2 a.m., just wolfing it down. 
There was no sense to it," he says. The 
result was the classic symptoms of a 
myocardial infarction—a heart attack: 
a stab of pain in the chest, a burning 
sensation down the left arm, a gasping 
for air. Schembpcnler wound up spend- 
ing nearly three weeks in the intensive 
care unit at St. Luke's Hospital in Pasa- 
dena, Cal. 


After that he began a determined 


effort to lose weight and get back into 
shape. In a matter of months he got his 
weight down to 180. 


But, unfortunately, he let himself 


slip. The pounds slowly came back. He 
felt a tightening in his chest again. Then 
the blocked arteries were discovered 
and the open-heart surgery prescribed. 
It meant that the doctors would stop 
his heart and his lungs and place them 
on machines while they performed four 
bypasses around his heart. Bo knew the 
risks, but after checking out his case 
with heart clinics in Ann Arbor, Hous- 
ton, Cleveland, New York and Cincin- 
nati, he was ready to go ahead. 


With the open-heart surgery behind 


him, Bo is confident he can keep his 
weight down permanently this time 
and that his game plan is going to work. 
He's determined to show that even 
football coaches can lead sensible lives, 
and he's planning on embellishing his 
record—the best in the land over the 
last eight years. Entering this season, his 
Wolverines had won 66 games, lost 
nine, and tied three. 


Raising a storm 


"I really feel great," he says with a 


grin. "You should see me in our class- 
room sessions. I bang on that black- 
board and I yell at them and I raise all 
kinds of a storm. I'm really enjoying 
myself." 


Schembechler now gets countless 


calls and cards and letters from people 
all over the United States who are fac- 
ing similar surgery. 


He answers them all—and this in it- 


self is surprising. 


Previously, he had little time for any- 


thing but football. Now he will patiently 
write back to worried patients or call 
them on the phone. 


"I give it to them straight," he says. 


"I tell them it's not going to be easy, i 
tell them it's going to hurl—and it's 
going to hurt a lot. But I tell them they 
can beat it if they make up their minds 
to do it."
